The  Bill  Annexing  Part  of  the  Minneapolis 

District  to  Ouluth  District  Passed 

the  Senate. 


Mr.  Markliam  Denies  the  Charges  of  Seek- 
ing Boodle  From  Lumbermen  and 
Demands  an  Investigation. 


Lon  Merritt  and  About  Twenty  Legislators 

Will  Reach  Duluth  Tonight,  Going 

to  the  Mesaba. 


St.  Pail,  Ai)nl  8.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.] — The  hill  cluin^iut;  the  bound- 
aries of  the  Uuliitli  luml)er  district  and 
taking  in  a  Large  portion  of  the  Minneap- 
olis district  passed  the  senate  this  morn- 
ing under  suspension  of  the  rules  on 
motion  of  Senator  Daugherty.  Tlie  bill 
validating  the  Park  Point  street  railway 
franchise  was  reported  back  to  the  sen- 
ate by  the  committee  with  a  recommePid- 
ation  of  indelinite  })ostponement.  Sena- 
tor Daugherty  tried  to  get  it  placed  upon 
general  orders  hut  failed  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Stevens  introduced  a  bill  amend- 
ing the  cai)itol  bill  by  providing  that  the 
Capitol  site  may  be  chosen  within  three- 
([uartcrs  of  a  mile  of  the  old  site.  It  was 
ordered  printed  and  placed  on  general 
orders. 

Senator  Hompe  roasted  the  gftvernor 
this  morning,  alleging  that  he  refuseil  to 
sign. the  Capitol  bill  until  house  rile  371, 
providing  that  all  grain  elevators  except 
at  terminal  points-  he  tleclared  pubHc, 
was  passed. 

Senator  Crandall  intioduced  the  onmi- 
hus  appropriation  bill  of  the  session.  It 
gives  Si 75,000  for  the  erection  of  build- 
ings. 

In  the  house.  Mr.  Cotton  acting^  as 
speaker,  the  Duluth  elevator  bill  was 
recommended  to  pass  by  the  house 
warehouse  committee.  It  is  amended  to 
provide  for  an  appropriation  of  ji.30,000 
more. 

An  omnibus  resolution  was  .''passed  in 
the  house  to  investigate  all  charges  of 
boodling  against  any  members  of  the 
legislature  and  appointing  a  committee 
of  three. 

The  omnibus  appropriation  bill  intro- 
duced in  the  house  appropriates  about 
$800,000  for  public  buildings  for  this 
year. 

Lon  Mcrritt  and  about  twenty  other 
legislators  l«it  at  i  p.  m.  over  the  East- 
ern Minnesota  road  by  a  special  car  for 
Duluth. 

The  joint  legislative  committee  that  is 
investigating  the  coal  combine  had  a 
consultation  yesterday  afternoon  with 
Governor  Nelson  and  Attornev-General 
Childs,  as  a  result  of  which  it  was  de- 
cided to  ask  for  a  change  of  venue  in  the 
cases  of  Rhodes  against  Mi.  Walsh  and 
thQ  other  members  of  the  committee, 
for  damages.  The  application  will  be 
made  by  the  attorney  general  in  a  few 
days,  and  the  case,  if  the  change  is  al- 
lowed, will  go  to  Duluth  or  to  Olter  Tail 
county.  The  committee,  in  view  of 
recent  developments  with  which  the 
public  is  familiar,  is  unwilling  to  risk  its 
case  before  the  Ramsey  or  Hennepm 
courts.  The  committee  also  decided  to 
engage  Judge  Page  Morris,  Senator  John 
Day  Smith,  of  Minneapolis,  and  W.  P. 
Warner,  of  St.  Paul,  as  counsel  for  the 
defense,  to  asi.i5t  the  attorney  general. 

The  report  that  has  been  industriously 
circulated  about  the  capitol  reflecting  on 
Mr.  Markbam.  of  Aitkin  county,  in  con- 
nection with  the  surveyor  general  bill 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  house 
yesterday  afternoon. 

Mr.  Markham,  rising  to  a  question  of 
privilege,  read  from  the  Minneapolis 
Journal  some  paragraphs  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  he  had  not  replied  to 
the  charges  that  he  had  offered  to  sell 
his  influence.  Mr.  Markham  said  that  he 
had  not  been  able  to  iind  the  original 
article,  and  these  reflections  were  the  first 
he  had  himself  seen.  He  vigorously  de- 
nied that  he  had  directly  or  indirectly  so- 
licited money  for  a  vote  at  any  time  in 
his  life.  That  was  all  he  would  say  at 
this  lime,  but  he  asked  the  house  to  ap- 
point a  committee  to  fully  investigate  the 
case. 

Mr.  Wilson  said,  in  view  of  the  start- 
ling statements  made  and  with  a  view  of 
maintaining  the  integrity  and  "haractcr 
of  the  house,  he  would  move  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  of  five  to  investi- 
gate the  charges,  with  full  powers  to 
send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  admin- 
ister oaths  and  instructed  to  make  a 
thorough  and  searching  investigation. 
The  motion  was  adopted  and  the  speaker 
said  he  would  appoint  the  committee 
later. 

Subsequently  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Goodhue, 
amended  his  resolution  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Whareas,  It  appears  from  tlie  remarks  of 
Jo8(!pli  Markbam  ou  personal  jirivilegf  that 
certain  iiownpapors  Lave  ma<io  ciamaniiiR  t-tato-

>jors  of  this  liDtiso  iu  reflation  to  II.  F.  i8;  there- 
fore 

Resolved,  That  .1  committee  of  five  bo  ap- 
ptiintfd  by  tlio  speaker  to  in(|iiiro  into  tho  Haid 
matter,  with  fall  i)owcr  and  authority  to  sum- 
mon, compel  the  attendance  nndesamma  wit^ 
nof  ses,  an  minister  oaths  and  take  testimony  and 
make  a  speedy  report  thereon  tu  this  house  with 
such  recommendation  as  they  deem  proper  in 
the  premises. 

The  amended  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  house  committee  (Jii  labor  and 
labor  legislation  met  yesterday  afternoon 
to  hear  Minneapolis  luinhermeii  on  the 
bill  of  Mr.  IJoggs  to  provide  for  merch- 
ants and  dealers,  selling  goods  to  lumber 
emj)loyes,  having  a  lien  on  the  logs  cut. 
The  hill  was  indelinitelv  postf)oned.  The 
Wyman  child  labor  bill  was  amenrfed 
and  reciuniuended  to  T)ass. 

'I"he  senate  was  engaged  all  yesterday 
afternoon  in  conmiittcc  of  the  whole  dis- 
cussing the  general  charter  bill  and  its 
amendments.  It  seems  to  he  the  gen- 
eral opinion  that  the  bill  will  not  pass. 

There  is  strong  opposition  in  the  sen- 
ate to  r^unn's  reapportionment  bill  com- 
ing from  senators  of  the  southern  portion 


of  the  state  and  they  are  holding  back 
other  important  legislaiion  to  act  as  a 
club  in  killing  off  the  reapportionment 
bill. 

The  railroad  conimitt<:'e  of  the  senate 
has  decided  to  indetinitt  ly  postpone  the 
Park  Point  street  railway  franchise  h\\\ 
on  the  ground  that  it  is  ,1  judicial  matter 
ami  should  be  settled  in  the  courts. 

A  VERY  FURIOUS  STORM. 

Much  Damage  Dene  in  Cficago  and  Several 
People  Injured. 

Chicago,  April  8.— A  furious  wind 
storm  swept  over  the  southern  portion 
of  this  city  last  evening  doing  consider- 
able damage.  Trees  were  leveled,  win- 
dows were  broken  and  several  wagons 
and  carriages  were  overturned  and 
their  occupants  thrown  into  the  street. 

Little  Mary  Magee  was  knocked 
down  by  a  runaway  horse  and  seriously 
injured.  The  doctors  think  she  will  re- 
cover. John  Ordway,  of  Lnglewood, 
while  riding  in  a  street  ":ir,  was  struck 
in  the  back  of  the  neck  by  a  piece  of 
glasi  from  the  car  window  which  had 
been  broken  by  hail  stones  and  one  of 
the  veins  of  his  neck  was  cut.  Before 
medical  aid  could  be  g  ven,  he  had  lost 
so  much  bjood  that  his  recovery  is 
doubtful. 

I'rod  lilasse,  a  lad  14  years  old,  was 
seriously  and  perhaps  I'atally  injured  by 
being  thrown  fnun  a  waijan.  The  horse 
became  frightened  and  ran  away.  Glasse 
was  thrown  from  the  wagon,  and  striking 
the  curbstone  on  his  head  fractured  his 
skull. 

Panics  occurred  in  se\  cral  of  the  apart- 
ment huiklings  hut  no  .serious  accidents 
from  this  cause  have  been  reported.  The 
Chicago  PMoral  company'  had  1000  panes 
of  glass  broken  in  their  green  house. 
Several  other  green  houses  suffered  from 
broken  glass. 

Severe  wind  storms  accompanied  by 
electrical  disturbances  prevailed  through- 
out Wisconsin,  Iowa  and  Illinois  yester- 
day. At  Bloomington,  111.,  Miss  Kate 
Iney  was  struck  by  a  flying  board  and 
fatally  injured.

Several  Counties  Devastated. 

Omaha,  Neb.,  April  8.— A  violent  gale 
prevailed  throughout  Nebraska  all  day. 
Reports  from  many  portions  of  the 
state  indicate  prairie  fires  of  consider- 
able magnitude.  Banner,  Keith,  Blaine 
and  adjoining  counties  are  completely 
devastated  by  fires. 

A  Burlington  bridge  at  Dunnin,-y  and 
another  at  Hastings  on  the  Elkhorn 
were  destroyed.

LIVE  PIGEON  SHOOTING. 


Match  Between  Capt.  Brswer  and  Thomas 
Peacock  Won  by  Brewer. 
New  Yokk,  April  8. —  Lovers  of  pigeon 
shooting  traveled  through  the  rain  and 
slush  to  Dexter  park  on  the  Jamaica 
road.  Long   Island,  yesterday,  to  witness 

the  live  bird  match  between  Capt.  Jack 
Brewer  and  Thomas  Peacock,  which 
wound  up  the  three  days'  shoot  of  the 
Interstate  Manufacturers*  and  Dealers' 
association. 

The  conditions  of  the  match  were 
thirty  yards  rise  and  fifty  yards  bound- 
ary. Capt.  Brewer  was  to  shoot  at  100 
birds  and  Mr.  Peacock  at  104.  The 
shoot  was  for  a  wager.  After  the  match, 
when  Capt.  Brewer  was  declared  the 
winner,  he  stated  that  he  had  been  given 
$1200  by  the  stakeholder. 

When  the  shooting  began  at  noon,  the 
small  crowd  of  spectators  were  huddled 
around  the  stove  in  the  gunroom  like  so 
many  sheep.  They  would  rush  to  the 
two  small  windows  when  a  trap  was 
pulled,  but  would  immediately  seek  the 
stove  again  when  the  bi;rd  was  brought 
down. 

Capt.  Brewer  started  the  ball  rolling 
and  killed  forty-nine  birds  in  succession, 
but  his  fiftieth  fell  just  outside  the 
bounds.  Peacock's  work  was  not  so 
good,  for  out  of  ttic  first  fifty  birds  he 
lost  three.  When  the  match  ended  at 
6:15,  the  score  stood:  Brewer  q6  and 
Peacock  87.

Stillwater  Was  the  Scene  Last  Night  of  a 

Tragedy,  Which  Was   Due  to 

Jealousy. 


Joseph  Probst  Slashed   Henry  Hathaway  in 

the  Neck  Because  He  Walked  With 

His  Girl. 


An  Artery  of  the  Jugular 'Cut   But   Physi- 
cians Closed  it  and  Hathaway  May 
Recover. 


Probst   Fled   at  Once   and    Officers  Now  in 

Pursuit-The  Girl  Arrested   as  a 

Witness. 


Stillwater,  Minn.,  April  8.— A 
bloody  tragedy  occurred  on  Third 
street  last  evening  at  9  o'clock.  Joseph 
Probst,  a  young  miller  in  the  employ  of 
Isaac  Staples,  has  been  paying  attention 
to  a  young  girl  named  Gussie  Refcus, 
formerly  a  cook  at  the  Elliott  house. 
They  were  engaged  to  be  married.  They 
(juarreled  a  few  months  ago  and  the  girl 
went  to  Menominee,  Wis. 

Evidently  a    reconciliation    had   been 

effected,  as  the  girl  came  back,  arriving 
here  last  Wednesday.  Probst  met  her 
at  the  station  and  she  has  several  times 
visited  him  at  his  boarding  place.  Last 
evening  she  went  to  Pat  Hennessy's,  ad- 
joining the  blacksmith  shop  of  Harry 
Hathaway,  who  has  long  been  an  ardent 
admirer  of  the  girl.  Young  Hathaway 
saw  her,  and  as  she  came  out  of  Hen- 
nessy's offered  to    escort  her  down  town. 

She  reluctantly  assented,  and  they  had 
only  gone  a  few  steps  when  Probst  ap- 
peared and,  approaching  the  two,  re- 
marked in  a  threatening  manner:  "You 
get  out  of  this,  young  man;  I'll  see  this 
girl  home,"  to  which  Hathaway  only  re- 
plied, "I  guess  not,"  when  slash  came 
a  knife,  the  weapon  rutting  a  terrible 
gash  in  the  left  side  ot  Hathavwiy  s  neck 
just  below  the  left  jaw. 

The  girl  fainted,  Probst  fled,  while  the 
wounded  man  staggered  along  the  street 
and,  after  reaching  the  engine  house, 
walked  in,  remarkingthat  he  was  stabbed. 
Medical  aid  was  summoned  and  it  was 
found  that  the  sub-mixilliary  artery  of 
jugular  was  cut. 

After  an  hour's  labor  by  several  physi- 
cians the  artery  was  closed  and  it  is 
thought  he  may  recover.  The  girl  was 
locked  up  as  a  witness  but  will  disclose 
nothing.  Officers  are  in  pursuit  ot 
Probst. 

NORTH  DAKOTA  ELEVATOR. 


Attorney  General  Standish   States  the   Object 
of  Building  It. 

Granij  Forks,  N.  D..  April  8.— At- 
torney General  Standish  thus  states  the 
purpose  of  his  project  to  establish  a 
North  Dakota  state  elevator  at   Duluth, 

the  bill  for  granting  a  site    to    which    is 
pending  in  the  Minnesota  legislature: 

"The  object  of  the  North  Dakota  ele- 
vator is  not  for  North  Dakota  to  buy  and 
grade  wheat,  but  to  have  a  safe  store- 
house managed  by  state  officers,  and 
invite  foreign  buyers  to  come  to  Duluth 
and  buy  our  wheat  on  its  merits,  and 
have  a  warehouse  where  it  will  not  be 
mixed  while  they  are  gathering  a  cargo, 
and  prepare  arrangements  on  the  route 
so  that  our  wheat  can  be  transhipped 
for  Liverpool  without  being  mixed  en 
route,  so  that  these  buyers  will  know 
they  will  get  to  grind  in  Europe  and  in 
the  East  the  actual  North  Dakota  wheat 
they  buy  in  Duluth.  The  talk  the  North 
Dakota  people  have  heard  of  fixing 
this  by  the  grade  system  and  then  let 
the  grades  be  dilated  before  it  goes 
abroad,  would  sicken  a  child.  The  juris- 
diction bill  has  passed  the  Minnesota 
senate  and  gone  through  the  committee 
in  the  house,  and  is  now  being  fought 
there  by  the  Minneapolis  elevator  and 
millers'  combine.

FARIBAULT  COUNTY  EXCITED. 


Sensational  Charges  Made  Against  a  Leading 
Physician. 

Well.s,  Minn.,  April 8.— All  Faribault 
county  is  excited  over  a  petition  to  the 
state  board  of  medical  examiners  asking 
that  the  license  of  John  L.    Livingstone, 

one  of  the  most  prominent  physicians  in 
the  state,  be  revoked  on  the  ground  of 
unprofessional,  dishonorable  and  im- 
moral conduct. 

The  petition  says  that  the  physician 
has  been  guilty  of  protracted  sprees; 
that  at  various  times  he  threatened  to 
shoot  J.  H.  Joice,  a  banker,  Robert  An- 
drews and  a  dozen  other  prominent  men; 
that  he  instigated  Dennis  O'Day  to  shoot 
and  kill  Dr.  Daniel  Straw,  and  that  he 
.a'tempted  to  induce  E.  W.  Morgan,  a 
druggist,  .and  several  other  persons  to 
combine  to  ruin  the  business  of  Dr.  W. 
L.  Gundlach.  The  petition  closes  with 
the  charge  that  Dr.  Livingstone  frc- 
(.jucntly  boasted  that  he  had  been  im- 
properly intimate  with  many  married 
wjmea  of  Wells. 


New  Postmasters. 
Washington,  April  8.  The  tot.il  num- 
ber of  fourth  class  postmasters  appointed 
today  was  120,  and  of  this  number  71 
were  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  resigna- 
tion and  torty-nine  removals.

Scheme  to  Divide  British  C 
Provinces. 

Nl;\v  York,  April  8.-  A  Times  special 
from  Tacoma,  Washington,  says:  For 
some  time  a  number  of  secessionists  in 
Vancouver  and  New  Westminster  have 
been  agitating  against  the  present  prov- 
incial government,  ostensibly  because 
the  latter  failed  to  bring  a  redistribution 
measure  at  the  present  session  of  the 
legislature. 

The  government  has  not  looked  upon 
it  seriously  until  yesterday,  when  it  was 
learned  that  a  huge  scheme  was  on  foot 
to  bring  about  the  separation  of  the  main 
land  from  the  island  and  establish  the 
former  as  a  sort  of  a  province. 

A  X'ancouver  special  says  that  the 
principal  movers  are  Gen.  Twigg.  at 
whose  residence  several  meetings  of  the 
secessionists  have  been  held;  J.  B.Keith, 
manager  of  the  bank  of  British  Colum- 
bia; J.  C.  Brown,  M.  P.  from  New  West- 
minster; S.  S.  Cotton,  M.  P.  and  manag- 
ing editor  of  the  News-Advertiser;  Capt. 
R.  G.  Tatlow;  Thomas  Kitchen,  M.  P. 
from  the  New  Westminster  district;  J. 
Balfour  Kerr,  a  real-estate  speculator, 
and  a  number  of  other  well  kno\vn  char- 
acters.   The  special  says: 

The  Nev/ Westminster  Columbian  and 
the  People's  Journal  of  this  city  are  con- 
trolled by  the  secessionists  to  dissemin- 
ate their  views.  Agents  are  to  be  sent 
out  through  the  rural  districts  of  the 
mainland  to  educate  them  in  favor  of  the 
scheme.  The  first  step  in  this  direction 
has  been  arranged  to  take  place  in  the 
Market  hall  in  this  city  on  Saturday 
night. 

The  secessionists  have  actually  gone 
so  far  as  to  nominate  the  personnel  of 
the  provisional  government  for  the  main- 
land, and  as  soon  as  the  people  are  ready 
for  secession  S.  5.  Cotton  is  to  be  pro- 
vincial secretary  and  premier;  J.  C. 
Keith,  finance  minister;  J.  M.  Duval, 
minister  of  lands  and  works.  As  yet  the 
schemers  have  not  been  able  to  get  a 
lawyer  to  take  the  position  of  attorney 
general,  consequently  this  position  has 
been  left  open  lor  the  time  being. 


THE  ARIZONA  GOVERNOR. 


Why  Republican  Senators  Arc  Trying  to  Delay 
Confirmaticn. 

Baltimokk,  April  8.— The  .Sun's 
Washington  correspondent  telegraphs 
his  paper  as  follow-s:  The  senate  Re- 
publicans arc  making  a  strong  effort  to 
delay  action  on  the  nomination  by  the 
president  of  a    governor  of  Arizona. 

The  legislature  of  Arizona  will  ad- 
journ in  about  ten  days.  The  senate  of 
the  territory  is  strongly  Democratic,  and 
if  a  Democratic  governor  is  now  in  office, 
his  appointments  of  all  local  ofi'ices  will, 
of  course,  be  promptly  confirmed  by  the 
senate.  To  have  all  the  territorial  offi- 
cials in  accord  with  the  Democratic 
party  is  of  much  importance,  in  view  of 
the  lact  that  full  preparations  for  state- 
hood sfre  expected  to  be  made  during  the 
coming  summer  and  it  is  believed  Ari- 
zona will  be  admitted  into  the  Union  at 
the  next  session  of  congress. 

All  the  local  officers  of  the  territory  arc 
now  Republican.  If  they  hold  over,  in- 
fluence and  powers  will  be  exerted  in  the 
direction  of  securing  a  Republican  state 
organization  for  the  election  of  two  Re- 
j)ub!ican  United  States  senators. 

For  this  jeason,  the  Republican  sena- 
tors have  set  themselves  to  work  to  put 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  nomination 
made  by  Mr.  Cleveland,  but  the  Demo- 
cratic sei>ators  a])preciaie  the  imiiort- 
ance  of  the  occasion  and  have  resolved 
to  have  no  nominations  unacted  upon 
when  the  final  adjournment  takes  place 
next  week. 


MISSIONARIES  IN  DANGER. 


German   Authorities   Causing  Trouble  in   ihe 
Marshall  Islands. 

New  York,  April  8.— A  special  to  the 

Tribune      from      San     Francisco    says: 

Through  private  letters  which   are  from 

Jaluit,    the    chief    city  of  the    Marshall 

islands,  it  is  learned  that  the  American 
missionaries  on  the  islands,  .about  forty  in 
number,  are  threatened  with  dep-ortation 
by  the  German  authorities. 

When  Brandev;«  was  forced  out  of  Sa- 
moa he  was  appointed  German  commis- 
sioner at  Jaluit.  He  has  recently  b-een 
assigned  to  New  (hiinea,  and  his  place 
filled  by  Maj.  Schmidt,  who  is  extremely 
unpopular  because  of  his  dictatorial 
ways. 

Schmidt  has  made  arrangements  to  re- 
move all  the  American  missionaries  he- 
cause  of  their  independence.  'The natives 
object  to  any  change  and  trouble  is  likely 
to  result. 

A  PROTEST  BY  GERMANY. 


French  Postal  Authorities  Charged  With  De- 
taining Letters. 
Berlin,  April  8. — The  government  has 
made  a  strong  protest  in  Paris  against 
the  action  of  the  French  postal  authori- 
ties in  detaining  for  a  week  the  letters 

sent  by  a  German  n.amcd  Durthe  to  the 
German  consul  in  Rouen  and  the  Ger- 
man ambassador  in  Paris. 

Durthe  was  arrested  in  Rouen  as  a  spy 
and  was  imprisoned.  He  wrote  letters 
protesting  his  innocence  to  Count  Mun- 
ster  and  to  the  consul  the  first  day  of  his 
imprisonment. 

As  no  proof  of  his  guilt  was  obtained 
by  the  authorities,  he  was  released  a 
week  later  and  was  expelled  from  the 
country  without  receiving  an  apology. 
After  he  was  across  the  border  his  letters 
of  complaint  were  delivered  to  the  per- 
sons addressed. 


Three  Resignations. 
Washington,  April  S.— Allen  T. 
Lawrence,  of  Illinois,  a  postofilice  in- 
spector in  the  money  order  service,  has 
resigned.  .Arthur  A.  Holmes,  of  Indiana, 
a  special  examiner  in  the  pension  office, 
has  resigned.  Robert  T.  Frazer,  of 
Tennessee,  a  first  assistant  examiner  in 
the  patent  office,  has  resigned. 


Fighting  in  Sumatra. 
Singapore,  April  8.— The  means  of 
communication  have  been  rcstoied  in 
eas^t  .Sumatra  and  more  details  have 
been  ascortaii->ed  concerning  the  recent 
fighting  between  Dutchmen  and  natives. 
As  first  reported,  the  Dutchmen  were 
victorious.  They  captured  eight  forts 
and  many  ^uns.  They  lost  six  killed 
and  lorty-nve  wounded.  Sixty-three 
Chinese  were  killed.

Washington,  April  8.— (Special  to 
The  Herald. j— Representative  Baldwin 
was  at  the  White  House  today  accom- 
panied by  Editor  Baker,  of  the  St.  Paul 
Globe.  When  first  presented  to|  the 
president,  Mr.  Baker  was  rather  in- 
clined not  to  accept  the  Central  Amer- 
ican mission  offered  him.  The  president, 
however,  convinced  Mr.  Baker  that  the 
mission  for  which  he  had    been    named 

would  be  very  important  during  the 
next  four  vears  both  from  a  political 
and  business  standpoint. 

This  was  because,  as  the  president 
put  it,  the  Nicaraguan  canal  scheme  was 
likely  to  be  pushed,  and  without  doubt 
this  would  make  the  position  of  United 
States  representative  there  not  only  de- 
sirable but  important.  Mr.  Baker  saw 
the  matter  in  the  same  light  and  it  is  be- 
lieved now  that  he  will  accept. 

WhileJRepresentative  Baldwin  was  at 
the  White  House,  he  urged  upon  the 
president  the  necessity  of  appointing 
Harry  H.  Hawkins  as  governor  of 
Alaska  and  is  now  of  the  opinion  that  he 
will  win.  One  reason  for  this  is  that  no 
other  application  is  being  so  determin- 
edlv  pu-;hed  for  the  position  as  is  that 
of  Hawkins. 

Maj.  Baldwin  also  presented  the  claims 
for  consulships  of  Capt.  Dewitt  and  Dr. 
Speier,  of  Duluth.  While  no  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  these  consulships  was 
secured,  Maj.  Baldwin  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  president  will  give  them  earnest 
consideration  at  any  rate. 

MADE   AN   AMBASSADOR. 


The  United  States  Mission  to  France  Raised 
to  an  Embassy. 

Washington,  April  8. — The  president 
sent  to  the  senate  today  the  nomination  of 
James  B.  Eustis  of  Louisiana  to  be  am- 
bassador extraordinary  and  minister 
plenipotentiary  to  France.  The  nomi- 
nation of  Mr.  Eustis,  who  had  already 
been  confirmed  as  minister  to  France,  is 
simply  to  raise  the  grade  of  the  mission 
to  an  embassy  to  meet  the  corresponding 
change  made  by  the  French  government 
in  the  case  of  its  ie[)resentatives  at 
Washington. 

Almost  immediately  after  the  reading 
of  yesterdav's  journal  the  senate,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Faulkner,  proceeded  to 
executive  business,  and  after  half  an 
hour's  session  behind  closed  doors,  ad- 
journed till  Monday. 

The  senate  confirmed  the  following 
nominations:  James  B.  Eustis,  of  Louisr 
iana,  to  be  ambassador  extraordinary 
and  plenipotentiary  to  France;  Bartlett 
Tripp,  of  South  Dakota,  to  be  minister 
to  Austria-Hungary.

All  train  men  who  have  been  in  con- 
tinuous service  one  year  will  be  paid  20 
cents  per  hour.

Officers. 


Dispatches     Passing      Between      Minister 

Thompson  and  Consul  Jewett  Have  Been 

Opened  by  the  Turks. 


Secretary    Gresham    Di^mands     Not     Only 
Prompt    Reparation   But  the    Punish- 
ment of  the  Guilty  Parties. 


Washinoton.  April  8— The  I'nited 
States  has  taken  vi.<on>us  action  in  re- 
ii-ud  ti>  the  Kiitra.iies  on  American  citi- 
zens at  Marzovan,  in  the  Turkish  do- 
minions, and  the  violation  of  mails  «>f  the 
I'nited  States  legation.  The  tacts  of  the 
case  are  as  follows: 

On  January  lo,  last,  a  number  of  sedi- 
tious placards  were  distributed  throusih- 
out  the  region  of  Mar/ovan  and  Caesarea 
in  the  center  of  Asia  Minor.  On  account 
of  alleged  seditious  movements  existing 
among  the  Armenians,  the  Turkish 
authorities  ascril>ed  the  authorship  i>f 
these  placards  to  the  students  of  Anna- 
toba  college,  an  American  eiiucational 
institution  at  Marzovan. 

On  the  night  of  I'ebruary  2.  the  girls' 
seminary  of  this  institution  was  tired  and 
burned  to  the  ground.  There  was  strong 
circumstantialevidence  to  show  that  this 
was  done  with  the  full  knowleilge,  if  not 
by  the  direct  act.  of  the  Turkish  officers. 
The  condition  of  the  Americans  in  that 
place  became  so  critical  that  I'nited 
States  Consul  Milo  A.  jewett  was  dis- 
patched from  Sivas.  and  the  Americans 
in  that  district  have  been  under  his  pro- 
tection ever  since. 

Dispatches  passii'g  between  Minister 
Thompson  and  Consul  Jewett  at  Mar- 
zovan have  been  repeatedly  violated,  and 
formal  comphunt  of  this  fact  has  been 
made  by  the  American  minister  to  the 
sublime  port.  Demaiuls  for  redress  made 
to  the  Turkish  authorities  were  met  by 
counterdemands  on  their  side  that  the 
alleged  seditious  movement  of  the 
American  students  should  be  tirst  in- 
vestigated and  determinetl  up(>n  before 
any  efforts  were  made  to  discover  the 
perpetrators  of  outrages    complained  of. 

Secretary  Gresham  has  cabled  to  Min- 
ister Thompsi>n  at  Constantinople  an  ex- 
pression of  the  presiilents  views  on  the 
tiutrages  and  demanding  not  only  prompt 
reparation  for  the  burneil  seminary  but 
the  punishment  of  all  parties  found  guilty 
in  the  matter.  Mr.  Thompson  is  in- 
structed that  no  alleged  prior  acts  of  stu- 
dents are  to  affect  the  rights  of  this  gov- 
ernment in  the  premises. 

Mr.  Thompson  is  charged  to  give  re- 
newed attention  t  j  the  matter  and  to  dis- 
patch a  .special  messenger  if  necessary 
to  Consul  Jewett  and  see  to  the  inviol- 
ability of  the  republic.  The  minister  is 
to  act  promptly. 

It  is  understood  to  be  the  policy  of  the 
I'nited  States  to  make  thij  a  test  case  in 
our  relations  with  Turkey.  There  are 
at  the  present  time  more  than  200 
American  citizens  residing  in  the  Tur- 
kish empire  who  have  the  management 
of  property  to  the  value  of  over  $2,000,- 
000.  Further  advices  from  Mr.  Thomp- 
son are  looked  for  very  shortly.

Since  Miller's  departure,  the  bcKird  of 
elders  has  taken  action  and  i|ue5tioncd 
the  right  of  Trustee  Duss  to  pay  out  the 
society's  money  wilhout consulting  them. 
Stickle,  it  is  said,  left  with  a  gift  of 
is25oo,  while  Miller  was  given  1P5000.  The 
latter  left  by  night  and  it  is  reported 
purchased  a  ticket  for  Europe. 

The  old  members  of  the  society  are 
much  excited  over  the  departures  and 
fail  to  understand  why  the  unprecedent- 
ed sums  of  money  were  given,  as  never 
before  under  like  circumstances  were 
amounts  exceeding  $50  or  !f;6o  given  to 
departing  members.  When  Miller  left 
Kcor.omy  the  council  members  held  a 
meeting  and  protested  .against  *he  action 
of  Trustee  Duss  in  dispo-.ing  of  the 
money.  All  of  the  old  board  of  ciders 
were  present  and  much  indignation  was 
expressed. 

Trustee  Duss  explained  that  it  was 
not  necessary  for  him  to  consult  the 
board  and  in  some  manner  arranged 
matters.  It  was  only  yesterday  that  it 
was  discovered  that  Stickle,  who  has 
been  an  Economite  for  three  years,  had 
left  and  his  whereabouts  are  not  yet 
known.

Trustee  Duss  s.aid  to  a  reporter:  "The 
board  of  ciders  has  nothing  to  do  with 
me,  I  have  power  of  attorney  and  can 
give  as  much  money  as  I  care  to  under 
the  circumstances.  I  gave  the  money 
according  to  my  own  judgment,  and 
therefore  the  council  had  no  right  to 
take  action." 

The  absence  of  Miller  and  Stickle  was 
the  chief  topic  of  discussion  at  a  family 
meeting  in  the  Fecht  residence  last 
night.

Inmates    Frantic   With  Fright  and  Could 
USLfdly  be  Rescued. 
Delaware,  O.,  April  8.— Yesterday 
fire  was  discovered  issuing  from  the  root 
of  the  building  of  the  insane  at  the  coun- 
ty infirmary.     The  alarm   was  given  and 

the  entire  force  of  atteiidants  rushed  to 
the  building  where  thirty  or  forty  in- 
mates were  locked  in  their  cells. 

G.  W.  Berry,  the  turnkey,  was  at  the 
lime  in  another  part  of  the  establishment 
with  the  keys,  and  Superintendent  Allen 
found  it  necessary  to  burst  in  the  doors 
of  the  cells  and  drag  the  inmates  out. 
The  establishment  had  no  means  of 
fighting  lire,  except  by  buckets  manned 
by  attendants. 

It  soon  became  evident  that  the  build- 
ing could  not  be  saved  and  all  efforts 
were  turded  to  saving  the  inmates  from 
the  flames.  The  latter  were  frantic 
with  fright  and  rushed  wildly  amid  the 
smoke  and  flames.  The  violent  ones 
seemed  determined  to  remain  in  the 
building  and  fought  the  attendants  like 
tigers. 

The  attendants  found  it  necessary  to 
club  the  infuriated  inmates,  and  only 
succeeded  in  getting  them  out  by  push- 
ing, crowding  and  pounding 
building  was  completely  gutted.

Sturgis,  Ky.,  April  8.— The  confes- 
sion in  the  Morganfield  tragedy  has 
come.  Yesterday  ."afternoon  Lewis  Land, 
a  young  man  of  the  county,  called  and 
laid  bare  the  whole  plot  to  kill  the 
Olivers.  He  implicated  the  four  men 
now  under  arrest  and  said  that  he  him- 
self with  Will  Holton  and  Alex  Thomp- 
son, of  this  place,  were  also  in  the  party 
that  fired  on  the  Olivers. 

He  said  he  had  no  idea  what  he  started 
for  when  he  left  his  house.  He  con- 
fessed now,  he  declared,  because  an  in- 
nocent man  is  suspected  and  might  be 
hanged.  This  man,  Land  delares,  is 
(ieorge  P.  Henry,  now  under  arrest.  He 
says  Henry  was  not  one  of  the  party  and 
knows  nothing  whatever  of  the  affair. 

He  maile  a  long  statement.  He  said 
that  even  after  the  shooting  some  of  the 
crowd  wanted  Dclaney,  whose  brother 
had  been  forced  to  marry  the  Oliver 
girl,  to  go  back  and  kill  the  rest  of  the 
family,  but  he  appeared  satisfied  with 
his  revenge  for  the  present.

The  Sad  End  of  a  Once  Promising  Business 
Man. 

New  York,  April  8. — Henry  Hugh 
McCosh,  who  was  at  one  time  one  of 
the  brightest  and  most  promising  busi- 
ness men  in  this  city,  died  in  the  street 
in  front  of  one  of  the  cheapest  as  well  as 
one  of  the  worst  lodging  houses,  in  a  lit- 
tle alley  off  Wooster  street.

He  started  m  business  for  himrelf  at 
Mr.  Stewart's  death,  but  success  made  a 
drunkard  of  him,  although  he  had  always 
been  a  drinking  man.  Failing  in  his 
own  business  ten  years  ago,  he  entered 
the  service  of  an  auctioneer  whom  he 
had  befriended  at  a  time  when  McCosh 
was  flush  with  money  and  the  auctioneer 
a  pauper. 

A  year  ago  he  ceased  to  be  an  employe, 
but  continued  to  draw  a  dollar  a  day 
from  the  man  whom  he  had  befriended 
in  his  palmy  days,  which  continued  up 
till  today.

BANK  CASHIER  FINED. 


A  Winona  Man  Who  Used  the   Mails  for  Im- 
fmoral  Purposes. 

Chicago,  April  8.— J-  W.  H.  Hodge, 
cashier  of  the  First  National  bank  of 
Winona,  convicted  Thursday  in  the 
United  States  court  on  the  charge  of 
using  the  mails  for  immoral  purposes, 
escaped  with  a  ridiculously  small  fine  of 
gioo.

Was  Made  Missionary  Bishop  of  California 
Forty  Years  Ago. 

New  York,  April  8. — Bishop  Ingra- 
ham  Kipp,  of  California,  who  died  in 
San  Francisco  Thursday  night,  was  born 
m  New  York  Oct.  3,  181 1,  and  was  edu- 
cated at  Yale,  where  he  was  graduated 
in  1831. 

After  reading  law  for  a  time  he  took 
up  the  study  ot  divinity  and  finally  was 
ordained  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church  in  1835.  His  first  service  was  at 
St.  Paul's,  Morristown,  N.  J.,  and  he  was 
next  an  assistant  at  Grace  church  in  this 
city  until  1838,  when  he  was  elected  rec- 
tor of  St.  Albans.

The  past  week  has  been  a  busy  one 
with  the  West  Duluth  manufactories  and 
a  most  ijratifying  increase  inoutjiut  is  re- 
]M)rted  from  the  various  industries.  At 
several  of  the  shops  repairs  and  additions 
are  beint;  made. to  increase  the  capacity. 
The  furnace  company  has  turned  out 
ab<nu  100  t(»ns  of  pis.c  per  day  and  Super- 
inten<lent  Richards  seems  well  pleased 
with  the  workings  of  the  plant.  The 
masons  are  at  work  laying  the  founda- 
tion for  the  new  blowing  engine  which  is 
on  the  grounds  and  which  will  probably 

be  in  running  order  in  thirty  or  forty 
days.  The  output  of  the  furnace  will 
then  be  largely  increased  and  the  liabil- 
ity of  loss  and  stoppage  by  a  breakdown 
<vi  one  «!f  the  engines  will  iSe  avoided. 

The  Duluth  Slanufacturing  company 
has  turned  out  about  sixty  ore  and  flat

Ths  Aged  Brother  of   Ex-Sccrelary  Blaine  to 
Be  Removed. 

W.xsmxGTo::,  April  8.— Robert  G.  E. 
Blaine,  the  only  surviving  brother  of  the 
late  James  G.  Blaine,  has  been  asked  to 
resign  his  position  in  the  agricultural  <le- 
Iiarlinent  by  Secretary  Morton,  to  take' 
effect  April  15.  Robert  G.  E.  Blaine  is 
chief  of  the  <n'.arantine  division  of  the 
bureau  of  animal  industry  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

Without  doubt  this  will  be  one  of  the 
most  unpopular  moves  of  the  present  ad- 
ininistration.  J  Whether  President  Cleve- 
land has  knowledge  that  Blaine's  resig- 
nation has  been  demanded  is  not  known. 
Soon  after  Cleveland  was  inaugurated  in 
1884,  the  resignation  of  Blaine  was  also 
asked  by  his  superior  officer.  L.  Q.  La- 
mar, who  was  then  Cleveland's  secre- 
tary of  the  interior,  heard  that 
Blaine's  resignation  had  been  asked  and 
he  immediately  went  to  the  White  House 
and  advised  the  president  to  have  the 
requcst^for  the  resignation  withdrawn. 
Lamar  said  to  the  president:  "Action  of 
this  kind  is  not  chivalrous  and  is  not 
worthy  of  you.  Let  me  advise  yon  not 
to  allow  resignation  to  be  forced  on  the 
brother  of  the  man  vou  have  just  defeated 
for  the  presidency." 

The  demand  for  Blaine's  resignation 
v.as  withdrawn  immediately.  Since, 
that  time  he  has  remiined  unmolested  j 
in  cffice.  He  is  somewhat  aged  at  this 
lime;  is  not  wealthy,  and  if  compelled  to  j 
resign  the  act  will  be  disapproved,  it  is 
believed,  not  only  by  Republican  > 
throughout  the  country,  but  by  thou- 
sands of  Democrats,  who  have  always 
had  a  warm  feeling  for  J.  G,  Blaine 
or  any  member  of  the  dead  statesman's 
family.

they  were  tottering  on  the  grave's  brink, 
it  is  to  be  presumed  that  it  survived  be- 
cause it  was  the  fittest.  It  is  also  worthy 
of  note  that  The  Herald  was  never  in 
such  a  prosperous  conditioil,  nor  was  any 
other  Duluth  newspaper  ever  on  such  a 
solid  business  foundation,  as  it  is  today 
upon  its  tenth  anniversary.  • 

Duluth  was  but  a  small,  straggling  vil- 
lage ten  years  ago,  in  marked  contrast 
to  the  bustling,  live  and  rapidly  growing 
city  that  is  now  attracting  the  attention 
of  the  world  as  the  center  of  the  district 
that  will  witness  the  greatest  develop- 
ment during  the  coming  decade.  In  that 
development  The  Herald  hopes  to  play 
an  important  part. 

A  serious  disailvantage  to  successful 
journalism  in  Duluth  in  past  years  has 
been  the  absence  of  settlement  in  the 
territory  immediately  surrounding  the 
city.  The  opening  up  of  the  iron  ranges 
and  the  building  of  an  extensive  railway 
system  is  quickly  removing  that  defect, 
and  with  the  increased  circulation  that 
must  come  from  that  source  The  Her- 
ald looks  forward  to  the  time  in  the  near 
future  when  it  will  be  in  a  position  to 
challenge  comparison  with  the  best  even- 
ing papers  published  in  Chicago  and 
other  leading  Western  cities. 


Let  the  people  rise  and  demand   this, 
and  their  demand  can  rot  be  refused. 


The  Iron  Ore  Tax. 

The  committee  of  the  house  on  mines 
and  mining  will  be  here  tonight  and 
make  a  short  visit  to  the  Mesaba  range. 
Within  a  few  days  they  will  be  called 
upon  to  consider  the  senate  increasing 
the  ta.\  on  the  output  of  iron  ore  in  this 
state,  and  it  has  been  thought  well  that 
they  should  visit  the  range  and  see  the 
efforts  that  arc  being  made  to  de- 
velop it. 

They  will  not  witness  many  large 
stock  piles  at  present.  The  develop- 
ment has  not  progressed  that  far.  More 
capital  must  be  secured  to  push  the 
work,  but  if  the  legislature  intends  to 
increase  the  taxation  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  secure  the  capital,  and  the  work 
of  development  will  be  delayed.  Thus 
the  state  will  actually  receive  a  less 
amount  of  taxes. 

The  fact  is  that  neither  the  members 
of  the  legislature  nor  the  men  who  own 
the  iron  properties  are  competent  to  de- 
cide at  present  what  tax  would  be  just 
and  proper.  Everything  is  in  a  forma- 
tive state,  .tnd  prudence  and  common 
sense  would  suggest  that  no  change  be 
made  until  the  properties  have  been  de- 
veloped to  a  greater  extent.  Then  it 
will  be  possible  to  decide  on  the  value 
of  the  output  and  the  taxation  that 
should  be  imposed  upon  it. 


A  Vigorous   Policy. 

Secretary  Gresham  evidently  intends 
that  America  and  American  rights  shall 
be  respected  by  other  countries.  He  has 
taken  prompt  and  vigorous  action  to  se- 
cure redress  for  outrages  against  Ameri- 
cans residing  in  Turkey,  and  the  sublime 
porte  has  been  called  upon  for  immedi- 
ate reparation  for  those  whose  property 
has  been  destroyed  and  for  the  punish- 
ment of  the  Turkish  officers  who  insti- 
gated the  outrages.  It  is  evidently  the 
intention  of  the  president  and  the  secre- 
tary of  state  to  hold  Turkey  to  a  strict 
account  and  to  stand  no  trifling  in  this 
serif >us  matter. 

There  are  in  Turkey  a  large  number 
of  .Americans  controlling  valuable  prop- 
erty and  they  are  to  be  extended  the  ful- 
lest protection  that  can  be  granted  by  this 
government.  This  is  a  pf)licy  that  will 
be  [generally  approved.  Every  American 
abroad  shouUl  feel  secure  beneath  the 
prfrtectinn  of  the  American  flag,  and  Sec- 
retary Ciresham  caimot  initiate  his  ad- 
ministration of  the  state  department  in  a 
better  manner  than  by  showing  the  treach- 
erous Turks  that  Americans  must  receive 
fair,  stjuare  treatment. 


Corrirpt  Election  Practices. 

The  I'.olier-than-thou  tone  in  which  the 
Winnipeg  Free  Press  has  been  in  the 
habit  of  discussing  corruption  in  Ameri- 
can politics  has  always  been  amusing  to 
people  who  are  acquainted  with  the  cor- 
rupt methods  employed  in  elections 
across  tlie  border.  It  has  been  the  habit 
of  the  Free  Press  to  express  the  greatest 
horror  at  the  terrible  corruption  which  it 
claimed  characterized  elections  in  the 
United  States,  and  to  warn  the  virtuous 
Canadians  of  the  awful  depths  of  politi- 
cal degradation  to  which  they  would  be 
plunged  should  the  much  talked  of  con- 
tinental union  ever  be  realized. 

It  is  therefore  astonishing  to  read  now 
in  this  same  self-righteous  organ  that 
the  corruption  attending  Canadian  elec- 
tions is  an  evil  of  great  magnitude  wiiich 
must  be  eradicated.  "The  present  law 
against  corrupt  practices  is  largely  a 
failure,"  it  says.  "Agents  go  out  and 
bribe  as  freely  as  ever ;  voters  are  bought 
up  like  pigs  in  a  market,  and  almost  as 
openly,  and  personation  is  actually  grow- 
ing more  prevalent.  Our  elections  are 
a  scandal.  The  only  manner  in  which 
the  law  thiijks  ot  vindicating  itself  is  to 
proceed  against  a  member-elect  to  un- 
seat him.  That  is  taken  as  punishment 
enough  for  all  hands,  and  the  law  graci- 
ously winks  at  the  rest.  The  country  is 
badly  in  need  of  a  more  stringent  enact- 
ment than  the  one  it  now  has,  and  some- 
thing is  required  to  insure  that  it  will  be 
rigidly  enforced." 

In  view  of  this  admission,  it  is  remark- 
able that  the  Free  Press  ever  had  the 
audacity  to  condemn  American  political 
methods  of  a  corrupt  character,  because 
the  state  of  affairs  here  could  certainly 
not  be  worse  than  that  in   Canada  which

NEW  DULUTH  HAPPENINGS. 


A  majority  of  the  lumbermen  in  the 
Duluth  district  met  at  the  chamber  of 
commerce  yesterday  afterntH)n  to  take 
steps  toward  a  uniform  ijrade  for  lumber. 
Of  the  total  annual  cut  of  the  Diiluth  dis- 
trict 375,000,000  feet  were  representeil. 
Twenty  or  twenty-rtve  of  the  manufactur- 
ing lumbermen  of  the  Duluth  and  Ash- 
land districts  were  present  and  the  great- 
est harmony  and  enthusiasm  was  dis- 
played. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  L. 
A.  Barber,  of  i'eyton,  Kimball  &  IJar'her. 
George  \\  .  Stearns  was  chosen  chairman 
and  J.  F.  Hobbs  secretary.  J.  Newton 
Niiiil  then  stated  the  object  of  the  meet- 
ing, the  advantages  and  desirability  of  a 
uniformity  antl  the  results  of  a  uniform 
grading  in  other  districts.  The  move- 
ment is  gaining  rapid  headway  in  all  of 
the  other  districts  and  m  the  La  Crosse- 
Winona  district  the  greatest  satisfaction 
results  therefrom.  In  that  district  a  man 
was  hired  to  go  from  yard  to  yard  an«l 
instruct  the  crews  in  one  uniform  system 
of  grading. 

All  of  the  lumbermen  favored  the 
movement,  but  Geo.  W.  Stevens  had 
some  doubts  as  to  the  complete  prac- 
ticabdity  of  it,  fearing  that  some  manu- 
facturers would  be  a  little  independent 
and  averse  to  being  bound  to  any  .agree- 
ment. He  favored  the  scheme,  however, 
and  all  the  rest  felt  that  it  couid  be 
made  an  unqualified  success. 

Upon  motion  of  Capt.  Shaw  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  Chas.  A.  Duncan,  J. 
W.  Howe  and  Mr.  White  was  appoint- 
ed to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the 
grades,  sound  the  manufacturers  of  the 
distrct  on  their  willingness  to  establish 
a  uniformity,  see  if  a  "teacher"  can  be 
secured  and  at  what  cost  and  report  at  a 
meeting  to  be  called  by  the  committee. 
At  that  time,  if  all  is  favorable,  an  agree- 
ment will  be  drafted  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  this  uniformity  in 
gr.ndes.

Iron  River  Brownstono  Company  Wants  Dam- 
ages From  Pal  Hynes. 

An  action  has  been  begun  in  the 
United  States  circuit  court  by  the  Iron 
River  Brownstone  company  against  Pat 
Hynes  of  Iron  River  to  recover  damages 
in  the  sum  of  ss5ooo.  The  plaintiff  alleges 
that  it  owns  and  t)perates  a  stone  quarry 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Iron  river  and  Lake  Superior.  In 
order  to  facilitate  the  transportation  ni 
stone  the  roinpaiiy  le:ise<l  ;i  jjiece  of  land 
.|oo  feet  long  and  125  leel  wide  on  Lake 
.Superior  at  the  iiioiilli  of  Iron  river  from 
James  Banlon  lor  a  term  of  20  years.  On 
this  a  dock  w.as  built,  cribs  were  built  on 
both  sides  of  the  river  running  out  into 
the  lake  and  a  cliannc  13  feet  in  depth 
was  dredged  along  the  dock. 

The  company  further  alleges  that  in 
December  iSgi  and  January  1892,  the 
defendant  constructed  a  dam  across  the 
river  about  400  feet  above  the  plaintiff's 
dock,  of  frozen  earth,  brush  and  small 
logs,  the  whole  being  carelessly  and 
negligently  built.  April  3,  1892,  this 
dam  gave  way- and  filled  up  the  river 
below  so  that  there  was  only  live  feet  of 
water. 

The  plaintiff  claims  to  have  demand- 
ed that  the  defendant  clear  the  channel, 
but  he  has  failed  to  dc  so  and  by  reason 
of  this  and  the  hindrance  to  its  business 
the  sum  of  §5000  is  a.skcd  in  compen- 
sation.

Range  Tracks. 

The  two  leading  roads  of  the  ?desaba 
have  had  their  first  brush  in  the  way  cf  a 
crossing  war,  says  the  Mesaba  Range. 
About  five  miles  west  of  .McKinley,  <»n 
"the  N'irginia  extension  of  the  Duluth  v\: 
Iron  range,  there  is  adeep ravine  running 
at  right  angles  with  the  surveyed  line  of 
the  road.  . 

The  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern 
officials  evidently  thought  this  ravine  of- 
fered a  good  oppt)rtunity  of  building  a 
spur  to  the  McKinley  inin-e  and  the  other 
properties  in  that  vicinity.  Anvway,  they 
have  had  a  crew  of  men  at  work  for  some 
time  jiast  laying  the  ties  and  rails  for  a 
spur  from  their  Biwabik  branch. 

Last  Friday  the  rads  were  laid  within 
1000  feet  of  the  Iron  Range  grade.  Then 
the  fun  commenced.  The  Missabe  crew 
began  layinu'^  ties  just  on  top  the  ground 
and  had  nearly  rearhed  the  crossing 
when  discovered  by  Winston  Bros'.,  men. 
Immediately  there  was  a  blockade.  The 
Range  was  unable  to  learn  just  how  seri- 
ous the  trouble  was  but  it  was  so  serious 
that  warrants  were  sworn  out  for  six  of 
the  Missabe  ringleaders  and  the  marshal 
of  McKinley  went  out  to  make  the  ar- 
rests, but  was  unsuccessful.  The  Mis- 
sabe men  had  made  themselves  scarce 
by  the  time  he  arrived.

Drs.  von  Suessmilch  and  Day,  the  den- 
tists, who  are  making  themselves  justly 
popular  and  famous  both  with  their  pa- 
tients and  with  the  profession  by  means 
of  their  new  method  of  crov/n  and  bridge 
wofk.

Mrs.  Mendenhall  is  Meeting  With  Success  in 
Preparing  For  the  Household  Econ- 
omics Coming  Exhibit. 


Substantial  Grant-  Made  By  the  Minnesota 
State  Commissioners  and  Aid  Se- 
cured From  Other  Sources. 


Many  Details  Yet  to  Perfect,  That  Will  Re- 
quire Money,  and  Further  Help 
Is  Needed. 


A  correction  is  necessary  in  las 
week's  article.  I  said:  The  world  often 
reads  for  bathroom  sanitation's  golden 
rule,  "Let  there  be  as  little  light  as  pos- 
sible and  no  air  at  all,"  but  the  printing 
made  it  "No  light  at  all."  Three  weeks 
ago,  Mrs.  Wilkinson  sent  notice  that  the 
"Columbian  Association  of  Housekeep- 
ers" had  been  reorganized  as  "The  Na- 
tional Columbian  Household  Economic 
Association,"  a  name  I  particularly  ap- 
prove, that  it  was  to  be  managed  by  a 
board  of  1 6  directors,  n  from  Chicaeo, 
and  to  keep  it  national,  5  from  other 
parts.  Their  names  are:  Mrs.  Laura 
S.  Wiikmson,  Mrs  Sarah  F.  Gane,  Mrs. 
Isadore  P.  Tavlor,  Mrs.  Frances  E. 
Owens,  .Mrs.  Ellen  .VL  Henrotin,  .Mrs. 
Lavina  Hargis.  Mrs.  Phoebe  Butler, 
.Mrs.  T.  M.  Hill,  Mrs.  Ehzabeth  B.  Har- 
bert,  Mrs.  Kate  Watson,  Mrs.  Susan 
Lock  Avery,  Chicago;  Mrs.  H.  F.  East- 
man, California;  Mrs.  Mary  W.  McKit- 
trick.  Missouri;  Mrs.  Mary  Hennian 
Abel,  Michigan;  .Mrs.  E.  D.  Jordan, 
Massachusetts;  Mrs,  E.  R.  Mendenhall, 
Minnesota. 

1  received  a  second  notice,  but  did  not 
feel  at  liberty  to  put  any  of  it  into  press, 
until  the  third  letter  enclosed  the  printed 
constitution  and  by-laws,  "The  object 
of  this  associition  shall  be:  First,  To 
awaken  the  public  mind  to  the  import- 
ance of  establishmg  bureaus  of  informa- 
tion where  there  can  be  an  exchange  of 
wants  and  needs  between  employer  and 
employed,  in  every  department  of  home 
and  social  life. 

"Second,  To  promote  among  members 
of  the  association,  a  more  scientihc 
knowledge  of  the  economic  value  of 
various  foods  and  fuels,  a  more  intelli- 
gent understanding  of  correct  plumbing 
and  drainage  in  our  homes,  as  well  as 
need  for  pure  water  and  good  light,  in  a 
sanitary  built  house. 

"Third,  To  secure  skilled  labor  in 
every  department  of  our  homes,  and  to 
organize  schools  of  household  science 
and  service, 

"The  officers  shall  be,  an  honorary 
president  and  ac.mg  president,  a  vice- 
president,  a -recording  secretary, a  corre- 
sponding secretary  and  a  treasurer. 
There  shall  also  be  a  vice-president  for 
€ach  state  and  chairman  lor  each  county 
of  each  state,  these  officers  to  be  elected 
at  annual  meetings. 

"The  mance  committee  shall  consist  of 
three  membeis  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting,  etc.  The  chairman  of  each  of 
the  various  counties  shall  arrange  and 
provide  for  housenold  economic  clubs, 
etc.  The  meetings  are  monthly,  semi- 
annual and  annual,  besides  special,  etc. 
The  standing  committees  are  seven  on  ! 
sanitation,  intelligence  offices,  cooking 
schools,  food  supplv,  household  econo- 
mics m  village  communities,  sewing, 
housekeepers' clubs.  (1  cannot  give  the 
full  scope  of  each  committee  m  today's 
issue). 

"The  above  will  go  into  effect  at  the 
October  meeting,  the  second  Wednes- 
day, which  shall  be  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year.  It  is  the  desire  that  we  ob- 
tain |as  many  new  names  as  possible 
for  the  annual  fee  of  $1  by  payment  of 
which  all  women  may  become  members. 
The  president  has  applied  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  Woman's 
progress  which  holds  its  congress  in  May, 
tor  a  place  on  their  program,  and  the 
request  has  been  granted. 

'•  The  president  of  the  Armour  Insti- 
tute, Dr.  Gunsaulus  has  desired  the  co- 
operation of  the  Columbian  association. 
It  is  a  great  honor  to  be  asked  on  the 
advisory  council  and  of  course  it  has 
been  accepted  with  many  thanks.  A 
course  of  lectures  will  be  given  at 
the  Armour  Institute,  beginning  March 
29th  upon  household  decoration,  oy  Misi 
Ceiia  Warren,  also  a  full  course  in 
domestic  science,  in  every  department. 
Lectures  on  chemistry,  as  well  as  pre- 
paration of  food,  and  practical  and 
actual  instruction  m  laundry  work,  din- 
ing room  work,  etc.,  will  be  given  each 
day  by  a  graduate  from  Pratt  Institute. 
Another  instructor  has  been  secured  in 
bread  makmg,  plain  sewing;;? nd  millin- 
ery. The  next  meeting  of  the  associa- 
tion will  be  April  29." 

I  have  gathered,  1  think,  the  kernel  of 
the  long  lour-columncd  article  on  this 
association.  It  shows  that  our  work,  like 
many  another,  will  not  finish  with  the 
exposition.  We  have  just  beyun  to 
climb  the  American  heights,  from  which 
we  will  stncl  out  a  clarion  call,  to  be  re- 
echoc  I  fbv  liie  women  who  need  us) 
from  the  othtr  summits  of  Europe,  Asia 
and  Africa.  From  age  to  .nge  that  call 
shall  ring  and  ring  again.  If  civiliz- 
ation has  heretofore  sent  its  help  from 
the  East  to  the  West,  the  reverse,  as  is 
the  rule,  new  sends  from  the  West  to 
the  Easr.  .Mrs.  Wilkinson,  with  her 
aids  at  Chicago  has  put  in  the  opening 
wedge.  It  will  never  be  withdrawn.  As 
I  wrote,  in  a  letter  to  .Mrs.  Hunt,  of  this 
state,  a  few  months  ago,  I  have  felt  like 
"one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  'prcpire 
ye  the  way,"'  for  all  women,  and  I  feel 
as  though  I  had  been  "in  the  wilderness" 
a  long  while  alone.  But  I  must  again 
force  an  entrance  out  and  try  to  make 
the  women  help  themselves  by  accept- 
ing the  help  this  "Hou-ehold  Economic 
aps  cialion"  offers  them  forji  a  vear. 

I  now  give  thanks,  i)uhlicly,  for  the 
numenms  encouraging  and  commenrla- 
toiy  letters  receive*!  from  Minnesota, 
Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Pennsyl- 
vania and  New  Jersey.  Some  three  have 
taken  the  form  of  press  notices.  But 
that  does  not  do  what  deeds  do.  That 
helps  me  to  keep  on,  but  what  1  desire, 
is  for  MinncLota  to  begin  to  uprise,  and 
then  to  "keep  on."  I  will  add  another  to 
my  many  unanswered  questions.  Hov/ 
many  of  my  Cfiiinty  rliairmen  will  pend 
nie  in  the  isj  foe  f<;r  the  national  board' 
in  which  Minnesota  is  ikiw  rt-pieseiitcd' 
by  my  api'ointment  as  national  director? 
I  have  this  morning  received  a  note 
which  warrants  my  telling  of  my  tri'i  to 
St.  Paul  to  appear  before  the  men's  board 
of  commissioners.    By  the  advice  of  Mr. 


Moore,  I  made  a  previous  call  on  the 
women's  board,  although  they  had  sent 
me  word  that  they  could  not  see  the  way 
to  help  me  with  funds  so  scarce.  .A.t  the 
women's  rooms,  to  my  surprise,  I 
met  fullest  generosity  and  hack- 
ing when  they  understooil  my 
plan.  1,  then,  on  call,  anj)eare(l 
before  the  iiieu's  board.  Mr.  Moiifoit 
had  explained  io  me  the  week  before 
that  1  must  have  an  itemized  account  of 
all  I  asked  for;  that  being  public  money 
there  was  necessarily  much  "red  tape" 
about  it.  That,  it  (  asked  too  much, 
they  would  be  compelled  to  decline  the 
exliil>it,  no  matter  how  worthy  it  might 
seem.  To  the  woman's  board  1  went 
without  a  th«>iight  of  preparation,  I  ex- 
plained my  plans,  their  "reason  for  be- 
ing," the  value  1  had  seen  in  them,  and 
hoped  others  might  see.  That  board 
knew  that  I  had  been  neither  idle,  nor 
discreditable  to  the  state.  They  knew 
that  Mrs.  Potter  Palmer's  board  had  sent 
to  them  a  desire  that  my  state  circulars 
might  go  to  other  states. 

But  the  men's  board  "knew  me  not," 
except  as  a  possible  leech.  IJke  many 
another  making  a  "maiden  speech"  when 
1  faced  eight  men  and  a  reporter,  know- 
ing that  five  of  them,  only  three  had  I 
been  able  to  see  before,  thought  me  the 
belated  virgin  of  the  midnight  hour,  I 
did  not  say  anything  that  1  had  expected 
to  say.  1  clutched  my  oozing  courage, 
and  endeavored  to  look  as  formidable  to 
them  as  they  tlid  to  me,  and  let  the 
words  "say  themselves."  My  first  full 
breath  came,  when  some  kindly 
voices  said  they  thought  they 
understood  clearly  what  I 

needed.  I  needed  a  great  deal.  I  think 
that  at  first  it  "took  their  breath  away," 
as  I  thought  it  had  at  the  woman's  board. 
This  is  the  "itemized"  list,  at  the  figures 
fixed  by  the  commissioners  at  my  re- 
quest: Glazing  of  skylight  of  cooling 
room,  colored  window  of  bathroom  and 
hot  room  window,  $10;  putting  in  of  tiles 
for  bathroom.  $250;  setting  of  plumbing 
not  done  by  plumbers,  S50;  cleaning  for 
six  months,  Sgo;  intelligent  woman  to 
explain  the  rooms  and  their  benefits  for 
six  months,  $400;  electrical  service  for 
six  months,  Si 28;  men  for  two  weeks  be- 
fore May  I  to  put  everything  in  pLice, 
$72.  Heat  and  water  service  and  sewage 
connection  they  considered  unnecessary, 
as  the  bathrooms  will  simply  stand  as 
suggestions.  Total,  Siooo.  It  seems  a 
large  sum  for  one  exhibit  after  the  fur- 
nishings are  secured.  But  if  it  creates 
the  same  approval  among  medical  and 
intelligent  persons  of  America  in  1893 
that  it  did  in  England  in  1850,  it  will  not 
have  been  too  large.  This  is  a  large  and 
magnificent  exposition.  One  is  not  ex- 
pected to  enter  except  in  the  royal  robes 
of  power  and  plenty. 

The  woman's  board  assured  me  that 
they  would  make  a  womanly  struggle  to 
secure  the  funds  from  the  fund-holders, 
the  men's  board.  I  acquainted  the  com- 
missioners with  the  endorsement  of  the 
other  board,  which  I  had  asked  should 
not  precede  but  follow  me.  Today  I  re- 
ceive official  notification:  "The  com- 
missioners made  an  appropriation  of 
$1000  tor  your  exhibit  the  day  you  ap- 
peared before  them."  This  secures  the 
running  expenses,  so  far  as  I  know  them, 
for  the  six  months.  But  all  of  the  con- 
tributions have  not  yet  been  solicited,  by 
letter  or  person,  nor  all  the  answers  of 
those  asked  for  received,  nor  the  expen- 
ses attending  this  loan  specified.  There 
must  always  be  an  allowance  for  fric- 
tion. Many  a  discouraging  hitch  may 
be  smoothed  out,  if  thete  be  a  reserve 
fund. 

This  is  a  state  exhibit,  and  the  state  is 
responsible  for  its  proper  presentment. 
The  state  is  full  of  housekeepers  and  it 
is  the  exhibit  of  its  housekeepers.  There 
were  twenty-seven  chairmen  appointed 
out  of  the  eighty  counties.  Only  six 
chairmen  have  given  any  notice  to  me  of 
their  attempt  to  work,  I  tried  to  reach 
100  housekeepers  in  all,  in  this  state. 
Wellmay  Mrs,  Wlltkinson  say,  "That  it  is 
easier  to  start  a  club  m  Sanscrit  than  m 
household  economics."  Vet,  when  house- 
hold economics  has  opened  the  way  to 
where,  as  in  Addison's  parable, 
humanity,  in  the  housekeepers' 
form  may  drop  their  burdens,  all 
of  the  housekeepers  will  be  willing  to 
come  forward  to  receive  share  in  the  re- 
lief. As  they  have  not  shared  the  burden 
of  starting  this  "relief  society,"  will  they 
not  now  help  their  chairman  by  funds? 
With  the  exception  of  Mrs.  Prescott.  of 
West  Duluth,  Mrs.  Thompson,  of  Wood- 
land, and  Mrs.  Hazzard,  of  Minneapolis, 
I  have  as  yet  alune  secured  all  the  con- 
tributions of  furnishings  or  money  for 
this  exhibit.  I  took  the  chairmanship, 
knowing  I  ought  to  be  responsible,  and 
I  intend  to  rise  as  high  as  the  responsi- 
bilities do,  although  it  has  been  well  ex- 
emplified already,  that  it  is  the  unex- 
pected that  happens. 

At  the  last  St,  Louis  county  board 
meeting,  $50,  or  more,  if  the  treasury 
affords  more,  was  voted  to  this  Duluth 
chairmanship.  Today,  Mrs.  Thompson, 
who,  through  Mrs.  Howes  thoughtful 
tender  of  her  carriage,  was  vesterday  en- 
abled to  make  many  calls,  finding  many 
out,  turned  over  to  me  S14  cash  and  Sii 
promised  from  Mesdames  W.  8,  Birch, 
A.  W.  Bradley,  A.  R.  Bowers,  S.  Clark, 
Fitzgerald,  G.  Gilbert.  Howe,  T.  W, 
Hoopes,  Hartley,  J.  C  Hunter,  J.  W. 
Miller,  R.  Munger,  L.  C,  Patrick, 
Thompson. 

If  the  housekeepers  will  only  keep  on 
sending  in  their  help,  we  shall  yet  make 
it  what  several  in  authority  have  said  to 
me,  it  will  be  "a  magnificent  exhibit." 
But  there  are  many  details  yet  to  perfect 
that  will  keep  calling  for  money.  I  am 
using  freely  my  own  personal  income, 
time,  strength  and  thought.  Will  not 
other  housekeepers  help  me  in  funds  or 
gathering  furnishings? 

Smith,  Farwell  &  .Steele,  of  Duluth, 
have  Jpromised  a  richly  constructed  di- 
van; a  West  Duluth  firm,  the  oddly 
shaped  bench  and  reclining  chair  for  the 
hot  room.  Bradstreet  &  Thurber  ex- 
prcs.sed  a  willingness  to  take  the  whole 
of  the  furnishing  of  the  room  of  luxu^^y, 
the  coding  room,  but  to  do  that,  as  it 
was  a  stock  company,  a  directors' 
meeting  must  be  called  at  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  and  there  was  not 
time.  The  resident         director, 

however,  promised  a  rattan  settee  and 
chair  with  fancy  cushions  as  his  part. 
.Some  arc  considering  what  they  will  do. 
One  agent  for  chiming  clocks  will  try  to 
secure  for  us  one,  and  told  where  to 
apply  for  our  music  box  and  statue. 
Mrs,  Hinckley,  of  St.  Paul,  has  a  part 
promise  of  a  jardiniere. 

Hobart  &  Willis,  of  Minneapolis,  send 
in  a  letter  from  Mr.  Cooper,  of  brass 
work  fame,  from  Philadelphia:  "We 
will  send  closet  and  bidet  fixture,  and 
will  send  something  that  will  take  the 
shine  cff  anything  in  Chicago."

THE  RAINY  RIVER   COUNTRY. 

Resources  of  a  Great  Territory  That  Is  Tribu- 
tary to  Duluth. 

C,  S.  Sheppard  of  Rainy  River  has 
recently  written  some  interesting  letters 
describing  the  upper  part  of  Itasca 
county  and  the  Rainy  River  country, 
and  the  following  from  his  pen  is  pub- 
lished by  the  Grand  Rapids  "Magnet: 

Minnesota  lumbermen  do  not  seem  to 
know  much  about  the  big  lumber  coun- 
try on  the  north  side  of  their  state  along 
the  Canadian  line,  and  perhaps  a  few 
statements  from  one  who  has  spent  about 
two  years  cruising  in  that  country  would 
be  interesting.  Commencing  with  the 
north  fide  of  the  Red  Lake  Indian  reser- 
vation I  find  that  the  country  along 
Rainy  River  has  a  very  rich  soil  wiih 
clay  subsoil,  .and  is  heavily  timbered 
with  poplar,  spruce  and  white  and  black 
ash. 

The  country  is  very  level  with  good 
drainage  toward  the  streams.  Back  ten 
miles  from  Rainy  river  and  upon  the 
heads  of  the  Black  Rapid  and  Beaudett 
rivers,  there  stands  in  groves  a  fine  lot  of 
No,  I  pine  which  some  time  will  find  its 
market  in  the  prairie  country  a  few  miles 
west  of  it  that  contains  no  rich  limber  for 
a  thousand  miles.  This  reservation  is 
being  surveyed  by  the  government  pre- 
paratory to  selling  its  10,000,000  to  12,- 
000,000  feet  of  pine  to  tl:e  highest  bidder 
at  no  less  than  S3  per  1000,  The  pine 
lands  are  being  subdivided  into  40  acre 
tracts  with  a  good  plain  transit  line 
around  each  forty. 

The  country  farther  east,  out  of  which 
the  Big  and  Little  1*  ork  rivers  flow,  is 
much  the  same,  with  the  exception  that 
it  seems  to  be  a  little  higher  and  the 
timber  of  an  older  growth.  These  two 
streams  are  Over  400  miles  long  and  are 
fed  by  innumerable  branches,  all  with 
deep,  swift  current  and  high,  clean 
banks.  All  these  streams  rise  to  a  great 
height  in  time  of  freshets,  but  generally 
do  not  overflow  their  banks.  Five  mil- 
lion acres  are  drained  by  these  streams, 
the  water  from  which  flows  north  through 
Rainy  river  and  the  Lake  of  the  Woods 
to  Hudson  bay. 

Nearly  all  of  the  good  pine  in  this 
Northern  country  stands  on  these  two 
streams  and  it  is  estimated  that  they 
contain  upward  of  15,000,000,000  feet. 
Only  30,000,000  per  year  is  now  cut  an- 
nually on  them,  and  the  logs  all  find  a 
market  with  the  Canadian  manufactures 
at  Rat  Portage  and  vicinity  at  from  $8 
to  §is  per  1000  and  quick  sale,  being  a 
much  better  price  than  could  be  had  at 
Minneapolis.  The  cost  of  driving  on 
these  streams  is  hardly  25  cents  per  1000 
with  comparatively  no  loss  as  there  are 
no  marshy  rivers  to  run  through  and  no 
place  to  lose  logs  by  getting  out  of  the 
channel. 

Several  million  acres  of  this  country  is 
yet  unsurveyed,  consequently  unex- 
plored. Farther  up  on  Vermilion  and 
other  American  streams  the  country  is 
rough  and  considerably  rocky.  The 
pine  is  smaller,  running  about  ten  logs 
to  the  thousand.  The  same  can  be  said 
of  the  Canadian  side  of  this  big  water 
course.  Rainy  river  is  from  one-quarter 
to  one-half  mile  wide,  with  a  deep  chan- 
nel and  two  mile  current,  clean,  high 
banks  with  about  600  farms  fronting  on 
It  on  the  Canadian  side. 

One  farm  at  the  foot  of  Rainy  Lake  at 
Fort  Francis  (an  old  Hudson  Bay  fur 
company  post),  has  been  cultivated  for 
eighty  years.  On  the  American  side,  at 
the  mouth  of  Big  Fork  river,  there  is  a 
new  town  being  started  named  H anna- 
ford.  At  this  place  the  Canadian  lum- 
bermen have  built  a  boom  to  hold  logs 
that  formerly  went  to  the  mouth  of  I^ainy 
to  be  rafted.  It  is  rumored  that  the 
seven  mill  ccmipanies  at  Rat  Portage  in- 
tend moving  their  mills  up  there,  and 
will  barge  their  lumber  across  Lake  of 
the  Woods  instead  of  towing  logs  in  rafts, 
as  an  average  loss  of  about  20  per  cent 
will  be  saved  besides  the  difference  in 
cost  of  towing. 

As  to  settlements  on  the  American 
side  there  are  only  three  or  four,  one  at 
Hannaford,  at  the  mouth  of  Big  Fork, 
and  one  at  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Fork, 
and  still  another  and  the  last  one  at  the 
mouth  of  Rainy  Lake.  There  are  a 
number  of  homestead  claims  on  the 
many  streams  in  Itasca  and  St.  Louis 
co'inties.  If  one  half  of  the  railroads 
build  through  this  country  as  soon  as 
they  now  intend  to,  it  will  be  a  great 
country  for  lumbering,  farming,  mining 
and  manufacturing.

IN  LITEUm  FIELDS 


The  Attractive  Features  of  a  Literary  Char- 
•    acter  Which  Have  Been  Announced 
By  the  Publishers. 


Dr.  Woodrow  Wilson  of  Princeton  Has  Writ- 
ten a  Character  Sl<etch  of  Mr. 
Cleveland's  Cabinet. 


Notable  Article  By  Judge  Gary  in  the  Cen- 
tury On  the  Chicago  Anarchists 
and  Their  Trial. 


Under  the  title  of  "Annals  of  an  Old 
Manor  House,  "  MacMillan  &  Co.  an- 
nounce the  history  of  Sutton  Place,  upon 
which  Frederic  Harrison  has  been  en- 
gaged for  some  years  past.  The  date  of 
the  house  is  1525,  and  it  is  one  of  the  few 
donaestic  buildings  earlier  than  the  Re- 
formation which  remain  to  a  great  ex- 
tent unaltered.     The    builder    was    Sir 

Richard      Weston,    who    for  thirty-two 
years  served  Henry  VUI. 

The  only  son  of  the  founder  was  in- 
volved in  the  fate  of  Anne  Boleyn.  The 
Tudor  sovcreif,'ns  frequently  visited  the 
bouse,  which  is  interesting,  not  only  his- 
toricallv,  but  as  being  in  many  ways 
unique  in  English  architecture,  being  a 
combination  of  Italian  Renaissance  with 
Tudor  Pernerrlicuiar;  and  it  is  con- 
structed entirc.y  of  terra-cotta,  without 
any  '■  >.il.  It  contains  some  contem- 
porarv  painted  glass,  tapestries  and 
carvingj  minutely  described  in  the  pre- 
sent work,  which  is  profusely  illustrated 
from  original  etchings,  plans,  architec- 
tural drawings,  facsimiles  of  documents, 
pedigrees,  and  chromo-photographic  re- 
productions of  the  armorial  windows. 
*        *        * 

The  most  prominent  feature  of  the 
Review  of  Reviews  for  April  is  a  char- 
acter sketch  of  Mr.  Cleveland's  new  cab- 
inet, from  the  pen  of  Professor  Wood- 
row  Wilson,  the  distinguished  and  bril- 
liant writer  upon  American  politics  and 
history  who  adorns  the  chair  of  juris- 
prudence at  Princeton  university. 

Dr.  Woodrow  Wilson  is  a  Southerner 
who  was  sent  North  for  his  college  edu- 
cation and  graduated  about  1878  at 
Princeton.  Afterwards  he  studied  law 
at  the  University  of  Virginia,  and  for  a 
while  practiced  law  at  the  Atlanta,  Ga., 
bar.  He  then  decided  to  devote  himself 
to  the  more  scientific  and  scholarly  side 
of  professional  and  political  study,  and 
entered  the  post-graduate  department  of 
historical  and  political  science  at  the 
Johns  Hopkins  university.  He  received 
the  degree  of  doctor  of  philosophy  there, 
and  after  holding  professorships  in  othtr 
well-known  iny,titutions  was  called  to  the 
prominent  place  he  now  holds  at  Prince- 
ton. He  is  one  of  the  most  trenchant  a; 
well  as  able  v/ritcrs  upon  American  ad- 
ministrative and  political  history. 

It  happens  that  this  same  number  of 
the  Review  of  Reviews  contains  a  review 
of  Professor  W  iison's  new  book,  "Di- 
vision and  Reunion,"  which  covers  in  a 


compact  little  volume  the  period  from 
the  tirst  inauguration  of  Andrew  Jack- 
son to  the  end  of  Grover  Cleveland's 
first  term.  The  present  character  sketch 
of  the  Cleveland  cabinet  is  one  of  Mr. 
Wilson's  most  felicitous  pieces  of  work 
and  will  deserve  very  wide  attention.  It 
is,  upon  the  whole,  in  very  decided  sym- 
pathy with  the  president.  It  contains 
probably  the  best  analysis  of  the  peculiar 
condition  of  political  parties  at  the  pres- 
ent time  in  this  country  that  has  been 
made  by  any  writer. 


The  .^pril  Forum  embraces  an  impor- 
tant discussion  by  eminent  experts  (^  the 
new  political  era  begun  with  President 
Cleveland's  inauguration.  In  "The  Great 
Democratic  Opportunity,"  President  Seth 
Low,  of  Columbia  college,  frankly  dis- 
cusses the  present  Democratic  ascend- 
ancy and  the  obligation  of  Mr.  Cleveland 
and  his  party  to  voters;  Oswald  Otten- 
dorfer  points  to  financial  danger  from 
disagreement  between  Mr.  Cleveland  and 
congress;  and  Senator  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge,  in  "Outlook  and  Duty  of  the  Re- 
publican Party,"  carefully  estimates  the 
significance  of  the  astonishing  Republi- 
can reserve  and  defines  the  party's  right 
attitude  in  the  present  crisis. 

Jose  F.  de  Navarro,  the  well-known 
merchant  and  financier,  in  "Bimetallic 
Parity  under  a  Gold  Standard,"  outlines 
a  plan  for  solving  the  money  problem  by 
raising  silver  to  a  gold  standard.  Sir 
Henry  James,  Mr.  Gladstone's  former  at- 
torney general,  describes  in  "The  British 
Corrupt  Practices  Act"  this  celebrated 
and  effective  measure,  which  he  carrietl 
through  the  house  of  commons;  the  Hon. 
J<;siah  (juincy,  assistant  secretary  of 
state,  performs  a  similar  office  in  "Work- 
ing of  the  Massachusetts  Corrupt  Prac- 
tices Law,"  of  which  he  was  the  author; 
ami  Joseph  B.  Bishop,  of  the  New  York 
Evening  Post,  in  "Insufficient  Restriction 
of  Campaign  Expenditures,"  exposes  the 
weak  point  of  American  corrupt  practices 
acts. 

The  series  of  studies  in  immigration 
is  continued  effectively  in  "Russian 
Jews  PS  Desirable  Citizens."  by  .Miss 
Ida  M.  Van  Etten,  an  industrious  labor 
reformer,  and  in  "Italian  Immigrants 
and  their  Enslavement,"  by  Dr.  S. 
Merlino,  a  well-known  Italian  writer  on 
social  economy,  who  came  to  America 
especially  to  studv  the  condition  here  of 
Italian  laborers.  Hon.  William  Slade,  a 
veteran  United  States  consul,  in  "At- 
tractions and  Abuses  of  our  Consular 
.Service,"  defines  needed  reforms  in  the 
selection  and  treatment  of  consuls  and 
furnishes  consular  aspirants  with  an  in- 
structive survey  of  the  field.  R.  H. 
Inglis  Palgrave,  formerly  editor  of  the 
London  Flconornist,  in  "An  I-lnglish  View 
of  Investments  in  the  United  States," 
describes  investments  likely  to  attract 
British  capital. 

Frederic  Harrison,  the  eminent  British 
critic,  writes  charmingly  and  suggestive- 
ly on  "The  Decadenceof  Romance, "and 
the  late  Lord  Brabourne  on  "The  Influ- 
ence of  Historic  Ilomci  on  English 
Character;"  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Rice's  account 
of  "The  Public  Schools  of  Chic.igo  and 
St.  Paul,"  forms  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able articles  of  a  renr.arkablc  series. 
This  unusually  full  number  of  the  Forum 
containsalso  "Church  Union  a  Necessity: 
The  Maine  Experiment' — an  earnest  ar- 
gument bv  Presidint  W.  DeWitt  Hvde, 
of  Bowdoin  college,  for  inter-denomina- 
tional union  as  the  sole  hop-.-  of  saving 
the  country  churches,   with  an  account 


of  the  Maine  movement    in  this    direc- 
tion.

Macmillan  &  Co.  announce  among  the 
noteworthy  books  in  preparation  a  vol- 
ume of  lectures  on  preaching  to  be  de- 
livered at  the  Yale  Divinity  school  by 
the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Horton,  M.  A.,  of 
London,  England.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hor- 
ton, it  will  be  remembered,  is  the  author 
of  "Revelation  and  the  Bible."  a  book 
which  Dr.  A'obott  describes  in  the  Chris- 
tian Union  as  "one  of  the  very  best  of  its 
class— valuable  for  what  it  suggests  as 
well  as  for  what  it  contains,  and  most  of 
all  for  its  demonstration  that  one  may 
hold  in  the  truest  sense  to  both  inspira- 
tion and  revelation  while  rejecting  the 
dogma  of  a  verbally  inspired  and  infalli- 
ble book."

his  heels  and  obeys  him  like  a  dog.  This 
beast  he  calls  Paloma  (dove),  and  it  is  its 
jealousy  at  the  master's  marriage  and  its 
terrible  vengeance  on  the  young  wife  that 
make  up  the  story.

Called  Diiluth's  First  Wholesale 

Merchant. 


He  Relates  Some  Reminiscences  of  Early  Life 
fn  the  Zenith  City  and  the  Peo- 
ple Then  Here. 


Election  of  the  First  Mayor  and  the  Murder 

of  Northrop  By  a  Gang  On 

That  Day. 


The  stoiv  of  the  inception  and  evolu- 
tion ot  Dalulh  is  old.  yet  ever  new. 
Those  who.  with  their  own  hands, 
wrought  pontons  of  the  history,  an!  with 
their  o*n  eves  beheld  the  resistless  and 
inevitable  effects  of  time  and  csrcum- 
stanccs,  lUce  the  atred  warrior,  love  to 
hear  the  old,  eld  stories.  Those  who 
have  since  appeared  upon  the  scene 
consider  that  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
past  not  only  of  the  deepest  interest,  but 
an  invaluable  guide  to  the  future  with 
all  its  great  triunjphs  and   halt   realized 

possibilities. 

First,  in  the  shatly  portion  of  the  5o"s 
came  the  "tish  eaters,"  who  were  the 
John  the  Baptists  of  civilization  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes.  In  some  respects, 
John  the  B.\ptist  was  in  better  shape,  for 
he  had  gar.^lL'nts,..of  soft  ca:iiers 
hair       to      •wear.  and       succulent 

locust  pods  and  delicious  wild  hoaey  to 
cat.  The  '•fish-eaters"  were  strangers  to 
white  tlour  but  not  strangers  to  garments 
of  buckskin,  and  as  lor  their  da;ly 
food  only  too  many  times  were  they  com- 
pelled to  fall  back  upon  the  members  of 
the  linny  tribe  ciptured  by  hook  or 
t;Took  in  the  chillv  waters  of  Gitche 
Gjmee. 

The  dark  days  of  the  rebellion  came 
and  went.  The  days  of  recoaitructlon 
drc^v  on  apace  and  in  thedechnir.g  days 
of  the  '6o's  the  "fish-eaters"  were  steadily 
reintorced  by  those  who  were  to  hasten 
the  miracle  of  the  consummation  of  the 
prince  of  cities — Duiuth. 

Alderman  Co.\  lavs  claim  to  having 
started  ih."  first  sucressful  manufactur- 
ing enterprise  in  this  city.  The  story 
was  told  some  months  ago  in  The  ller- 
al  i's  columns.  The  man  who  h-jlds 
undisputed  claim  to  having  established 
the  first  wholesale  house  in  Duiuth  is 
Her.ry  Truelsen,  president  of  the  board 
of  public  works.  While  in  a  reminiscent 
mood  recently,  he  spoke  scnr.ewhat  at 
length  of  his  juoneer  days.  With  his 
consent  The  Herald  has  reproduced  his 
motlest  ta'e. 

"Twenty-four  years  ago  the  Sth  of  next 
May,"  said  Mr.  Truelsen,  "I  tirst  saw 
Duiuth.  The  charter  of  the  St.  Paul  & 
Duiuth  railway  required  that  road,  when 
extended,  to  stop  in  Minnesota  at  Lake 
Superior  on  this  side  of  tlie  bay.  FxiW 
operations  for  the  extens'on  from  White 
Bear  were  under  way  and  there  was 
much  excitement  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  United  St.ates  over  the  importance  to 
which  Duiuth  w.iuld  rise  in  consequence. 
'•[  had  been  keeping  books  for  my 
brother  at  Eagle  River,  Mich.,  before  I 
decided  to  cast  my  lot  here.  Superior 
was  quite  lively  then  and  as  there  was 
as  yet  no  hotel  in  Duiuth,  all  new 
comers  were  co-Tipelled  to  stop  at  the 
city  across  the  bav.  I  first  landed  in  Du- 
iuth at  Peyton  &  Kimball's  dock.  Capt. 
Thompson,  who  now  lives  at  Washburn, 
was  thin  running  a  small  ferry  across 
the  bay.  There  was  a  small  sawmill  on 
Connor's  feint  on  the  other  side,  while 
on  this  side,  the  houses  were  few  and 
the  onlv  population  a  few  'fish  eaters' 
and  a  sprinklmg  of  halfbreeds.  Super- 
ior street  was  a  county  road  that  had 
just  been  cut  through.  The  forest  on  the 
hillsid,:  ran  right  dov.n  to  it  and  when  a 
new  settler  wished  to  erect  his  cabin,  he 
was  compelled  to  clear  away  the  forest 
where  row  stand  hug;  brick  bloc'Ks  and 
magnificent  homes.  The  street  was 
very  rolling,  up  and  down,  like  billows 
on  the  sea.  Its  present  comparatively 
level  condition  is  due  to  filling  in  the 
hollov.-s. 

"On  Minnesota  Point  there  were  not 
over  ten  houses.  Commodore  Saxoii 
lived  there  and  Dr.  Foster  was  running 
his  newly  born  paper.  'The  Minnesotaii,' 
in  a  small  shack  in  the  place.  Among 
others  who  were  here  at  the  time,  I  re- 
member Clinton  Markell  and  J.  D.  Ray. 
Portland  division  had  less  than  half  a 
dozen  houses  and  but  little  of  the  city 
was  then  laid  out.  Onef>ta,  to  the  west, 
had  possibly  seventy-five  people. 

"As  1  said,  I  got  here  in  1869.  I  want- 
ed to  go  into  business  but  could  rind 
no  building  to  rent.  If  I  erected  one,  my 
cajiital  was  so  limited  I  would  have  none 
lef^t  with  which  to  purchase  a  stock  and 
run  a  business,  so  I  hired  out.  My  first 
work  was  mixing  mortar  for  Peterson  & 
Tucker.  I  followed  that  all  summer,  and 
in  the  fall  of  '69  worked  on  a  gravel  train 
on  Rice's  Point.  It  finally  fell  to  my  lot 
to  boss  the  gang  that  laid  the 
rails  on  the  St.  Paul  &  Duiuth  railway 
into  Duiuth.  In  January,  1870,  I  helped 
blast  rock  and  build  the  bie.ikwater  at 
the  old  elevator  at  the  East  End.  All 
the  business  then  was  east  of  Second 
avenue  east.  Portland  was  the  center. 
When  the  ship  canal  was  built.  Lake 
avenue  was  the  favored  spot. 

"After  I  got  through  w  th  my  job  blast- 
ing rock,  I  formed  a  partnership  with 
Mike  Pastoret  in  the  grocery  arid  saloon 
business.  I  attended  to  the  former  and 
he  to  the  latter,  the  firm  being  Pastoret 
&  Truelsen.  In  the  fall  of  '71  I  bought 
him  out,  abolished  the  saloon  and  pushed 
the  grocery  business.  At  that  time  Du- 
iuth was  a  stranger  to  traveling  men. 
Our  goods  were  purchased  from  trad- 
ers who  came  up  from  Detroit.  They 
carried  (j'-iite  an  assortment,  asidj  from 
fruit,  butter,  eggs  and  provisions,  and 
anything  they  did  not  have,  took  orders 
ar.d  delivered  the  goods  the  ne::t  trip. 
When  they  reached  portwe  local  dealers 
in  Duiuth  would  strike  for  the  landing, 
sing  out,  'Well,  what  have  you  got  to- 
day?'and  then  nearly  tear  them  to  pieces 
in  our  efforts  to  see  who  would  get  the 
first  chance  at  the  produce.  The  prin- 
cipal traders  of  that  kind  were  Hi 
Holmes,  'Big'  Holmes  and  Cicorge 
Smith,  who  now  travels  for  a  Detroit 
cigar  house,  and  whom,  by  the  v/ay,  I 
accidentally  met  on  the  street  one  day 
this  week.  Hi  Holmes  is  up  at  Portage 
and  I  don't  know  what  became  of  his 
brother. 

".My  grocery  business  prospered  and 
from  time  to  time  I  increased  my  line  of 
poods,  adding  clothing  and  then  boots 
and  shoes.     From  the  tirnc  I  struck  Du- 


iuth until  the  panic  in  187',  times  and 
trade  were  good.  After  th.at  the  town 
dwindled  down  from  5000  to  2t;oo  people. 
Many  iailures  resulted,  credits  weroi>ent 
glimmering,  men  with  corner  lots  were 
not  considered  good  for  a  sack  of  Hour 
in  fact  the  man  who  could  control  a  sack  of 
iloiir  was  kiln;  in  those  tlaj...  About  1870, 
tilings  started  up  again  aiul  gradually  im- 
liio\  eil.  I  hi:ilt  up  :i  iaigc  wholesale 
traiie,  suppli^il  all  the  luiiil)einieii  and  in 
seasons  of  doinessioii  carried  men  wlio 
now  are  iiulepeiulent  financially  oi  times 
and  circumstances.  I  think  lu)  ».ne  will 
vleuy  the  staveinciu  that  1  was  the  pioneer 
wholesaler  of  Dulutli. 

"In  those  early  days  we  were  wonder- 
fiiUy  happv  ami  contented.  Every  man 
livetl  simply  and  within  his  income.  All 
were  actjuamteil  and  there  were  no  elab- 
orate aimiseiuents.  Once  in  a\\  lulo  tliere 
would  l>e  a  social  gatheriiiL;,a  little  dance, 
some  music  and  things  of  tliat  kiiul.  The 
churches  soon  came.  When  I  gt)t  here 
there  was  one  little  school  house  in  Port- 
land. Ill  that  was  lielil  the  election  by 
which  DaUith's  first  mayor  was  chosen. 
J.  B.  Cuher  was  tiie  man  honored  and  a 
nu'.'i  v.iirthy  oi  honor  he  was,  too. 

"I  will  remember  that  day  by  this 
scar  on  my  cheek  and  the  fact  that  mur- 
der was  committeil.  There  had  been 
working  on  the  railroad  a  gang  of  men 
called  the  niunlerous  ,00.'  ami  fearers 
they  were.  They  had  been  t.ent  out  from 
the  slums  of  Philadelphia.  They  all 
came  into  town  election  day.  Trouble 
resulted  and  the  gang  got  after  a  man 
I'.ametl  Northrop.  He  ran  into  a  butcher 
ihop  .at  First  avenue  east  and  Sui)erior 
street  and  slipped  out  the  back  dcwr  to 
get  to  his  house  at  the  corner  of  Second 
avenue  east  and  Second  street.  The 
butcher  came  to  the  dow  and  stood  off 
the  gang  with  a  long  knife.  It  was  soon 
found  that  Northmp  had  escaped.  The 
roughs  started  after  him  and  met  his 
brother  coming  down  the  hill.  A  dispute 
followed  in  which  the  brother  was 
siabhcil,  his  death  following  in  a  few- 
hours. 

"1  was  standing  on  the  shop  steps 
unde;  a  wooden  awning.  1  thought  the 
gang  had  ]>assed  and  looked  out  after  it. 
A'  member  of  it  came  along  and 
hit  me  unilcr  the  eye  with  a 
st(M:e.  (f  which  this  scar  you 
see  IS  the  result.  A  friend  led  nie  down 
to  the  water  and  washed  ctT  the  blood 
which  saved  iiie  from  being  taken  for 
one  olthe  toughs. 

"Several  oi  that  gang  were  indicted 
and  sent  up.  One  who  went  to  the  peni- 
tentiary was  the  son  of  the  mayor  of 
Philadelphia,  who  had  gone  to  the  dogs 
and  then  drifted  west  with  the  scum  of 
the  streijts.  He  afterwards  was  pardoned 
throufih  the  ctlorls  oi  those  in  high  po- 
sitions. 

"In  1879.  I  ^tcied  my  large  store  on 
Lake  avenue.  An  offer  of  a  lot  free  was 
made  me  if  I  would  locate  on  Superior 
street.  I  laughed  at  it  and  built  on  the 
avenue.  Today  the  Superior  street  lot 
15  worih  §60,000.  but  there  was  nothing 
then  to  indicate  such  a  future.  -That 
was  another  case  showing  that  man's 
foresight  is  not  as  good  as  his  hind- 
sight."

ponding in  advance  with  one  or  more 
families  in  that  locality  with  reg.ard  to 
rates  and  the  accommodations  desired. 

The  Wisconsin  Cehtral  lines  will  in  due 
time  pu])lish  low  excursion  rates  to  Chi- 
cago and  return  for  this  occasion,  while  j 
its  double  daily  passenger  train  service, 
including  through  sleeping  and  dining 
cars  to  Chicago,  will  as  usual  be  at  the 
head  of  th.e  list  in  every  particular.

Judge  Ensign  Tells  An  Amusing  Story  of  a 

Former  Well  Known  Duluth 

Attorney. 


There  are  sometimes  bursts  of  sun- 
shine amid  the  j,'loom  of  lega:tity.  and 
sometimes  the  ogre,  the  court  sits  down 
with  a  squash  on  fresh  attorneys  in  a 
manner  that  blanches  their  cheeks.  Sev- 
eral little  incidents  of  court  life  have 
been  flying  around  the  last  day  or  two 
and  as  they  may  prove  interesting  in 
print  The  Herald  has  gathered  them 
together  for  the  benetit  of  its  readers. 

During  the  call  of  the  calendar  on 
Tuesday,  case  ioq  was  called  and  one  of 
the  attorneys  for  the  prosecution  rose 
and  said:  ".May  it  please  your  honor 
this  is  a  jury  action,  but  the  name  of  the 
plaintiff  should  be  James  Magee,  axid 
not  lames  Mayer  as  printed.'" 

The  attorney  for  the  defense  said: 
"Your  honor,  if  you  please,  this  is  a 
court  case." 

" 'Tisn't,"  shouted  the  prosecution; 
"we  have  a  right  still  left  to  us— that  ot 
trial  by  jury,  and  wc  insist  on  that  right; 
It's  a  jury  case!" 

The  case  was  an  injunction  matter,  or 
something  of  that  sort,  ami  was  clearly 
not  a  matter  for  jury  tleiiberation,  ami 
Judge  Knsign  said:  "1  am  somewhat 
familiar  with  the  case  and  know  that  it  is 
a  court  case  ami  I  have  so  entered  it." 

This  brought  the  prosecution  to  its 
feet  and  the  young  Hlackstone  of  well 
known  nautical  proclivities  said:  "It's  a 
jury  case;  its  a  joined  action,  and  1  want 
an  e.xception  noted!" 

To  this  burst  of  eloquence  the  court 
simply  said  "I  will  not  give  you  an  ex- 
ception!" and  some  unpitying  brother 
limb  of  the  law  said  "sit  down!"  antl  the 
attorney  went  behind  the  partition  to 
connnune  with  his  indignation. 
«        *        * 

At  the  same  call  of  the  calendar  th2 
attorneys  were  asking  that  their  cases 
might  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  calen- 
dar, ami  .Attorney  Mc.Manus, 
when  case  58  was  called  arose  and 
said  "your  honor,  this  is  a  jury  case  and 
we  are  ready  for  trial;  I  would  ask  if  no 
objection  is  made,  to  have  it  tried  as 
the  first  jury  case!" 

The  court  looked  up  and  said  "as 
there  appears  to  be  no  objection,  it  is  so 
ordered.  This  is  a  rather  unusual  re- 
quest at  this  time.  Mr.  McManus,  for 
ludging  by  the  appearance  of  things 
this  term  of  court  hns  convened  about  a 
week  too  early  for  the  majority  of  coun- 
sel!" The  bar  lau.jhed  in  unison  at  this 
little  hit  of  the  judge's  and  the  call  pro- 
ceeded.

There  was  a  rather  unusual  happen- 
ing in  legal  circles,  during  Wednesday 
afternoon  before  Jndge  Lewis.  In  the 
case  of  J.  B.  Douglas  vs.  the  Noth  Star 
Construction  company,  through  an  over- 
sight, service  had  not  been 
made  of  some  necessary  papers 
en  Barr  &  Catlin,  the  St.  Paul  attorneys, 
until  about  noon  on  March  27,  the  last 
day  thit  the  law  would  allow,  and  At- 
torney Keyes,  for  the  plaintiff,  went  to 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  office  in 
Duluth  and  wired  the  entire  notice  of 
trial  dow^n  to  .St.  Paul,  where  he  had 
messengers  in  waiting  who  served  the 
notice  on  Messrs.  Harr  &  Catlin,  who 
acknowledged  service  by  wire.  The  bill 
for  telegraphing  was  something  hiige, 
but  the  action  was  in  legal  extremis  and 
something  had  to  be  done. 

The  matter  came  up  before  Judge 
Lewis  for  argument  Wednesday  and  he  de 
cided  that  the  service  was  good  and  suf- 
ficient. There  was  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be,  but  it  was  the  first  in- 
stance of  the  kind  on  record  in  the  North- 
west, if  not  in  the  country, where  a  notice 
of  trial  entire  was  telegraphed  in  the 
pursuit  of  legal  service.

Judge  Ensign  told  a  little  story  during 
the  week  to  a  small  coterie  of  old  friends. 
It  was  something  like  this:  Away  back 
in  the  70s,  when  the  judge  was  conduct- 
ing his  ordinary  h\v  business,  he  was  in- 
terested, as  counsel,  in  a  case  which  was 
to  be  heard  before  H.  X.  Setzer,  an  old 
Duluth  lawyer,  as  referee.  The  proceed- 
ings were  held  in  the  old  municipal  court 
rfK)m  in  the  Hayes  block  and  were  decided- 
ly prosy  in  their  n.iture.  Referee  Setzer 
was  very  methodical  in  his  habits,  even 
to  his  occasional  drinks,  which  he  always 
took  at  stated  hours. 

The  proceedings  went  al  jng  and  the 
hour  at  which  Mr.  Setzer  imbibed  ar- 
rived, and  he  said:  '  Gentlemen,  this 
court  will  now  take  a  recess  to  enable  it 
to  take  a  drink;  the  defendant  will  foot 
the  bill,"  and  he  adjourned  until  the 
drink  was  secured,  after  which  the  le- 
gality was  resumed.  During  the  long 
time  that  the  action  w;,3  being  heard 
Kef-'ree  Setzer  never  missed  a  regular 
"nip'' and  he  always  announced  "the  de- 
fendant will  foot  the  bill,"  Mr.  Setzer  is 
still  practising  law,  but  is  nov  located  at 
Tavlor's  Falls. 


open  iletiance.  The  open  saloons,  and 
we  then  had  twenty-four,  were  soeetliiy 
emptied,  tiie  c>)nteiits  being  carried  back 
in  the  wo(k1s  and  hidden,  whi'c  the  ruf- 
tians  returned  for  more.  Not  a  ham! 
would  they  lend  to  save  anything  else. 
No  persuasion  could  nunc  them;  and 
hundreds  of  great  brawny  men  stood  bv 
ami  watched  indifferently'while  stores  and 
houses  and  household  gtxnls  went  up  in 
smoke. 

That  night  was  a  desolate  one  for  Iron 
River.  Tho.sc  who  had  saved  anything 
stood  guaril  all  night  witli  drawn  revol- 
vers. Two-tl  irds  of  what  hail  been  saved 
from  lire  iiad  been  stolen  and  "cached" 
in  the  wimuIs.  The  scene  as  night  came 
on  was  wild  and  trying.  IW  9  o'clock 
the  women  ami  children  had  been  placed 
under  such  shelter  as  we  could  timl.  The 
sawmills  back  in  the  wood.>^  had  escaped, 
and  their  boartling  houses  could  care  for 
many.  Here  and  therethrough  thewiKuls 
were  scattered  little  shacks  into  which 
the  people  were  taken  to  get  on  as  best 
they  could. 

It  would  take  a  Dante  to  picture  the 
scene  that  night  as  I  walked  through  the 
main  street.  It  was  very  dark,  although 
the  sky  was  clear  overhead  and  the  stars 
shone,  but  in  the  west  the  lightning 
flashed  and  occasionally  the  low  rolling 
thunder  could  be  heard.  The  sandy 
street  had  been  baked  hard  by  the  tierce 
heat,  and  the  cyclone  of  tlame  and  wind 
rushing  down  bad  swept  it  clean  as  a 
billiard-table.  On  either  side  the  flick- 
ering embers  gave  some  light,  intensify- 
ing the  deep  blackness  of  the  girdling 
forest  and  shedding  a  strange,  shifting 
glare  on  the  street  scenes. 

.\  hundred  feet  from  the  track  was  a 
crowd  of  demons  surrounding  a  barrel  of 
whisky.  The  bung  was  out,  and  fifty  at 
least  were  crowding  around  with  broken 
glasses,  bt)ttles,  dishes,  anything,  to  catch 
the  liiiuor  as  it  tloweil,  and  then  to  pour 
it  like  water  down  their  throats.  They 
howled  ami  shrieked,  ami  in  the  dull,  un- 
certain glare  they  indeed  looked  like  be- 
ings fresh  from  hell.  Three  hundred  feet 
up  the  roail  the  scene  was  again  being 
acted.  1  was  heartsick  and  discouraged 
and  surely  felt  that  hell  had  broken  loose. 
Food  was  sent  in  by  5  o'clock  the  next 
morning;  at  7:30  rive  saloons  were  run- 
ning on  ulanks  resting  on  kegs.  At  12 
mmii.  a  dozen  saloon  men  had  erected 
shacks  out  on  the  street  and  were  doing 
business  actively  with  what  little  stock 
they  might  have.  "The  Royal  Bodega 
on  Earth  Again,"  was  the  legend  on  one, 
and  tired  as  1  was  and  sick  of  the  fearful 
work  their  ministry  luul  caused,  I  could 
not  hut  smile  at  the  audacity  of  such  a 
sign  stuck  to  a  structure  8x10x6  feet 
high.  The  next  day  other  shacks  were 
erecteil,  and  before  three  days  had 
elapsed,  almost  every  merchant  was  do- 
ing business,  a  little  cripi)led,  perhaps, 
but  still  able  to  help  out  somewhat. 

Tents  were  sent  in  to  shelter  the  peo- 
ple, old  clothes,  food  and  the  necessaries 
of  life.  Within  a  week  the  town  again 
ItMiked  almost  natural.  Permanent 
structures  were  arising,  and  in  several 
instances  brick  blocks  were  put  up  where 
pine  stores  had  stood.  The  D.'&  S.  S. 
railroad  began  an  extension.  This 
brought  more  money  into  town,  and  today 
the  young  city  is  strong  and  vigorous, 
closely  crowding  2000  inhabitants,  with 
water  works,  an  electric  plant,  school 
house,  a  beautiful  church  that  cost  S2400, 
and  is  only  about  a  year  old. 

Describing  the  beginning  and  sudden 
growth  of  lion  River,  Mr.  Patchell  says: 
The  place  became  advertised,  all  Wis- 
consin became  interested  in  her  phenom- 
enal child;  the  homesteaders  within  a 
radius  of  ten  or  liltcen  miles  came  in 
together  and  opened  up  places  of  busi- 
ness. Stores,  bcarding-houses,  shops 
and  hotels  were  quickly  erected  and  dav 
after  day  each  train  as  it  rolled  in  emp- 
tied itself  of  hundreds  who  rushed  in 
from  other  towns  to  get  in  if  possible  on 
the  tidal  wave  of  the  "boom."  The 
rough  element  was  attracted.  Gamblers, 
sharpers  of  eveiy  description,  loafers 
and  tramps  came  as  fast  as  avoidance  of 
work  could  bring  them;  new  saloons 
were  opened  every  day. 

Each  saloon  had  a  piano,  a  fiddle  and 
a  vocalist  who  was  paid  according  to 
lung  capacity;  a  variety  theater  was 
opened  with  as  many  and  full  attractions 
as  any  city  resort— attractions  that  were 
certain  to  win  from  the  devotee,  wiih 
scrupulous  certainty,  money,  respect 
and  everything  goo  j  he  possessed.  It 
was  a  strange  collection  of  people.  The 
wickedness  was  open  and  flagrant. 
Deeper  back  in  the  dense  forest,  with 
only  a  tnii!  leading  to  them,  houses 
sprang  up  like  mushrooms  in  a  night, 
and  from  the  east  and  west,  the  north 
an<l  south,  there  came  flocking  brazen- 
faced women  and  girls.  Strange  indeed 
was  the  contrast  to  nnd  hidden  back  in 
the  virgin  forest,  in  a  si)ot  where  nature 
yet  seemed  to  exert  h.er  mightiest  force, 
a  very  carnival  of  demons,  where  night 
after  night  wild  orgies  were  conducted 
and  manhoo<l  and  womanhood  seemed 
something  worse  than  the  inheritance  of 
brutes.

Theeontrast  between  Maine  and  south- 
era  California  as  rival  winter  resorts  is 
ver>'  great.  Hero  the  orange  is  picked 
during  the  entire  year,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated that  enough  oranges  fall  off  and 
nre  ploweil  under  a.s  fertilizers  each  year 
to  supply  the  new  state  of  Wyoming 
completely  the  year  round. 

It  is  estimated  that  est.-iblishod  orange 
orch.-'.rds  of  a  j;ood  quality  yield  10  per 
cent  on  the  investment.  Of  course  poor 
brands  of  oranges,  just  like  ill  chosen 
orchards  of  poor,  miserable  apples,  yield 
much  less.  A  young  orchard  not  only 
does  this  after  it  is  in  bearing,  but  in- 
creases very  greatly  in  value  each  year. 
This  information  I  get  from  old  and  tried 
frientls  and  not  from  agents,  and  I  speak 
especially  of  Riverside,  where  the  orange, 
is  found  in  its  gi*eatest  perfection  and 
free  from  disease. 

The  banaua  grows  in  southern  Cali- 
fornia, liiit  would  rather  not.  It  was  in- 
dufed  to  try  this  country  by  the  taran- 
tulfc.  which  flourishes  here  and  loves  to 
duMt  oft"  one's  chest  with  his  hairy  legs. 
An  amateur  Cleopatra  here  used  the  ta- 
rantula vv'ith  gi-eat  elTect  in  taking  her 
own  life  in  the  closing  scene,  but  the  bite 
of  the  tarantula  involvetl  so  much  skirt 
dancing  and  cali.sthenics  that  the  scenic 
effect  was  good  and  did  much  to  revive 
'Cleopatra'  on  the  co:ist. 

As  I  write  this  it  is  raining  great  big 
invoices  of  e;istern  rain  of  tiie  wet  Irind. 
ami  yet  a  hospitable  man  lias  his  open 
victoria  at  the  door  for  me  to  go  riding 
for  the  purj)0.se  of  adding  to  my  collection 
of  scenery. 

Hospitality  is  one  of  the  best  products 
of  the  human  heart,  and  there  is  no  dan- 
ger of  overproduction,  but  I  am  so  thor- 
oughly gorged  v.'ith  scenery  from  the 
Natural  Bridge  in  Virgini.i  to  the  Golden 
Gate  that  when  ;iny  0110  says  scenery  to 
me  I  writhe.  Oratige  orchards  are  rare 
and  beautiful  sights,  but  when  I  can  sit 
in  this  warm  room  gathered  about  a  big 
coal  lire  and  see  mile:-,  of  them  from  the 
window,  why  should  I  put  ou  my  fur 
overco;it  and  a  mackintosh  in  order  to 
freeze  and  cry  out  with  as.sumed  delight 
every  half  mile  while  I  gradually  get 
Pomona  of  the  lungs';:'

PREACHING  AMONG  THE  PINES. 

A  Missionary's  Vivid   Description  0!   Life  at 

Iron  River. 

William  T.  Patchell  has  written  for  the 

I'ufiTalo  Express    an  interesting  account 

of  his  experiences  as  a  misiionary  to  the 

lumber  districts  of   Northern  Wisconsin, 

particularly  his  life  at  Iron  River.  His 
dttcription  of  the  fie  which  visited  that 
town  last  year  is  interesting: 

.'Mtting  in  my  room  on  .Sunday  after- 
noon (>f  July  24th,  I  was  startled  by  the 
cry  of  "r  ire:  " 

Rushing  down  .«:tair,-,  I  looked  up  the 
street  and  ."^avv  that  the  la.st  building  at 
the  end  of  .Main  street  was  burning. 
What  little  win«l  there  was  blew  down  the 
Ftreet,  threatening  (lestructi<;n  to  the  whole 
town.  The  alarm  s«  unded  at  4:30  in  the 
afternoon,  an«l  at  ^ix  o'clock  Iron  River 
was  cleaned  oif  the  face  of  the  earth. 
The  fire  caught  hold  with  fear- 
ful rapidity,  and  soon  it  was  evident  that 
everything  was  doomed  and   soms   effort

WORLD  S  FAIR  ATTRACTIONS. 

What  CtMcagc  Managers  Have  In  Store  For 
ihe  Visitors. 
The  marfagers  of  the  Chicago  theaters 
intend  to  provide  plenty  of  attr.icMons 
for  the  hordes  of  visitors  that  wdl  pour 
into  the  city  for  the  next  six  months  to 
view  thewonders  of  the  earth  at  Jackson 
Park. 

The  unfortunate  experiences  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Paris  managers  during 
the  terms  of  the  World's  fairs  in  those 
cities  seem  to  have  had  a  stimu- 
lating rather  than  a  deterrent  effect  on 
the  men  who  guide  the  fortunes  of  Chi- 
cago's houses,  and  there  is  unshaken 
contidenci  that  the  approaching  season 
^vill  be  phenomenal. 

Every  class  of  amusement,  from  the 
cheap  and  nasty  exhibit  of  the  dime  mu- 
seum to  the  da/.'ling  splendor  of  the 
spectacle,  will  hnd  its  patrons  in  the 
cosmopolitan  throng  that  is  coming  to 
the  World's  fair  city. 

McVicker.ihe  "dean"  of  the  manag- 
erial corps,  will  divide  the  season  be- 
tween the  "Black  Crook"  and  the  'Old 
Homestead."  Dave  Henderson  has  ar- 
ranged to  revive  his  burlesques  from  the 
"Arabian  Nights"  down  to  "Ali  Baba." 

Lillian  Russell  and  troupe  are  to  sing 
in  light  opera  at  Hayman  i!c  Davis'  Co- 
lumbia. "Unclc  Dick  Hooley  will  stick 
faithfully  to  legitimate  comedy  and 
drama.  There  will  be  an  abundance  of 
farce  comedy  at  the  "'Grand,"  and  the 
manager  of  the  Schiller  ha;  the  latest 
"adaptions"  by  Mr.  Frohman. 

Abbey,  Schoeffel  &  Grau,  the  renov/ned 
triumvirate  of  grand  opera  impressarios, 
arc  preparing  to  put  a  spectacle  on  the 
vast  stage  of  the  Auditorium  that  will 
attract  and  aslo.iish  theatre-goers  fr.om 
one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other. 
Only  a  few  details  are  as  yet  known 
about  the  piece,  but  these  are  sufficient 
to  stamp  it  as  the  most  coUossal,  unique 
and  tnagnit'icent  work  ol  the  kind  known 
to  the  modern  stage. 

Plans  for  its  construction  wf  re  l^-id  a 
year  and  a  half  ago  under  the  guidance 
of  Imre  Kiralfy,  whose  successful  man- 
agement of  spectacular  productions  has 
gained  him  international  fame. 

It  comprises  a  prologue  and  thirty 
tableaux,  bears  the  title  "America,"  and 
has  for  its  su'oject  the  rise  and  progress 
of  this  country  from  the  time  of  Colum- 
bus" landing  to  the  present. 

This  historic  theme  will  be  illustrated 
bv  scenery,  music,  ballet  and  mimetic 
action. 

Dialogue  will  lie  used  to  some  extent, 
but  will  be  subordinate  to  the  other  feat- 
ures. The  scenes,  which  are  described 
as  encoantiiigly  beautiful,  were  |-ainted 
in  Paris  by  the  corjfS  of  famous  artists 
connected  with  the  Grand  Opera  house. 
Antonio  \enanza,  a  celebrated  Italian 
composer,  wrote  the  entire  nuisical  score, 
and  is  at  present  in  Chicago  directing  the 
preliminary  rehearsals  of  this  particular 
dc]>artmeiit.

— fresh  from  Vienna,  Milan  and  Paris, 
where  the  delightful  thing  was  born,  and 
wliere  it  nov»'  exists  in  its  prime.  Luigia 
Cerale.  of  the  Hof  theater,  Vienna,  will 
be  the  premiere  dancer.  Others  of  no 
less  celebrity,  from  the  other  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  will  assist  her.  The  "cory- 
phees," who  arrived  with  the  chorus 
from  ILurope  the  other  day,  are  a  lot  of 
beauties,  representing  nearly  every  na- 
tion in  F2urope.  principally  Italy  and 
France.  The  principal  dramatic  and 
vocal  parts  will  be  assumed  by  Loui.se 
P.eaudet.  Lottie  Gilman,  Miss  Russell, 
Miss  Malcolm,  Herr  Barnemann  and 
Signors  Drighenti,  Otavi,  Biagirelli  and 
Cam.pana. 

The  first  performance  is  announced 
for  April  17,  and  the  season  will  con- 
tinue for  six  months  following  that  date. 


William  H.  Crane  Coining. 
Comedian  William  H.  Crane  who  is 
now  ending  a  three  months'  engagement 
in  one  of  New  York's  largest  playhouses 
will  appear  herewith  his  admirable  com- 
pany at  an  early  date.  So  far  this  sea- 
son the  actor's  success  has  been  very 
great.  During  Lent  it  is  claimed  that  he 
(lid  a  bigger  business  than  any  other 
attraction  in  New  York  all  of  which  goes 
to  show  that  whatever  the  people  want 
thev  will  go  to  see  at  any  time  or  place. 
During  his  tour  of  the  Northwest  Mr. 
Crane  will  be  seen  in  two  of  his  greatest 
successes,  "The  Senator"  and  "On  Pro- 
bation."

TWO  HITS  AND  ONE  FAILURE. 


Three  Plays  Winch  Have  Just  Been  Given  in 
New  York. 

f  EW  YORK,  April 
^5.— "The  Silent 
j' Battle"  at  the 
[j.  Standard  theater 
has  scored  the 
Megatheriau  fail- 
ure of  the  present 
theatrical  season. 
It  was  presented 
by  Charlc-j  Froh- 
man's  comedians, 
which  is  perhaps 
the  best  light  com- 
edy or  "straight ' 
farce"  organiza- 
tion in  the  United 
States.  It  was 
)«ell  mounted  and  more  than  vrell  acted, 
I'Ut  despite  all  these  advantages  it  was  an 
nnqualificdjy  dismal  failure. 

Dr.  Isaac  Henderson,  an  American,  i.s 
responsible  for  "The  Silent  Battle"  which 
he  dramatized  from  his  novel,  "Agatha." 
Lender  the  latter  name  the  play  had  a  run 
of  several  months  in  liondon,  with  Charles 
Wyndham  in  the  principal  ch.iracter.  Its 
sncccKs,  and  it  really  seems  to  have  enjoyed 
it,  in  the  lh:ylish  capital  is  incomprehen- 
sible to  2\Gw  Yorkei"s,  for  the  production 
here  left  nothing  to  be  desired,  and  it  is 
pretty  safo  to  assume  that  under  no  combi- 
iiatioa  of  circumstances  could  the  play  suc- 
ceed in  New  York.  It  is  true,  as  one  critic 
sagely  remarked,  that  "we  have  no  Charles 
Wyndham  here,"  but  his  part  was  played 
by  Joseph  IloU.ind,  w  ho  is  one  of  the  most 
artistic  smd  llnished  actors  in  this  or  any 
other  country.  The  play  does  not  seem  to 
suit  New  Yorkers.  The  plot  is  imcanny, 
unreal  and  luiri-ibly  ovenlrawn. 

Filippo,  Agatha's  husband,  thinks  he 
also  loves  Merciide  Da  Vigno,  a  fascinating 
woman  of  tirtistic  temperament.  In  fact 
he  is  uncertain  as  to  whom  he  loves  better. 
Naturally  Agatha  isn't  overfond  of  Mer- 
cede.  That  goes  without  saying.  Filippo, 
to  the  average  American,  doesn't  seem  to 
be  worth  fighting  for,  but  the  two  women 
appear  to  think  differently,  and  "The  Silent 
Battle"  begins.  Agatha's  cousin  and  ad- 
N'iser,  Dow,  believes  that  Mercede  will  trip 
her.'^elf  up  if  only  given  the  opportunity. 
His  cure  all,  his  advice  to  everybody,  is  to 
"take  a  .«eat."  He  is  a  sort  of  aggravated 
personification  of  Micawber. 

Of  course  Mercede,  the  villainess,  once 
had  a  husband— what  good  villainess  ever 
had  not?— and  equally,  of  course,  this  en- 
cumbrance turns  up  just  in  time  to  find  his 
wife  in  the  ui-ms  of  Filippo,  who  had  once 
lovetl  him  de.sperately  and  la  now  loving  his 
spouse  in  the  same  superlative  manner. 
Filippo  had  once  saved  the  life  of  Colonel 
Da  Viguo,  tho  husband,  who  proved  the 
correctness  of  the  Micavv-ber  idea  by  "turn- 
ing up."  This  was  done  by  giving  his  blood 
to  sustain  the  doughty  colonel's  life  during 
ft  serious  surgical  operation,  and  when  the

He  was  the  organ- 
ist selected  to  dedicate  the  gieat  Aiidi- 
torium  organ  in  Chicago.  The  following 
evening  the  Chicago  Post  said: 

"Such  organ  music  as  filled  the  great 
Auditorium  with  its  impressive  harmony 
last  night  was  never  before  heard  in 
Chicago,  The  ikdication  of  this  majes- 
tic instrument  drew  together  a  brilliant 
audience  that  filled  every  scat  in  par- 
(|uct,  balcony  and  galleries.  It  was  a 
critical  audience  too,  for  it  was  quick  to 
discern  and  eager  to  acknowledge  all 
X'az  more  meritorious  features  of  the  pro- 
grain.  Clarence  Eddy,  one  of  the 
greatest  organists  of  the  country,  was 
the  musician  whose  skillful  fingers 
brought  out  its  first  tones.  The 
effect  was  overpowering.  From  the 
opening  passage  of  Theodore  Dubois' 
"Fantasie  rriomphale"  there  was  no 
I'oubf  ab«»ut  the  superiority  in  tone  of  the 
nrr^an,  its  immense  resources  anrl  its  me- 
chanical perfection.

dently  with  much  pleasure  to  herself,  in 
Filippo's  arn-.s  he  ia  n.aturally  anxious  to 
obtain  anotlier  sample  of  tho  ruby  fluid 
which  courses  through  that  gentleman's 
veins. 

Right  hero,  however,  Agatha  does  her 
duty  as  a  \\0.\  ordered,  long  sufTering  hei-o- 
ine  by  telling  the  tmth  about  Filippo  hav- 
ing .saved  I);i  Vigno's  life.  Thin  v,ill  look 
to  the  average  critic  like  making  a  circuit 
witljoiit  doing  much,  but  it  is  supposed  to 
be  very  dramatic.  New  Yorkers,  however, 
bave  not  appeared  to  see  it  in  that  light, 
and  M.'inager  Charksi  Frohman  has  very 
sensibly  t.-iken  "Tho  Silent  Battle"  off, 
putting  on  as  .1  stopgap  the  perennial  "Mr. 
Wilkinson's  Widows." 

Besides  .Toseph  Holland  pretty  Agnes 
Miller  made  a  great  hit  in  .Mr.  Henderson's 
phiy.  In  fact,  if  good  acting  could  liave 
made  the  piece  i\  success,  it  would  have  eas- 
ily run  out  tho  season. 

"Tlie  Lea vi-n worth  Case,"  Anna  Katha- 
rine G reen's  d  ramatization  of  her  celebratefl 
novel  of  that  name,  is  an  excellent  play. 
Like  everything  that  wjis  ever  written  for 
the  stage,  there  are  of  conr.se  some  things 
that  might  be  cut  out  to  the  advantage  of 
"Xbo  Ijeaven worth  Case,"  but  take  it  all  in

Thin  is,  I  lulieve.  Miss  Green's  first  attempt 
in  tho  lino  of  dramatic  literature,  although 
the  artistic,  finished  climaxes  which  end 
the  different,  acts  mal.e  this  statement  seem 
almo.st  incredible.  The  story  is  as  coher- 
ently and  dcrftly  told  in  the  play  as  in  the 
uovel,  and  f  it  should  f<ul  of  success  it 
will  be  simply  Ijecause  the  American  pub- 
lic is  distrustful  of  serious  plaj's  which 
come  to  them  without  the  prestige  of  long 
New  Y'ork  tuns. 

The  company  which  I. saw  interpret  "The 
Leavenworth  Case"  in  Brooklyn  is,  on  the 
whole,  a  very  bad  one.  at  least  for  that  par- 
ticular pla;,-.  There  are  of  coui-se  some 
bright  exeeptions.  The  most  notable  of 
these  is  Mr,  Charles  Uohlls,  the  hu.shand  of 
the  authoress.  Mr,  Kohlfs  enacts  the  rolo 
of  the  priva  :e  secretary,  who,  overwhelmed 
by  the  depth  of  his  Iovq  for  Mary,  murders 
her  father,  who  would  have  disinherited  her. 
Any  one  ^vho  has  read  the  novel  will  at 
once  recogiuze  the  possibilities  of  this 
character  in  the  hands  of  a  competent  ae- 

tor,  fti  d  Mr.  Ro'iilfs  is  more  than  that — he 
is  a  \ery  {.Teat  actor.  Ho  surprised  me  at 
first.  I  thought  that  ho  might  have  man- 
aged by  diligent  study  and  reheai'sal,  aided 
perhaps  by  soxne  natural  ability,  to  malis 
the  opening  .scenes  appear  particalarlv 
strong,  but  I  made  up  my  nund  that,  as 
the  actors  ?.xy,  he  would  "let  down"  before 
the  end  of  the  play.  However,  he  did  noth- 
ing of  the  kind.  Instead  he  increased  in 
force,  and  i:  nloss  ;dl  signs  fail  it  i.s  perfect- 
ly safe  to  ])red!et  tliat  Charles  Rohlfs  is 
destined  to  take  high  rank  among  the  cele- 
brated actors  of  America.  There  is  no  ar- 
tificiality jd>out  ?.Ir.  Ilohlfs'  work.  His 
sincerity  carries  conviction,  and  hif<  entire 
freetlorii  from  prtty  theatrical  tricks  for 
effect  servo  to  mala;  the  auditor  forget  that 
he  i3  only  acting  alter  ;dL 

Mr.  Iiohlfa'  name  was  rather  unfamiliar 
to  me,  but  I  knew  that  I  was  looking  at  an 
actor  of  experience,  and  investigation  prov- 
ed that  1  v.'iw  not  mistaken.  He  was  years 
ago  playinjc  important  parts  with  Booth 
and  several  others  of  our  well  known  per- 
formers, .^"ifter  his  marriage  seven  or  eight 
years  ago  he  retired  from  the  stage,  to 
which  he  has  Init  just  returned,  this  time,  I 
am  told,  permanently.  He  shows  the  result 
of  his  excellent  earlier  training. 

On  the  st-tgo  in  the  character  of  the  pri- 
vate secretary  Jlr.  Rohlls  strongly  reminds 
one  in  personal  appearance  of  ^ichanl 
Mansfield  .'s  Baron  Chevrial  in  "A  Parisian 
Romance.'"  His  melhcKls,  too,  greatly  re- 
semble Mansfield's,  although  he  is  evident- 
ly not  an  iriitator.  But  even  if  he  be  he 
has  shown  c;:cellent  judgment  in  these 
lection  of  a  prototype.  At  any  rate,  the 
stage  is  a  great  gainer  by  Mr.  Rohlfs'  re- 
turn to  it. 

I  saw  DL:ey's  new  "Adonis"  in  Brooklyn 
the  other  night,  and  on  its  merits  purely 
tho  present;  "version"  ought  to  ho  as  suc- 
cessful as  1 20  old  '^ne.  Dixey  is  unquestion- 
ably better  Ihtui  ever.  His  methods  have 
been  mello  ived  by  time  and  his  experiences 
in  farce  and  comic  opera.  He  has  gathered 
about  hiui  .-ui  e."jelleiit  comiiauy,  includ- 
ing Odell  Williams,  Carrie AUist on,  Louise 
Montaauo  .v,u\  Amelia  Summerville. 

Tho  women  of  the  chorusaro  well  trained, 
particularly  good  looking,  and  iie.irly  all 
of  them  sing  quite  well.  Sonio  of  the 
marches  are  very  pretty.  Tho  males,  how- 
ever, arc  tho  best  feature  of  tho  show. 
They  did  several  really  funny  specialties 
wddch  elieited  roars  of  applause.  A  quar- 
tet of  men  is  not  so  good,  however.  They 
do  a  good  deal  of  what  I  call  "trick"  sing- 
ing and  do  it  very  poorly.  But  taken  as  a 
whole  the  company  gives  an  excellent  eu- 
♦^r^lnmeut  of  its  l-JJid.

.St.  Paul,  April  10.— I  Special  to  The 
Herald.]  Senator  Day  introduced  a  reso- 
lution this  morniflg  iustructinfj  the  board 
of  corrections  and  charities  to  investi- 
gate the  sudden  death  of  Adolph  Ander- 
son at  the  Fergus  Falls  asylum. 

The  committee  reported  back  to  ihc 
senate  m  favor  of  the  passage  of  house 
tile  No.  6o8,  providin^t;^  for  the  taxation 
of  sleeping  cars  and  parlor  cars  as 
amended. 

Senator  Leavitt  introduced  a  bill  em- 
po'.vering  the  governor  to  appoint  a  man 
to  assess  property  which  is  left  off  the 
I  tax  rolls  or  which  has  been  undervalued 
by  township  and  county  assessors.  This 
bill  was  introduced  in  behalf  of 
ihe  committee  which  is  investigating 
taxation  in  the  northern  portion 
of  the  senate.  The  same  committee  had 
lohn  S.  Pillsbury  and  his  books  and 
clerks  before  them  this  morning  and 
proposed  to  make  him  tell  what  he 
knows.  No  one  is  allowed  in  the  room. 

In  the  house  Mr.  Fleming  introduced 
resolution  to  prevent  any  talking  on  the 
rloor  or  anyone  getting  within  the  circle 
of  the  members'  desks  during  the  last 
week  of  the  session.  The  resolution 
parsed. 

The  following  bills  were  passed: 
Senate  file  451,  suits  against  receivers; 
senate  file  467,  relating  to  religiods  cor- 
porations; senate  file  466,  regarding 
trustees  of  religious  corporations. 

The  governor  vetoed  the  bill  relating 
to  the  sale  of  adulterated  lard  :ind  oleo 
products  because  it  conflicted  with  the 
laws  of  i8gi. 

THE  FINANCIAL  SITUATION. 


President's  Decision  to  Call  An  Fxtra  Session 
Is  a  Relief. 
New  York,  April  10.— Henrv  Clews 
&  Co.  say  in  their  financial  review  of  the 
past  week:  The  determination  of  Presi- 
dent Cleveland  to  call  congress  together 
in  September  has  acted  as  a  relief  to  the 

financial  markets.  Of  course  it  affords 
no  specific  indication  as  to  what  meas- 
ures of  legislation  may  be  undertaken; 
bu;  it  docs  give  assurance  that  there 
IS  to  be  the  sptediest  possible  termina- 
tion of  much  of  the  suspense  in  which 
large  interests  have  been  licld.  And 
from  such  stadowy  intimations  as  are 
appearing,  there  is  more  disposition  to 
hope  that  so  far  as  respects  commercial 
legislation,  a  conservative  respect  will 
be  shown  for  the  existing  status  of  in- 
dustrial interests  dependent  upon  the 
tariff;  while  the  latest  canvass  of  the 
views  of  congressmen  favors  the  chances 
of  a  large  amelioration  of  the  silver 
situation. 

The  gold  exports  may  quite  possibly 
assume  larger  proportions  at  any  lime; 
at  the  moment,  however,  there  is  a  good 
supply  of  exchange  from  shipments  01 
securities  and  linancial  negotiations, 
some  five  millions  being  expected  to  ac- 
crue from  the  placing  of  that  amount  of 
bonds  of  the  new  sole-leather  combina- 
tio  1,  which  have  just  been  disposed  of  in 
Europe.  The  question  as  to  whether  the 
Brussels  conference  will  renew  its  con- 
sideration of  the  silver  question  can 
hardly  be  considered  an  influential  fac- 
tor in  th-2  situation.  It  seems  to  be  re- 
garded very  generally  as  virtually  im- 
material whether  or  not  the  president 
asks  for  the  reassembling  of  the  confer- 
ence; the  view  being  that,  if  he  does  not, 
the  silver  problem  will  be  left  to  drift  to- 
wards its  own  settlement;  and  that,  if 
there  is  a  reassembling,  nothing  can  be 
agreed  upon. 

The  conclusion  therefore  is  that  each 
nation  must  finally  be  left  to  take  its  own 
individual  course  under  the  circum- 
stances, with  the  result  of  a  still  further 
ilemonetization  of  silver;  a  result  which 
may  be  satisfactorily  met,  so  far  as  this 
country  is  concerned,  providing  congress 
can  be  induced  to  suspend  the  purchases 
of  silver,  which  apparently  becomes  more 
likely  as  time  and  iliscussion  do  tiieir 
work  of  conversion.  An  assuring  circum- 
stance, as  bearing  upon  our  credit  abroad 
and  upon  general  confidence  in  the  gen- 
eral situation,  arises  from  the  fact  tiiat 
the  administration  has  no  expectation  of 
being  re<iuired  to  issue  bonds  for  the 
pnicurement  of  g*)ld  before  congress 
meets  in  September.  What  may  bedone 
after  that  will  largely  depend  upon  what 
congress  may  do  towards  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  our  monetary  and  banking  ar- 
rangements, in  the  way  of  limiting  the  use 
of  .silver,economizing  the  useof  gold,  and 
modifying  the  arrangements  which  now 
make  the  banks  and  tlie  government  so 
obstructively  dependent  on  each  other. 


EIGHT  PEOPLE  INJURED. 


Two  Electric  Cars    Collide    With  a  St.  Louis 
*  Horse  Car. 

St.  Lot' is,  April  10. — In  a  street  car 
collision  this  morning,  at  the  corner  of 
Tenth  and  Washington  streets,  half  a 
dozen  people  were  injured.    Two  electric 

cars  on  the  Penton  &  Belle  Fontaine  road 
crashed  into  a  horse  car  on  the  Northern 
Central  line  and  the  following  were  badly 
injureil:  John  Doyle,  Josejjh  Demuia, 
Frmik  Leingusa,  .Salvador  Lanargo,  \'in- 
ccMt  Dcblos,  Antonio  Gardu,  joKt-ph 
Sausi  Sausi  and  Nicholas  Lagusa,  all 
Itrlians. 

John  Doyle  and  Leodardo  Salvadri 
were  badly  injured  about  the  head  and 
shoulders.  They  were  taken  to  the  lios- 
j)ital.  The  f)thers  were  only  slightly  iii- 
juiedaiid  were  moved  to  their  homes. 
Tlie  accident  was  caused  by  the  neglect 
of  a  motor  man  on  the  Belle  Fontaine  car 
to  apply  the  brakes  promptly. 


CAPTURE  OF  A  CRIMINAL. 

A  Negro  Ravisher  in  Kansas  Who  Will  Likely 
be  Lynched. 

ToPEKA,  Kas.,  April  10.— Information 
has  just  reached  here  that  the  negro  who 
outraged  Mrs.  Frost,  vnfe  of  a  prominent 
miller  of  Salina  last  Wednesday,  and 
then  took  up  her  infant  child  and  threw 
it  to  the  floor,  killing  it,  »vas  captured 
last  night  about  three  miles  from  that 
city  and  is  now  in  jail  in  Salina. 

Mrs.  Frost  identiliec.  the  negro  as  soon 
as  he  was  brought  intc  the  town.  Great 
excitement  prevails  tliere  and  several 
thousand  indignant  citizens  are  surging 
about  the  jail  demanding  his  body.  'The 
sheriff  with  an  armed  posse  is  holding 
the  crowd  off,  but  tlic  culprit  will  be 
lynched  tonight  without  doubt. 

For  three  days  the  people  of  three 
counties  have  been  scouring  the  country 
for  the  negro  and  the  wonder  is  that  he 
was  not  lynched  before  he  was  placed 
in  the  jail.  The  negro's  name  is  John 
Studson  and  he  has  lived  in  Salina  for 
years.

Maj.  Baldwin  Asks  Secretary  Hoke  Smith  to 
Set  a  Date  For  a  Hearing  on  His 
Charge;. 

Washington.  April  10.— [Special  to 
The  Herald. |— Representative  Baldwin 
saw  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Smith  to- 
day to  endeavor  to  ha\  e  him  set  a  date 
for  a  hearing  in  the  matter  of  the  alleged 
attempt  of  the  pine  land  ring  in  Minne- 
sota to  secure  control  of  valuable  tracts 
of  pine  lands  in  the  Red  Lake  Indian 
reservation  and  other  sections  in  North- 
ern Minntsota. 

Maj.  Baldwin  is  of  opinion  that  an 
attempt  of  this  kind  is  being  made  under 
the  provisions  of  the  congressional  act 
passed  by  Governor  Nelson  when  a 
member  of  the  lowi^r  house.  Maj. 
Baldwin  has  evidence,  he  says,  which 
must  induce  the  department  to  set  on 
foot  a  rigid  investigation. 

.,  TRAGEDY  IN  KENTUCKY. 


Another  Family  Feud  Renewed  With  Serious 
Result'!. 
Marion,  Ky.,  April  10. — A  bloody 
tragedy  occurred  in  this  county  Saturday 
night  at  Nunn's  switch  on  the  Ohio  Val- 
ley railroad.  Wm.King,  Ben  King,  Phin- 

ney  Moore  and  John  Moore  had  been  to  a 
dance  and  were  returning,  and  stopped 
at  a  grocery  at  Nunn's. 

Becoming  involved  in  a  difficulty, 
William  King  held  John  Moore  and  Ben 
King  proceeded  to  stab  Moore,  inflicting 
two  dangerous  wounds  in  his  side,  one 
in  the  lung.  At  this  juncture  Phinney 
Moore,  brother  of  John  Moore,  came  to 
his  rescue  and  knockxl  King  down. 

Then  John  Moore  pulled  his  nistol  and 
emptied  its  contents  Jit  the  Kings,  one 
shot  taking  effect  in  William  King's 
thigh  and  another  in  Ben's  neck,  both  of 
which  are  serious. 

The  probability  is  that  John  Moore 
will  not  recover.  Thi.i  fight  is  an  out- 
cropping of  a  feud  of  years  standing  be- 
tween the  King  and  Aloore  families. 

A  PRINCE  AND  PRINCESS. 


The  Come  From  Russia  io  Attend  the  World's 
Fair. 

,  New  York,  April  10. — Russia's  edu- 
cation commissioner  to  the  World's  fair. 
Prince  Sergwolkewosky,  is  at  the  Vic- 
toria hotel.  He  came  over  on  the 
steamer  La  Gascognc;  and  will  look 
around  New  York  fcr  a  few  days. 

Princess  Shavoskiwcsky  was  his  fel- 
low passenger.  She  has  charge  of  the 
Russian  women's  exposition  exhibit. 
The  prince  is  enthusiastic  over  the  fair. 
He  regrets  that  the  exposition  will  not 
be  able  to  present  the  system  of  Russia 
education. 

ON  THE  IROM  RANGE. 


Great  Activity  at  the  Minnosota  Preparing  for 
the  Season's  Work. 

Considerable  activity  jirevails  at  the 
great  Minnesota  mine  these  days,  says 
the  Iron  Journal.  All  the  departments 
present  a  busy  appearance  and  seem 
teeming  with  increased  spring  activity, 
preparatory  'to  preparations  foran  active 
season's  work. 

While  it  is  yet  too  early  to  estimate 
the  season's  output  with  any  accuracy. 
Assistant  Manager  Wallace  informed  a 
Journal  representative  Wednesday  that 
the  mine  now  has  over  300,000  tons  in 
stock— the  most  ever  in  the  Minnesota 
stock  piles  at  one  time. 

Alterations  and  preparations  for  the 
ore  crushers  are  at  present  requiring 
much  of  the  management's  attention. 
Near  No.  8  shaft  the  timbers  are  now 
being  framed  tor  the  new  65  ton  crusher 
building  which  will  be,  exclusive  of  the 
engine  house,  34  by  40  leet.  Higher  up 
the  hill  excavations  are  being  made  for 
the  foundation  of  the  new  E.  P.  Allis 
Corliss  engine  of  100  horse  power  which 
is  to  drive  the  crusher.  Near  the  Alaska 
shaft  about  the  same  work  is  in  progress 
for  the  other  ot  the  two  new  f  rushers  to 
be  operated  this  season, 

All  four  drums  at  the  new  No.  6  engine 
house  are  now  in  serv  ce  and  the  old 
engine  house,  drums  and  battery  of  boil- 
ers are  being  removed. 

C)re  has  already  been  encountered  in  a 
lestpit  on  the  Lockhart  exploration.  The 
pit  is  60  feet  from  the  Chandler  west  line 
aixl  is  bottomed  in  ore  at  a  depth  of  16 
feet. 

Capt.  James  Bale  says  that  develope- 
ments  have  been  restiiuijil  at  the  Ander- 
son, south  of  Ely.  Pumps  have  been  at 
work  for  the  past  week  and  the  mine  is 
again  dry,  and  shaft-sinking  is  in  juog- 
ress  at  No.  i,  which  is  down  a  dei)th  <.f 
c)5  feet.  Diamoiid  drill  work  has  shown 
that  it  is  only  a  matter  of  depth  when  a 
spleiulid  vein  of  ore  will  be  encountered 
at  the  Anderson. 

M.  A.  Bradley,  a  lar;je  stockholder  in 
the  Zenith,  stated  last  week  that  the  oui- 
put  of  the  Zenith  this  season  would  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  70,000  tons.  The 
mine  has  just  complete  1  a  shipment  of 
1200  tons  to  the  West  Duluth  furnaces 
for  mixture  with  the  (rincinnsti  ore  of 
the  Mcsaba.  Additional  boiler  capacity 
has  just  been  put  in  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  development.  The  main  shaft  is  now 
down  a  little  over  500  feet  and  the  sixth 
level  is  being  opened. 


CiiKAr,<),  April  10.— In  obedience  to 
the  order  of  the  building  trades'  council, 
issued  after  a  conference  that  lasted  un- 
til a  late  hour  last  night,  4000  union  me- 
chanics employed  at  the  World's  fair 
grounds  quit  work — or  rather  failed  to 
go  to  work— at  8  o'clock  this  morning. 
The  trades  represented  are  the  carpen- 
ters, painters,  ornamental  iron  workers, 
hod  carriers,  tin  and  sheet  iron  workers, 
cornice  workers,  steam  fitters,  gas  fitters, 
electrical  workers,  tile  workers,  lathers, 
fresco  painters,  hoisting  engineers, 
marble  cutters,  gravel  rooiers  and  other 
smaller  trades.  The  bricklayers,  stone- 
cutters and  plasterers  arc  not    involved. 

The  men  claim  that  the  cbuncii  of 
administration  of  the  World's  fair  has 
broken  faith  with  the  allied  trades  upon 
the  arbitration  question,  and  that  the 
outlook  is  for  further  violations  of  agree- 
ment on  other  points.  Considerable 
correspondence  has  passed  between  the 
officials  of  trades' unions  and  the  World's 
fair  authorities,  and  the  result  being  un- 
satisfactory an  order  was  issued  late  last 
night  for  the  men  to  strike. 

Early  this  morning,  the  men  began  to 
gather  at  the  enirances  to  the  World's 
fair  grounds,  but  few  of  them  passed 
through  the  gates,  Instead  they  formed 
groups  at  each  of  the  entrances,  and  as 
fast  as  workmen  appeared,  they  were 
taken  in  hand  by  the  pickets  and  asked 
to  retrain  from  going  to  work.  The  im- 
portunities of  the  strikers  were  generally 
successful,  and  only  a  small  percentage 
of  the  mechanics  employed  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  "White  City"  began 
their  daily  tasks  when  the  whistles  blew 
for  the  commencement  of  work. 

There  was  no  violence  whatever,  and 
beyond  an  occasional  muttered  threat 
there  was  no  indication  of  any.  The 
men  bad  brought  their  kits  of  tools  with 
them,  in  anticipation  of  a  speedy  settle- 
ment of  the  difficulty,  and  most  of  them 
sat  quietly  around  discussing  the  situa- 
tion, leaving  the  work  of  negotiation  to 
their  leaders. 

The  pickets  were  scattered  up  and 
down  the  streets  for  several  blocks,  and 
each  man  as  he  approached  was  quickly 
appraised  of  the  situation  and  asked  to 
stay  out  of  the  grounds.  In  most  cases 
the  request  was  heeded.  The  force  of 
police  and  Columbian  guards  which  had 
been  held  in  readiness  had  nothing  to  do 
bevond  keeping  the  gateways  clear. 

Probably  80  per  cent  of  the  trades  in- 
terested did  not.  go  to  work  and  many 
men  of  other  trades,  who  were  not  di- 
rectly interested,  knocked  off  work,  to 
await  the  result  of  the  trouble.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  it  was  said  that  most  of  the 
ntJii-union  men  and  railn.aders  were  rea<ly 
to  t[uit  if  the  strike  was  not  speedily 
settled. 

At  10  o'clock,  however,  a  messenger 
apjieared  from  the  administration  build- 
ing inviting  the  representatives  of  the 
strikers  to  a  conference.  The  invitation 
was  at  once  accepted  aiul  the  forenoon 
wore  on,  with  the  men  idling  and  smok- 
ing on  the  outside,  while  their  leaders 
were  closeted  with  the  council  of  admfni- 
stration. 

President  Higinbotham  was  not  the 
least  dismayed  when  he  heard  the  men 
had  gone  out.  He  said  he  was  sorry  that 
the  men  had  determined  to  go  out.  but 
the  fair  was  a  gigantic  enterprise  which 
no  laborers'  strike  could  seriously  affect. 
Every  place  would  be  filled  and  that 
soon. 

The  question  of  employment  of  union, 
labor  only,  which  the  building  trades 
council  wanted  to  reopen.  President 
Higinbotham  said,  was  ])ermanently 
settled  two  years  ago,  when  it  was  agreed 
between  the  council  and  the  fair  officials 
that  there  should  be  no  discrimination — 
that  union  and  non-union  men  sliould  be 
employed  alike.  Now,  twenty  days  be- 
fore the  completion  of  the  fair,  the  coun- 
cil asks  to  have  the  matter  arbitrated  on, 
as  if  it  were  a  new  subject. 

He  thought  the  work  would  not  be 
greatly  delayed,  but  if  it  should  be  the 
l^eople  would  kiw)w  where  to  place  the 
blame.  He  anticipated  no  rioting,  no 
blood  shed.  The  fair  had  ample  police 
protection  and  work  would  be  pushed. 

IRON  WORKERS  GO  OUT. 


One  Thousand  Men  Demand  Shorter  Hours  at 
Same  Wages. 

Chicago,  April  10.— About  looo  archi- 
tectural and  ornamental  iron  workers 
are  on  a  strike  today.  A  demand  was 
made  Saturday  for  fewer  hours  and  only 
a  few  of  the  employers  signed  it.  The 
result  was  the  men  walked  out  this  morn- 
ing. 

The  men  want  eight  hours  to  consti- 
tute a  day  for  outside  workmen  and  nine 
hours  for  inside  workmen,  with  no  reduc- 
tion of  pay. 

At  this  morning's  meeting  it  was  deter- 
mined to  hold  out  until  the  demands  are 
granted.  Fourteen  employers  had  ac- 
ceded to  the  demand  this  morning,  and 
it  was  thought  all  would  yield  during  the 
day  and  thus  avoid  a  long  strike. 

NOT  VERY  SUCCESSFUL. 


Partial  Strike  in  the  Santa  Fe  Shops  at 
Topcka. 

Tdl'EKA,  Kas.,  .April  10. — .About  100  of 
the  500  men  in  the  locomotive  slH)ps  of 
the  Atchi.son,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  rail- 
w,iy,  who  struck  .^unday,  returned  to 
work  this  morning.  None  of  the  men  in 
the  car  shops,  whom  the  machinists  claim 
would  join  them,  are  out  todav. 

There  are  enough  men  in  the  locomo- 
tive shops  to  keep  up  with  the  daily  re- 
pair work,    but    not    enough    to  do   any 


general  overhauling.  The  strikers  liave 
not  congregated  about  the  shops  and 
tliere  is  no  excitement  visible. 

Should  the  strike  continue  for  several 
days,  all  of  the  men  in  the  car  shops  will 
be  laid  off  as  with  the  locomotive  shops 
idle  there  will  be  no  work  for  them.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  by  the  company 
to  till  the  i)l.aces  of  the  strikers,  and  none 
will  be  made  until  every  possible  effort 
has  been  made  to  settle  the  trouble. 

The  men  who  are  out  will  not  di.scuss 
the  cause  of  their  grievance,  but  they  ad- 
mit that  the  wages  offered  by  the  com- 
pany are  entirely  satisfactory.  They  in- 
sist, however,  that  the  company  sign  a 
contract  with  the  union,  which  the  com- 
pany positively  refuses  to  d(j.  Some  of 
the  union  men  are  at  work  today  aiul 
others  say  they  will  return  tomorrow,  if 
tiie  strike  is  not  declared  off  by  that 
time.

THE  WARREN  CASE. 


Decision  of  the  Local  Land  Office  Favors  the 

Defendants. 

Register  Monroe  Nichols  and  Receiver 

Frazer  of  the  United    States    land  office 

have  given    their   decision  in    the  land 

case  of  Emit  Hartmann  vs.  J.  H.Warren 

et  al  in   favor  of    the    defendants.    The 
conclusions  reached  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  James  H.  V*^arren  was 
iegally  entitled  to  make  a  location  of  the 
land  involved  in  this  controversy  and 
that  the  location  thereof  was  made  by 
him  for  his  benefit. 

2.  That  the  proof  submitted  to 
us  fails  to  justify  the  conclusion  or  sus- 
tain the  allegation  that  said  Warren, 
prior  to  the  date  of  said  location  for  a 
valuable  consideration,  parted  with  the 
certificate  of  identity  for  the  purpose  of 
evading  the  express  prohibition 
of  the  law  or  for  any 
other  purpose  except  to  enable 
his  attorney  in  fact  to  acquire  for  him 
the  land  in  controversy,  or  that  he,  said 
Warren,  signed  and  acknowledged  cer- 
tain powers  x)f  the  attorney,  one  to  locate 
the  land  and  the  other  to  sell  the  same 
after  its  location,  and  that  said  powers 
of  attorney  were  illegal  and  void  for  the 
reasons  stated  in  said  Hartmann's  con- 
test affidavit  or  for  any  other  reason. 

3.  That  the  evidence  submitted 
wholly  fails  to  sustain  the  allegation 
that  the  Warren  scrip  was  in  the  market 
for  sale  at  Duluth.  Minnesota,  by  C. 
d'Autremont,  Jr.,  and  J.  H.Sharp,'or  that 
said  Shar[)  or  d'.Autremont  knev/  at  the 
time  said  location  was  made  tliat  said 
Warren  had  no  interest  in  the  said  cer- 
tificate or  scrij)  and  wastoget  no  interest 
whatever  in  the  lands  which  were  lo- 
cated in  said  Warren's  name  with  said 
scrip. 

4.  That  the  -evidence  shows  that,  at 
the  time  of  the  location  of  the  land  in 
controversy  in  this  case  was  made,  James 
H.  War/cn  was  secretary  of  the  Home 
.Missionary  society  of  the  Congregational 
church  of  California,  living  in  San  Fran- 
cisaj,  and  was  under  the  seventh  clause 
of  the  second  article  of  the  treaty  of 
Si'jitember  30,  1854,  entided  to  eighty 
acies  of  land,  and  that  the  location  made 
by  him  October  15,  18S5,  of  the  land  in 
controversy  in  this  case  was  not  illegal 
but  was  legal  and  that  the  certificate  of 
identity  issued  to  Warren  did  not  on  its 
face  expressly  declare  that  any 
assignment,  pledge  or  mortgage  kA 
the  same  would  not  be  recognized 
as  valid  by  the  United  States,  but  is  of 
such  a  character  that  it  could  not  be 
sold  or  assigned,  pledged  or  mortgaged 
so  as  to  vest  any  property  right  in  the 
purchaser,  pledgee  or  mortgagee;  and 
we  further  find  that  the  certificatt  of 
identity  did  not  upon  its  ficc  declare 
that  no  sale,  pledge  or  assignment  of  the 
right  secured  to  the  beneficiary 
under  would  be  recognized  as 
valid  by  the  United  States  and 
that  the  rights  accruing  to  James  H. 
Warren  under  the  .said  certificate  }>a<lnot 
at  the  date  of  the  location  thereof  been 
sold,  assigned,  pledged  or  niortg.aged  by 
liiiii  to  any  person  and  that  the  location 
by  said  \\'arreii  was  not  made  in  the  in- 
terest or  for  the  benefit  of  Fred  F.  Hun- 
tress and  three  others,  or  any  others,  but 
was  made  l<y  sai<l  Warren  for  his  own 
benefit  and  wit'>.  the  intention  when  he 
sh(iuld  have  acquired  the  land  to  sell  the 
s.ame,  as  he  would  then  have  the  right  to 
do,  to  .said  Huntress  and  others. 

5.  We  further  hnd  that  the  land  in- 
volved in  this  controversy  was  selected 
by  James  K.  Warren  under  the  direction 
of  the  president  of  the  United  States, 
and  his  right  of  selection  was  exercised 
by  him  through  an  attorney  duly  ap- 
pointed by  him,  who  made  such  loca- 
tion for  bis,  Warren's,  exclusive  use. 

6.  We  further  find  that  the  power  of 
attorney  under  which  the  location  was 
made  in  Warren's  name  .and  the  power 
of  attorney  under  v.'hich  the  lands  in 
controversy  were  sold  to  Huntress  were 
perfect  powers  of  attorney,  that  the  land 
involvea  in  this  controversy  was  de- 
scribed therein  and  the  name  of  Joseph 
H.  Sharp,  the  attorney  in  fact  and  ap- 
pointee of  Warren,  inserted  therein  be- 
fore the  same  were  executed  by  said 
Warren. 

7.  That  the  said  contestant  Hart- 
mann, has  failed  to  prove  any  of  the  ma- 
terial obligations  contained  in  his  affi- 
davit of  contest  and  we  iesi)ectfully  rec- 
commend  that  said  contest  be  dismissed. 
'8.  That  said  Warren  i;  entitled 
to  have  a  patent  for  said  lands  issued  to 
him  in  the  usual  form.

President  Van   Home  is  Sounding  Kittson 

and  Marshall  County  People  in 

Regard  to  a  Bonus- 


Unconfirmed     Rumor     That     Van    Home 

and  Shaughnessy  Will  Make  a  Visit 

to  Duluth  Next  Week. 


The  Herald  learns  on  excellent 
authority  that  the  Canadian  Pacific  rail- 
way intends  to  construct  at  an  early 
date  an  airline  from  Duluth  to  Emerson 
at  the  international  boundary,  where  it 
will  form  a  connection  with  its  present 
line  running  up  the  Red  River  valtey  to 
Winnipeg.  This  will  give  the  Canadian 
Pacific  a  much  shorter  line  from  Winne- 
peg  to  Lake  Superior  than  by  the  Port 
Arthur  route  and  will  also  form  the  con- 
necting link  that  will  constitute  a 
through  line  from  the  West  to  the  East 
by  the  south  shore  of  the  lake. 

Of  course,  while  the  Cana<lian  Pacific 
is  mentioned  in  this  matter,  it  is  the  Du- 
luth &  Winnipeg  that  will  be  extended 
northeasterly  to  Emerson.  Tliat  road  is 
now  controlled  by  the  Can.a<lian  Pacific, 
and  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic 
is  al.so  owned  by  Canadian  Pacific  peo- 
ple, and  they  have  likewise  taken  steps 
to  secure  amjjle  terminal  facilities  here. 
It  is  rumo  cd  that  President  \'an  Home 
and  Vice-President  Shaughnessy  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  will  arrive  in  Duluth 
next  week  in  connection  with  this  matter, 
but  this  report  is  not  vouched  for.  General 
.Manager  Fisher  of  the  Duluth  \:  Win- 
nipeg, when  seen  by  a  Herald  reporter 
today,  professed  not  to  know  anything 
about  the  jjroposed  extension,  but  Mr. 
I'isher  is  imted  for  his  reticence  on  any 
matter  affecting  his  company. 

It  is  a  fact,  however,  that  President 
Van  Home  is  making  preparations  for 
the  extension  of  the  road  to  Emerson, 
and  has  directlv  approached  the  people 
of  Marshall  and  Kittson  counties  as  to 
what  bonus  the  people  of  those  counties 
are  willing  to  offer  to  secure  the  passage 
of  the  road  in  the  manner  that  they  de- 
sire. One  part  of  the  scheme  involves 
the  building  of  the  road  surveyed  by  the 
late  Capt.  Looney  from  the  Roseau  river 
to  cither  Hallock  or  Kennedy.  This 
road  wouid  put  Kittson  county  within 
seventy-five  miles  cf  the  mouth  of  the 
Rainy  river  and  would  be  of 
a  great  benefit  to  the  Red  Ri  ver  valley, 
where  hardwood  now  sells  for  $7  per 
cord,  and  millions  of  cords  standing  in 
the  Rouseau  valley  a  few  miles  distant, 
which  IS  unsaleable  owing  to  lack  of  rail- 
road communication.  Of  the  benefits  in 
reduced  freight  rates  in  grain  and  other 
commodities  to  Duluth,  it  is  hardly 
necessary  to  speak  because  these  Ijcne- 
fits  are  understood  by  all. 

HIS  FAREWELL  SERMON. 

Dr.  Stocking  Preached  the  Last   Discourse  of 
His  Pastorate  in  Duluth. 

Rev.  Dr.  C.  H.  Stocking  delivered  his 
farewell  sermon  to  tlie  members  of  the 
-M.  E.  church  yesterday  morning,  taking 
iorhistextl  John,  i,  vii:  "If  We  Walk 
in  the  Liglit."  The  following  thoughts 
were  advanced  by  the  speaker: 

"In  a  general  sense,  'all  men  walk  in 
the  light  of  God  as  (^od  is  every  where 
and  no  man  can  hide  hi'nself  from  God. 
But  beyond  that  great  and  eternal  fact, 
there  must  be  the  ajiprchending  mind, 
and  the  ever  conscious  thouglit.  that 
makes  his  i^resence  to  us  a  living  reality, 
ever  known  aixi  felt,  and  if  we  thus 
would  hve.  moment  by  moment,  day  by 
day,  realizing  the  presence  and  watchful 
eye  of  (iod,  how  careful  we  would  be- 
come in  (.ur  actions,  wt)rds  and  thoughts, 
and  how  restful  and  happy  we  would  be 
instead  of  being  so    troubled  and   afraid. 

"Each  injunction  in  the  standard  of 
living  .as  set  forth  in  the  sermon  of  the 
mount  IS  not  to  be  taken  !iterally,for  cut- 
ling  off  the  right  hand,  plucking  out  an 
offending  eve  and  all  that  would  destroy 
the  power  of  wrong  doing,  but  in  our 
Christian  life,  if  we  realize  the  prompt- 
ing of  an  evil  thought  or  the  uprising  of 
an  unholy  passion,  we  are  not  only  to 
avoid  the  occasion  cf  its  exercise,  but  are 
to  strike  at  its  very  root  and  stop  noth- 
ing short  of  its  complete  and  final  eradi- 
cation. 

"How  easy  it  is  to  see  the  faults  of 
others.  But  when  we  go  aside  to  pray 
do  we  pause  and  think  that  to  ask  God 
to  do  for  us  what  we  do  for  our  brother 
man  is  only  practicing  hypocrisy  and 
heaping  insult  upon  the  grace  of  God's 
love  when  we  repeat,  'Forgive  us  our 
trespasses  as  we  lorgive  them  that  tres- 
pass against  us?' 

"Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  apostle  sa\s 
that  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  He  is  in 
the  light,  we  have  fellowship  one  with 
another?  All  difference  and  all  estrange- 
ment are  gone;  will  beats  in  harmony 
with  will;  the  soul.  transf»jrmed  and  re- 
newe<l  with  tlivine  giace,  basks  in  the 
very  sunlight  of  God's  a'l-glorious  smile. 
When,  as  members  of  the  church  and 
professetl  followers  of  Christ,  we  thus 
walk  in  the  light  as  He  is  in  the  light. 
h»)w  blessed  and  heavenly  does  our  fel- 
lowship one  with  another  become. 
Envy  and  hatred  and  strife  are  given  no 
place,  but  in  joyous  harmony  and  unity 
and  love  we  are  found  living  and  !ab<ir- 
ing  for  each  otlier's  gootl,  and  for  the 
highest  glory  of  God."

ASiiINGTON.  April  10.— [Special  to 
Herakl.]  With  chararteristic  en- 
Maj.  Baldwin  is  ilctcrniiiieil  that 
this  aihiiinistration  shall  not  carry  out.  to 
the  injury  of  the  Sixth  district  at  any  rate, 
what  appears  to  be  tlie  desi.un  of  certain 
ofticials  to  foster  the  plans  of  this  biu 
forestry  reservatiiui  business.  While 
Maj.  Baldwin  does  not  care  to  i;ive  any 
views  for  publication,  it  is  underslintd 
that  he  is  oi  the  opinion  that  Secretary 
Hoke  Smitli.  of  the  interior  department, 
is  rather  incline«l  to  c»induct  the  atTairs  of 
that  department  to  some  extent  in  the  in- 
terests of  those  who  desire  forestry  re- 
servations made  in  different  parts  of  the 
count  rv.  . 

Co-ODeratinp  with  Secretary  Smith  is 
the  assistant  commissioner  of  the  land 
office.  r>ower3,  who  was  really  given  this 
appointment  because  of  his  connection 
with  the  National  Forestry  association. 
Ma'.  Baldwin  has  had  several  confer- 
ences with  Secretary  Smith  on  this  im- 
portant question,  his' idea  being  to  Kctjat 
the  exact  views  of  Bowers  in  connection 
with  forest  reservations  and  particularly 
in  regard  to  the  action  he  would  take  as 
assistant  Lmd  commissioner. 

Maj.  B.ildwin  lias  impressed  his  views 
very  emphatically,  however,  upon  Secre- 
tary Hoke  Smith  and  is  dete  rmined  to 
push  this  matter  rtnd  prevent  if  possible 
ihe  plans  ot  tlie  National  I'orestry  asso- 
ciation from  beinjj  carried  out,  so  far  as 
Maj.  Baldwin's  district  is  concerned.  In 
speaking  to  The  Herald  correspoauent 
about  this  question,  the  major  said: 

"The  people  of  Duluth  are  opposed  to 
the  wiihdrav.-al  of  any  timber  land  in  the 
Sixth  district  for  any  forest  reservations. 
This  has  been  made  plain  upon  several 
occasions,  and  I  can  say  that  the  people 
of  my  district  are  not  inclined  and  will 
not  submit  to  anv  timber  land  in  th.^ 
section  being  withdrawn  from  the  public 
domain  in  order  to  esta'jlish  forest  reser- 
vations. If  it  IS  necessary,  I  can  say 
that  the  people  of  my  district 
up  arms  to  prevent  anv  such 
those  from  bein;,;    arriLd  out." 

The  Duluth  coiigrossman, 
does  not  believe  thatanv  action  injurious 
to  his  district  will  be  taken  by  Secretary 
Smith,  and  if  Smith  can  be  held  in  line 
Assistant  Land  Comiuissioner  Bowers 
will  have  h^s  authority  curtailed  if  he 
attempts  to  withdraw  from  the  public 
domain  any  forests  located  in  the  Sixth 
district.

a  Demonstration  Against  the 

Masons. 

Nkw  YoKK,  April   lo.— The    Herald's 

cable  from  Peru    says.    The    wounding 

of  a  consular  agent  of  the  United  States, 

which  Minister    Hicks    reported  to    the 

Washington  government,  occurred  at 
M.'lendo,  Peru.  March  ^5.  The  trouble 
grew  out  ot  anti-Masonic  demonstra- 
tions which  have  lately  been  made  in 
Peru  under  the  direction  of  the  bishop 
of  Arequipa. 

Masonic  rites  were  being  observed  at 
the  lodge  room  in  Molendo  on  the  even- 
ing of  March  25.  A  poilion  of  the 
musical  program  was  performed  by  the 
Ksludiantina  America  company,  which 
was  on  its  way  to  the  Chicago  exposi- 
tion. During  the  ceremonies  a  mob  at- 
tacked the  building.  Many  stones  were 
thrown  and  those  who  were  participating 
in  the  rites  were  driven  from  the  lodge 
room. 

Having  driven  out  the  Masons,  the 
mob  sacked  the  lodge  room  and  burned 
the  building.  The  furniture  in  the  room 
and  the  instruments  belonging  to  the 
Estudiantina  America  company  were 
removed  to  the  street,  piled  in  a  heap 
and  then  burned.  A  few  shots  were  tired 
during  the  melee,  one  of  which  wounded 
the  American  consular  agent,  Emil  C. 
De  Casrace,  m  the  leg. 

It  is  said  that  the  riots  were  caused  by 
the  action  of  the  Masons  in  ignoring  :in 
edict  against  their  ceremonies,  which 
was  issued  by  the  Rom.in  Catholic  bishop 
of  Arequipa.  The  police,  who  made  an 
effort  to  protect  the  Masons  m  their 
rites,  have  been  dismissed  by  the  gov- 
ernment and  will  be  placed  on  trial. 
Reports  from  Molendo  say  that  it  is 
(■uiet  there  now.

Wilmington. 

Wilmington,  Del.,  April  10.— Presi- 
dent Grover  Cleveland  and  party,  .ac- 
companied by  Ambassador  Bayard  left 
Delamore  place  ot  7:30  this  morning  and 
rode  to  the  Pennsylvania  depot  in  closed 
carriages.  Crowds  ot  people  began 
forming  at  the  dopot  as  early  as  7 
o'clock. 

The  president.  Secretary  Gresham  and 
Senator  White,  after  bidding  Mr.  Bav- 
ard  a  cordial  farewell,  hurried  into  the 
car  as  quickly  as  possible.  The  crowds 
then  surrounded  the  car  and  cheered 
the  presi«ient  at  every  opportunity.  The 
special  car  was  quickly  att.iched  to  the 
train  and  they  drew  out  on  their  way  to 
Washington. 

Previous  to  the  express  train's  arrival, 
ardiwhen  tbe  crew  of  the  shifting  engine 
were  prcpaiing  to  move  the  special  car 
in  position,  several  young  men  attenip- 
ted  to  climb  on  the  platform  on  which 
the  president  was  standing.  They  en- 
deavored to  grasp  his  hand,  Mr. Cleve- 
land noticed  the  preparations  of  the 
tr.dnmen  and  remarked:  "Be  careful, 
boys,  don't  get  hurt.

The  Man  Who  Scoured  the    Evidence  Locat- 
ing the  Thieves  Was  Shot  Through 
the  Shoulder. 

Slot  x  City,  la.,  April  10.— For  months 
past  the  herders  on  the  White,  Cheyenne 
and  all  river  ranges  in  .South  Dakota 
have  been  tiothered  by  cattle  tliieves, 
who  have  stolen  large  numbers  of  cattle, 
changed  the  brands  ami  sent  them  to 
markets  in  the  East  or  to  the  rustler 
ranges  in  Northern  Wyoming.  Recently 
a  cattle  drovers'  association  employed  a 
man  named  Moses,  from  the  Black  Hills 
country  to  endeavor  to  procure  evidence 
on  which  to  prosecute  the  thieves. 

About  a  week  ago  he  made  a  report  to 
the  effect  that  Snyder,  a  i)rominent  stock 
tnaii  whose  range  is  near  the  Bad  Lands, 
wrxs  at  the  head  ot  a  band  of  thieves  and 
that  liis  principal  assistant  was  one 
Rowen.  Warrants  for  their  arrest 
were  sworn  out  and  ]ilaccd 
in  the  hands  of  E.  W.  Blackley, 
sheriff  of  Fall  River  county,  for 
service.  Accompanied  by  Moses  he 
went  to  Snyder's  camp  to  make  the  ar- 
rests. As  soon  as  they  got  within  range, 
Snyder  and  his  men  opened  fire.  Moses 
was  shot  through  the  shoulder  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  tight.  H«i  and  Blackley 
took  to  shelter  and  returned  to  this  city. 

"Tho  cattlemen  kept  up  the  light  until 
their  atnmunition  was  exhausted  and 
then  undertook  to  run.  All  got  away 
but  Snyder  and  Rowen.  Snyder  was 
wounded  severely  and  probably  fatally 
and  Rowcn's  wounds  prevented  his  es- 
cape. A  posse  is  now  in  pursuit  of  the 
balance  of  the  gang,  v;ho  have  gone  into 
the  Hills  country,  and  trouble  is  expect- 
ed should  they  succeed  in  overtaking 
them,  ]5y  the  arrest  of  Snyder  and 
Rowen,  it' is  believed  that  the  gang  has 
been  broken  up.

AN  ATTEMPTED  MURDER. 


A  Balloon  Dropped   But   Ms  Occupants  Were 
Rescued. 

Brussels,  April  10.— The  dispatch 
sent  last  night  concerning  a  balloon  ac- 
cident was  wrong  in  stating  that,  the 
aeronaut  fell  before  the  balloon  reached 
the  sea.    The  facts  are  as  follows: 

A  balloon  carrying  three  passengers, 
being  M.  Toult,  a  professional  aeronaut, 
and  two  companions,  started  from  Brus- 
sels at  12  o'clock  on  Sunday  night.  The 
balloon  journeyed  in  a  westerly  direc- 
tion, passing  over  the  French  depart- 
ments of  the  Nordeso  and  De  Calais. 

When  a  short  distance  beyond  the 
French  coast,  the  balloon  fell  into  the 
sea  and  the  aeronaut  and  his  two  com- 
panions were  left  struggling  in  the 
waves. 

A  French  fishing  smack  rescued  M. 
Toult  and  his  fellow  passengers  and 
conveyed  them  to  ihe  port  of  Etanles, 
it  Pas  De  Calais.  They  were  all  suffer- 
ing from  internal  injuries  caused  by  the 
fall  of  the  balloon. 

CAUSED  BY  JEALOUSY. 


Cardinal   Vassary.   of  Hungary.  Attacked  by  a 
Young  Man. 

\'ir.NNA,  April  10.  Great  excitement 
has  been  caused  by  an  attempt  to  assas- 
sinate Cardinal  \'assary  of  Hungary. 
He  was  walking  with  his  secretary,  when 
a  well  dressed  youn?  man  rushed  upon 
the  cardinal  and  made  desperate  at- 
tempts to  stab  him  with  a  knife. 

The  cardinal  stepped  to  one  side, 
evading  the  blows  of  the  assassin,  while 
the  secretary  received  two  severe  stabs 
at  the  hands  of  the  desperate  assailant. 
The  would-be  murderer  was  .arrested 
but  refused  to  give  any  information  as 
to  his  motive  or  identity.  Cardinal  Vas- 
sary was  unhurt. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the 
attempt  to  murder  the  cardinal  was 
prompted  by  the  intense  struggle  now 
going  on  in  Hungary  in  relation  to  civil 
marriage  and  the  baptism  of  mixed  mar- 
riages in  which  the  cardinal  is  looked 
upon  as  the  leader  of  the  ecclesiastical 
party.  The  assailant  appears 
fanatic.

The   Vexed    Questicn    of    Sewerage  or  no 

Sewerrage  is  Still    Agitating 

West  Dululhians. 


The  Village  Engineer  Has   Prepared  a  Plan 

and    Will    Submit   it    to    the 

Council. 


He    Considers  The   Idea     of    Having    the 

Sewers  Empty  Into  the  Bay  as 

Feasible. 


The  village  fathers  will  hold  their 
regular  weekly  session  this  evenini;,  but 
as  far  as  known  no  matters  of  special 
iaiportani;e  will  conic  up  for  considera- 
tion. As  the  villacc  engineer  is  not  yet 
ready  to  make  a  report  on  the  plans  and 
specitications  for  sewerage  question 
ordered  by  the  council,  this  important 
question  will  probably  not  receive  much 
attention.  Sewers  or  no  sewers  is  still 
an  absorbinjj  topic  of  argument,  and 
everybody  that  has  made  a  rtrst  payment 
on  a  lot  feels  authorized  to  grow  j^rand- 
ilut-iuent  upon  the  subject.  A  summing 
of  opinion  would  probably  show  that  the 
public  demand  the  l.iyini^  of  a  few  mains 
as  a  starter  this  summer,  and  connection 
and  feeders  added  as  the  prop- 
erty owners  demand  and  feel 
willing  to  pav  (or.  The  protest 
of  Mitche'.l  &  McCIure  atraiiist  ai;  outlet 
in  the  bay  near  them  se^ms  a  little  out  of 
place,  as  the  nuiiu  outlet  contemplated 
will  be  built  on  First  street  north,  two 
blocks  and  a  lialf  down  the  stream  from 
their  mill. 

The  attention  of  Enjjineer  Krey  is 
beiuiT  calletl  to  the  nuitter  of  emptying 
the  West  Duluth  sewer  into  the  bay.  He 
says  thut  he  thinks  the  scheme  is  entirely 

firacticable  and  that  the  outlets  can. 
rom  time  to  tmie,  be  extended  further 
out,  as  necessity  demands  an<l  tlie  tinan- 
ces  warrant  the  expentliture  <  f  nuiuey  f<ir 
the  purpose.  He  says  that  all  garbaice 
at  the  present  time  goes  into  the  bay,  if 
not  tlirectly,  it  is  thrown  into  the  ravine 
by  the  scavengers  and  thence  carried  into 
the  deep  water  by  natural  draina;^^e.  The 
idea  of  punipitiij  sewerai^e  fnim 
here  throUi(li  the  confii.es  of  Uuluth  to 
Lake  Superior  he  thinks  impracticable 
at  least  for  some  time  Jto  ciiuie. 

The  West  Knil  of  Duluth  is  now 
drained  by  a  sewer  at  Twenty-second 
avenue  west  which  empties  directly  into 
the  bay  and  the  only  change  whica  will 
l>robably  be  made  for  some  time  in  this 
system  will  be  the  extension  of  the  out- 
let. It  seems  impractical  to  think  that 
the  city  of  Duluth  will  bond  itself  to 
pump  West  Duluth  sewerage  througli 
costly  channels  when  the  St.  Louis  '•iver 
gives  a  natural  outlet  for  all  waste  mat- 
ter.

How  Fred  Becklinger    Secured   His  Start  in 

Life  by  Working  in  the  Lumber 

Camps. 


Winter's  Work  in  the  Woods   Ended  and  Ihe 

Result  Claimed  to  be  Above  the 

Average. 


It  is  Claimed  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Million 

Feet  Will    go  East   This 

Year. 


The  office  of  county  treasurer  of 
Douglas  county  is  one  much  frequented 
by  lumbermen  hereabouts,  for  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  pine  in  that  county  owned 
by  Duluth  Unns,  such  as  Duncan.  Brew- 
er &  Co..  Peyton,  Kimball  &  Barber,  H. 
M.  Stocking  and  associates,  Mitchell  & 
McClure,  C.  S.  Murray  and  others,  says 
the  Mississippi  Xalley  Lumberman,  F. 
A.  Brewer  was  torn  all  up  the  back  a 
few  days  ago.  when  on  going  to  the 
ottice  he  found  behind  the  treasurer's 
desk  a  little  Swiss  he  remembered  in 
years  gone  by  as  "Dirty  Kred."  a  boy 
employed  eight  or  ten  years  ago  in  one 
of  the  camps  of  his  firm.  Along  about 
that  time  Kred  Becklmger  worked  three 
years  steadily  in  camp  for  $ib  a  month, 
and  as  he  never  bought  anything  he  had 
three  or  four  hundred  dollars  when  he 
came  out. 

The  fact  thathe  never  visited  thecamp 
store,  but  made  up  his  clothes  from  what 
other  men  threw  away,  a  boot  here  and 
a  shoe  p.^c  there,  and  a  pair  of  trousers 
in  the  stable  and  a  mackinaw  shirt  in  the 
cook  shanty,  gave  him  the  very  appropri- 
ate soubriquet  of  "Dirty  Fred."  When 
he  had  his  money  in  a  wad  he  found  a 
S-acre  tract  in  Oneota,  now  between 
Duluth  and  West  Duluth  on  which  he 
could  make  first  payment.  To  meet  the 
second  payment  he  scrimped  and  gouged 
himself  another  year.  With  the  pro- 
ceeds of  this  five  acres  and  lucky  in- 
vestments resulting  therefrom,  he  has 
since  cleaned  up  at  least  $7^.000.  He 
his  been  an  aldennin  in  Superior  for 
three  terms,  is  pop-jlar  and  well  known, 
and  at  the  last  county  election  was  made 
treasurer,  being  the  first  Republican,  if  I 
mistake  not,  who  ever  held  the  place. 
He  is  universally  regarded  as  an  honest, 
straightforward  man,  not  always  the  fact 
with  politicians. 

A  Saginaw  correspondent  writes:  A. 
F.  Wilson  has  returned  from  a  two 
months'  sojourn  in  Florida,  where,  with 
his  brother,  he  is  interested  in  a  mill  at 
Palatka,  cutting  35.000  feet  a  day,  all  of 
which  is  shipped  north.  He  says  they 
find  no  difficulty  in  marketing  all  they 
can  produce  at  fairly  remunerative 
price:-.  He  thinks  the  lumber  outlook 
in  the  South  Atlantic  states  is  good, 
there  having  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment of  late.  Wilson  &  Co.  purchased 
a  number  of  million  teat  in  the  North- 
west last  fall  for  spring  delivery.  They 
operate  at  .Menominee,  Marquette,  Ash- 
land and  Duluth,  as  \v»!l  as  Saginaw 
and  the  Huron  shore,  and  will  ban:  le 
50,000,000  to  60,000,000  feet  this  year. 

The  Itasca  Lumber  company  is  run- 
ning a  line  for  a  new  logging  railroad. 
Just  where  it  will  leave  "the  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  has  not  been  decided  but 
probably  at  or  near  D^er  river.  The 
old  road  running  from  Bass  brook  will 
be  removed  and  worked  into  the  new 
hne,  several  miles  of  which  will  be  built 
this  season.  The  new  line  will  be  some 
twenty-five  mil^  in  length  when  co.ti- 
pieted. 

The  winter's  work  in  the  woods  in  the 
Duluth  district  is  at  an  end.  On  the 
whole  the  result  is  above  the  average. 
Occasionally  a  logger  is  found  who  is  a 
trifle  short  of  what  he  intended  securing, 
but  as  a  rule  full  stocks  have  been 
banked.  There  is  yet  no  jirospect  of  an 
early  opening  of  navigation;  the  few 
warm  days,  which  have  broken  up  the 
ice  roads,  have  had  no  visible  effect  on 
the  ice  in  the  lake.  From  present  indica- 
tions there  will  be  no  shipping  until  after 
the  first  of  May.  The  mills,  however,  are 
making  active  preparations  for  work. 
Duncan.  Brewer  &  Co.  are  enlarging  their 
sorting  room  and  e.xtending  their  trams. 
Mitchell  &  -McClure  are  rr»aking  needed 
changes.  The  Saginaw  'Lumber  com- 
pany is  about  through  with  the  work  of 
piling  for  its  new  dock.  The  Howard 
Lumber  company  is  placing  new  ma- 
chinery in  its  mill,  constructed  since  the 
recent  fire.  The  Howe  Lumber  com- 
pany is  operating  its  mills  at  Tower. 
The  Mesaba  Lumber  company  is  alsf) 
operating  its  mill. 

Sales  are  still  being  made  of  lumber 
to  Eastern  concerns  for  delivery  at 
various  periods  during  the  season,  says 
the  Duluth  correspondent  of  the  North- 
western Lumberman.  Prices  are  firm. 
Among  the  shipments  to  be  made  are 
mentioned  58,000,000  feet  from  Mitchell 
&  McClure's  deck;  about  15,000,000  from 
the  Rust-Owen  dock;  15,000,000  from  the 
Cranberry  Lumber  company's  dock; 
6.000,000  from  Bradley  &  Hanford's 
dock.  Besides  these  lots,  almost  all  the 
other  manufacturers  and  dealers  will 
have  more  or  less  to  go  east,  the  total 
afrgregating  about  150,000,000  feet  from 
this  district.  This  is  a  rapid  increase  in 
lake  shipments.  In  1891  the  movement 
east  had  reached  the  ma.ximum  amount 
up  to  that  time  and  it  v/as  not  in  excess 
of  20,000,000  feet.  Last  vear  the  total 
amount  forwaraed  by  water  was  about 
60,000,000  feet.  The  decreasing  lake 
frtight  rates  is  one  of  the  causes  lor  the 
increasing  trade  with  Lake  Eric  port?; 
charters  will  be  made  this  season  at  §2. 
In  fjrmer  years  $2.50  to  S3  75  a  thousand 
has  been  paid  to  Buffalo  and  lonawanda 
from  this  citv. 


Shipnients  of  lumber  into  the  North- 
west—the western  jiart  of  Minnesota, 
and  into  the  Dakotas,  is  not  very  brisk 
this  spring,  yet  there  is  something  of  a 
nioveinenl  in  that  direction.  The  con- 
tinued low  price  of  wheat  has  h.ad  a  ten- 
dency to  curtail  country  rtuisumptionand 
the  |in>lnil)ility  is  that  the  Dakt)tas  will 
not  1)0  a  very  hot  market  this  year,  yet  no 
manufacturer  is  at  all  apprehensive  that 
he  will  not  dispose  of  his  stock,  and  at  a 
gootl  round  i)nce.  The  development  of 
the  i!«ui  mines  above  Duluth,  and  the 
numerous  little  vill.iges  that  are  cluslcr- 
iiig  alH)ut  the  big  mines,  together  with 
the  gicat  anu>uiit  of  dock  work,  etc.,  will 
icqiiiie  an  enonnous  amount  of    lumber. 

ihere  will  be  luore  liiinher  consumed 
in  anil  about  Duluth  this  year  than  is  con- 
tained in  all  the  World's  fair  buildings. 
This  brisk  local  demand  is  a  great 
starcher  of  prices;  it  gives  the  seller  a 
stnuig  triple  market.

IRON  TRADE  REVIEW. 

A  Lull  Has  Come  in  the  Iron  Ore  Transac- 
tions. 

Since  the  transactions  in  iron  ore, 
noted  in  this  column  two  weeks  ago,  and 
totaling  something  like  half  a  million 
tons,  there  has  been  a  lull,  says  the  Iron 
Trade  Review.  Furnacemen  in  the 
Pittsburg  district  have  been  quoted  in 
Pittsburg  market  reviews  as  firm  in  the 
determination  not  to  pay  $4  for  standard 
Bessemer  ores,  and  the  transactions  al- 
ready noted  seem  to  have  confirmed 
Cleveland  ore  firms  in  the  stand  for  a  §4 
figure.  In  spite  of  reports  to  the  con- 
trary it  is  denied  ttiat  sales  have  been 
made  on  any  lower  basis  than  $4  for  Go- 
gebic Bessemers  that  brought  $4.50  and 
$4.60  at  the  opening  last  year. 

Furnacemen  who  do  not  regard  sales 
aggregating  a  little  more  than  5  per  cent 
of  the  Lake  Superior  output  as  establish- 
ing an  opening  price,  seem  disposed  to 
await  the  outcome  of  negotiations  be- 
tween the  big  Pittsburg  and  Chicago 
steel  companies  and  the  ore  men  before 
entering  the  market.  There  is  an  inter- 
mittent sale  of  non-Bessemer  ores  from 
the  docks  at  the  prices  that  have  pre- 
vailed through  the  winter,  but  it  is  evi- 
dent that  the  stocks  ot  these  ores  on  the 
dock  at  the  beginning  of  May  will  ex- 
ceed those  of  May  i.  '92.  Added  to  the 
fact  that  640,000  tons  more  of  ore  were 
on  dock  Dec.  I,  1892,  than  on  Dec.  i, 
iSgi,  is  the  unusually  large  shipment 
made  direct  from  vessels  to  furnaces,  in 
ttie  navigation   season  of  '92. 

The  iiuiovatiou  then  introduced  by  the 
(h)ck  companies  of  rebating  to  the  fur- 
naces 7  cents  on  every  ton  ol  ore  that 
went  from  the  vessel  into  cars,  witht)ut 
going  upon  the  dock,  resulted  in  the  for- 
warding of  a  larger  amount  of  ore  than 
usual,  direct  to  such  furnaces  as  had  fa- 
cilities for  stocking  ore  under  cover  and 
avoiding  frozen  i)iles. 

A  move  that  will  not  be  relished  by 
furnace  firms  in  the  Pittsburg  district  and 
the  valleys,  is  the  decision  said  to  have 
been  reached  at  a  meeting  of  representa- 
tives of  iron  ore  carrying  roads  at  Pitts- 
burg last  week,  to  advance  rates  t)n  ore 
from  the  docks  10  per  cent.  The  pro- 
viso is  attached  that  all  the  lines  handl- 
ing ore  in  the  valleys  and  the  Pittsburg 
district  agree  to  the  advance.  If  the  rail- 
roads pn>ceed  on  the  theory  that  the  time 
of  lowest  orices  and  least  profit  is  the  fit- 
test to  .idd  to  furnacemen's  burdens,  the 
action  referred  to  is  admirably  timed.

ABSOUffEUr  PURE 


The  legislative  party  arrived  from  St. 
Paul  Saturday  evening  on  the  Eastern 
Minnesota.  The  committee  on  mines 
and  mining  came  up  with  Chairman  Mer- 
ritt  and  a  number  of  others.  In  the  party 
were:  Hiler  Horton,  F.  L.  Krayenbuhl, 
J.  A.  Nilsson,  of  St.  Paul;  D.  C.  Hopkins, 
Madelia;  J.  A.  Markham,  /.itken;  A.  B. 
Kelly,  NorthtieUl;  J.  J.  Baston,  St.  Louis 
Park;  P.  B.  Winston,  Mimieaiiolis;  L. 
Montgomery,  Tracey;  J.  B.  Goodspocd, 
Minneapolis;  Basil  Sinout,  Wells;  M.  J. 
Dowling,  Renville;  C.  A.  Hunck,  Duelin; 
and  J.  J.  Ryder,  of  the  St.  Paul  Globe. 
Upon  their  arrival  at  Duluth  they  were 
taken  to  the  St.  Louis  hotel  and  at  8:30 
o'clock  .sat  down  to  a  banquet  in  the  hotel 
dining  room. 

It  took  nearly  three  hours  to  satisfy 
the  wants  of  the  inner  man  accorded 
by  the  excellent  menu  served,  and  at 
the  conclusion  C.  A.  Towne  who  pre- 
sided, welcomed  the  party.  He  re- 
marked the  Americans  were  wont  to 
talk  after  dinners  and  said  this  was  a 
government  of  discussion.  "It  you  don't 
believe  it,"  said  he,  "go  down  to  ttie 
Minnesota  state  legislature."  He 
thought  Duluth  had  been  happy  in  her 
choice  of  representatives  and  perpetrat- 
ed some  puns  with  their  names.  In  con- 
cluding he  referred  to  the  iron  industry 
and  spoke  of  a  certain  race  of  dwarfs 
with  flat  heads  whose  growth  was  stunt- 
ed in  that  manner  by  reason  of  having 
heavy  weights  placed  in  their  beads  in 
infancy.  He  warned  the  legislature 
against  placing  a  weight  on  the  head  of 
this  infant  industry. 

Hon.  H.  C.  Kendall  was  first  called 
upon  and  related  some  legislative  his- 
tory concerning  George  C.  Stone's  min- 
ing bills.  He  told  the  legislators  that  on 
the  morrow  they  were  going  to  see  these 
iron  mines  which  they  had  heard  so 
much  of,  and  asked  them  to  keep  their 
eyes  open  and  then  go  back  to  St.  Paul 
and  deal  fairly  with  them. 

Hon.  P.  B.  Winston  was  next  brought 
to  his  feet.  He  said  that  he  had  known 
Duluth  for  many  years,  and  next  to 
Minneapolis  his  affections  were  centered 
here.  Hospitality  was  not  necessary  to 
warm  him  to  Duluth.  He  had  always  and 
always  would  exert  what  influence  he 
had  for  .the  northern  part  as  well  as  for 
the  whole  state.  The  industries  here 
are  in  their  infancy  and  should  be 
guarded  by  the  laws  of  the  state  and  he 
did  not  think  that  there  was  any  disposi- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  legislature  to  re- 
tard their  growth. 

Kx-Governor  Gilman  spoke  next  and 
remarked  that  the  reason  the  sojourners 
and  residents  at  Duluth  look  so  slick  is 
because  they  live  so  v.'ell.  The  supper 
served  to  the  legislators,  he  declared, 
was  only  a  common  feed.  "We  want  to 
cultivate  you  by  degrees,"  said  he.  He 
referred  to  H.  C.  Kendall's  reminiscence 
of  George  C.  Stone  and  said  he  well  re- 
membered what  a  crank  he  was  con- 
sidered to  be  because  he  wantea  some 
mining  laws  passed.  Govcnor  Gil- 
man  is  as  enthusiastic  as  any  Duluthian. 
He  spoke  of  the  enormous  country  north 
of  here  as  far  as  Hudson's  bay  and  de- 
clared it  all  to  be  tributary  to  Duluth. 
One-sixth  of  the  commerce  ot  the  West 
and  Southwest,  he  said,  would 
find  its  way  to  Galveston,  one- 
sixth  to  Chicago  .and  four-sixths  would 
come  to  Duluth.  He  referred  to  the  gold 
north  of  Duluth,  the  lumber,  the  fisher- 
ies, and  finally  the  iron,  and  said  the 
whole  would  make  this  one  of  the  grand- 
est cities  on  the  continent. 

James  E.  York  made  one  of  the  bright- 
est speeches  of  the  evening  as  well  as 
one  of  the  most  instructive.  The  great 
question  today,  he  said,  is  the  bringing 
of  the  fuel  here  to  manufacture  the  iron. 
There  is  plenty  of  iron  ore  here,  but 
there  never  was  a  pound  of  steel 
made  in  the  state.  He  told  of  the  ad- 
vantage in  freights  which  the  Marquette, 
Menominee  and  other  ranges  enjoy  over 
the  Minnesota  ranges.  A  few  years  ago 
one  commanded  Sio  and  $12  a  ton  in  the 
Lake  Erie  ports.  Today  it  must  be  sold 
there  tor  $4,  and  he  gave  it  as  his  judg- 
ment that  ore  must  be  delivered  in  Du- 
luth at  $2  per  ton  to  compete  with  the 
other  ranges.  He  expresssd  the  be- 
lief that  this  administration  will  put 
ore  on  the  free  list.  This  will 
necessitate  competition  with  the  Can- 
adian ores.  He  spoke  of  the  necessity 
for  manufacturing  the  ore  here  in  order 
to  get  the  benefit  of  it.  When  we  move 
it  we  lose  the  advantage  of  location 
which  we  have.  If  properly  taken  care 
of  and  fostered  he  believed  thai  the  iron 
industry  would  employ  as  many  men 
here  as  at  Pittsburg. 

Hon.  Hiler  Horton,  of  St.  Paul,  made 
a  bright  speech.  He  said  he  had  heard 
a  great  deal  of  Duluth  but  not  much 
about  St.  Paul.  Anything  which  inter- 
ests Duluth  interests  St.  Paul,  and  when 
St.  Paul  became  too  small  and  would  be 
annexed  to  Duluth  he  said  they  would 
all  be  read;  to  move  up  here.  If  he 
could  make  Duluth  a  city  of  a  million 
souls  he  would  do  itgladly.  There  is  no 
position  that  Minnesota  cannot  attain 
with  judicious  legislation  and  hebclieved 
that  the  great  industries  of  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  would  not  be  molested. 
St.  Paul  rejoices  in  the  wrestle  Duluth  is 
making  with  the  great  octopu'^,  Chicago. 
F.  B.  Bates  spoke  briefly  of  the  idea 
which  some  people  have  gained  that  ore 
tan  be  p.-oduced  on  the  Mesaba  range 
for  a  song  and  said  this  v/as  a  great  de- 
lusion. Lon  Merritt  told  a  story  con- 
nected with  his  early  life  and  J.  A.Mark- 
hsm  had  something  to  say  about  the 
land  tax  b'.ll.  He  expressed  himself  in 
favor  of  leaving  the  tax  as  it  is  and  also 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  a  rebate 
of  1  q  or  25  cents  per  ton  on  all  ore  mined 
on  state  lands  and  after^vards  manufac- 
tured here. 

Luther  Mendenhall  made  a  brief 
speech  saying  that  the  iron  industry 
should  be  fostered  until  able  to  stand 
alone.  The  market  for  ore  is  elsewhere 
and  the  ore  must  be  moved  to  it,  a  disad- 
vantatje  under  which  we  labor.  He 
who  produces  anything    not    heretofore 
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produced  is  a  public  benefactor  and  the 
men  who  have  opened  up  the  mines 
deserve  credit.  D.  C.  Hopkins  of 
Madelia,  said  that  he  represented  a 
strictly  agricultural  district  but  felt  the 
interests  of  his  community  to  be  identi- 
cal with  those  of  Duluth.  He  felt  that 
the  legislature  will  :ict  conscientiously 
towards  Duluth  and  her  interests. 

S.  A.  Thompson  was  the  last  speaker 
and  one  of  the  brijjhtest.  He  said  he 
had  been  all  over  the  state  and  had 
gained  a  fair  idea  of  its  resources  and 
after  considering  all  he  believed  its 
grandest  gift  to  be  the  great  chain  of 
lakes  which  has  its  head  here.  If  Duluth 
becomes  a  great  city  it  will  not  rule  as  a 
conqueror  or  despot  tut  will  remember 
that  it  is  the  servant  of  all,  doing  busi- 
ness for  the  balance  of  the  state  because 
it  will  be  able  to  do  it  better  than  others. 
He  predicted  that  not  only  will  we  have 
twenty  feet  of  water  to  the  sea  but  will 
also  have  railroad  connection  with  the 
old  countries  by  way  of  the  Bering 
straits  across  to  Siber  a.  "' 
Duluth's  resources  he 
greatest  to  be  her  men. 
Lon  and  Alfred  Merritt 
Duluth  delights  to  do  theni  honor  and 
hopes  that|theyjwill.be  among  her  wealth- 
iest citizens. 

The  entire  party  left  over  the  Dululh, 
Missabe  &  Northern  road  about  i:jo  a. 
m.  Sunday  morning,  Mountain  Iron 
camp  was  reached  at  7  o'clock  and 
breakfast  was  taken  there.  The  mine 
was  then  visited  and  Lon  Merritt  piloted 
the  junketers  around  and  took  care  that 
they  saw  everything.  The  start  for 
Virginia  was  then  maile  and  here  they 
were  received  by  the  town  officials  and 
business  men.  About  1  o'clock  they 
started  for  the  mine  -Wausau  mine — 
where  dinner  was  served.  From  there 
the  return  was  made,  Duluth  being 
reached  at  6  p.  m.

Differential    to  Be  Given  to  the

A  special  to  the  Chi  :ago  Inter  Ocean, 
dated  New  York,  April  5,  says:  "The 
trunk  line  executive  committee  today 
discussed  the  subject  of  lake  and  rail 
rates  for  the  season  of  open  navigation. 
K  was  decided  that  the  West-bound 
tariff  of  last  year  should  prevail,  based 
on  a  through  rate  of  54  cents  a  100 
pounds  trom  New  York  to  Chicago,  and 
on  Si. 1 1  from  New  York  to  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  and  other  Northwestern 
points. 

The  differential  r.ite  of  gi.oij  to  the 
Great  Northern  Steambbip  company  is 
not  to  be  maintained.  The  west-bound 
tariff  by  rail  and  hike  is  as  follows: 
First-class,  54  cents;  second-class,  47 
cents;  third-class,  37  cents;  fourth-class, 
27  cents;  fifth-class,  23  cents;  sixth-class, 
3o  cents.  These  rates  are  to  go  in- 
to effect  April  17.  There  is  considerable 
disappointment  that  higher  figures 
could  not  be  established. 

The  west  bound  traffic  of  the  trunk 
lines  is  extremely  heavy,  but  it  consists, 
to  a  large  extent,  of  fhipraents  of  ex- 
hibits to  the  W'orld's  Fair  at  Chicago. 
All  unsold  exhibits,  however,  come  back 
free  of  transportation,  and  the  conserva- 
tive action  of  the  trunk  line  executive 
committee  does  not  indicate  so  sanguine 
a  view  of  summer  rate.i,as  had  generally 
been  hoped  for.  The  east-bound  rates 
by  lake  and  rail  v.-ere  left  to  the  regula- 
tion of  the  managers  of  the  lake  lines.

That  popular  production,  "A  Meeting 
of  the  Common  Council,"  will  hold  the 
boards  in  the  chainbev  .tt  the  city  hall 
this  evening  and  the  probabilities  are 
that  several  new  specialties  will  be  in- 
troduced. One  interesting  fe.-iture  will 
be  the  report  of  the  board  of  public 
works  on  the  scheme  for  adding  two 
stories  to  the  city  hail.  Traph.ngen  & 
Fitzpalrick  have  prepared  a  preliminary 
sketch  which  will  accompany  the  report. 
It  provides  for  the  location  of  the 
council  chamber  and  omce  of  the  board 
of  health  on  the  fourth  door.  On  the 
third  iloor  it  is  designed  to  have  ample 
accommodations  for  the  city  engineer 
and  hi;-,  department,  the  board  of  public 
works,  the  building  inspector,  park  com- 
missioners and  large  toilet  rooms.  On 
the  second  tloor  the  mayor,  lire  commis- 
sioners and  city  treasurer  will  have 
apartments,  while  the  much  needed  ad- 
ditional loom  requested  by  the  treasurer 
and  city  comptroller,  will  be  derived 
from  a  portion  of  the  present  council 
chamber. 

Ihi  the  lirsl  fldur  the  assessor  and  city 
clerk  will  have  quarters  as  now.  It  has 
been  tht)Ught  that  rent  could  be  saved 
the  city  and  the  public  convenienccd  by 
locating  the  public  library  in  the  rooms 
now  occupied  by  the  building  insjiector, 
board  of  public  works  and  the  engineer- 
ing department,  but  Judge  Powell  is 
wholly  unsatisfied  with  the  basement  ft-r 
niMiiicipal  court  ([uarters,  and  he  has 
suiTi^ested  those  quarters  for  thatjpur- 
pose,  with  the  result  that  the  idea  meets 
with  favor  with  the  board  of  public  works. 
The  ventilation  and  light  in  the  present 
(jtiarters  is  bad  and  the  clerk's  office  is 
liiv.itcd  as  to  space.  '1'.  W.  Abell,  the 
clerk  of  the  board,  has  been  pushing  this 
additional  report  and  credit  is  due  him 
for  its  prompt  submission. 

The  general  impression  is  that  the  en- 
largement scheme  meets  favor  with  the 
council,  although  the  Si 8,000  required  to 
carry  it  into  effect  will,  no  doubt,  cause 
some  t)f  them  to  wi:ik. 

The  board  of  public  works  has  rear- 
ranged the  sprinkling  districts  and 
added  two  more,  making  eleven  in  the 
city  and  two  out  at  Lakeside.  That  will 
be  submitted  to  the  council  this  evening. 
The  question  of  a  sucxessor  on  the 
board  of  public  works  io  Nils  Nilscnwill 
undoubtedly  come  up.  Mr.  Nilson  has 
in  his  possession  the  opinion  submitted 
by  City  Attorney  Greene  at  the  last 
meeting  in  regard  to  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works  matter  and  will  submit  it  to  the 
council  again,  in  company  with  one  from 
Cash  &  Williams  taking  another  view  of 
the  matter.  Mr.  Nilson  is  authority  for 
the  statement  that  Mr.  Greene  has  since 
studied  the  maUer  further  and  now  ad- 
mits that  his  opinion  is  wrong  and  that 
he  has  requested  Cash  &.  Williams  not 
to  let  the  reporters  get  hold  of  the  orig- 
inal copv  of  the  document.  Mr.  Nilson, 
as  well  as  others,  is  authority  for  the 
statement  that  Mr.  Greene  has  prac- 
tically admitted  that  the  opinion  of  |;two 
weeks  ago  was  drawn  up  to  suit  the 
mayor.  This,  however,  Mr.  Greene  has 
denied. 

It  is  pretty  well  understood  or  believed 
that  Mayor  d'Autremont  will  tonight 
submit  the  name  of  Ed  Ingalls  as  his 
Ijext  nomination  for  Nilson's  successor 
on  the  board.  Several  councilmen  have 
stated  that  Ingalls  will  be  less  accept- 
able to  them  than  Frisbee,  One  of  the 
aldermen  from  the  Seventh  ward— the 
Lakeside  contingent— stated  this  morn- 
ing that  he  for  one  would  never  vote  to 
contirm  a  Democrat,  as  he  believes  that 
non-partisan  features  should  be  pre- 
served. Other  councilmen  demand  a 
man  with  a  practical  knowledge. 

Nilson's  friends  say  that  he  is  not 
hanging  on  for  the  Si  15  per  month  he 
gets,  as  he  does  not  need  nor  care  for 
that,  but  that  a  question  has  been  raised 
as  to  whether  he  is  entitled  to  serve  until 
his  successor  is  confirmed,  and  he  wishes 
to  see  a  precedent  established  one  way 
or  another.  Some  of  the  aldermen  are 
not  averse  lo  Nilson's  reappointment, 
believing  that  his  knowledge  of  stone- 
work would  be  valuable  to  the  city  if  the 
tunnel  is  constructed  this  year.  Con- 
sider.able  discussion  may  be  looked  for 
tonight  and  it  is  pretty  certain  that  Al- 
dermen Cox  and  Thomns  will  have  one 
of  their  sharp  forensic  debates. 

The  city  engineer  wdl  submit  a  coiiple 
of  sev/er  estimates  and  a  plat  of  East 
Lawn  addition,  but  probably  nothing 
more  important  than  that. 

Dr.  Goffe's  annual  report  as  health 
oflicer  may  be  forthcoming,  and  it  is 
time  for  the  mayor  to  appoint  the  mem- 
bers of  the  library  board.  It  is 
said  that  he  is  satisfied  with 
the  present  police  force,  that 
if  he  made  any  appointments,  he  would 
submit  the  present  force  as  it 
staiKls,  hence  he  will  not  submit  any  ap- 
p»,iiitinents  which  will  save  all  danger  of 
;i  refusal  to  contirm  on  the  i)art  of  the 
council. 

City  Attorney  Greene  has  prepared 
several  minor  opinions  on  (luestions  that 
luive  been  referred  to  him  and  the  usual 
iumiber  of  petitions  and  communications 
have  been  hied  with  the  city  clerk  who  is 
i^niarding  them  with  watchful  eye. 


Several  Offenders  Brought  Bcforo  Judge  En- 
sign Saturday. 
A  number  of  prisoners  who  were  in- 
dicteil  by  the  j;raml  jury  were  arraigned 
before  Judge  Ensign  Saturday  after- 
noon. Among  these  was  Thomas  Cas- 
sidy,  who  was  brought  over  from  Supe- 
rior, whither  he  had  tlown.  He  was 
charged  with  asbault  in  the  second  de- 
gree and  also  for  keeping  a  house  of  ill 
fame.  He  war.  arraigned  on  the  first 
charge  andpleatUd  guilty.  When  asked 
if  he  had  anything  to  sav,  he  gave  his 
version  of  the  assault  in  a  decisive,  conli- 
dent  manner.

Report  of  the  Senate  Special  Committee  Showing  That  Millions  Upon  Millions  of  Feet  of 
Pine  Were  Boldly  Stolen  From  the  State,  the  University,  tho  Gov- 
ernment and  the  Indian  Reservations. 


A  Steady  System  of  Stealing  by  Big  Lumbering  Firms  of  Minneapolis  Has  Been  in  Vogue 
and  They  Vied  With  Each  Other  in  Their  Base  Schem- 
ing to  Rob  the  State. 


Owners  of  Pine  Lands  Have  Defrauded  the  State  in  Their  Returns  For  Taxation  and  Con- 
vincing Evidence  Was  Produced  to  Show  the  Gross  Frauds  That 
Were  Practiced  in  This  Way. 


The  Names  of  the  Leading  Minneapolis  Lumbermen  and  Other  Citizens  Who  Were  Parties 
to  the  Gigantic  Steal  Are  Omitted  Until  the  Investigation  Has 
•  Been  Brought  to  a  Close. 


St.  Paul,  April  ii.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.] -The  report  of  Senator  Keller's 
committee  mi  the  taxation  of  pine  lands 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  is  of  a 
sensational  character.  The  committee 
says  that  the  results  of  its  investigation 
will  be  a  source  of  astonishment  to  the 
senate  and  to  the  people  of  the  whole 
state.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  no 
committee  ever  appointed  by  any  legisla- 
tive body  in  this  country  has,  for  the 
length  of  time  it  has  been  .ible  to  give  tt) 

the    subject,    exhumed  such  a    mass  of 
startling  evidence. 

This  evidence  establishes,  in  the  judg- 
ment (;f  the  committee,  the  conviction 
that  the  state  of  Minnesota  has  been 
robbetl  of  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  its 
{)r(>i)erty  during  the  past  tifteen  years, 
and  that  the  most  gigantic  frauds  have 
been  practiced  upon  the  school  fund,  a 
fuiul  which  every  gt>od  citizen  has  hoped 
to  see  prescrveil  undiminished  for  the 
benefit  of  the  present  generation  and 
posterity.  It  timls  the  laws  for  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  in  a  vast  area  of  the  state 
made  a  farce  and  a  laughing  stock. 
School  Lands. 

Under  this  heading  the  committee  says: 
We  will  first  turn  to  the  consideration  of 
the  frauds  upon  the  school  fund.  This 
seems  to  be  a  boundless  sea  <jf  iniquity. 
It  is  impossible  to  tell  how  many  million 
tlollars  have  been  stolen  from  the  school 
fund,  for  we  have  not  had  the  time  to 
cover  with  our  investigation  cither  the 
whole  peritul  of  the  past  or  anything  like 
the  whole  icope  of  ■  the  state. 
The  evidence  before  your  committee 
shows  that  in  many,  if  not  a  majority  of 
cases,  the  state  received  but  a  little  over 
one-quarter  of  the  amount  lustlv  its  due. 
This  great  fraud  is  accomplished  by 
false  returns  of  the  amount  of  timber 
cut  and  by  lov/  prices  put  upon  the  same, 
as  is  abundantly  shown  by  the  evidence 
before  the  committee. 

It  appears  bv  the  testimony  of  one  wit- 
ness that  on  section  36,  town  56,  range 
24 — a  school  section — the  scaler  for  the 
surveyor  general  had  returned  450,000 
feet  of  timber,  or  1550  logs,  as  the 
amount  cut  upon  that  section,  while  the 
witness  going  over  it  careiuiiy  found  by 
actual  scaling  that  it  had  produced 
about  3100  logs  or  870,^20  feet  of  timber. 
The  school  fund  was  of  course  robbed  of 
the  difference  between  the  amount  re- 
turned by  the  scaler  for  the  surveyor 
general  and  the  amount  that  was  actual- 
ly taken  from  the  land.  This  would 
show  upon  this  single  section  a  loss  to 
the  school  fund  of  about  $1000. 

It  appears  by  the  testimony  of  one 
witness  that  on  section  36,  town  133, 
range  34,  there  were  600,000  feet  of  pirte 
and  400,000  feet  of  oak.  The  witness 
testified  that  he  would  have  been  willing 
to  have  given  S3000  for  the  section,  and 
he  further  testified  that  the  whole  timber 
on  this  section  has  been  cut.  The  letter 
of  the  state  auditor,  attached  to  the 
evidence  are  marked  "Exhibit  B"  shows 
that  from  that  section  the  state  derived 
only  the  sum  of  §176,  which  was  for  oak 
sold  a$2  per  thousand  upon  an  estimate 
of  55,000  feet  of  oak  upon  the  whole  sec- 
tion. It  does  not  appear  that  the  state 
received  anything  for  the  600,000  feet  of 
pine  upon  the  section. 

The  evidence  before  your  committee 
shows  that  1,500,000  feet  of  logs,  prob- 
ably worth  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$4500,  were  cut  from  section  16,  town  54, 
range  25,  while  the  books  of  the  state 
auditor  show  that  the  am.ount  received 
by  the  state  from  the  section  was  less 
than  $2000.  The  school  fund  has 
therefore  been  defrauded  out  of  over 
$2500.  This  occurred  twelve  or 
thirteen  years  ago,  while  Mr.  Whitcomb 
v/as  state  auditor. 


Fraudulent

testifies  that  it  was 
lumbermen  that  if 
stumpage  forty    or 


school  section,  they  could  make  a  good 
deal  of  money  out  of  it  and  their  stump- 
age  would  not  cost  them  much.  It  also 
appears  by  the  evidence  that  a  certain 
lumberman,  whose  name  is  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  committee,  cut  39,000  feet 
of  timber  from  forty  acres  of  internal 
improvement  land,  for  which  the  state 
never  received  a  dollar.  Section  36, 
town  42,  range  26,  was  bought  by  an- 
other lumber  company  at  $2.co  per  thou- 
sand upon  a  fraudulent  esti- 
mate that  it  contained  only  250,000 
feet,  while  the  testimony  taken  before 
your  committee  of  a  witness  who  ran  the 
line  along  the  edge  of  it  and  carefully 
examined  the  adjoining  sections  goes  to 
show  that  it  contained  nearly  five  mil- 
lion feet,  worth  at  least  $3.00  per  thous- 
and. It  is  testified  by  another  witness 
that  section  16,  town  133,  range  33  had 
been  entirely  stripped  of  the  timber  and 
three  of  the  forty  acre  tracts  therein, 
containing  pine,  liave  been  sold  as  agri- 
cultural land. 

Another  witness  who  had  been  upon 
this  land  at  the  time  and  made  an  ex- 
amination of  it  testifies  that  there  were 
at  least  2,000.000  feet  of  pine  timber  upon 
the  section  and  that  some  had  placed  it 
as  high  as  2,500,000  feet;  that  in  addition 
to  this,  he  thought  there  was  fully  .200,- 
000  feet  of  oak  timber;  that  the  section 


was  upon  the  edge  of  a  lake  so  that  the 
logs  could  be  easily  raf  ed  to  a  mill  close 
at  hand  and  within  forty  rods  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroad.  The  value 
of  this  timber,  as  sworn  to  by  this  wit- 
ness, was  $7,525,  while  "he  state  auditor 
shows  by  his  letter,  dated  April  5,  1893, 
and  addressed  to  tlie  chairman  of  this 
committee,  that  the  whole  amount  de- 
rived by  the  state  from  that  section  from 
timber  for  the  school  fund  amounted  to 
§3CK).i4  which  has  not  yit  been  paid. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  we  are 
dipping  here  and  theie  into  the  mass 
of  fraud  and  that  these  witnesses,  few  in 
number,  have  generall>  been  discovered 
by  accident  or  by  voluntary  statements 
made  by  citizens  who  had  knowledge  of 
the  facts.  It  is  fair  to  pre- 
sume that  if  suci  a  gigantic 
fra.ud  as  this,  involving  a  robbery  of 
over  $7000  on  one  section  is  true,  it  must 
have  been  a  sample  of  thousands  of  other 
cases  of  the  same  kind.  There  is  no 
doubt  upon  the  mind  of  your  committee 
that  school  lands,  as  will  as  other  lands 
belonging  to  the  stati.',  have  been  the 
subject,  during  many  years  past,  of  com- 
binations between  the  buyers  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  preventing  competition 
.ind  beating  down  the  price  and  defraud- 
ing the  state.  While  it  appears  that  S3 
f>er  thousand  has  beer  the  ruling  price 
or  stumpage  in  the  state  at  large,  in  a 
great  many  cases  the  school  fund  has 
received  but  from  $1  tD  S1.50  per  thou- 
sand feet.  Several  instances  are  cited 
j  by  the  committee. 

Your  committee  is  constrained  to  say 
that  when  it  became  necessary  to  ascer- 
tain ceitain  facts  fron  the  state  auditor, 
they  found  the  books  and  accounts  in 
such  a  state  that  the  information  could 
not  be  obtained  until  a  certain  clerk  was 
brought  in  to  explain  matters.  It  seems 
to  them  that  the  books  and  accounts 
should  be  res~ued  from  their  present 
condition  of  confusion.  In  saying  this 
we  do  not  desire  to  reflect  upon  the 
present  state  auditor.  The  confusion 
began  long  before  be  assumed  the  duties 
of  his  office. 

Robbed  of  Millions. 

The  evidence  taken  forces  your  com- 
mittee to  the  conclusion  that  the  school 
fund  of  the  state  has  been  robbed  by 
these  and  similar  arts  o'  millions  of  dol- 
lars of  its  property.  We  have  been  able 
to  find  a  comparatively  few  isolated 
cases,  but  if  we  apply  the  same  ratio  of 
fraud  to  all  the  school  hinds  in  the  pine 
region,  the  loss  to  the  .;tate  must  have 
been  enormous.  We  will  not  go  so  far 
as  to  say  that  the  state  officers  were  a  di- 
rect party  to  these  frauds  and  shared  in 
the  plunder,  aIthouj;h  scime  of  the  wit- 
nesses have  so  teslilicd,  but  we  can  cer- 
tainly hold  them  responsible  for  great 
neglect  of  duty,  nor  do  these  wrongs 
seem  to  have  been  confined  to  any  one 
year  or  any  one  state  ofScer;  they  range 
back  as  far  as  our  invesiigation  has  pen- 
etrated. 

The  lumbermen  seem  to  have  banded 
themselves  together.  The  evidence 
shows  that  no  assistance  has  been  given 
to  facilitate  the  state  in  any  rese.irc||es 
that  were  attempted  to  be  made;  in  fact 
impediments  were  throw  n  in  the  way  of 
all  investigation.  One  witness  testifies 
directly  that  offers  of  money  were 
made  to  him  to  induce  him  not 
to  make  honest  estimates  for  the 
state  auditor,  and  your  committee 
is  satisfied  that  a  vast  amount  of  corrup- 
tion has  surrounded  the  entire    Ijusiness. 

It  is  a  horrible  part  of  this  whole  mat- 
ter tlial  men  of  large  wealth  and 'high 
social  j)osition  joined  in  this  scheme  to 
]iiunder  the  little  children  of  the  st.ate  of 
tlieir  patrimony.  It  would  have  been 
bad  enough  if  the  ignorant  and  vicious 
had  resorted  to  such  practices,  but  when 
the  pillars  of  the  church  and  the  orna- 
nients'of  society  have  joined  in  the  woric, 
it  seems  to  evidence  the  rottenness  of  our 
whole  social  cf)ndition. 

These  robberies  were  not  confined  to 
the  i)iiie  lands  alone,  hut  it  appears  that 
llic  st.'ite  has  been  plundered  of  its  hard- 
wood timber  to  large  amounts,  although 
there  was  no  law,  as  your  committee  be- 
lieves, to  justify  the  state  auditor  in  sel- 
ling a  single  stick  of  the  oak,  ash,  elm, 
basswf)od,  etc.,  except  with  the  land  at 
public  sale.  In  some  cases  wood  has 
f)een  sold  as  hardwood,  although  the  offi- 
cers of  the  state  must  have  well  under- 
stood that,  when  the  land  was  sostrippe<l 
and  nothing  left  but  stumps,  it  would  be 
very  difficuit  to  sell  it  for  agricultural 
land. 

University  Lands. 

The  statement  your  cc^mmittee  has 
made  as  to  school  lands  applies  with 
equal  force  to  the  university  lands.  That 
great  institution,  which  i,  the  head  of  the 
public  school  system  of  this  state,  seems 
to  have  been  plundered  in  an  equally 
outrageous  manner.  The  committee 
propose,  during  the  remainder  of  the 
session,  to  go  still  mor:  fully  into  this 
branch  of  the  subject.  It  appears  that 
the  timber  has  been  sold  in  many  cases 
at  prices  ranging  from  <^l  to  $3  per 
thousand  upon  an  estimated  amount  of 
pine  upon  the  sections,  and  one  witness 
testifies  that  where  the stite scale  showed 
but  150,000  feet  cut  upon  a  tract  of  land, 
twelve  times  that  amount  had  really 
been  taken  from  the    lard  and  the  .state

university  had  lost  the  difference.  An- 
other inst.ince  is  given  where  section  31, 
town  ;7.  ranjje  34.  was  sold  to  an  indi- 
vidual at  $1.75  per  thousand,  while  the 
testimony  shows  that  it  was  worth  ^3.50 
per  thousand. 

Swamp   Lands. 

We  pass  now  to  the  subject  of  swamp 
lands.  These  seem  10  have  been  also  a 
prolific  tield  of  fraud.  The  evidence 
shows  that  prominent  lumbermen  have 
large  contracts  with  the  railroad  com- 
panies under  which  they  send  men  to 
examine  the  state  swamp  lands,  and 
when  thev  tind  tracts  that  are  well  tim- 
bered and  desirable,  they  make  applica- 
tion to  the  railroad  companies,  and  the 
companies  then  apply  to  the  state  for 
the  land  as  a  part  of  iheir  grant  from  the 
state.  As  soon  as  they  get  title  to  the 
land  they  turn  it  over  to  these  lumber- 
men at  an  agreed  price  per  acre. 

The  tracts  of  land  thus  selected  are 
really  not  swamp  land,  except  in  a  tech- 
nical sense,  for  pine  dees  not  grow  in 
swamps.  In  this  way  the  very  choicest 
part  of  the  timber  lands  of  the  state  are 
culled  out  for  the  benetic  of  speculators, 
and  the  refuse  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
state.  Not  satistlod  with  this  ingenious 
scheme,  these  men  go  still  further.  It  is 
in  evidence  that  thev  do  not  place  their 
deeds  on  record,  and  the  title  to  the  land 
appears  to  still  remain  in  the  railroad 
comp.any  and  the  land  thus  escapes  tax- 
ation. 

These  lands  are  some  of  them  covered 
with  a  magniticent  growth  of  pine  tim- 
ber. In  some  cases  a  forty  acre  tract 
will  have  on  it  from  i^^ooo  to  $4000  worth 
of  pme.  One  witness  testifies  that  it  is 
useless  to  attempt  to  contest  the  right  of 
the  purchaser  because  the  state  officers 
appear  to  be  in  sympathy  with  the  lum- 
bermen. Your  committee  on  this  point 
is  not  able  to  speak  authoritatively,  but 
trust  the  matter  will  be  a  subject  of  fur- 
ther investigation. 

United  States  Government  Land. 

There  is  a  mass  of  evidence  before 
your  committee  as  to  the  fraudulent  man- 
lier in  which  pine  land  has  been  obtained 
from  the  United  .States  government,  and 
much  more  evidence  couKl  have  been 
obtained  on  this  subject,  but  your  com- 
mittee did  not  feel  that  it  hatl  any  au- 
thority to  inquire  into  matters  outsule  of 
the  state  lands.  The  evidence  shows 
however,  that  shanties  worth  $5  each 
were  made  of  a  few«ticks,with  fragments 
of  broken  glass  or  b»)itles  stuck  ttirough 
holes  as  an  excuse  for  wimiows  and  a  few- 
grains  of  corn  or  beans  planted  with  a 
stick  in  the  ground,  so  that  the  claimants 
would  be  able  to  swear  they  had  a  lawful 
residence  and  garden. 

By  these  shameful  devices  the  United 
States  government  has  been  cheated  out 
of  millions  of  acres  under  the  pre-emp- 
tion and  homestead  laws,  while  the  par- 
ties who  went  through  this  pretense  of  a 
residence  sold  out  for  from  S200  to  $500 
each  to  some  wealthy  lumberman  who  had 
employed  them  to  go  there,  and  who  was 
well  aware  that  the  claimar.t  mast  com- 
mit perjury  before  the  title  of  the  land 
ci>uld  pass  to  him.  It  is  claimed  before 
your  ci>mmitteethat  not  ten  per  cent  of 
the  entries  made  in  the  timber  regions 
are  genuine,  and  that  ninety  per  cent  are 
a  Cover  for  fraud. 

The  evidence  shows  that,  not  satisfied 
with  these  villainous  deceptions,  frauds 
on  a  more  wholesale  scale  have  been 
contemplated,  if  not  carried  out.  It  is 
in  evidence  that  a  prominent  lumber- 
man, a  candidate  icr  surveyor  general, 
desired  to  secure  the  appointment  of  a 
clerk  of  the  court  in  Itasca  county,  and 
in  conversation  with  a  witness  intimated 
that  he  desired  to  see  "a  man  of  nerve" 
in  that  position,  who,  as  the  witness  un- 
derstood, was  to  perpetrate  wholesale 
frauds  on  the  government  by  securing 
for  the  said  lumberman  tracts  of  land, 
on  which  insufificient  improvements  had 
been  made  or  on  which  no  improve- 
ments whatever  had  been  made,  and 
which  had  never  been  occupied  by  any 
pretended  settler. 

In  short,  the  testimony  in  every  direc- 
tion seems  to  reveal  a  bottomless  abyss 
of  venality  and  crime,  out  of  which  a  few 
men  have  built  up  vast  fortunes  at  the 
expense  of  the  national  government,  the 
state  government  and  all  its  institutions. 
One  witness,  a  county  auditor,  while  tes- 
tifying before  vour  committee,  admitted 
that  while  m  the  employ  and  in  the  pay 
of  a  prominent  lumber  company,  he  had 
gone  with  the  United  States  surveyor, 
formerly  an  employe  of  the  same  com- 
pany, to  help  locate  some  twenty  or 
more  men  on  claims  which  'were  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  lumbermen,  and   that

he  had  succeeded  in  getting  from    these 
men  from  #150  to  $200  each. 

The  lumber  company  had  the  whole 
thing  in  their  own  hands.  They  were 
security  for  the  surveyor;  thev  selected 
the  surveyor;  they  furnished  him  with 
necessary  supplies;  they  sent  their  agmnt 
along  with  biui,  and  whenever  a  tine 
piece  of  land  was  discovered  they 
clapped  a  man  on  it  to  hold  it  under  the 
system  we  have  described.  The  evi- 
dence further  shows  th.it  some  of  these 
very  men  so  located  by  the  agents  of  this 
company  proved  up  on  their  lands  be- 
fore this  same  clerk  of  the  court,  who 
was  imported  from  Montana  on  account 
of  his  "nerve,"  and  that  the  lands  were 
then  turned  over  to  the  very  company 
that  had  supplied  the  surveyor  and  sent 
out  the  man  to  locate  these  men. 
Tax  Frauds. 

We  now  approach  another  and  very 
important  branch  of  this  investigation, 
to- wit:  The  extent  to  which  the  reven- 
ues of  this  state  have  been  defrauded  by 
failure  to  assess  lands  or  to  assess  them 
for  what  they  really  were  worth  in  pro- 
portion fo  other  lands  assessed  in  this 
state. 

The  evidence  discloses  the  fact  that 
the  county  of  Itasca  embraces  about 
;4oo  square  miles,  or  one-fourteenth  of 
ilio  whole  state.  About  one-third  of 
this  area,  or  in  the  neighborhood  of 
1,000,000  acres  has  been  patented  to  in- 
dividuals from  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  land  over  one-half,  or  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  6co,ooo  acres  has  been 
assessed  and  taxed  at  an  average  valu- 
ation of  a  little  over  ;>3  per  acre.  About 
one-half  of  the  personal  estate  of  the 
county  also  escapes  taxation. 

The  county  has  been  miserably  mis- 
managed and  the  result  is  it  has  an  in- 
debtedness of  nearly  $20,000,  while  it 
has  about  $10,000  of  improvements  to 
show  for  it.  Nearly  all  the  officers  of 
the  said  county,  as  shown  by  the  evi- 
dence before  this  committee,  are  em- 
ployed by  the  great  lumber  companies 
operating  in  said  county  or  by  individual 
lumbermen. 

The  evidence  also  shows  that  at  the 
time  the  county  was  organized  a  resident 
of  the  citv  of  Minneapolis,  who  was 
largely  interesred  in  a  lumber  company 
in  said  county,  was  appointed  as  one  of 
the  commissioners  thereof.  This  was 
the  same  man  who  bought  the  timber 
claims  just  referred  to,  and  who  was  a 
member  of  the  lumber  company  who 
furnished  supplies  for  the  United  States 
surveyor.  While  acting  as  county  com- 
missioner of  Itasca  county,  he  contin- 
ued to  reside  in  the  city  of  Minneapolis 
with  his  family,  and  he  appears  to  have 
been  made  county  commissioner  simply 
to  assist  the  lumber  company  in  the 
operation  by  which  it  was  to  deprive  the 
state  of  its  taxes. 

It  is  claimed  by  witnesses  who  ap- 
peared before  this  committee  that  while 
parties  resident  in  the  county  or  small 
concerns  not  in  the  ring  were  assessed 
upon  their  property  at  a  high  valuation, 
the  great  lumbermen  who  were  the  fa- 
vorites of  the  combination  got  off  en- 
tirely from  payment  of  taxes  or  were  as- 
sessed for  much  less  than  the  real  value 
thereof — in  some  cases  tor  less  than  one- 
tenth  of  a  fair  valuation. 

The  assessment  of  the  property  of  the 
county  seems  to  have  been  conducted 
in  a  shameful  manner.  The  present  as- 
sessor has  been  in  the  employ  of  an- 
other of  these  lumber  companies,  and 
we  have  reason  to  believe  is  still  so  cm- 
ployed.  While  the  law  of  the  state  re- 
quires the  assessor  to  personally  visit  and 
examine  the  hand  to  be  assessed,  his  own 
evidence  shows  that  out  ot  seventy 
towns  in  the  county  he  visited  but  thir- 
teen. 

Would  Have  Added  Millions. 

Thi?  witness  admitted  to  your  com- 
mittee that  where  he  had  made  personal 
inspection  of  the  land  he  had  raised  the 
asse.ssment,  in  many  cases,  to  a  high 
figure  as  compared  with  the  former  as- 
sessment, in  one  case  raising/a  tract  of 
land  from  $120  to  Si, 800,  and  he  admitted 
that  if  he  had  personally  inspected  the 
rest  of  the  county  and  had  made  a  simi- 
lar increase  it  would  have  added  millions 
to  the  taxable  real  estate  of  the  county. 
It  is  but  justice  to  say  that  the  reason 
the  county  assessor  did  not  visit  all  the 
towns  in  the  county  was  that  he  was  pre- 
vented, as  he  alleges,  from  so  doing  by 
the  action  of  the  other  county  officials. 

He  admitted,  to  use  his  exact  words, 
"That  a  man  in  Winona  could  make  as 
good  an  assessment  of  the  county  as  he 
had  made  of  the  towns  that  he  had  not 
visited."  Your  committee  is  forced  to 
the  conclusion  that  millions  of  dollars 
worth  of  property  have  escaped  assess- 
ment in  that  county  alone,  and  that  the 
undervaluation  of  such  as  has  been  as- 
sessed will  amount  to  a  vast  sum. 

It  is  in  evidence  before  your  committee 
tliat  the  county  of  Itasca  and  the  state 
itself  has  never  received  one-tenth  its 
just  proportion  of  taxes  on  real  esta'iC  in 
Itasca  county,  and  it  appears  by  the 
statement  of  tme  witness  that  a  part  of 
the  Cannon  Falls  Iiiiprovement  company 
land,  now  owned  by  private  parties  and 
therefore  subject  to  taxation,  has  not  been 
assessed  at  all.  Your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  one  man  can  not  assess  a 
county  of  the  size  of  Ita.sca  county,  but 
that  it  v.ould  require  three  men  with  sev- 
eral assistants  several  months  to  properly 
do  the  work  reiiuired  by  law. 

Xo  assessments  have  been  levied  in 
Itasca  county  on  logs  after  the  same  were 
separated  from  the  realty,  except  in  rare 
instances,  despite  the  fact  that  the  out- 
put thereof  has  amounted  to  §1,500.000 
worth  a  year  Your  committee  is  forced 
to  the  conclusion,  from  the  evidence  of 
the  county  officials  of  Hennepin  and 
Itasca  counties,  that  in  consequence  of 
the  logs  being  in  transit  in  the  water 
courses  between  April  and  October,  not 
over  fine-fifth  of  the  value  of  them  is  ever 
assessed  anywhere. 

In    consefpience      of      our    system  of 
law,    whereby    the  assessment   is  made 
I  on   the    first  day  of   May,  the   property 
I  epibraced  in  those  logs  not  being  at  the 
[  point  of  manufacture  on  that  day,  and 
the    lumber    manufactured    from    them 
being  sold    before    the  next  first  day  of 
May,  this  whole  industry,  to  a  large   cx- 
!  tent,  escapes  taxation.    While    the  logs 
at  the  point  of  manufacture  are  worth 
I  from  §7   to  $g  50  a  thousand,  it  appears 
j  from   the   evidence  before  your  commit- 
tee that  they  are  assessed  at  the  rate  of 
$1  per  thousand. 

Railroads  Noi  Taxed. 

It  also  appears  that  there  are  in  the 
said  county  of  Itasca  two  private  rail- 
roads or  tramways  used  for  the  trans- 
portation of  logs.  These  are  well  built, 
wide  gauge  roads.  They  pay  no  tax  to 
the  state  upon  their  gross  earnings  and 
they  completely  escape  all  local  taxa- 
tion. These  two  roails  aggregate  a 
length  of  about  thirty  miles  and  repre- 
sent a  large  amount  of  money  invested 
therein-  not  less  than  §160,000 — and 
should  bear  their  reasonable  share  of  the 
burdens  of  the  state.  In  addition  to  the 
transportation  of  logs  for  their  owners, 
thev  also  carry  freight  for  third  parties. 

The  assessor  referred  to  testified  before 


your  committee  that,  acting  under  the  in- 
structions/if  the  county  auditor,  he  en- 
tirely omitted  to  examiiieone  township  in 
which  certain  prominent  lumbermen  own 
laige  (|uantities  of  pine  laiul.  While  he 
raised  the  a.ssessiiient  iiptui  other  lands, 
he  hail  not,  in  coiise<nieiice  of  those  iii- 
slnutioiis  of  the  county  auditor,  made  a 
similar  examiiialion  or  increase  in  the  as- 
sessment of  the  lands  in  the  said  town- 
ship. 

N  our  committee  further  liiulsthat  tracts 
of  land  worth  from  §Soo  to  J^JCK)  lia\e 
been  assesseil  at  a  valuation  ofJjSto 
Sli)2,  ami  the  evidence  before  your  com- 
mittee goes  to  show  that  most  of  the  pine 
hiiul  is  assessed  for  not  over  t)iie-tt;nth  of 
its  value,  thereby  defrauding  the  state 
ami  the  county  of  nine-tenths  of  their 
revenue  from  such  property.  From  the 
testimony  taken,  your  committee  find 
that  the  output  of  logs  has  been  of  late 
years  from  240.000,000  feet  u!>ward  in 
Itasca  county,  aiul  this  year  it  is  claimed 
it  will  amount  to  265,000,000  feet,  which 
at  §6  per  looo— said  to  be  a  fair  average 
value  wouki  inakean  annual  production 
of  about  §1,500,000. 

Part  of  this  yield  is  taken  from  the 
Rainv  Lake  country  alone  and  is  shipped 
into  Canada  this  year  about  40,000,000 
feet  have  so  far  gone  out  from  our  state 
—  from  which  the  state  never  has  and 
never  will  receive  any  revenue.  Im- 
mediate steps  should  be  taken  to  put  a 
stop  to  these  practices.  The  various 
lumber  companies  operating  in  Itasca 
county  have  large  plants,  numerous 
horses,  cattle,  wagons,  etc.,  valued  at 
.about  $400,000,  Jico.ooo  of  this  remaining 
in  the  county  permanently  and  upon  all 
this,  with  the  exception  of  about  §27,000, 
no  assessment  whatever  is  made. 

The  evidence  taken  before  your  com- 
mittee goes  to  show  that  in  assessing 
land  no  distinction  has  been  made  be- 
tween lands  that  are  valueless  and  lands 
that  arc  valuable,  both  being  assessed  at 
the  same  rate. 

The  Remedy. 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  simply  present  these  astounding 
facts  to  the  people  of  the  state  and  pro- 
pose no  remedy  for  them.  Vour  commit- 
tee would,  therefore,  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  some  body  or  commission  or 
committee  be  created,  before  v/c  adjourn, 
with  ample  power  to  carry  on  this  inves- 
tigation and  report  the  facts  revealed 
from  time  to  time  to  the  governor,  by 
him  to  be  laid  before  the  legislature  at 
Its  next  session. 

To  prevent  the  appearance  of  creat- 
ing lucrative  oflices  tor  the  members  of 
that  committee,  your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  they  should  work  without 
compensation,  but  should  be  paid  their 
actual  expenses.  Your  committee  would 
suggest  that  if  such  a  commission  is 
created  the  members  should  go  person- 
ally to  different  parts  of  the  vast  area  to 
be  examined  into  and  should  send  out 
their  agents  and  collect  all  the  facts. 

This  would  require  but  a  small  expen- 
diture of  money  and  that  expenditure  is 
not  to  be  considered  in  view  of  the  vast 
interests  at  stake,  for  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten that  the  statute  of  limitations  does 
not  run  against  the  state  of  Minnesota  in 
such  cases  as  these  and  that  if  the  inves- 
tigation is  properly  pushed,  suits  can  be 
brought  against  all  those  who  have  de- 
frauded the  state  and  millions  of  dollars 
turned  into  the  public  treasury. 

Vour  committee  would  further  suggest 
that,  if  the  facts  develojied  by  such  an 
investigation  are  as  striking  and  as  ter- 
rible as  those  revealed  before  your  com- 
mittee, the  |!;overnor  of  the  state  should 
call  together  the  legislature  in  extra  ses- 
si(m  in  January  next  to  take  such  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defend  the  interests 
of  the  commonwealth. 

The  senate  will  observe  that  we  have 
refrained  in  this  report  from  giving  the 
names  of  the  witnesses  called,  or  of  the 
parties  reflected  uptm.  We  have  done 
this  in  the  hope  that  this  investigation 
will  be  continued  by  the  state;  and  we 
would  suggest  that  if  it  is  so  continued, 
the  evidence  be  printed  with  that  taken 
hereafter. 

It  can  readily  be  understood  that  the 
witnesses  may  be  subject  to  persecution 
by  those  whose  wrong  doings  they  have 
exposed;  and  to  mention  their  names 
mi,'»ht  intimidate  others  from  giving  val- 
uable testimony.  And  at  the  same  time 
we  do  not  feel  like  attacking  individuals 
upon  ex  parte  testimony,  without  an  op- 
portunitv  to  defend  themselves.  We 
simply  desire  to  make  out  a  prima  facie 
case,  like  the  indictment  of  a  grand  jury, 
which  will  be  sufficient  to  compel  the 
state  to  take  all  necessary  steps  for  the 
protection  of  its  great  interests.

The  council  held  a  lonfj  meeting  last 
eveniiig^  and  it  was  near  midnight's  holy 
hour  when  an  adjournment  was  taken- 
For  the  most  part  the  session  was  rather 
drv  and  uninterestiner,  but  towards  the 
close  a  lively  discussion  took  place  over 
the  tixinj;  of  officers'  salaries.  This  be- 
came so  heated  that  the  janitor  was  kept 
busy  tilling  up  the  water  pitcher  and 
lowerin.^  the  windows  to  enable  the  al- 
dermen u-  keep  as  cool  as  possible  un- 
der the  circumstances. 

The  tirst  matter  of  business  consisted 
of  the  passajje  of  a  rule  of  order  provid- 
ing that  lu  time  of  debate  eacli^  council- 
man be  granted  a  live  minutes'  speech 
on  each  subject  aiid  a  second  oppor- 
tunity only  bv  consent  of  the  council. 
A  certified  copy  of  the  bill  recently- 
passed  by  the  legislature  remedying  cer- 
tain defects  in  the  charter,  letiuircd 
ill  view  i«f  the  approaching  union  with 
l>uluth  was  presentetl  and  ordered  pub- 
lished. • 

A  cotnmunication  from  the  Humane 
society  petitioning  for  public  watering 
troughs  was  referred  to  the  connniitL-e 
on  water.  A  communication  from  M. 
Jacoby,  manager  of  the  water  company 
in  relation  to  the  {)urchase  of  watering 
troughs  from  which  water  could  nt)t  be 
stolen,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
water. 

A  communication  protesting  against 
the  dumping  of  garbage  tm  certain  dis- 
tricts at  the  West  Enil  was  referred  to 
the  health  officer.  A  communication  from 

i.  S.  Palmer  relating  to  the  sale  of  one  of 
is  road,  scrapers  to  the  village  for  S300 
was  referred  to  committee  on  streets.  .A 
proposition  from  J.  Cochraise  to  supply 
the  city  with  lime  at  80  cents  per  barrel 
for  disinfecting  jiurposes  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  supplies. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
Attorney  Greene,  of  Duluth,  askmg  the 
council  to  appropriate  §932  94,  the 
amount  claimed  to  be  due  from  the  vil- 
lage for  the  bridge  which  spans  the  St. 
Paul  &  Puluth  tracks  on  .Sutphin  street. 
As  the  counril  was  in  doubt  in  regard  to 
the  validity  of  this  claim  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  recorder  for  investig.ition. 
A  communication  from  T.  H.  J'airfax  in 
regard  to  Cirand  avenue  condemnation 
proceedings  which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  bids  for  the  village  printing  were 
then  opened.  Only  two  were  received, 
one  froui  The  Weekly  Herald  and  the 
other  from  toe  Sun.  The  Herald  bid  2g 
cents  per  folio  for  first  insertion  and  24 
cents  for  succeeding  insertions.  The 
Sun  bid  one  fifth  of  legal  rates  for  pub- 
lishing council  proceedi.igs,  and  50 cents 
per  folio  for  first  insertion  and 
25  cents  tor  succeeding  insertions  for  all 
other  matter.

[iroposing  that  hydrants  be  limited  to  ten 
jier  mile  and  tliat  water  troughs  be  fur- 
nished with  free  water  was  read  and  ap- 
proved.

Hot  Springs  h:u«  also  Keen  abandoned  as  a 
ie:iin  training  ground,  princij'ally  because 
of  the  e.'cpense  attending  a  stay  at  that 
place.

It  is  likely  t  utt  the  chief  reason  why  the 
majority  of  t!ie  clnbs  made  no  arrange- 
;nenis  for  anteseason  southern  trips  this 
year  w.i.s  because  thry  anticipated  a  general 
iuilking  among  their  players  in  coming  for- 
ward to  sign  contracts  under  the  reduced 
.salaries.  Their  anticipations  in  this  respect 
have  not  been  mispljiced.  St.  Patrick's  day 
saw  more  than  hjvlf  of  the  reserved  players 
if  the  National  league  un.signed.  This  is 
most  unusual.  A  builder,  whoso n.ame  was

ric-k's  day,  because  no  more  hard  frosts 
came  after  the  !7th  of  March.  Maybe  the

xVll  contracts  begin  to  inin  on  Apr'l  1  this 
year  insteml  or  on  March  1."),  as  heretofore, 
a  fact  which  may  account  for  tiie  players' 
tardiness  in  making  or  nvther  accepting 
terms.  Contracts  will  run  six  months  this 
year  instead  or  seven,  as  in  the  past.  Wh'jn 
April  Fool's  day  arrives,  there  will  b(>  very 
few  of  last  year's  players  unsigned,  be- 
cau.«e  every  ilaj*  .after  that  date  mea«s  a 
certain 'income  received  or  missed,  as  the 
case  may  be.  Hut  such  men  as  Keefe, 
Mullane,  Gla.s.scock,  Ward,  Foutz,  Zini- 
mor  and  Pfeffer  accept  the  situation  grace- 
fully and  take  what  the  nuiKnetic  gods  de- 
cree, and  there  are  no  indications  left  of 
any  serious  or  lasting  rebellion  among  the 
other  stai-s. 

A  remarkable  featnre  of  this  year's  open 
ing  campaign  is  the  scarcity  of  new  pl.iyers 
among  the  teams  as  selecteil.  Boston  has 
one  in  Lake,  a  catcher.  The  New  Yorks 
!iave  one  in  Mjt^uaid,  a  California  player. 
The  Brooklyn*  Lave  none.  The  Philadel- 
[)hi<ns  will  try  one  or  two.  The  other  nine 
clubs  h.ad  pickwl  out  15  of  the  most  prom- 
ising of  the  Southern  and  Kastern  league 
pl.ayei-s  of  la.'.',  season,  but  the  national 
boa^-d  at  its  March  meeting  ordered  all 
ihese  V)  recniits  to  he  returned  to  their  re- 
spective clubs,  or  the  drafting  clubs  to  pay 
?1,000  each  for  any  who  might  be  reiaimd. 
L'nder  this  order  or  decision  more  than  half 
of  the  new  men  will  be  returned  to  their 
minor  league  clubs. 

The  return  of  Connor  and  Ward  to  the 
New  Yorks  and  the  possible  engagement  of 
Kelly  for  the  same  team  has  worketl  up  an 
unusual  interest  in  the  metropolis,  which 
will  probably  have  considerable  influence 
throughout  the  country. 

Louisville's  chances  for  Sunday  games 
are  slim  and  short.  Their  new  grounds  at 
Parkland  are  situated  in  a  highly  resijecla- 
Ijle  neighborhootl,  and  the  tov.n  council  luis 
pr(rfiibited  *he  playing  of  Sunday  games 
there.  Thin  wilj  be  a  bitter  disapjwint- 
ment  to  the  Louisville  backers  and  a  heavy 
blow  financially.  For  years  the  Louisville 
club  has  depended  on  Sunday  games  to  pull 
them  out  of  their  expen.ses.

Jle  is  the  designer  of  the  new  yacht 
which  every  Briton  hopes  aiul  jirays  will 
l)eit  the  Yankee  single  sticker  Navahoe  iti 
thy  momentous  race  across  the  Knglish 
channel  and  back  tagain.  If  Mr.  Soper'a 
new  yacht  can  «lo 
this,  the  America 
cup,  which  has 
be.'ii  so  v.cll  and  so 
nobly  def"iided  in 
former  yeai-s.  \\ill 
go  back  to  Eng- 
land. 

Although  well 
known  in  Eng- 
land, Designer  So- 
per hiui  never  been 
heard  of  on  this 
side  of  the  ocean 
until  recently.  He 
was  born  in  South- 
ampton anil  is  30 
years  of  age.

Rii^ht  in  the  biul  of  the  council  mect- 
in.Lj  last  eveninjj,  as  it  were,  M.nyor 
d'Autremont  subinittoJ  the  following; 
appointments  to  the  city  fathers  for  their 
coniiraiation,  should  they  elect  to 
give  it:  Member  of  the  board  of  public 
works  to  succeed  Nils  Nilson.  Albert  C. 
r.arlow;  member  of  board  of  lire  com- 
missioners, to  succeed  Alex  McGregor, 
E.  R.  JefTerson,  The  nominations  were 
referred  to  the  committee  on  oubl.c 
offices  and  officers  ct  which  A.  M.  Cox  is 
yet  chairman. 

The  next  act  was  the  second  rtadinjj 
of  City  Attorney  Greene's  famous  opin- 
ion on  N;i3  Nilson's  status  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  public  works.  That 
opinion  is  familiar  by  this  time  to  every 
man,  woman  and  chiid  in  Duluth,  hence 
repetition  is  unnecessary.

The  silence  of  the  charter  to  the  con- 
trary was  given  as  a  reason  and  the  gen- 
eral tenor  of  decisions  of  that  stripi;  by 
the  supreme  court  of  this  state,  and  al- 
thoujjh  nothins,'  has  been  handed  down 
directly  on  that  or  a  similar  case,  these 
fjentlemen  expressed  a  belief  that  were 
one  to  come,  the  supreme  court  would 
aj»ree  with  them.  Deductions  from  au- 
thorities looked  up  were  given  rather 
than  a  quotation  of  .luthorities.  The 
milk  of  this  legal  cocoanut  was  about  as 
follows: 

All  officers,  both  public  and  private, 
hold  over  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified,  unless  there  is 
some  clearlv  e:.cpressed  and  positive  re- 
striction, which  evinces  a  design  that 
there  shall  be  an  interre;,'nuin  in  the  of- 
fice unless  a  successor  is  qualified  at  or 
before  a  certain  date.  There  being  an 
entire  absence  of  any  such  restrictive 
provision  in  the  city  charter,  the  doc- 
trir.e  applies  with  full  force  to  your  case. 
The  doctrine  is  based  on  the  ground  of 
public  necessity  and  the  obvi- 
ous danger  that  would  threaten 
the  public  welfare,  if  otficeis 
w^ere  to  be  considered  cut  of  ofnceby 
limitation  before  others  were  appoin;ed 
to  whom  they  could  safely  resign  their 
trust;  and  some  authorities  give  an  ad- 
ditional reason  thatofficers  are  appointed 
to  carry  out  the  ends  for  v/hich  the 
municipality  or  corporation  was  cre;.t-'d, 
and  that  if  an  office  was  to  beco::ic 
vacant  because  the  term  of  its  incum- 
bent had  expired,  that  branch  of  muni- 
cipal or  corporation  business  would 
necessarily  be  paralyzed  .ind  some  of 
the  ends  for  which  the  municipality  or 
corporation  was  created  would  fall. 

The  next  attempt  to  shake  down  some 
public  plums  and  throw  out  a  little  jag 
of  office  fodder  to  the  boys  was  made  by 
City  Assessor  Smith,  who  asked  that  the 
foliowini;  appointments  to  subordinate 
positions  in  hjs  office  be  confirmed:

A  settlement  for  the  Street  Railway 
company's  claim  for  pavim:  en  Eench 
street  was  ordered  on  a  basis  of  half 
of  the  enijineer's  estimate,  J5320.21.  The 
railway's  claim  was  for  S2818.08.  J.  Mc- 
Nab  and  a  long  list  of  others  petitio:ied 
very  earnestly  for  the  improvement  of 
Cascade  s<juare.  A  resolution  appropri- 
ating S250  each  mouth  fur  the  benefit  of 
E.  R.  Meier  on  coruiition  that  he  play 
with  a  band  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
pieces,  at  such  times  and  places  desig- 
nated by  the  council,  was  referred  to  the 
finance  committee.  .'\n  ordinance  grant- 
ing the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern 
railway  right-of-way  across  certain  por- 
tions of  West  Park  and  Marine  division 
was  read  and  referred. 

A  resolution  designating  the  Duluth 
Loan,  Deposit  and  'I'Vust  citmpany  as  a 
depository  for  public  funds  was  post- 
poned one  week  ff)r  further  consideration 
as  also  was  the  fxind  for  •'.50,000.  The 
causes  that  led  up  to  that  were  something 
as  follows:  Alderman  Thomas  ob-ected 
to  letting  one  bank  have  all  the  funds. 
Alderman  Myers  then  informed  him  that 
unfler  its  >i5o,oco  bond  it  could  get  only 
$25,000.  Mr.  Thomas  said  that  while  he 
was  not  working  in  the  interests  of  the 
banks,  he  thought  a  treneral  distributi('U 
was  safer  and  that  2  per  cent  in  the  best 
banks  was  better  than  3  per  cent  in  one 
single  fjank. 

Ihe  point  that  there  is  said  to  be  a 
clearing  house  combination  was  devel- 
oped. Alderman  Hugo  said  that  he  did 
not  see  that  the  council  should  be  dic- 
tated to  and  that  further  mere,  the 
charter  compels  the  funds  to  be  depos- 
ited in  banks  that  pay  3  per  cent.  If 
there  was  a    combination    the    council 


wouia  have  to  bank  elsewhere.  "A  bank 
combination,"  said  Mr.  Hugo,  "is  as  bad 
as  the  printing  combination  of  last  year 
which  r.o  much  ha'^  been  heard  about." 
At  thai  remark,  AUlerman  Thoinas 
ceased  to  plead  for  the  2  pcrc  ent  l)anks. 

The  general  bills  for  March  uvere  al- 
lowed and  a  resolution  by  Alderman 
Myers  that  bids  be  secured  for  the 
frame  buildings  now  on  the  new  fire  en- 
gine house  site  be  secured  was  pre- 
sented. The  issue  of  bonds  in  the  sum 
of  $32,547.23  was  authorized.  The  pro- 
ceeds are  to  settle  a  contr.actor's  unpaid 
claim  for  iinprovcinent  of  London  road 
before  Lakeside  became  a  part  of  Du- 
luth. 

.An  amendment  to  the  franchise  ordi- 
nance of  the  Northern  F.lectrical  Subw;iy 
company  was  presented  by  .Mderiuaii 
Howard.  The  aincndmeiit  pro\  ides  that 
tlie  company  shall  commence  the  ciMi- 
slruction  of  .subways  within  three 
months  after  ordered  by  the  council,  ex- 
cei>tiiig  that  period  bt'tvveeii  Dec.  land 
April  1,  ;iiid  that  «>ne  mile  shall  be 
ctmstructed  withi<|  six  months  ;ifler  work 
has  Iieeii  comnitMiced. 

Then  resoliitiins  looking  to  the  better- 
inciit  of  sanitary  conditions  were  jire- 
sciited  by  .Alderuiaii  Hugo.  One  directs 
the  purchase  of  garbage  carts  and  care 
for  garbage,  both  in  collection  and  disjio- 
sition  of  it.  Another  was  to  render  pos- 
sible the  compulsory  connection  of  water 
closets  with  sewers.  .A  third  provides 
that  plans  be  prepared  for  the  extension 
of  the  First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth, 
avenues  west  siorm  sewers  into  moving 
water,  so  that  the  surface  filth  which  has 
been  emptying  into  a  stagnant  spot  shall 
be  carried  i>ff.

One  of  the  Mo«t  Interesting  Figures  in  the 

History  of  Mexict  Has  Be«a 

Removed. 


it  Was  Under  His  Leadership  That  the  Bat- 
tie  of  Lomas  Was  TMrned  in 
Diaz's  Favor. 


For  Four  Years  He  Was  President  of  the 
Republic  and  Conducted  a  Success- 
ful Administration. 


New  York.  April  ii.— A  special  to 
the  Times  from  the  City  of  Mexico  says: 
Ex-President  Manuel  Gonzalez  died  at  4 
o'clock  yesterday,  the  family,  President 
Diaz  and  other  friends  were  at  bis  bed- 
side. He  told  his  friends  to  obey  and 
honor  Diaz.  One  of  the  most  interest- 
ing figures  in  Mexican  history  has  been 
removed  by  the  death  of  Gen.  Gonzalez. 

Gen.   Gonzalez  was   born  near  Mata- 

moris  ia  1820  and  joined  the  array  at  the 
age  of  19.  At  the  age  of  30  he  was  one 
of  the  leaders  in  the  civil  wars  of  Mexico 
and  was  found  fighting  with  the  reac- 
tionary party  under  the  guerilla  chief, 
Cobos.  In  iSji.Gen  Gonzalez  offered 
his  sword  to  the  Liberal  leader  Juarez, 
when  the  allied  armies  of  France  and 
England  invaded  Mexico.  He  attended 
the  president  of  the  republic  in  his  flight 
from  the  capital,  after  which  he  made  a 
countermarch  to  the  mountain  of  Hidal- 
go, where  he  remained  until  1856  mak- 
ing frequent  incursions  upon  the  enemy. 

Toward  the  end  of  1865  he  made  a  suc- 
cessful contest  throughout  the  forts  of 
the  enemy  and  joined  Gen.  F2scobedo. 
For  gallant  service  he  was  promoted  to 
be  colonel  in  1866  and  bri^iadicr  general 
in  1867,  which  year  he  entered  the  capi- 
tal with  a  victorious  command.  Gonzalez 
served  throughout  the  memorable  defence 
of  Puebla,  and  in  this  campaign  it  was 
that  he  first  met  Diaz  and  a  friendship 
was  formed  that  never  wavered.  Gon- 
zalez lost  an  arm  at  Puebla. 

In*  the  revolution  ot  1872,  Gonzalez 
joined  Diaz.  After  varying  fortunes,  the 
force  of  Gonzalez  turned  the  battle  of 
Lomas,  which  virtually  decided  the  over- 
throw of  Lerdes'  government.  A  few 
days  later  Don  Diaz  entered  the  Mexi- 
can capital  in  triumph  and  established  a 
provisional  government,  appointing  Gon- 
zalez minister  of  war.  In  June,  1880,  he 
resigned  the  portfolio  of  war  to  become  a 
candidate  for  president.  He  received  a 
handsome  majority  over  the  various  can- 
didates and  assumed  the  functions  of  the 
office  in  December,  1880. 

In  1884  he  was  compelled  to  resign  the 
government.  Gen.  Diaz  b«ing  elected  to 
succeed  him.  Gen.  Gonaalez's  adminis- 
tration will  be  remembered  to  his  credit 
because  he  settled  troubles  that  had 
been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  his  gov- 
ernment for  sixty  years  and  negotiated 
important  commercial  treaties  with 
various  countries.  At  the  end  of  his 
presidential  term  he    was   unanimously 


elected  gorernor  of  the  state  of  Guana- 
jurato. 

In  the  following  year  a  resolution  was 
presented  in  congress  charging  him  with 
the  misappropriation  of  public  funds 
during  his  presidency.  It  was  referred 
to  the  grand  jury,  but  was  never  pressed. 
Since  1887  Gonzalez  has  not  been  psom- 
inent  in  Mexican  life. 


SPEECH  AGAINST  HOME  RULE. 


JoMph    Cbamberlain   Criticizes   the  MeaMire 

Proposed  by  Mr.  Gladstone. 

London,  April   11. — There  was  but  a 

thin  attendance  in  the  house  of  commons 

yesterday  when  discussion  was  resumed 

on  the  motion  for  the  second  reading  of 

the  Irish  home  rule  hill.  The  first  speak- 
er was  Herbert  W.  Paul,  Liberal  M.  P. 
for  South  Edinburgh.  Mr.  Paul's  re- 
marks did  not  fill  the  benches,  and  tt  was 
not  until  Joseph  Chamberlain  arose  that 
the  members  hurried  in  and  the  house 
assumed  an  aspect  of  interest  and  at- 
tention. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  said  that  the  bill 
proposed  to  establish  a  brand  new  legis- 
lation for  Ireland.  The  prime  minister 
asked  them,  continued  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain, when  the  controversy  would  be 
settled  if  the  measure  should  be  rejected. 
The  whole  question  really  was,  would 
the  bill  settle  the  controversy?  Was  not 
Mr.  Gladstone  in  too  great  a  hurry,  and 
was  he  not  too  impatient  to  deal  with  the 
Irish  difficulty? 

A  new  era  had  opened  for  Ireland  with 
the  disestablishment  of  the  Irish  churches. 
The  agrarian  question  had  been  partly 
settled.  Time  ought  to  be  given  to  allow 
for  the  beneficial  operation  of  the  other 
measures;  but  the  prime  minister  said 
that  Ireland  was  still  discontented  and 
that  no  proceeding  toward  conciliation 
had  been  shown. 

Mr.  Gladstone  had  disregarded  the 
rights  of  the  minority  and  treated  the 
most  influential  and  prosperous  section  of 
the  Irish  people  with  contempt.  He  pro- 
posed to  subject  that  section  of  the  Irish 
people  to  such  legislative  conditions  as 
would  wreck  their  industries  and  expose 
the  whole  country  to  financial  ruin.  Not 
Ireland  alone,  but  England,  began  to 
dread  the  results. 


AGAINST  THE  RAILROADS. 


Another  Order  Issued    in  the  Chicago  Lake 
Front  Case. 

Washington,  April  1 1. — The  supreme 
court  yesterday  delivered  its  declaration 
upon  the  latest  moves  in  the  Chicago 
lake  trout  cases,  which  settled  them  as 
far  as  the  court  is  concerned. 

Justice  Field  announced  that  the  |)e- 
tition  of  Corporation  Counsel  Miller  for 
the  issue  of^  mandates  to  execute  the 
judgment  of  the  court,  given  some  weeks 
ago,  would  be  granted  and  the  mandates 
issued.  This  disposes  of  the  second  pe- 
tition by  the  counsel  for  the  railroad  com- 
panies presented  last  week  for  a  rehear- 
ing of  the  case  by  the  court.  None  of 
the  attorneys  for  the  Illinois  Central  were 
in  courL  Corporation  Counsel  Miller, 
who  has  been  in  Washington  some  days 
o»  this  case,  will  shortly  return  home. 

Lincoln  Coming  Home. 
London,  April  11.— Hon.  Robert  T. 
Lincoln,  American  minister,  will  sail  for 
the  United  States  on  April  22,  leaving 
Secretary  White  in  charge  of  the  lega- 
tion until  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Bayard. 


KCPLOSION  IN  A  COLLIERY. 


Ono  Man  Killed.  One  Fatally  Burned  and  Throe 
Slightly  Injured. 
WiLKKSBAKRK,  Pa.,  April  II. — An  ex- 
plosion took  place  yesterday  in  the  Black 
Diamond  mine,  operated  by  John  C. 
Paddock  at    Luzenborough.     A  laborer 

entered  one  of  the  chambers  with  a 
naked  lamp  and  tired  a  pocket  of  gas, 
causing  a  terrific  explosion  which  was 
heard  throughout  the  workings. 

Miners  in  the  pit  hurried  to  the  scene 
and  found  William  George,  aj.'^ed  46 
years,  dead  and  terribly  burned.  Wm. 
Wellington,  aged  37,  a  laborer,  was 
fatally  burned,  and  three  Hungarians 
whose  names  are  unknown  are  slightly 
burned  and  otherwise  injured. 


THE  INDIANA  TAX  LAW. 


Case  Involvitrg  its  Validity  Advanced   by  the 

Supreme  Court. 

Washington,  April  11.— Chief  Justice 

Fuller  has  announced  the  decision  of  the 

supreme  court  upon    the  petition    of  the 

counsel  in  the  Indiana  railway  tax  cases 

to  advance  them  on  the  docket.  The 
petition  was  granted  and  the  cases  set 
down  for  argument  on  the  second  Mon- 
day of  next  term. 

In  these  cases  is  involved  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  n'jw  tax  law  of  Indiana, 
the  railroads  holding  that  the  law  per- 
mits and  the  tax  officers  exercise  a  prac- 
tically confiscatory  rate  as  applied  to 
the  property  of  the  corporations.  In  the 
state  courts  the  law  has  been  upheld.

The  Governor  of  South  Carolina  Getting  Prices 

on  Liquors. 

Pittshurg,  Pa.,  April    11.— Governor 

B.  R.  Tillman  and    State  Commissioner 

U.  H.  Troxler,  of  South   Carolina,  are  in 

Pittsburg  looking  after  a  stock  of  liquors 

and  bottles.  Yesterday  they  called  on 
the  leading  glass  md  H(iuor  men  who 
are  to  quote  prices  for  the  "stocking"  of 
a  big  state  saloon.  Governor  Tillman 
said  to  a  reporter: 

"The  new  dispensary  law  goes  into 
effect  July].  After  that  date  there  will 
not  be  a  license  io  the  whole  state  of 
South  jCarolina.  The  wines,  whiskies, 
beer  and  in  fact  a  1  beverages  contain- 
ing alcohol  will  be  sold  only  at  state  dis- 
pensaries by  salaried  and  bonded  of- 
ficials, and  every  ounce  of  alcholic 
liquors  sold  within  the  state  will  be  par- 
chased  by  the  sta;e  commissioner,  and 
no  liquors  of  any  kind  can  be  shipped 
into  the  state  by  any  common  carrier, 
except  the  package  bear  .a  certificate 
signed  by  the  state  commissioner. 

"These  packages  will  be  distributed  to 
local  ilispensiiries,  one  or  more  of  v.hich 
may  be  located  in  any  town  where  a  [le- 
titiou  for  its  establishment  is  signed  by  a 
majority  of  free  koters.  Druggists  are 
]>rohibited  from  selling  any  licjuor  except 
alcohol.  The  new  law  will  make  a  won- 
derful change  in  ;hc  st.Tte.  and  1  think 
that  it  will  finally  oe  universally  adopted 
as  a  solution  of  tin;  lifiuor  iirobleni.  For 
forty  years  it  has  been  in  successful  o})er- 
ation  in  Norway.  There  are  six  prohibi- 
tion counties  in  .South  Carolina  where 
there  will  be  no  dispensaries." 

Jumped  From  a  Fourth  Story. 

Chicago,  April  11.— Miss  Lizzie  Dun- 
can, a  patient  in  the  Lincoln  Park  sani- 
tarium, while  in  a  fit  of  melancholy  yes- 
terday, jumped  from  a  fourth  story  win- 
dow to  the  ground  and  was  instantly 
killed.

Baldwin's  Pine  Land  Inquiry  is  Likely 
to  Result  Rather  Unpleas>antly  For 
Several  People. 


Investigation     in  the   Interior  Department 

Has  Revealed  Some  Facts  About  Red 

Lake  Reservation  Frauds. 


Will  Bassett  and  C.  A.  Smith  Charged  With 

Cutting  Live  Timber  Under  a  "Dead" 

Timber  Contract. 


Washington,  April  ii.  Information 
secured  late  yesterday  indicates  that  a 
scandal  is  sure  to  grow  out  of  the  inves- 
tigation that  Representative  Haldwin  is 
endeavoring  to  have  started  into  the 
operations  of  the  pine  land  ring  in  Min- 
nesota. 

From  a  source  that  appears  to  be  reli- 
able it  is  understood  that  under  a  con- 
tract made  a  year  or  so  ago  two  young 
business  men  of  Minnesota  cut  a  great 
deal  of  timber  on  this  reservation  that 
thev  were  not  entitled  to  in  the  contract 
tha.  thev  are  supposed  to  have  made 
with  the  Red  Lake  Indians. 

It  is  believed  that  »f  the  investigation 
progresses  facts  will  leak  out  which  will 
create  something  of  a  sensation  in  north- 
ern Minnesotl.  As  the  interior  depart- 
ment otlicials  understood  it  at  the  time 
the  contractors  were  to  simply  cut  dead 
timber  on  the  reservation,  but  instead  of 
doing  this  it  is  believed  that  they  cut 
live  timber,  thereby  violating  their  con- 
tract. 

Secretary  Smilli  said  yesterday  that 
he  would  investigate  the  alleged  timber 
steal  in  northern  Minnesota  just  as  soon 
as  he  could  get  around  to  it.  As  yet  he 
is  unable  to  set  a  date  for  it. 

Later— Representative  Baldwin  was 
given  access  to  a  great  deal  of  informa- 
tion in  the  interior  department  during 
his  investigating  tour  yesterday  and  has 
discovered  that  C.  A.  Smith  and  Will 
Bassett,  two  young  business  men  of  Min- 
neaoolis.  secured  a  great  deal  of  timber 
on  Red  Lake  Indian  reservation  under  a 
contract  made  with  the  Indians  and  the 
interior  department  which,  before  the 
investigation  is  over,  may  result  in  a 
scandal. 

They  secured  a  contract,  so  it  is  un- 
derstood, from  the  Red  Lake  Indians  to 
cut  "dead"  and  "down"  timber,  but  from 
information  sent  to  the  Rod  Lake  reser- 
vation it  appears  that  live  timber  was 
cut  and  that  their  contract  v>as  violated. 
The  logs  cut  were  held  up  on  the  river 
for  some  time,  and  in  order  to  ri  lease 
them  they  gave  a  bond  of  §75,000  to 
secure  control  of  them. 

Lp  to  this  date  it  is  understood  no 
account  of  the  settlement  has  been  made 
between  Bassett  and  Smith  und  the  in- 
terior department,  and  when  Secretary 
Smith  begins  his  investigation  some  in- 
teresting facts  in  connection  with  this 
a:;d  other  cases  of  alle^'ed  timber  de- 
predations may  come  to  light. 

BATCH  OFAPPOINTIViENTS 


Both  Factions  Being  Reinforced  and  More 
Trouble  Expected. 

Washington,  April  1 1..— Secretary 
Hoke  Smith  today  received  the  follow- 
ing telegram  from  Agent  Bennett  at 
Muskoge,  I.  T.: 

"Am  reliably  advised  that  both  fac- 
tions of  the  Chottaws  are  being  rein- 
forced strongly.  Presence  of  the  militia 
alone  will  prevent  a  conflict.  Troops 
should  be  sent  to  Antlers  as  quick  as 
possible.  I  will  go  there  when  advised 
troops  have  started.  Telegram  just  re- 
ceived from  .\toka  says:  One  handred 
men  there  going  to  the  troubles,  if  the 
government  docs  not  interfere.  Have 
wired  their  leader  that  have  asked 
the  war  department  to  send  troops  to 
preserve  peace." 

As  requests  have  already  been  made 
to  have  troops  sent  to  the  locality  to 
preserve  the  peace,  no  further  action 
will  be  taken  oy  the  secretary  further 
than  to  furnish  the  war  department  with 
a  copy  of  the  agent's  telegram.

Daniel  N.  Morgan  of  Connecticut   Has  Been

United  States.

Daniel  N.  Morgan,  of  Connecticut,  to  be 
treasurer  of  the  United  States,  vice  Enos 
H.  Nebecker.  resigned.  Conrad  N.  Jor- 
dan, of  New  York,  to  be  assistant  treas- 
urer of  the  United  S.ates  at  New  York, 
vice  Ellis  H.  Roberts,  resigned. 

Justice:  Henry  Johnson,  of  Colorado, 
to  be  attorney  of  United  States  for  the 
district  of  Colorado;  Cbas.  Bellinger,  of 
Oregon,  to  be  United  States  district 
judire  for  the  district  of  Oregon. 

Interior:  Daniel  M.  Browning,  of  Illi- 
nois, to  be  commissioner  of  Indian 
affairs.  Frank  C  Armstrong,  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  to  be  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  Indian   affairs. 

Daniel  N.  Morgan,  of  Bridgeport, 
Conn.,  nominated  for  treasurer  of  the 
United  States,  is  one  of  the  leading  citi- 
zens of  his  native  state,  socially,  politi- 
cally and  tinancially.  He  is  a  man 
about  50  years  of  age,  has  been  mayor  cf 
Bridgeport  three  terms,  served  in  the 
legislature  and  has  been  a  professional 
banker  for  ten  years.  He  was  warmly 
endorsed  by  the  leading  men  of  Connec- 
ticut, especially  by  the  Hon.  Carlos  B. 
French. 

Conrad  N.  Jordan,  nominated  for  as- 
sistant treasurer  at  New  York,  is  well 
known  to  the  country  as  United  States 
tieasurer  in  Mr.  Cleveland's  first  admin- 
istration. He  is  about  65  years  of  age 
and  was  endorsed  for  his  present  place 
by  every  national  bank  in  New  York. 

EXCITEMENT  IN  SPAIN. 


Jacobson's  Bill  Regarding  Mixing  of  Grain 

in  Warehouses  Opposed  by  Mr. 

Cotton  and  Killed. 

St.  Paul,  April  II.  [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— Mr.  Jacobson's  bill  relating  to 
mixing  of  grain  in  warehouses  came  up 
in  the  house  this  morning  and  was 
opposed  in  a  strong  argument  by  Mr. 
Cotton.  It  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  41 
to  36.  Mr.  Holman's  bill  to  legalize 
conveyances  made  in  certain  cases, 
where  concurrence  of  married  women  is 
required,  was  passed. 

Mr.  Ives  bad  a  resolution  passed  to 
add  six  more  members  to  the  committee 
to  investigate  the  boodle  charges  against 
members  of  the  legislature. 

Senator  Ladue  introduced  a  bill  in  the 
senate  giving  the  same  immunities  as  to 
garnishment  of  citizens  of  other  states 
residing  here  as  they  enjoy  in  their  own 
states. 

The  «)mnibus  appropriation  bill  was 
matle  a  special  order  for    this  afternoon. 

E.  R.  Smith's  bill  relating  to  construc- 
tion of  jails  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rules. 

Mr.  March's  bill  instructing  the  railway 
and  warehouse  commission  to  revise  the 
freight  rates  had  the  amendments  of  the 
house  concurred  in  this  morning  and 
wenttH  the  governor  for  his  signature. 

-Mr.  JacoDson's  Camp  Release  bill 
passed  the  senate  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.  The  bill  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  $5,003  to  build  a  soldiers"  monu- 
ment at  Lakewood  cemetery  at  Minne- 
apolis was  passed. 

-Mr.  Eaton's  bill  providing  for  annual 
unlimited  session  with  salaries  to  each 
member  of  $400  came  up  and  Mr.  Don- 
nelly made  a  speech,  stating  that  this 
senate  has  probably  made  the  best  re- 
cord of  any  in  the  history  of  the  state. 
He  thought  that  in  view  of  the  gigantic 
robberies  which  had  been  practised 
upon  the  people  of  the  sta^e  by  the  coal 
barons  and  by  the  pine  land  ring,  there 
was  no  remedy  against  trusts,  combina- 
tions and  the  devil  except  by  a^  whole- 
some fear  of  annual  sessions.  The  bill 
upon  final  passage  was  lost  by  a  vote  of 
24  to  28.  "Hn 

In  the  house  yesterday  afternoon  the 
reapportionment  bill  was  defeated  by  a 
vote  of  39  to  56  and  the  matter  of  any  re- 
ap|)ortionment  for  this  session  of  the 
legislature  was  killed  off  by  a  motion  to 
reconsider  this  vote  which  was  lost.  The 
result  gave  rise  to  recriminations  between 
Judge  Fleming  of  Brainerd  and  the  mem- 
bers from  Duluth. 

The  senate  passed  the  general  charter 
bill,  as  amended,  by  a  vote  of  34  to  6. 
The  patrol  limits  section  was  so  amended 
as  to  leave  its  extension  in  the  hands  of 
the  council  upon  a  three-fourths  vote. 

Gf)vernor  Nelson  has  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing Capitol  commission:  H.  W.  Lam- 
berton,  James  McHinch,  Channing  Sea- 
bury,  John  De  Laittre,  C.  H.  Graves  and 
T.  H.  Barrett.  There  are  two  Democrats, 
three  Republicans  and  one  Populist,  and 
one  man  from  each  congressional  dis- 
trict. 

WHOLESALE  EMBEZZLEMENT. 


A  Bank  Cashier  Arrested  for  Stealing  Nearly 
$200,000. 

New  York.  April  11.— The  Tribune's 
San  Francisco  special  says:  James 
Flood,  who  was  forced  to  resign  last 
week  as  cashier  of  the  Donohue  &  Kelly 
bank  because  of  irregularities  in  his  ac- 
counts, was  arrested  last  night,  on  a  war- 
rant charging  him  with  embezzling  $iq4,- 
oco  of  the  bank's  funds. 

When  Flood  was  first  retired,  his 
friends  said  he  could  make  good  his 
shortage  which  was  caused  by  over 
drafts  by  one  of  his  assistants.  Flood 
transferred  his  real  estate  to  the  bank, 
but  "since  then  it  has  been  found  his 
shortage  was  very  heavy. 

He  spent  the  whole  amount  in  a  single 
year.  He  was  twentv-seven  years  with 
the  bank  and  his  employers  had  so  much 
confidence  in  him  that  they  never  had 
experts  examine  his  books. 


Japan    Has    Seized    Islands   Claimed   by  the 
Spaniards. 

Madrid,  April  11.— Much  excitement 
has  been  caused  here  by  a  dispatch  to  \ 
the  effect  that  Japan  has  seized  the 
Pelew  islands,  a  group  in  the  North 
Pacific,  claimed  to  belong  to  Spain,  450 
miles  east  of  the  Phillipine  islands, atthe 
western  extremity  of  the  Caroline  archi- 
pelago. 

It  is  claimed  bv  the  Spaniards  by  right  j 
of  discovery.    The  governor  of  the  Phil-  [ 
lipine   islands  has  sent  a  cable  dispatch  I 
asking  for  reinforcements,  whether  with 
the  object  of  attacking  the  Japanese  or 
not   is  not   stated.    The    Pelew   islands 
have   about    10,000   inhabitants   and  arc 
very  fertile. 

Their  situation  between  the  Phillipine 
islands  and  the  Caroline  islands,  both 
Spanish  colonies,  is  regardea  as  a  sign 
that  Japan  intends  to  encroach  on  the 
Spanish  possessions  in  the  P.icific.  The 
war  mav  lead  to  grave  difficulties  be- 
tween the  two  pover=.

ALMOST  A  LYNCHING. 

A  Negro  Rapist  in  Kansas  Saved  From  a  Hem- 
pen Noose. 

S.\L1NA,  Kan.,  .April  11. — John  Hudson, 
the  negro  arreste<l  for  the  assault  uptui 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Fntst,  was  taken  from  the  jail 
by  a  mob  last  night  and  but  for  the  inter- 
ference (if  citizens  would  have  been 
hanged.

On  the  eventful  nighi:  of  the  perform- 
ance tho  actors,  stimu:at«l  by  the  vl\>- 
plau.se  of  tho  audience  which  was  of 
course  composed  chiefly  of  relatives  and 
near  friend.s,  had  lost  much  of  tho  un- 
easiness attendant  upon  a  first  api>ea»- 
ance.  Already  had  tin  y  begun  to  give 
their  individual  genius  a  fuller  rein. 
Much  "busine.ss"  which  had  not  been 
tried  at  rehearsals  was-  now  attempted 
with  impunitj-.  All  went  well  until  the 
fourth  sceno  of  act  4,  when  Catesby 
rushes  in  to  announce  to  tho  king  the 
capture  of  Buckingham.  Of  course  our 
actors  used  tlu!  interi)oLitod  version  that 
puts  into  Richards  mouth  the  well 
known  exclamation:  "Off  with  his  bead! 
So  much  for  Buckingham:" 

But  there  was  cveu  ;i,  greater  liberty 
taken  with  the  text  than  our  ambitious 
friends  intended.  As  w)on  as  Catesby  ! 
had  delivered  himself  (.f  his  lines,  "My 
liege,  the  Duke  of  Bucki  agliam  is  taken," 
etc.,  he  paused  to  allov,-  the  king  to  make 
tho  tisnal  exclamation.  At  each  of  the  re- 
hearsals the  actor  impenonating  Richard 
had  hardly  given  the  messenger  time  to 
pronounce  his  lines  before  shrieking  out 
his  malediction,  which  1  .e  considered  one 
of  the  situations  of  tl  e  tragedy.  But 
during  tho  i)erforniancc  ho  had  decided 
that  it  would  bo  much  more  natural  and 
impressive  ic  stride  up  and  down  the 
stage  a  uumlx  r  of  tiu;cs,  gnashing  his 
teeth  before  dcliverinj^  tho  lines  in  his 
most  guttural  tones,  which  were  to  pass 
for  deep  and  concentrat  ?d  hatred. 

Unfortunately  for  tin;  result,  he  had 
negh'cted  to  confide  h;i  change  of  idea 
to  his  fellovv'  actor.  Catesby  waited  what 
doubtles.s  seemed  to  him  an  age.  But 
the  only  effect  the  news  of  Bucking- 
ham's capture  seemed  to  have  upon  Rich- 
ard was  to  make  him  take  even  longer 
stritl's  than  before  anl  make  tin  ex- 
tremely unplea.sant  noiso  '''gritting"  his 
teeth.  After  •\ontnring  several  interrog- 
atory coughs,  which  did  not  alter  either 
the  pace  of  the  monarch  or  provoke  any 
reply  wl):itevor,  the  unfortunate  Catesby 
decided  to  f;avo  the  day,  which  seemed 
to  him  ou  the  vorgo  of  being  lost,  by  a 
bold  Etep. 

Disregarding  the  monarch's  frown,  he 
began  ;igain  in  a  clear  voice,  "My  liege, 
the  dn'.:o  of  Buckingham  is  taken,"  and 
concluded  boldly,  "an  v.-c'vo  took  off  '\i 
'eadl"  The  effect  was  electric.  There 
was  no  art.  but  nature,  in  the  burst  of 
anger  with  which  tho  enraged  Richard, 
tearing  off  his  crown  and  armor  and 
hurling  them  at  his  unf  trtunate  but  well 
meaning  support,  scre;>mod  out:  "You 
'avo.  'are  youl  Well,  you've  been  an 
spoilt  tho  whole  blooinin  play."  The 
tragedy  came  to  an  untimelj-  end, — Har- 
per's Magazine.

He  Appeared   Before  the  Legislative   Com- 
mittee at  St.  Paul  Because  Requested 
to  by  City  Attorney  Smith. 


Council  Has  Not  Yet  Provided  For  a  Deputy 

City  Clerk  Because  of  a  Salary 

Difference. 


In  a  recent  interview  jAldeiman  Cox 
stated  that  the  board  of  public  works 
amounted  to  nothing;  that  it  costs  the 
city  about  S5000  annually  and  that  no 
.idequate  returns  for  that  expense  are 
received;  that  all  big  assess- 
ments are  made  by  those 
bireJ  especially  to  do  it  and  that 
all  assessments  made  by  the  board  have 
been  overthrown  in  the  courts,  and  that 
had  not  Mayor  d'Autremont  and  Pres- 
ident Truelsen  gone  to  St.  Paul  and  lob- 
bied night  and  day  to  retain  the  board 
in  the  new  charter,  it  would  have  been 
an  unknown  quantity  to  the  decided  ad- 
vantage of  the  city. 

Mr.  Truelsen  this  morning  said:  "Any 
man  who  makes  such  a  statement  either 

does  it  willfully  or  is  a  d fool.    Some 

of  these  aldermen  can't  or  don't 
want  to  sec         the         import- 

ance of  the  board  of  _  public 
works.  As  for  Alderman  Cox,  if  I  were 
an  old  woman  too,  I  could  and  would 
exph'.in  why  he  don't  like  the  board,  but 
I'm  not.  I  went  before  the  committee 
at  St.  Paul  at  the  request  of  City  Attor- 
ney Smith.  The  value  of  the  board  had 
not  been  fully  presented.  The  commit- 
tee called  upon  me  and  I  stated  that 
such  a  request  placed  me  in  a  delicate 
position  but  that  I  would  express  iny 
views  if  the  members  so  desired.  1  say 
now  what  I  said  then,  the  board  is  a  safe- 
guard and  saves  the  city  much  money. 
That  ^as  the  extent  of  my  'lobbying.' 
If  it  had  been  abolished,  it  would  have 
been  all  right.  The  paltry  sum  I  get 
out  of  it  is  no  object.  I  would  have  been 
perfectly  suited  had  it  been  done  away 
with.  I  hold  that  the  salary  is  too  small, 
anyway.  It  should  be  $25co.  and  $3000 
would  not  be  too  large. 

"As  to  our  assessments  always  being 
overturned  let  us  look  at  them.  The 
assessments  for  the  embankments  and 
culverts  on  West  Superior  street  dov/n 
in  Mr.  Co.x's  neighborhood  were  de- 
clared illegal  because  of  a  mistake  made 
solely  and  wholly  by  the  council.  So 
great  was  the  rush  to  got  the  improve- 
ment that  the  matter  was  not  referred 
to  the  board  of  public  works  for  answers 
as  the  charter  provides.  It  was  shown 
by  the  opponents  to  be  a  material  error. 
As  to  Piedmont  avenue,  all  are  posted 
on  the  points  connected  with  that  matter. 
I  consider  those  statements  of  Cox  as 
falsehoods,"

Some  Difference  of  Opinion   in  the  Council  as 
to  How  He  Shall  be  Paid. 

City  Clerk  Richardson  after  the  close 
of  the  council  meeting  last  evening,  ex- 
pressed reuret  that  action  had  not  been 
taken  on  the  appointment  of  a  deputy 
city  clerk.  Alderman  Cox,  who  is  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  otiices  and  of- 
ficers stated  this  niGrning  that  undoubt- 
edly the  office  of  deputy  clerk  will  be 
established  as  it  is  a  necessity.  When 
the  clerk  is  sick  or  absent  on  business, 
at  present  there  is  no  one  who 
can  legally  perform  certain  clerical 
duties.  ,That  is  a  disadvantage  and  in- 
convenience to  both  the  office  and  those 
who  have  occasion  to  transact  business 
with  it.  The  reason  no  action  was 
taken  last  evening,  was  due  to  the  ina- 
bility of  the  members  of  the  council  to 
agree  yesterday  just  as  to  how  the 
deputy  should  be  paid. 

Mr.  Richardson  asks  for  his  deputy  a 
salary  of  §100  per  month.  A  part  of  the 
aldermen  favor  paying  $50  salary  and 
allowing  the  clerk  to  pay  as  much  more 
out  of  his  fees.  Others  favor  making 
the  sum  S7,,  and  possibly  there  are 
others  who  favor  paying  the  full  salary 
out  of  the  city  funds.  Many,  however, 
hold  the  opinion  that  as  the  office  now 
pays  the  clerk  about  S3200  per  year  and 
the  revenue  for  fees  is  steadily  increas- 
ing, at  least  half  the  deputy's  salary 
should  come  out  of  the  fees  if  a  small 
fixed  salary  by  the  city  is  not  sufficient 
or  satisfactory.  The  matter  will  prob- 
ably be  arranged  by  the  time  of  the  next 
meeting,  and  it  is  als3  likely  that  Mr, 
Richardson's  choice  tor  deputy,  I-rank 
Austin,  will  be  approved  by  the  city 
fathers.

SPALDING  HOUSE  BLK 


Chicago,  April  12 — Last  night's  storm 
wrought  such  havoc  with  the  telegrajih 
wires  that  it  is  almost'  impossible  to  ob- 
tain facts  of  damage  done  in  the  South, 
where  the  destruction  seems  to  have  been 
general  and  widesjiread.  The  slates  of 
Iowa,  Nebraska,  Kansas  and  Mis- 
souri suffered.  The  greatest  damage 
was  done  in  Iowa,  although  the  reports 
from  Nebraska  indicate  that  when  full 
particulars  have  been  received  that  state 
will  lead  in  loss  of  property  and  human 
life. 

Along  the  line  of  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul  railroad  in  Nebraska, 
the  storm  cut  a  v.ide  swath.  The  town  of 
Akron,  in  the  former  state,  was  wrecked, 
and  W'estfield,  a  few  miles  distant,  was 
liadly  demoralized.  Meager  reports  from 
localities  in  the  interior  show  that  the  de- 
vastation was  widespread,  although  its 
full  extent  will  not  be  known  for  several 
days,  owing  to  the  lack  of  telegraphic  fa- 
cilities and  the  washing  out  of  the  oun- 
try  roads,  rendering  communication  ditli- 
cult  and  in  many  cases  impossible. 

Continuing  along  the  railroad  into  Nc- 
brdska,  the  storm  swept  up  farm  build- 
ings, fences  and  bridges  and  rinally 
swooped  down  on  the  town  of  Page 
which  it  wrecked.  At  this  point,  the 
first  loss  of  life  was  reported,  Mrs.  Clara 
Mage  being  the  victim.  Her  two  child- 
ren were  dangerously  injured,  and 
several  other  persons  were  hurt.  The 
storm  traveled  with  great  velocity,  cov- 
ering the  200  miles  between  Akron  and 
Page  in  an  hour  and  a  half. 

Damage  was  done  farther  west,  but 
owing  to  the  complete  prostration  of 
telegraphic  service  it  isiuipossibleto  get 
facts.  The  pour  of  rair^  added  greatly 
to  the  discomfort  of  those  who  were 
rendered  homeless,  and  the  situation  in 
Page  is  described  as  being  distressing. 
The  streets  are  filled  with  debris  of  all 
kinds,  and  the  water  has  made  pro- 
gress in  every  direction  almost  impos- 
sible. 

From  Kansas  the  news  is  still  meager. 
It  is  known  that  the  town  of  Parker  on 
the  Missouri  &  Texas  road  was  struck 
by  a  cyclone  and  the  residence  portion 
of  the  villajre  was  almost  completely  de- 
stroyed. Several  persons  are  reported 
killed  and  a  number  seriously  hurt.  The 
towns  of  Willis  and  Howe,  a  short  dis- 
tance south  of  Hiawatha,  are  also  said  to 
have  been  wiped  out.  Xothingauthentic 
can  be  learned. 

The  storm  swept  over  the  town  of 
Walnut  causing  great  damage  and  then 
swept  off  northward  into  Missouri.  In 
the  latter  state  the  town.s  of  Maywood, 
Page  City  and  Higgmsville  were 
wrecked,  and  along  the  route,  houses 
were  blown  down,  outhouses  and  fences 
destroyed  and  cattle  killed.  At  Page 
City,  William  Walker  and  his  two  child- 
ren were  killed.  At  Stansbury,  a  num- 
ber of  houses  were  destroyed,  and  Wil- 
liam Warren  (colored)  was  killed  and 
his  wife  fatally  injured. 

Kansas  City  was  visited  less  severely, 
but  thousands  ot  windows  were  broken 
by  hail,  and  cellars  on  the  flats  were 
flooded.  The  storm  extended  to  St. 
Louis  also,  and  played  l.avoc  with  steam- 
boats lying  at  the  wharves.  The  steam- 
er D.  H.  Pick,  with  five  men  on  board, 
was  blown  adrift  and  has  not  since  been 
heard  of.  The  boat  City  of  St.  Louis, 
with  several  men  on  board,  is  also  miss- 
ing. Two  wharf  boats  anchored  close 
by  met  a  similar  fate,  but  it  is  believed 
that  no  one  was  aboard  of  them. 

Throughout  the  city,  the  wind  caused 
general  destruction.  A  new  building  on 
North  Broadway  was  completely 
wrecked,  causing  a  loss  of  $50,000,  Sev- 
eral persons  are  reported  seriously  in- 
jured. 

The  storm  seems  to  have  been  general 
throughout  the  South  and  West,  extend- 
ing north  into  the  Dakotas.  In  Illinois, 
cloud  bursts  occurred  at  various  places, 
the  most  destructive  being  at  Centralia, 
where  the  water  rose  to  a  height  of  three 
feet  m  the  streets. 

At  Springfield,  the  street  cars  were 
compelled  to  suspend  operations  and 
other  damage  is  reported.  The  entire 
country  south  of  Springfield  to  East  St. 
Louis  is  flooded.  Whole  sections  of  tel- 
egraph poles  ate  down  and  the  wires  are 
in  a  tangle.

REDUCED  TO  RUINS. 


An  Iowa  Town  Struck  by  a  Cyclone  and  Many 
Buildings  Wrecked. 

Siotx  Cnv,  la.,  April  12.— Northern 
Iowa  was  \isitcd  by  u  fearful  cyclone 
between  3  and  5  o'clock  yesterday  after- 
noon, (ireat  damage  was  done  at  Akron 
in  Plymouth  county.  The  sky  became 
dark  about  3  o'clock  so  that  the  lamps 
had  to  be  lighted.  The  storm  came 
down  very  suddenly  fiom  the  northeast 
and  in  a  few  minutes  iVkron  was  almost 
in  ruins. 

The  storm  covered  a  wide  path.  The 
iron  bridge  across  tht:  Sioux  river  was 
torn  to  pieces,  the  great  iron  trusses 
being  twisted  and  broken.  Houses  were 
unroofed  or  carried  f -om  their  founda- 
tions and  destroyed.  The  great  grain 
elevator  was  torn  to  pieces  and  the  whirl- 
wind carried  its  debri;  across  the  street, 
depositing  it  where  a  lumber  yard  had 
been. 

A  good  part  of  the  lumber  yard  was 
deposited  where  the  elevator  had  been. 
Several  cars  loaded  with  stone,  standing 
on  a  side  track,  were  picked  up  and  car- 
ried several  rods,  Stveral  store  build- 
ings were  partially  wrecked  and  un- 
roofed.   Akron  has  ah'  lut  800  people. 

The  latest  advices  from  Akron  are  that 
the  loss  to  private  pn  perty  in  that  city 
will  be  $50,000.  The  1  iss  in  the  country 
will  probal)ly  far  exceed  that  amount.

Gin'ERXOR  FlSHnACK. 

AH  of  the  Southern  governors  will  be 
here,  with  the  exccptiuu  of  a  few  whose 
legislatures  are  in  session. 

The  convention  will  meet,  as  Governor 
Fishback  states,  "to  call  the  attention  of 
the  vast  tide  of  irivestors  a;id  immigrants 
who  will  foIU>w  in  the  wakeuf  thcO  luni- 
bian  exposition,  lo  tb.e  magniticent  in- 
ducements of  the  .South." 

Governor  McKinney.  in  his  general  in- 
vitation, expresses  the  lu>pc  tiiat  they 
"may  be  able  to  induce  j^ood  citizens  to 
immigrate  South,  bringmg  with  them 
their  families  and  their  fortunes,  and  thus 
help  them  to  develop  their  natural  re- 
sources, and  to  aid  them  in  building  up 
the  waste  places  v.hich  wnr  has  left." 

The  convention  will  be  held  in  the 
famous  old  state  house  which  once  served 
the  Confederacy  for  a  capitol. 

Time  was  when  tlie  South  did  not  in- 
vite immigration,  encourage  manufac- 
turing, nor  have  much  to  say  of  her 
natural  resources,  other  than  cotton  and 
negroes.  In  184S  the  legislature  of 
South  Carolina  refused  to  am.end  a  char- 
ter of  a  cotton  factory  company  at 
Graniteville  to  enable  an  increase  of 
capital  for  enlar-^ing  the  mills.  The 
legislators  said  that  this  enlargement 
would  necessitate  the  importation  into 
the  state  of  Yankee  operatives  whose 
abolition  sentiments  would  contaminate 
the  slaves.  Governor  Mc Kinney's  call 
for  the  governors'  convention  has  a  dif- 
ferent sound. 

The  occasion  will  afford  a  signal  op- 
portunity for  exploiting  the  inducement 
of  climate,  soil,  mineral  wealth,  and 
facilities  for  profitibls  manufacturing 
which  the  South  holds  cut  to  immigra- 
tion and  capital.  A  story  of  marked  de- 
velopment of  industries  and  public 
schools  within  two  decades  in  several  of 
them  can  be  told.  What  methods  will 
be  adopted  by  the  convention  to  attract 
the  attention  of  the  outside  world  re- 
mains to  be  seen  in  the  report  of  Us  pro- 


President  Cleveland  Doclined  to  Antedate  a 
Lieutenant's  Commission. 

IiAi.TiMOKi:.  .April  i:;.- The  Washing- 
ton correspondent  of  the  Sun  telegraphs 
his  paper  as  follows:  President  Cleve- 
land, in  dealing  with  armv  appoint- 
ments, will  have  in  mind  the  greatest 
good  for  the  jjreatest  number. 

An  illustration  of  his  policy  was 
brou>;ht  to  liiiht  in  his  recent  dealing 
with  the  case  ot  a  young  lieutenant,  who 
applied  to  have  his  commission  ante- 
dated so  that  he  might  be  placed  on  the 
same  footing  with  members  of  his  class 
who  ranked  him  many  numbers  on  the 
line,  by  the  reason  of  the  youne^  olficcr 
having  failed  to  graduate  until  two 
months  after  his  classmntes  were  ap- 
pointed second  lieutenants. 

The  case  was  thai  of  a  cadet  in  the  class 
of  ''i;l"  who,  being  prolicient  in  all  his 
studies  except  Spanish,  failed  to  make 
the  required  percentage  in  the  branch, 
but  upon  the  recommendations  of  the 
board  of  visitors  and  the  academic  board 
he  was  given  two  months  to  make  up 
the  prohciency. 

At  the  end  of  this  time  he  passed  his 
examinations  successfully  and  was  com- 
missioned, but  as  there  were  an  unusual 
number  of  v.icancics  in  all  branches  of 
the  service  that  year,  a  number  of  ap- 
pointments were  made  from  the  ranks 
and  civil  life  between  the  date  of  the 
commission  of  the  rest  of  his  class  and 
his  own,  which  placed  him  at  the  disad- 
vantage of  beinjf  placed  at  the  foot  of 
the  list  01  about  thirty  others. 

A  bill  was  passed  by  contjress  author- 
izing the  president  to  antedate  his  com- 
missi m,  but  when  the  young  officer's 
congressman  called  upon  the  president 
the  other  day  in  behalf  of  his  appointee 
to  that  academy,  the  president  positively 
declined  to  accede  to  his  reciuest.  "I 
would  like  to  oblige  you,"  he  is  stated  to 
have  said  to  the  congressman,  "but  1 
appreciate  that  over  thirty  other  young 
officers  would  suffer  by  ray  act  in  pro- 
motion, and  for  this  reason  I  cannot 
make  the  nomination."

The  day  and  hour  of  departure  from 
Washington  and  Chicaijo  have  not  l)een 
delinitely  determined,  but  in  order  to  suit 
Mr.  Cleveiaiid's  wishes,  it  is  probable  the 
train  will  leave  Washington  on  April  30 
and  start  on  its  homeward  trip  from  Chi- 
cago the  evening  of  May  i. 

The  train  was  tentlered  by  tlie  World's 
fair  commissioners.  It  will  be  elegantly 
tilted  up  for  the  distinguishetl  party.  All 
the  members  of  the  cabi  net  have  expressed 
a  desire  to  acccmtpany  tlie  president  and 
they  will  probably  carry  out  their  inten- 
tion. 

Mrs.  Cleveland  will  not,  as  stated,  at- 
tend the  openi>!g  ceremonies,  but  will 
press  a  button  at  the  White  House  that 
will  turn  molten  metal  at  Chicaij;o  into 
the  moukl  of  a  memorial  bell  to  be  used 
by  the  society  of  Daughters  of  American 
revolution.  It  is  expected,  however,  thai 
several  of  the  cabinet  ladies  will  accom- 
pany the  presidential  party  to  Chicago. 


THE  BERING  SEA  PATROL. 


The  American   Fleet  for  the  Alaskan  Waters 
This  Summer. 

Washington,  April  12.— Secretary 
Herbert  has  decided  upon  the  detail  of 
the  Bering  sea  patrol  this  season.  The 
fleet  that  will  look  after  American  inter- 
ests in  Alaskan  v/aters  this  summer  will 
consist  of  seven  vessels,  the  same  num- 
ber as  last  season  and  they  will  leave 
San  Francisco  soon  after  May  15. 

The  flag  ship  of  the  S(|uadron  v/ill  be 
the  Mohican.'Admiral  Skeerctt's  flagshiu 
at  Honolulu,  which  will  be  brought  home 
in  a  few  weeks  and  fitted  out  for  her 
cruise.  The  Petrel  on  the  Asiatic  seas 
is  ordered  to  proceed  direct  to  Alaska, 
and  the  Adams  at  .San  Franciyco  will  bt 
sent  to  relieve  the  Mohican,  Admiral 
Skecrett  then  transferring  his  flag  to 
either  her  or  the  Boston. 

The  fieet  will  thus  consist  of  the  Mohi- 
can,Petrel, pipbzbly  the  Alliance  or  Alert, 
the  fish  commission  steamer  Albatross 
and  the  revenue  cutters  Rush,  Bear  and 
Corwin.  The  three  latter  vessels  will  be 
commanded  respectively  by  Captains 
Hooper.  Heaiy  and  Mungcr.  They  are 
ready  for  service  and  can  sail  on  a 
week's  notice.  The  senior  oiiiocrs  in 
command  of  the  naval  ships  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  fleet.

Will   Register  Nichols  and  Receiver  Frazer 

Be  Permitted  to  Serve  Out  Their 

Full  Terms? 


Maj.  Baldwin  Insists  That  His  Rt^commonda- 
tions  For  Their  Successors  Be  Fol- 
lowed By  the  Department. 


Secretary    Hoke  Smith   Has  Directed  That 

the  Pine  Land  Frauds  Be  Inquired 

Into  Soon. 


Wa.shington,  April  13.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Rumors  are  being  contin- 
ually circulated  in  Washingtt)n  that  a 
movement  is  on  foot  to  secure  the  re- 
iimval  »)f  Munroe  Nichols  and  S.  L. 
Frazer,  register  anil  receiver  respec- 
tively oi  the  Duluth  land  ollfice,  before 
their  terms  have  expired.  Hy  some  it  is 
claimed  that  it  will  hardly  be  necessary 
for  the  Democrats  to  file  any  charges 
ai^ainst  Nichols,  at  any  rate,  for  the  men 
wlio  know  sonic  01  the  charges  already 
made  against  him  by  the  Republicans, 
believe  that  when  investigated  by  .Secre- 
tary Hoke  .Suiiih,  Nichols'  removal  is 
sure  to  follow. 

Representative  Pialdwin  does  not  ap- 
pear to  be  making  any  determined  cifort 
to  secure  a  chanj^e  in  the  Duluth  land 
office,  thouyh  if  lie  were  he  would  prob- 
ably be  very  careful  to  prevent  any  ink- 
ling of  it  leaking  out  through  newspaper 
channels.  Maj.  Baldwin  talks  plainly, 
however,  when  asked  about  the  probable 
selection  for  retjister  and  receiver  at 
both  the  Duluth  and  St.  Cloud  offices. 
He  insists  that  the  recommendations  he 
has  made  for  register  and  receiver  at 
Duluth  should  be  lollowcd  by  the  de- 
partment, because  these  recommenda- 
tions are  from  straight  Democratic 
sources,  while  the  indorsements  of  the 
other  candidates  arc  from  Democrats 
outside  the  Sixth  district,  and  from  Pop- 
ulists as  well  as  Republicans. 

In  referince  to  the  St.  Cloud  olTice, 
Maj.  Baldwin  will  demand  that  the  peo- 
ple there  settle  their  fight  at  home  and 
not  shoulder  it  upon  him  at  this  end  of 
the  line.  By  this,  he  means  that  some 
agreement  should  be  reached  between 
the  Democrats  of  tliat  section  as  to  who 
should  have  the  regisccrship  and  re- 
ceiver-hip of  that  office.  Maj.  lialdwin's 
mail  continues  to  increase  every  day  and 
the  greater  part  of  his  correspondents 
arc,  of  course,  men  who  desire  some  ' 
kind  of  an  orfice  within  the  confines  of 
the  major's  district. 

He  unintentionally  put  himself  to  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  by  ^ivi^g  out  to  a 
newspaper  man  a  few  days  ago  a  list  of 
recommendations  he  had  made  for  post- 
offices  and  other  appointive  offices  in  his 
district.  As  soon  as  they  were  published 
in  Minnesota,  his  constituents,  who  be- 
fore had  probably  never  thought  of  ap- 
plyinfj  for  an  office,  began  lo  write  let- 
ters to  him  asking  for  his  assistance  to 
get  them  some  sort  of  a  poiition.  A 
week  later  Maj.  Baldwin's  mail  was  in- 
creased by  an  average  of  one  hundred 
letters  daily. 

The  major  is  now  of  the  opinion  that 
hereafter  hevvill  be  very  guarded  in  giv- 
ing out  information  of  this  kind  that  is 
apt  to  jjet  into  print.  It  simply  doubled 
his  labors.  The  postoffice  department 
has  not  begun  to  till  many  fourth  class 
offices  in  the  Sixth  district,  but  within  a 
few  days  it  is  probable  that  Mr.  Max- 
well's ax  will  begin  to  swing  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  country  and  it  will  take  him 
but  a  short  time,  it  is  believed,  to  oust 
the  present  Republican  incumbents  and 
put  Democrats  in  their  places. 

Thomas  J.  Monahan  has  filed  his  ap- 
plication, accompanied  by  strong  en- 
dorsements, for  the  position  of  collector 
of  customs  at  Duluth. 

In  the  timber  dc[)redation  cases  called 
to  his  attention  by  Maj.  Baldwin,  Secre- 
tary Hoke  .Smith  yesterday  announced 
that  the  whole  matter  had  been  referred 
to  the  C(»mmissioner  of  the  tjeneral  land 
office  for  investigation.  There  is  a  gen- 
eral opinion  that  Judge  Lamoreaux,  who 
is  known  as  Senator  Vilas'  man,  will  not 
be  very  severe  on  the  men  who  stole  tim- 
ber from  either  the  Indians  or  the  gov- 
ernment, and,  in  onier  to  slunv  that  the 
interior  means  business.

A  CHEMICAL  PULP  MILL. 


A  Sulphite  Fibe,-  Plant  to  be  Located  at  Ni- 
gara  Fails. 

Niivv  York,  April  12.— The  Sun's  spe- 
cial from  Niagara  Falls  says;  The  Ni- 
agara Falls  Paper  company,  in  which 
Lewis  A.  Hall,  of  New  York,  and  other 
capitalists  are  interested  has  decided  to 
add  a  complete  sulphite  fiber  plant  to  its 
i)ig  pulp  and  paper  mills. 

The  capacity  of  this  new  plant  will  be 
twenty  tons  of  chemical  pulp  a  day  and 
its  co'jt  between  8175,000  and  9200,000. 
It  will  require  six  or  seven  brick  build- 
ings to  provide  for  the  machinery  and 
process  necessary  to  turn  wood  into 
pulp  by  chemical  means. 

The  mill,  it  is  calculated,  will  use  up 
12,000  cords  of  wood  a  year,  and  will  be 
one  of  the  larfjest  individual  chemical 
pulp  mills  in  the  country.

ANAltCHISTS  ON  TRIAL 
Charged  With  Causing  the  Cafe   Very   Explo- 
sion in  Paris. 

Paris,  April  12.  The  trial  of  Pierre 
Jean  Francois  and  two  other  anarchists 
named  Bricon  and  Delange  on  the 
charge  ot  havint^  been  concerned  in  the 
explosion  in  the  Cafe  Very  Paris, 
on   May    25    last,    began    yesterday. 

The  anarch  lit  Kavachol  had  been  ar- 
rested in  the  cafe,  having  been  pointed 
out  to  officers  of  the  law  by  M.  \'ery,  the 
keeper  of  the  restaurant,  and  the  anar- 
chists had  sworn  to  avenge  what  they 
considered  li  e  betrayal  of  their  chief. 
On  May  25  a  bomb  was  exploded  in  the 
place,  causing  j>reat  dama^je  to  ihe  res- 
taurant and  horribly  wounding  Very, 
who  subscijuiMUlv  died. 

The  French  authorities  traced  the 
crime,  as  allcfjed,  to  Francoisand  others. 
Francois  was  arrested  in  October  last  in 
London  on  tbe  charge  of  having  baei.  a 
party  to  the  c^ntrage.  He  resisted  extra- 
dition, but  \\a3fin.ally  delivered  up  to 
the  French  aatborities. 

THEY  KILLED^THEIR  FATHER.

PiTTSHUKG,  Pu.,  April  12,— Thomas 
Morgan  ami  his  three  sisters  Jennie,  Re- 
becca ami  Caroliue  entered  the  Western 
penitentiary  yesterday.  They  are  to 
serve  K)ng  sentences  for  the  murder  of 
their  father,  John  Morgan,  near  Waynes- 
burg,  Grcon  county,  hist  August. 

John  Morgan  w;is  a  prosperous  farmer 
worth  about  ;>4o,ooo.  Th-*  four  children, 
rantciii';  from  17  years  to  28  years,  lived 
with  their  fat  ler  and  were  j)opular  in  the 
neigliborluHK  .  John  .Morgan  installed  a 
strange  woman  as  housekeeper  who  was 
objectionable  to  the  ciiildren. 

The  okl  .i,^cntlenian  was  deaf  to  their 
entreaties,  and  ireijuent  quarrels  oc- 
curred, finally  tusulting  in  a  terrible 
traj^edy.  The  father  was  driven  from  his 
house  lo  an  outbuilding  and  shot  by  his 
son  Thomas.  During  the  fight,  Thomas 
unintentionally  shot  his  sister  Caroline  in 
the  breast,  fr:)in  which  effects  she  has 
now  barely  recuvere<l.  The  sentences 
imposed  b\  the  court  are:  Thomas, 
twelve  years;  Rebecca,  ten  years;  Caro- 
line ten  years,  and  Jennie,  three  years.

The  severe  storm  of  last  night  did  ccn- 
siderable  damage  at  the  city  hall,  blow- 
'uiii  off  the  metal  covering  from  the  top  of 
the  riues  and  causing  a  leakage  in  a  num- 
ber of  the  riHjms  of  the  third  story.  As  a 
monument  of  poor  construction  this  build- 
ing probably  has  iiv)  ciiUU'i  or  superior  in 
the  history  of  architecture  in  West  l)u- 
Inth.  If  there  is  a  corner,  or  projection, 
or  angle  that  is  either  plumb  or  stpiare  it 
has  escaped  the  eye  of  most  critical  ob- 
servers. To  disc«.>vcr  what  |)t»rtion  of 
the  structure  is  worthy  of  the  most  con- 
demnation is  the  only  problem  that  has 
interested  the  mind  oi  the  occupants  of 
the  building  for  S(.>uie  time. 

When  the  water  began  leaking  down 
from  the  roof  into  tlie  recorder's  ortice, 
up«>n  the  carpet,  this  mi>rning  it  was  the 
unanimous  decision  that  the  rot>f  was  the 
most  Poorly  constructed  portion  of  the  edi- 
fice. When  during  the  month  of  Kebruary 
last  it  took  twenty-eight  tons  of  coal  to 
keep  the  temperature  at  a  degree  suffi- 
cient to  live  in  the  buildmg  it  was 
thought  that  the  heating  apparatus  was 
the  n-.ost  at  fault.  There  can  scarcely 
be  found  words  in  the  language  to  de- 
scribe the  ventilation.  The  hre  horses 
are  stalled  in  the  main  part  ot  the  first 
floor  and  the  atmosphere  of  the  whole 
buildmg  from  top  to  bottom  is  continu- 
ally permeated  with  a  horrible  stench 
which  in  itself  is  enough  to  drive  the 
occupants  from  the  building.

EXCITEMENT  RUNNING  HIGH. 


The  Attempted  Lynching  at  Salina.  Kas.. 
Agitates  That  Place. 

Salina,  Kas.,  April  u.— The  excite- 
ment over  the  attempted  lynching  of 
John  Hudson,  and  the  consequent  fight 
in  Salina  continued  all  day  yesterday. 
The  prisoner  has  been  returned  to  jail. 
It  was  intended  to  give  Hudson  a  trial 
yesterday,  but  the  officers  concluded  to 
postpone  it  until  today. 

The  defeated  lynching  party  has  de- 
cb.red  its  intention  of  coming  back  with 
increased  force  and  lynching  Hudson. 
Great  precautions  have  been  taken  to 
preserve  order  and  resist  mob  law. 
Mayor  Crakens  has  issued  a  proclama- 
tion in  whiA  he  declares  that  unlawful 
and  riotdus  assemblages  will  not  be  per- 
mitted. 

Special  p(Hic«  have  been  added  to  the 


usual  force  to  assist  in  giving  and  en- 
forcing the  mayor's  proclamation.  The 
sheriff  has  ordered  out  Company  "B," 
stationed  at  Birly,  to  protect  the 
prisoner. 

TO  PROTECT  AMERICANS. 


Secretary  Gresham  Will  Pursue  a  Slong  For- 
eign Policy. 
Baitimokk.  April  12.— The  Sun's 
Washington  correspondent  telegraphs  as 
follows:  Secretiry  Gresham  has  been 
confronted  with  another  problem.  Word 

has  been  received  at  the  department  of 
state  of  the  mal-treatment  of  American 
citizens  in  Correbay  by  the  iKitives. 

Secretary  Gresham  has  again  pro- 
claimed the  foreign  policy  of  department 
under  him  by  requesting  that  a  warship 
be  sent  to  the  scene  of  disturbance  to 
look  into  the  matter  and  prevent  any 
further  outrages  upon  American  citizens. 

In  accordance  with  the  reiiuest  of  the 
secretary,  Secretarv  Herbert  cabled  Ad- 
miral Harmony  at  Yokohama  to  dispatch 
a  vessel  under  his  command  to  Correbay 
a.nd  stand  by  to  protect  American  peo- 
ple and  ass-jrt  American  rights  if  the  oc- 
casion demands  that  a  stand    be    taken. 

It  will  be  discretionary  with  the  .id- 
miral  in  sending  a  ship,  but  he  will  un- 
doubtedly do  sc. 


A  WELSH  miHE  HORROR. 


Three  Hi;ndred  Men   Entombed   in  a   Mine 
Which  is  Burning  and  All  Prob- 
ably Perished. 

LoKDON,  April  12.— A  spark  from  an 
engine  ignited  the  gas  in  the  coal  pit 
near  Pont-V-Pridd,  Wales,  and  caused 
the  gas  to  explode.  A  large  number  of 
miners  were  at  work  at  the  tinae  and  the 
explosion  caused  terrible  havoc.  The 
exact  number  of  lives  lost  is  not  known, 
but  it  is  reported  that  many  were  killed 
and  others  were  more  or  less  seriously 
injured. 

Later  accounts  show  the  situation  to 
be  more  appalinj:  than  at  first  supposed. 
Three  hundred  miners  are  entombed  in 
the  mine.  The  engine  hou^e  is  in 
tlames  and  there  is  great  fear  that  hun- 
dreds may  have  perished. 

The  rescuers  who  went  down  were 
driven  back  without  being  able  to  bring 
up  more  than  five  of  the  dead,  and  the 
fate  ot  the  other  miners  is  in  doubt.  The 
most  agonizing  scenes  are  witnessed  and 
throngs  of  men,  women  and  children, 
relatives  of  those  below,  are  crowded 
about  the  mouth  of  the  mine. 

The  pit  is  worked  in  sections,  one 
seam  oeing  above  another.  The  fire  re- 
sulting from  the  explosion  broke  out  in 
the  eastern  portion.  From  this  section 
seventy  men  succeeded  in  reaching  the 
surface  through  the  main  dip  working, 
led  by  a  miner  who  knew  the  roads. 

They  had  a  terrible  struggle  to  get  out, 
forcing  their  way  through  fire  and  smoke. 
Many  of  them  were  scorched  and  all 
were  terribly  exhausted  when  they  em- 
erged to  safety.  They  brought  no  good 
news  as  to  those  who  v/ere  left  behind, 
but  on  the  contrary,  expressed  their 
dread  that  all  those  in  the  mine  had  per- 
ished. 

The  sparks  from  an  engine  in  a  four- 
foot  seam  are  supposed  to  have  ignited 
a  pile  of  cotton  waste.  The  tlames 
spread  to  the  woodwork  and  finally  ig- 
nited the  gas  in  the  seam.  Flames  and 
smoke  gave  to  the  200  men  at  work  in 
the  seam  the  first  warning  of  apj.roa Th- 
ing danger.  All  ran  toward  the  landing. 
Many  were  overtaken  by  the  fire  ar.d 
smoke,  fell  and  were  left  to  their  fate  by 
their  comrades  in  advance  of  them. 
Comparatively  few  of  the  men  in  the 
seam  at  the  time  of  the  explosion 
reached  the  landing. 

The  latest  news  from  Pont-Y-Pridd  is 
to  the  effect  that  the  fire  in  the  mine  was 
virtually  quenched  at  about  i  o'clock 
this  morning.  The  fumes  of  gas  v/ere, 
however,  still  so  noxious  as  to  drive  out 
those  who  undertook  to  explore  the  mine 
in  search  of  the  dead  and  for  the  rescue 
of  those  who  might  be  living.  Many  o' 
the  explorers  are  suffering  severely  from 
the  effects  of  smoke  and  deadly  gases 
which  they  encountered.  Further  search 
will  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  fulle.x- 
tent  of  the  calamity. 

Stiil  Alive.  But  Dying. 
Cir\- OF  Mexico,  April  12,— The  re- 
port that  ex-President  Gonzales  gov- 
ernor of  Guanajualo,  was  dead,  proves 
to  have  been  unfounded.  A  dispatch 
from  Guanajuato  this  morning  says  that 
Gen.  Gonzales  was  believed  to  be  dying 
Monday,  but  early  yesterday  he  rallied. 
He  is  still  alive,  but  his  condition  is 
hopeless  and  his  death  is  hourly  ex- 
pected. 


The  Hull  Strike. 
London,  April  12.— Wiiat  little  change 
there  is  today  in  tlie  strike  situation  at 
Hull  is  in  favor  of  the  masters.  The 
shipping  federation,  which  is  an  organiza- 
tion of  ship  fnrners,  claims  that  it  con- 
trols more  than  twice  the  number  of  non- 
union dock  laborers  necessary  for  the 
handling  of  cargoes. 


A  Destructive  Firs. 
St.  Marws,  O.,  April  ;i2.— A  fire 
broke  out  last  night  in  the  saloon  of  G. 
.Schweiselms  and  destroyed  property  to 
the  amount  o'  §200,000.  The  following 
merchants  lose  their  entire  stock:  Mc- 
Kee  &  Marvelus,  hardware;  W'm.  Hor- 
met,  furniture:  J.  E.  Hesscr,  boots  and 
shoes;  Chas.  Schweiselms,  saloon;  John 
Stewart,  saloon;  I).  Egar.  photographer. 
Chas.  L.  Hauser,  Fmnk  Koop  and  two 
other  men  were  injured  by  the  explosion 
of  several  barrels  of  whisky.

"Your  UncloLoren"  In  a  Red  Hot 

Speech. 


Other  Senators  Assist  Him  In  Roasting  the 

Minneapolis  Congressman  In  the 

Most  Artistic  Style. 


The  Cause  Was  a  Statement  By  Fletcher  In 

Which  He  Attacked  the  Pine  Land 

Inquiry. 


St.  Paul,  April  12.-  [Speci^il  to'  The 
Herald.]  Senator  Donnelly  called  the 
attention  of  the  senate  this  morning  lo 
an  interview  with  Loren  Fletcher  upon 
the  pine  land  steal  investigation  in  this 
morning's  Minneapolis  Tribune,  in  which 
he  called  the  investigating  committer  a 
hot-headed  gang  of  reformers.  Senator 
Donnelly  roasted  Fletcher  to  a  dark 
brown,  claiming  that  Ic  had  won  his 
wealth  by  practising  similar  arts  of  ras- 
cality and  he  (Mr.  Donnelly)  proposed 
to  send  "Vour  Uncle"  Lorcn  to  congress 
with  the  brand  of  infamy  upon  his  brow. 

Senators  Keller,  Leav.tt  and  Smith 
also  proceeded  to  uo  up  "Uncle  Ljren  ". 

Mr.  Smith  introduced  a  new  bill, 
which  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules,  it  nmemled  the  law  relating  to 
adulteration  of  lard. 

The  senate  decided  not  to  take  action 
upon  Fletcher  until  he  had  been  given 
an  opportunity  to  take  back  what  he  had 
said.  The  senate  took  up  the  lunacy 
.commission  bill  and  a  long  debate  lol- 
!o^ved. 

The  house  had  another  wrestle  this 
morning  with  the  boodle  investigating 
(.ommittee  and  decided  to  instruct  them 
to  confine  the  investig.ition  to  the  .Mark- 
ham  charges  alone.  The  six  new  mem- 
bers added  to  the  committee  yesterday 
were  discharged.  , 

The  house  went  into  committee  of  the 
whole,  with  Mr.  Cotton  in  the  chair,  to 
consider  the  omnibus  appropriation  bill. 

On  the  general  appropriation  bili  in 
the  house  this  morning  Mr.  Boggs  got 
through  an  amendment  giving  j>ioco 
each  to  Cook  and  Lake  counties. 

Tl;e  seiule  ycstervlay  afternuim  adopt- 
ed a  joint  resolution  proviiling  for  a  leg- 
islative Commission  to  continue  the  pine 
fraud  investigation  and  report  to  the 
next  legislature.  The  present  scr.atc 
committee  was  rcapiioiiilcd  exccj)!  that 
Senator  Eaton  was  substituted  for  John 
Day  Smith.  An  amendment  was  adopted 
giving  the  governor  a  contingent  fund  of 
..■^10,000  to  appoint  agents  to  gather  testi- 
mony. The  second  measure  suspends 
the  sale  of  all  pine  lands  in  the  state 
from  May  i,  1893,  to  May  i,  1895.  The 
ihiid  is  senator  Leavitt's,  autr.orizing  the 
governor  to  make  assessments  up<.n  hinds 
in  the  state  wiiich  are  not-  priiperly  as- 
sessed by  local  assessors  or  which  are 
left  off  the  tax  rolls  This  is  in  line  with 
the  report  tif  Keller's  committee. 

The  bill  amending  the  capitol  bill,  al- 
lowing the  selection  of  a  site  within  three- 
fi-urths  of  a  mile  of  the  present  one,  and 
providiiig  that  no  contracts  be  let  for  the 
building  until  it  is  asccrtaiiied  that  the 
total  cost  of  the  cajiitol  will  not  be  over 
52,020,000,  passed  the    senate  ycsterilay. 

THE  LEATHER  TRUST. 


A  Gigantic  Combine  to  Limit  the  Outputj  of 
Tanneries. 

New  York,  April  12.— The  prelimin- 
ary arrangements  in  the  formation  of  a 
gigantic  trust  composed  of  all  the  prin- 
cipal sole  leather  tanners,  wholesale 
dealers,  and  importers  of  hides  in  this 
country  have  been  compicted  and  the 
new  concern,  it  is  believed,  will  be^in 
business  May  19.  The  manager  although 
not  named,  will  probably  ht  C.  Proc- 
tor, of  Boston. 

The  cstensible  object  of  the  trust  is  to 
limit  the  output  of  tanneries  .and  to  pre- 
vent overproduction,  which,  importers 
say,  has  increased  the  price  of  raw 
material.  It  is  understood  that  the 
officers  will  be  elected  this  week  and 
that  the  trust  will  be  capitalized  at  $75,- 
000,000. 


MAKING  HUBBY  DANCE. 


Filrs.  Todd,  of  St.  Paul.  Making  it  Warm  for 
Her  Recreant  Husband. 

Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.,  April  12.— Mrs. 
Wm.  R.  Todd,  of  St.  Paul,  is  here  to 
make  music  for  her  husband,  who  left 
St.  Paul  last  June  and  has  since  been 
living  at  the  Horton  house  at  Canton, 
this  state,  with  Mrs.  Margaret  E.  Ken- 
nison,  a  divorced  woman,  and  a  former 
school  teacher  in  South  St.  Paul. 

It  is  reported  here  that  Todd  has  se- 
cured a  divorce  from  his  v/ifc  and  Mrs. 
Todd  is  using  the  wires  to  corroborate 
this  report.  If  it  is  true  she  will  en- 
deavor to  have  the  decree  set  aside.  She 
yesterday  endeavored  to  have  her  hus- 
band arrested  in  Lincoln  county  for 
adultery,  but  the  state's  attorney  refused 
to  swear  out  the  warrant. 

NEW  RAILWAY  UNION. 


Anoihe/  Combination  of  Railway  Employes 
Made  at  Chicago. 

Chicago,  April  12. — The  American 
railway  union  was  permanently  organ- 
ized yesterday.  This  is  the  new  combin- 
ation of  railway  employes,  of  which  a 
temporary  organization  was  e.^fected  two 
months  ago. 

The  union  will  be  formed  of  all  classes 
of  railway  employes,  working  on  trains, 
in  shops,  in  offices,  anywhere.  There 
will  be  a  central  body,  composed  of  one 
delegate  from  each  of  those  branches, 
and  then  there  will  be  a  president,  secre- 
tary and  treasurer.  There  will  be  no 
benevolent  feature. 

It  is  for  mutual  protection  and  promo- 
tion of  the  interests  of  railroad  men. 
Those  at  yesterday's  session  are  widely 
known  as  grand  officers,  ex-grand  offi- 
cers, or  un-official  leaders  among  rail- 
way employes. 

Another  Ohio  Man. 
Washington,  April  12.— The  infor- 
mation is  given  on  good  authority  that 
J.  (2-  Smith,  of  Oh.o,  has  been  selected 
by  Mr.  Cleveland,  to  be  commissioner  of 
internal  revenue.  Mr.  Smith  was  en- 
dorsed by  Senator  Brice  and  Represen- 
tatives Johnson  and  Carter,  He  is  a 
radical  tariff  reformer. 


A  DESPERATE  STRUGGLE. 

The  Attempt  lo  Assassinate  the  Prime  Minister 
of  Hunflaryr. 

\'ii:n.\a,  April  12.— Lnnlliciing  reports 
have  been  circulated  rei^arding  the  at- 
tempt to  assassinate  Cardinal  Vassezay, 
■jjrinie  minister  of  Huni;aiy.  From  the 
best  informed  sources  it  is  learned  tliat 
the  attack  was  made  u|ion  the  cardinal 
in  his  palace  ill  I'esth,  and  that  his  as- 
sailant was  nanieil  Cliolics,  wliohad  been 
eiiipioyed  in  the  palace  is  a  cellar  man, 
but  who  bad  been  dischan^^ed. 

It  api)Cars  he  was  des  loiis  of  being  re- 
inslalcd  in  his  position,  and  to  gain  this 
end  prepared  a  petition,  which  he  pre- 
sented tu  the  caitlinal  in  his  otficc  in  the 
palace.  The  cardinal  read  the  petition 
and  then,  being  ignorani  (,f  tlie  merits  of 
case,  informed  Cliolics  that  he  must  con- 
sult with  his  household  oiVicials  before  he 
could  give  a  decided  answer  to  the  re- 
(piest. 

Cholics  had  evidently  counted  upon 
the  cardinal  deciding  the  matter  off- 
hand, and  when  his  eminence  uidicated 
that  he  would  have  to  look  into  the  case, 
Cholics  became  insanely  ciira>;cd.  li<: 
drew  ,'^.  carving  knife  that  he  had  con- 
cealed about  his  person  and  made  a 
desperate  luiu^c  at  the  cardinal,  who  had 
been  sitting  at  his  desk,  but  who  had 
arisen  during  his  conversation  with 
Cholics. 

Quick  as  the  would-b'i  assassin  was  in 
his  movements,  the  cardinal  was  quicker 
and  he  evaded  the  blew  ;iimed  at  him  by 
sprinj^ing  arou'id  the  corner  of  a  desk. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Kohl,  the  cardinal's  secre- 
tary, v/as  sitting  at  the  desk,  and  the 
moment  he  realized  that  an  attack  had 
been  made  upon  his  eminence,  he  sprang 
to  his  fiiet  and  rushed  b'.;twccn  the  men, 
just  as  Cholics  started  toward  the  car- 
dinal to  again  attempt  to  stab  him. 

Cliohcs  was  absoluteh'blinii  Willi  rage, 
and  he  thrust  right  and  left  wjth  liis 
keen-edged  weapon,  v  ith  no  idea  of 
where  he  was  striking.  Dr.  Kohl,  intent 
upon  saving  the  lite  of  trn;  cardinal,  he- 
roicallv  graspc^d  Cholics  and  held  fast  to 
him.  Ouite  a  struggle  uisued,  and  the 
hroad-oiaded  knife  strm  k  him.  irtlictniL'^ 
five  severe  wounds  on  tbc  shoulders  and 
in  the  breast. 

iJie  noise  of  thestrn;glc  was  hcprd 
by  Chaplain  Vargabuda  who  wa:;  in  t^c 
ante  room  awaiting  an  audience  with  the 
cardinal.  He  called  for  help  and  was 
responded  to  by  a  number  of  palace  ser- 
vants. Together  they  rushed  into  the 
room  where  Dr.  Kohl,di;-i)ite  hiswounds, 
was  still  holuiny  to  Cholics  and  prevcnt- 
in;."^  him  from  reaching  I  le  cardinal. 

The  would  be  assassin  was  grasped  by 
the  servants.  He  stru;(.i;lcd  desperately, 
but  was  quickly  overpovcred.  Kicking 
and  biting,  and  shrickin;^  that  he  wanted 
to  kill  the  cardinal,  he  .vas  taken  cut  of 
the  palace  and  deiivcrcd  to  the  police. 
Even  after  he  was  locked  up.  he  acted 
in  a  violent  manner  £.nd  declared  that  he 
desired  to  taka  the  cardinal's  life.

A  Gross  Injustice. 
The  lower  branch  of  the  legislature  ap- 
pears to  have  been  turned  into  a  veritable 
"bear  garden"  when  the  reapportion- 
ment bill  was  killed.  It  must  be  con- 
fessed that  there  was  giKxi  reason  for 
fair-minded  men  growing  indignant  and 
expressing  their  sentiments  in  vigorous 
language  when  such  a  gross  act  of  in- 
justice was  performed.  The  ilefeat  of 
this  measure  was  an  outrage  on  the  north- 
ern portion  t)f  the  state,  that  is  now  de- 
nied the  representation  to  which  it  is 
justly  entitieil,  by  reason  of  its  increased 
population. 

While  the  southern  portion  of  the  state 
is  gaining  in  population  very  slowly, 
some  Counties  remaining  stationary,  the 
ni  rihern  portion  is  witnessing  the  great- 
est development  in  its  history.  During 
the  p:ist  two  years  the  vote  of  the  Duluth 
district  increased  58  per  cent.  At  pre- 
sent this  district  has  the  same  representa- 
tion in  the  legislature  that  is  enjoyed  by 
southern  districts  with  half  its  voting 
strength.  Before  another  apportioimient 
can  now  be  made,  the  Duluth  district's 
vote  will  have  again  doubled,  and  the!i 
four  votes  here  will  only  be  equal  to  one 
vi>te  in  the  counties  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  state. 

That  such  great  inequality  and  gross 
injustice  should  be  perpetuated  is  a  cry- 
ing .shame.  It  is  a  disgrace  to  the  nar- 
row-minded, sectional  men  who  voted 
against  the  bill.  It  shows  that  they  have 
no  sense  of  justice  in  their  composition, 
but  are  merely  political  schemers,  caring 
naught  for  light  and  justice  but  anxious 
only  to  retai.".  the  unfair  advantage  that 
they  now  hold  in  the  legislature.  The 
day  of  reckoning  must  come,  hov.-ever. 
Justice  cannot  be  forever  denied  to 
Northern  Minnesota,  and  these  narrow- 
minded  politicians  will  be  visited  with 
the  retribution  which  is  their  due. 

It  is  only  a  cjuestion  of  a  few  short 
years  when  the  bulk  of  the  population  of 
Minnesota  will  be  found  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state,  and  it  will  rule  the 
politics  of  this  state.  Then  let  these 
small-bore  politicians  see  where  they 
will  be.  The  names  of  those  who  have 
now  denied  the  northern  portion  of  the 
state  equality  of  representation  will  not 
be  forgotten.  They  will  be  kept  on  a 
permanent  list  for  future  reference. 


Neglect  Would  be  Criminal. 
The  heavy  rainstorm  last  night  iliil 
much  to  clean  the  city.  It  loosened  the 
ice  that  accumulated  iluring  the  winter 
months  an»l  swept  u'.uch  of  the  dirt  and 
and  lilth  off  t!ie  avenues.  There  is  now 
a  splendit.!  opportunity  for  the  board  of 
public  worl^^s  to  continue  the  work  of 
cleaning  all  the  streets,  avenues  and  al- 
leys. It  cannot  now  be  contended  that 
the  season  is  not  sufficiently  advanced. 
Last  night's  storm  has  effectually  dis- 
poseil  ot  that  objection,  and  the  [icople 
will  nt>w  expect  energetic  action  on  the 
part  of  the  city  uutluiritieb. 

Neither  should  this  important  work  be 
delayed  for  .-^n  insla-.U,  on  the  giound  of 
expense.  The  question  of  sanitation  is 
one  of  life  and  death,  and  when  it  comes 
to  the  expenditure  of  money  in  the  sani- 
tary improvement  ol  Duluth,  the  only 
consideration  should  be,  how  much  are 
life  and  health  worth?  "There  is  no 
citi.;en,"  said  a  Kansas  City  physician  in 
a  recent  address,  "who  will  not  spend 
his  last  cent  in  staying  the  hand  of  dis- 
ease in  hio  own  family,  and  should  not 
this  rule  apply  to  municipal  as  well  as 
domestic  affairs?"  This  question  comes 
home  to  every  man,  woman  and  child 
in  Duluth,  as  well  as  in   Kansas  City. 

Every  dollar  properly  and  intelligently 
expended  in  making  Duluth,  not  tem- 
porarily, but  permanently  a  clean  city 
makes  more  secure  the  life  and  health 
of  every  human  being  in  and  around  the 
city.  In  order  to  prevent  diseases  of  a 
typhoid  nature  in  this  section  of  the 
country,  municipal  cleanliness  is  a 
necessity,  and  now  that  there  is  also  a 
possibility  of  the  dread  cholera  visiting 
America  this  year,  it  would  be  criminal 
on  the  part  of  the  city  authorities  to 
neglect  their  manifest  duty.

Foreigners  visiting  the 
United  States  usually  hiake  it  a  point  to 
visit  a  portion  of  this  country,  if  not  all, 
before  returning.  One  who  has  seen  the 
great  trainloads  of  forcigncrsleaving  the 
union  stations  of  Chicago  and  make  for 
the  Far  West  can  readily  appreciate 
the  vast  amount  of  sight-seeing  that  will 
be  done  by  World's  fair  visitors  this 
year.  \cry  few  visitors  will  come  this 
way,  unless  they  are  especially  inviteil 
and  iinliiced  lo  visit  this  sc<-lioii,  as  there 
can  |>ositively  be  no  c|iieslion  about  the 
statement  that  all  Xorihwestern  railways 
discriminate  against  this  city  by  routing 
liiiirists  v.est  via  Ihiiaha,  Kansas  City, 
Denver  and  Salt  Lake  and  teltirning  via 
St.  Paul  and  .Minneai>i>Ii,s.  Duluth  is 
scarcely  ever  touched  by  a  party  of 
tourists  for  those  reasons. 

Minneapolis  has  raised  a  fund  of  $2qo,- 
000  lor  the  purpt»se  of  conducting  a  sum- 
mer carnival  during  the  \\ Orld's  fair. 
The  Minneapolis  summer  carnival  will 
attract  thousantls  of  visitors  from  all 
parts  of  the  world.  Duluth  ought  to  go 
.'tlinneapolis  one  better  and  run  a  series 
of  scheduled  excursitui  trains  from  Chi- 
cago to  Duluth,  furnishing  free  transpor- 
tatit)!!,  uiuler  the  surveillance  and  super- 
vision of  a  proper  connnittee,  to  all  per- 
sons of  prominence,  business  or  financial 
standing,  who  desire  to  come  this  way. 

One  hundred  thousand  dollars  '  ex- 
pended in  this  manner  would  be  worth 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  this 
city  m  this  and  future  years.  The  hotels 
ar.d  retail  houses  would  soon  have  the 
amoimt  expended  returned  to  thetii  in 
the  channels  of  trade.  This  sum  should 
be  appropriated  by  the  city  coniM:il,  as 
the  whole  citv  in  all  its  various  lines  of 
trade  and  traffic  would  be  et[ually  bene- 
fited.

A  letter  to  the  editor,  published  in  this 
issue,  suggests  that  something  should  be 
done  to  attract  the  World's  fair  visitors 
from  abroad  to  extend  their  trips  to  Du- 
luth. The  idea  is  a  gooti  one,  but 
whether  the  scheme  (>f  running  free  ex- 
cursion trains  would  be  the  best  remains 
to  be  considered. 


The  senate  killed  the  measure  for 
holding  annual  sessions  of  the  legisla- 
ture and  the  state  is  spared  a  grievous 
infliction.  There  are  enough  bad  laws 
passed  now,  without  doubling  the  oppor- 
tunities for  passing  them. 


Liberal  Treatment  Needed. 

The  recent  visit  of  the  legislative  com- 
mittee on  mines  and  mining  to  the  Me- 
saba  range  appears  to  have  educated 
those  gentlemen  to  an  appreciation  of 
the  serious  results  that  would  attend  an 
increase  in  the  tax  on  the  output  of  iron 
ore  at  a  time  when  the  development  of 
this  great  industry  has  hardly  begun  and 
outside  capital  is  needed  to  push  the 
wnrk.  It  is  now  said  that  the  committee 
will  report  adversely  on  the  Leavitt  bill 
which  passed  the  senate;  and  therefore 
no  legislation  changing  the  iron  ore  tax 
will  be  passed  at  the  present  session. 

'1  his  will  be  good  news  to  the  men  who 
arc  now  struggling  to  develop  properties 
on  the  Mcsaba  and  Vermilion  ranges, 
and  who  have  found  it  very  difficult  to 
enlist  the  aid  of  Eastern  capitalists  in 
their  enterprises,  owing  to  the  uncer- 
tainty that  has  surrounded  the  tax  (jues- 
tion  and  the  possibility  that  an  a<ldi- 
tional  burden  was  to  be  placed  upon  the 
industry-. 

Capital  is  always  timid  and  the  action 
of  the  senate  in  passing  the  Leavitt  bill 
has  had  the  effect  of  hanging  up  nego- 
tiations that  were  almost  concluded  for 
the  investment  of  considerable  Eastern 
capital  on  the  Mesaba.  The  men  who 
pro[)Osed  to  invest  naturally  shrunk 
from  putting  their  money  into  an  enter- 
prise that  was  likely  to  be  handicapped 
by  a  larger  tax,  thus  placing  the  Minne- 
sota iron  ranges  at  a  disadvantage,  as 
compared  with  the  Michigan  ranges, 
where  the  mining  industry  is  treated 
with  the  utmost  liberality. 

To  impose  a  heavy  tax  now  and  re- 
tard the  development  of  what  promises 
to  be  the  richest  iron  range  in  the  coun- 
try would  be  detrimental  to  the  state's 
best  interests.  There  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  this  view    of  the   situation  is

SERIOUS  RIOTING  IN  PERU. 


A  Mob  Aitacked  2  Palace  and  a  Bloody  Fight 
Ensued. 

New  York,  April  12.— The  Herald's 
correspondent  at  Panam?.  cables  as  fol- 
lows: Grave  troubles  are  reported  from 
all  parts  of  Peru.  The  most  serious  dis- 
orders so  far  reported  occurred  at  the 
towns  of  Cuterno  and  Chote.  An  armed 
body  of  men,  headed  by  Gabriel  Rivera 
and  a  man  named  Gierro,  attacked  the 
governor's  palace.  "Viva  Pierola"  was 
their  battle  cry. 

The  attack  upon  the  palace  began  at 
noon  and  the  siege  lasted  until  2  o'clock 
the  following  day.  During  that  time  the 
mob  had  possession  of  the  town.  While 
one  portion  of  the  mob  held  the  towns 
another  besieged  the  'governoi's  palace 
and  many  volleys  were  fired  at  the  offi- 
cial residence. 

Rf»siala  I'illa,  one  i)f  ihe  ilcfenders  of 
the  house,  was  killed.  Just  as  the  niol) 
was  about  to  batter  down  thedfjors  of  the 
yialace,  while  their  leaders  were  shouting, 
"Kill  the  governor,"  the  tro()])S  who  liad 
been  sent  for  appeared.  Tlic  sohliers 
fired  upon  the  rioters.  Rivera,  their  real 
leader,  was  killed  by  the  first  volley  fired 
by  the  trooi>s, 

W  ith  tlic  loss  of  their  leader  and  the 
ai)])n)ach  of  tlie  soldiers,  the  rioters  be- 
raiiie  discouraged.  They  ceased  firing 
and  fled  in  all  directions,  but  they  care- 
fully retained  their  arms,  which  will  no 
doubt  be  used  on  anoliier  occasion.  Be- 
side t!ie  leader,  Rivera,  three  others  and 
.1  child  was  killed.  More  than  twenty 
I>crsoi!S  were  wounded  duiiiig  the  fight. 
Affairs  in  Peru  appear  to  be  drifting 
rajjidly  toward  revolution.

Highest  of  all  in  Leavening  rower. — Latest  U.  S.  Gov't  Report 
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TAXATION  OF  IRON  ORE. 


The  House  Committee  Believes  the  Tax  Should 
Not  be  Increased. 

The  St.  Paul  Globe  representative  who 
.accompanied  the  legislators  on  their  trip 
to  the  Mesaba  range  last  Sunday  thus 
discusses  the  question  of  increasing  the 
tax  on  the  output  of  iron  ore: 

Can  the  ore  on  the  Mesaba  range  be 
cheai)ly  mined.  In  one  senst,  yes.  As 
a  general  proposition,  no.  In  many  cases 
the  ore  can  bt  reached  very  handily  and 
quickly  transported  to  the  manufactories 
at  Duluth.  In  other  instances  arduous 
labor  and  large  expense  will  be  neces- 
sary. But  outside  of  the  facts,  the  initial 
expenditure  of  money— before  the  ctmi- 
panies  can  cover  a  dollar  into  their  treas- 
uries—has been  and  must  be  large.  At 
the  mines  visited  by  the  legislative  com- 
mittee much  work  hatl  been  done  and  a 
great  deal  of  money  expended.  There 
was  little  to  show  for  the  expense  in- 
curred, so  far  as  incxperienceii  eyes 
could  judge.  Pits  had  been  sunk  here 
and  there,  "stripping"  was  done  in 
patches,  camp  shanties  erected,  etc.,  but 
there  was  no  impressive  indication  that 
even  the  preliminary  work  was  in  any 
sense  complete. 

What  will  be  the  wisest  course  for  the 
state  to  adopt? 

Here's  the  way  Duluth  men  lay  the 
ground  for  reasoning  on  that  point:  It  is 
admitted  that  the  Mesaba  range  prop- 
erties are  rich  in  ore  deposits;  that  the 
element  of  uncertainty  is  now  practi- 
cally eliminated  from  the  problem  of 
mining  the  ore  as  it  rests  in  the  ground, 
that  the  newly  opened  region  is  capable 
of  putting  forth  vast  quantities  of  raw 
material  every  year;  that  the  quality  of 
the  ore  is  such  as  to  secure  it  a  good 
market;  that  the  finished  product  to  be 
manufactured  from  Mesaba  ores  is  cer- 
tain to  compare  favorably  with  any  like 
product  in  the  land;  that  the  growing 
re(|uirements  of  traffic  and  commerce  in 
the  Northwest  will,  to  a  large  extent,  use 
up  this  product  as  it  is  sent  forth  from 
ttie  mills  and  factories. 

The  Gogebic  and  other  iron  ranges  of 
Michigan  at  present  have  a  large  per- 
centage of  advantage  in  freight  charges 
by  rail  and  water.  Coal,  a  large  and  im- 
poitant  factor  in  such  a  business,  is 
cheaper  and  more  quickly  available  at 
the  Michigan  mines.  In  the  Wolverine 
state  a  tax  is  levied  on  the  gross  valua- 
tion of  the  property.  As  is  well  known 
this  means  the  most  liberal  kind  of  treat- 
ment for  the  mining  industry  of  that 
state. 

In  Minnesota  it  v.'as  thought  wise  to 
clap  a  heavy  royalty  on  as  50on  as  it  was 
reasonably  sure  that  ore  was  to  be  found 
in  paying  quantities;  and  there  is  now 
pending  a  bill  to  increase  the  tax  on  the 
industry.  The  money  to  develop  the 
Mesaba  range  must  be  secured  trom 
Eastern  capitalists.  To  them  an  unset- 
tled question  of  taxation  is  a  bogie  of 
repellant  aspect.  Taxation  that  threat 
ens  to  become  oppressive  at  any  time 
they  likewise  view  with  sour  glances. 
These  peculiarities  of  financiers  have 
been  and  must  be  faced  by  the  men  who 
are  endeavoring  to  open  up  what  will  un- 
doubtedly be  the  richest  region  of  the 
state  within  a  decade. 

These  being  facts,  the  mine  owners 
and  stockholders  argue  earnestly  that 
this  promising  industry — which  is  as  yet 
"an  infant"  in  reality — should  not  be 
strangled  in  its  cradle  or  hampered  in  its 
growth.  This  view  coincides  •  with  the 
opinion  of  the  legislative  committed,  as 
generally  expressed  after  personal  study 
and  observation.  Senator  Leavilt's  bill 
will  not  pass  the  house.

Kinney  and  Joseph  Se!l- 
wiKxlof  Duluth. 

This  reiiuction  is  only  for  this  season. 
The  mine  has  not  turned  out  to  be  what 
was  expectetl.

People.

Reports  Have  Come  That  Saline,  Mich-,  Has  Been  Wiped  Off  the  Face  of  the  Earth  by  the 
Fury  of  the  Tornado,  But  Wires  Are  Down  and  No  Confirmation 

Received. 


A  Cyclone  Did  Great  Damage  in    Mississippi,    Where    Houses  Were  Unroofed  and    Many 
Negroes  Killed,  and  Also  in  Louisiana.  Where  Several  Persons  V/tre  Burned  to 

Death  in  Robinscnville. 


Ni'SiLANTi,  Mich.,  April  13. — A  tor- 
nado struck  tliis  city  last  ui^ht,  coniinji 
from  the  southwest  and  sweeping  evcry- 
tliing  in  its  path.  It  was  a  (juarter  of  a 
mile  wide.  Houses  were  moved  from 
their  foundations.  Probably  Sioo.ooo 
ilamage  was  done.  Every  btore  in  the 
city  was  damaged.  The  opera  house 
was  swept  to  the  ground,  the  Curtis 
carriage  factory  has  both  ends    gone  and 

carriages  are  piled  up  in  the  street. 

I'he  postoffice  was  blown  to  pieces  and 
the  mail  scattered  everywhere.  The 
Cleary  Inisiness  college,  a  large  brick 
structure,  was  blown  oM  above  the  tirst 
lloor.  No  one  is  kiu)wn  to  have  been 
killed,  but  many  were  injureil.  Pn^b- 
ably  some  bodies  will  be  founil  in  the 
rums.  Rubbish  is  piled  in  the  streets  ten 
feet  high.  The  largest  dwellings  in  the 
city  were  carried  completely  to  the 
grountl. 

The  wind  came  ui)  sudilenly  and  every- 
thing in  Its  path  went.  Nearly  all  the 
buildings  on  Huron  street  between  Con- 
gress and  Pearl  streets  suffered.  The 
central  telephone  and  the  Western 
I'nion  telegraph  company's  offices  suf- 
fered, the  former  losing  all  of  its  main 
wires.  A  bo.x  factory  was  also  wrecked, 
(juite  a  number  of  people  were  injured. 
Among  them  is -Mrs.  Westhall,  whose 
husband  is  projirietor  of  the  Hawkins 
house. 

Royal  O.ik,  a  small  town  ten  or  twelve 
miles  from  Detroit,  on  lher)etrt)it,(irand 
Haven  «Jv:  .Michigan  railroad,  had  a  touch 
of  the  stornj.  Trains  were  delayed  near 
there  by  cars  being  blown  troni  the 
tracks.  Whether  any  other  damage  was 
suffered  is  not  known. 

The  handsome  little  city  is  this  morji- 
ing  in  many  portions  a  scene  of  desola- 
tion. Almost  the  entire  population  is 
working  in  the  streets,  helpi  ng  to  clear 
away  the  piled  "up  debris.  Several  of 
the  leading  .streets  are  jiractically  impas- 
sable. Trees,  nxifs,  bricks,  the  frame 
work  of  (Iwellings,  furniture  and  every 
conceivable  thing  are  piled  one  upon  an- 
other. 

Horses  are  being  emi>loyed  to  haul 
avvuy  uorooted  trees.  Alen  are  chop- 
ping and  digging  in  every  direction,  the 
disiiiantled  roofs  are  lined  with  busily 
employed  men,  and  women  and  children 
are  sitting  and  standing  about  in  front  of 
their  desolate  homes.  Jiusinessis  almost 
entirely  suspended,  the  inhabitants  seem- 
ing to  be  unable  to  settle  themselves  to 
the  ordinary  duties  of  life. 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  this 
morning,  there  was  no  serious  personal 
injury  sustained  by  any  of  the  inhabi- 
tants, slight  sprains  and  bruises  being 
the  e.\tent  of  injuries  reported.  The 
cyclone  tore  across  the  town  from 
souttiwest  to  northeast.  Its  track  was 
not  more  than  two  blocks  wide  as  a  rule, 
though  it  varied  somewhat.  Conserva- 
tive estimates  place  the  damage  to  the 
city  at  $100,000. 

COMPLETELY  WIPED  OUT. 


The  Town  of  Saline.  Mich..  Said  to  Have 
Been  Destroyed. 
Ypsilanti,  Mich.,  April  13. — A  report 
has  just  reached  here  that  the  town  of 
Saline,  Washington  county,  nine  miles 
south  of  here,  was  completely  wiped  out 

by  a  cyclone  last  night.  Saline  is  on  the 
Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  rail- 
road and  has  a  population  of  1200  or 
MOO. 

Up  to  noon  neithbr  telegraphic  nor 
telephonic  communication  had  been  re- 
stored to  Saline,  and  no  further  par- 
ticulars of  the  damage  to  that  town 
could  be  procured.

Twenty-five  Houses  and  TliirtyBarns  Destroyed 
Near  Dundee. 

— A   sjjccial 

to  the  News  from  Dundee,    Mich.,   says: 

A  terrible  cyclone  passed  over  this  town 

and  vicinity  last    evening  at  7:45,   doing 

much  damage.  Four  miles  west  of  here 
it  struck  the  village  of  Rea,  took  the  toj) 
off  of  the  Metlu)dist  chirch  and  unroofed 
over  a  dozen  houses. 

It  struck  the  house  of  Jacob  Hiscr,  a 
farmer,  killing  his  wife  and  fatally  injur- 
ing him.  The  remains  of  the  Hiser 
building  took  tire  and  r.  hard  fight  had  to 
be  made  to  save  the  n.'st  of  the  village. 
Mrs.  H.  P.  Crane  had  a  leg  broken  from 
falling  timbers  of  her  house,  and  several 
others  were  badly  hurt 

Fanners  have  suffered  severe  losses, 
cattle  and  horses  being  killed  by  falling 
timbers.  The  store  of  .A.  K.  Overinier  is 
a  total  wreck  and  t!  e  postoffice  and 
grocery  store  of  Kd.  L.  Moore  were  com- 
pletely wrecked.  Altogether  twenty-five 
houses  and  thirty  barns  were  totally  de- 
stroyed in  this  section. 

BLOWN  ACROSS  THE  TRACK. 

A  Railroad  Accident  Caused  by  the 
Cycion;. 
Chesterfield,  Mich.,  April  13. — The 
cyclone  struck  Chesterfield  a  few  min- 
utes after  7  o'clock  last  evening.  Two

The  express  was  thrown  into  the  ditch 
and  the  three  coaches  piled  up  on  each 
other.  The  baggageman  was  the  only 
one  seriously  hurt.  He  was  badly  cut 
about  the  head  and  internally  injured. 
The  passengers  all  escaped. 

Wrecked  by  a  Tree. 
Claikk,  Mich.,  April  13.— The  passen- 
ger train  last  night  ran  into  a  pile  of 
trees  which  nad  been  blown  across  the 
track  near  Meredith.  The  coaches  were 
completely  wrecked.  A  traveling  man 
named  McEwen,  of  Ludington,  Mich., 
had  a  leg  broken  and  was  cut  about  the 
head.  Express  messeriger  and  bagg<age- 
man  were  only  slightly  injured. 


A  Woman  Killed. 
Milan,  Mich.,  Apiil  13.— A  cyclone 
passed  through  the  country  south  of  this 
village  last  night  about  q  o'clock,  level- 
ing fences,  blowing  doAfn  buildings  and 
doing  a  great  amount  ot  damage.  At 
Clarksvillc  a  house  was  blown  down  and 
a  woman  killed. 


WIPED  OUT  OF  EXISTENCE. 


Buildings  Torn  to  Pieces,  and  Several  People 
Burned  to  Death. 

Royal  Oak,  Mich.,  April  13.— A  most 
destructive  tornado  swept  over  this 
township  last  evening.  It  came  up  from 
the  southwest  and  justgrazed  the  village 
proper.  Nearly  everything  in  its  path 
was  leveled  to  the  earth.  To  the  south- 
west a  fire  soon  started  and  a  lew 
minutes  later  another  blaze  was  seen  to 
the  north  of  the  village. 

An  unsatisfactory  survey  of  the  situa- 
tion was  to  be  had  of  the  terrible  scene 
until  daylight  came.  The  pathway  of 
the  tornado  could  then  be  seen,  and  as 
far  as  eye  could  reach  its  pathway  w.as 
evidenced  by  demolished  houses,  barns' 
out  buildings  and  uprooted  trees. 

The  first  fire  referred  to  was  that  of 
the  residence  of  Christian  Brick  on  the 
town  line  road.  The  hous  ■  was  torn  to 
pieces  and  the  wreck  took  fire.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Brick  and  their  three  children 
were  in  the  house  at  the  time.  The 
children  managed  to  escape  but  Mr. and 
Mrs.  Brick  were  burned  to  death. 

Word  comes  of  another  demolished 
farm  house  still  farther  away  wherein 
the  man  and  wife  were  seriously  injured. 
Definite  information  is  lacking.  Enter- 
ing the  edge  of  this  village,  the  tornailo 
wrecked  the  residences  of  David  Evans, 
Andrew  Campbell  and  John  McClure. 
Numerous  barns  were  also  wrecked.  All 
the  inmates  of  residences  destroyed 
escaped  with  bad  bruises.

A  Whole  Town  in  Mississippi  Destroyed  by  a 
Cyclone. 
ViCKSULRC,  Miss.,  April  13.— Conduc- 
tor Thomas,  of  the  Ya/oo  &  Mississippi 
Valley  road,  arrived  here  last  night  and 
repijrts  the  entire  town  of  Robinsonville, 

Coahoma  county,  swept  away  by  a  cy- 
clone about  4:30  ]).  m.,  yestenlay. 

The  buildings  in  tlie  town  caught  fire 
and  it  is  feared  that  a  number  of  persons 
are  burned  in  the  nlin^.  Only  four  jier- 
sons  are  known  to  be  dead,  or  fatally  in- 
jured, among  them  Mrs.  Lutcher,  wife  of 
the  night  operator,  crushed  by  the  falling 
depot,  an<l  a  clerk,  name  unknown,  who 
was  caught  under  an  irm  .safe  overttirneil 
by  the  .storm. 

A  loaded  box  car  was  bloA'n  from  a 
switch  forty  feet  away  and  overthrown 
on  the  main  line.  .Six:een  persons  are 
known  to  be  missing  and  are  supposed 
to  be  among  the  ruins  of  the  burning 
stores.  The  foundation  5  of  buildings  were 
in  some  instances  blow  n  away. 

The  cyclone  swept  the  county  west 
and  east  of  the  fated  village  and  killed 
many  people,  mostly  colored.  One  col- 
ored school  house  on  Indian  creek,  one 
mile  west  of  Robinsonville,  was  swept 
off  and  about  twenty-five  children  are 
killed  and  missing. 

The  teacher,  a  woman,  who  narrowly 
escaped  with  her  pupils  about  three 
weeks  ago  in  the  cyclone  at  Tunica,  was 
killed.  The  people  ol  Tunica  are  trying 
to  get  to  the  side  of  their  suffering  neigh- 
bors but  so  far  have  been  unable  to  get  a 
train.

Mr.  Donnelly  later  in  the  session  had 
his  resolution  declaring  that  Loren 
Fletcher  would  steal  anything  he  Could 
get  his  hands  upon,  laid  upon  the  table 
to  a  A  ait  Mr.  Fletcher's  further  humility 
before  a  censure  is  piissed. 

In  the  house  the  following  bills  were 
passed:  McHale's  bill  relating  to  con- 
veyances of  mortgages;  Ladue's  l^bill  re- 
lating to  domestic  arrivals;  McDonald's 
bill  relating  to  weights  and  measures;

Sudden  Sinking  of  a  Mountain   Ridge  Called 

Cerro  de  Cruse  Loma  in  Central 

America. 


It  Was  Preceded  for  Several  Days  by  Hoarse 

Rumbling  and  Roaring  Beneath  the 

Earth. 


Twelve  Persons   Were    Killed  and  a    Large 

Number  of  Horses  and  Cattle  Also 

Perished. 


Panama,  April  13.— Lal'nidand  Maci- 
oiuil.  of  Popayan  Caitca.  iiivesthe  fulUiw- 
injl  details  of  the  sinking  of  a  mountain 
ridge  called  Cerro  De  Cruse  Loma,  uear 
Pueblo  Quemado.  situated  about  112 
miles  from  the  town  of  Rio  Hlanco,  and 
thus  describes  the  geological  phenome- 
non: For  some  days  befi>re,  prolonged 
subterranean  Si>unds,  a  sort  of  hoarbc 
rumbling  anil  roaring,  were  heard,  indi- 
cating that  something  serious  was  about 
to  iHTCur.  ami  finally  the  upper  part  of  the 
hills  suddenly  caved  in.  a  treniendous 
quantity  of  earth  descending  to  and  ob- 
structing the  course  of  the  rivers  Guachi- 
cono,  Molino  and  others. 

It  is  feared  that  the  overflow  of  the 
rivers  will  occasion  an  extensive  inunda- 
tion, or  that  breaking  away  the  earth 
«lam,  whole  villages  antl  valuable  prop- 
erties would  be  destri>yeil.  As  an  inmie- 
diate  result  of  this  occurrence,  twelve 
persons  were  killed,  besides  a  large  num- 
i>er  of  horses  and  cattle. 

It  seems  only  natural  to  attribute  this 
phenomenon  to  the  eruption  of  the  Sol- 
ara  volcano,  which  for  some  time  has 
been  observed  to  be  covered  with  snow- 
like vapor  and  clouds.  The  department 
Algive,  justly  alarmed  by  the  occurrence, 
has  appointed  a  commission  of  engineers, 
composed  of  Rafael  Gonzales  aiid 
Augusto  Aragon,  to  make  a  scientific 
study  of  the  case  and  to  render  a  report 
as  to  the  cause. 

In  the  meanwhile  prisoners  have  been 
at  work  clearmg  away  the  earth  and 
making  such  repairs  to  the  damaged 
properties  as  possible. 

Yesterday  morning  about  thirty  feet  of 
the  wharf  of  the  Panama  railroad  com- 
pany collapsed  under  the  weight  of  a 
quantity  of  coffee  that  was  piled  on  it. 
The  damage  was  slight.  The  wharves 
here  and  at  Colon  are  in  a  bad  condition. 
There  are  a  thousand  tons  of  cofifee  here 
awaiting  shipment  across  the  isthmus. 

The  transfer  of  this  cargo  is  slow, 
owing  to  the  scarcity  of  cars  which  has 
been  caused  by  the  late  arrivals  of  the 
connecting  steamers  of  the  Atlantic  sys- 
tem. The  cars  ui  which  freight  is  trans- 
ported to  Colon  are.used  for  storage  pur- 
poses awaiting  the  arrival  of  steamers. 
This,  of  course,  produces  a  car  famine 
at  this  end  of  the  line. 

Carmes  Carrer,  a  Cuban,  has  been 
banished  from  Nicaragua  because  of  his 
complicity  in  a  political  conspiracy. 
Carrer,  it  is  cbargea,  had  imported  arms 
for  the  use  of  the  enemies  of  the  govern- 
ment. A  quantity  of  arms  were  discov- 
ered ia  Leon,  in  the  house  of  a  lady,  who 
revealed  the  existence  of  the  conspiracy 
to  the  government,  and  thus  frustrated 
the  attempt  to  start  a  revolution.  Sev- 
eral prominent  people  connected  with 
the  affair  are  now  in  prison  awaiting 
triaL

A  PROTEST  BY  STEPNIAK. 


The  Ruisian  Patriot  Objects  to  the  New  Ex- 
tradition Treaty. 
New  York,  April  13.— Stepniak,  the 
Russian  patriot,  has  written  a  letter  ti» 
President  Cleveland,  making  a  strong 
protest  against  the    Russian    extradition 

treaty.  The  letter  tleals  with  the  impos- 
sibility of  securing  umler  the  new  treaty 
any  pledge  from  Russia  which  will  make 
it  certain  that  an  extradited  person  would 
be  tried  aiul  punished  •only  for  the  of- 
fense for  which  he  is  obtained,  and 
ijuotes  history  to  show  how  many  pro- 
mises to  that  effect  have  been  violated. 

He  says  the  treaty  is  in  violation  of  all 
the  principles  of  justice  upon  which  there 
is  no  difference  of  opinion  in  the  civil- 
ized c;)untries.  He  gives  instances  where 
the  promises  of  trial  by  jury  have  been 
violated  in  the  past,  and  says  that  if  such 
a  treaty  goes  into  operation,  political 
offenders  would  be  extradited  under 
criminal  charges  and  tried  in  Russia  for 
political  offenses. 

Stepniak  closes  his  letter  with  an  ap- 
peal to  the  president  and  the  American 
people  for  justice  for  his  oppressed 
countrvnien. 


SUSPENSION  OF  A  BANK. 


Its  Liabilities  Amount  to  Thirty  Million  Dol- 
lars. 

London',  April  13. — The  English,  Scot- 
tish and  Australian  Chartered  bank   has 

failed  with  lial>ilites  amounting  to  jf6,ooo,- 
000, or 530,000,000.  Thebank  was  incorpor- 
ated by  royal  charter  in  1852  and  claimed 
to  have  a  paid  up  capital  of  /^yoo.oooand 
a  reserve  tund  of  ^3 10,000. 

The  suspended  bank  has  main 
branches  at  Sydney,  Brisbane  and  Mtl- 
bourne,  and  at  various  lesser  points  in 
the  colonies  of  Nev>-  South  Wales,  \'ic- 
toria  and  South  Australia.  It  transacted 
banking  and  exchange  business  between 
Great  Britain  and  the  Australian  colonies 
and  had  large  deposits. 


Lind's  Narrow  Escape. 

Redv.ood  Falls,  Minn.,  April  13. — 
Spring  freshets  have  made  the  Minne- 
sota river  very  high  at  this  point.  While 
attempting  to  cross  yesterday  to  attend 
court  at  Beaver  Falls  ex-Congressman 
John  Lind,  Beard  and  Gray,  of  the  Bank 
of  Fairfax,  and  Judge  Bowers,  of  this 
city,  had  a  narrow  escape  from  drowning. 
The  horse  was  cut  loose  antl  saved.  The 
occupants  of  the  wagon  with  difficulty 
reached  the  Renville  shore. 

Had  a  Rough  Passage. 
QuEENSTowN.  April  13.— The  Teuton- 
ic, which  left  New  York  April  5,  for 
Liverpool,  encountered  serious  north- 
west gales  on  the  seventh  and  eighth,  or 
Friday  and  Saturday,  On  Saturday  in 
lat.  1847,  long^.  47,  the  Teutonic  passed 
quantity  of  wreckage  which  compelled 
the  vessel  to  reduce  its  speed.

New  Your,  April  13.— Noah  L.  Farn- 
ham  post,  No.  456,  held  a  meeting  last 
night  and  decided  that  U  would  stick  to 
its  resolution  in  opposition  to  the  indis- 
criminate granting  of  pensions,  even  if 
it  was  formally  cast  out  of  the  ranks  of 
the  Grand  Army.  Farnham  post  adopted 
resolutions  on  March  3  last  that  the  time 
has  come  to  stop  the  granting  of  pen- 
sions to  distant  relatives  of  Union 
soldiers  and  to  men  who  had  never  been 
under  fire  and  whose  disabilities,  if  any, 

were  incurred  elsewhere  than  on  the  field 
of  battle. 

This  provoked  a  storm  of  criticism. 
Rankin  post.  No.  10,  of  Brooklyn,  filed 
charges  with  the  commander  of  the  dis- 
trict. After  some  correspondence  the 
post  was  declared  to  be  in  contempt  of 
the  by-laws  ot  the  order.  It 
was  finally  determined  at  the  meet- 
ing last  night  that  Post  Commander 
Finn  should  inform  the  assistant  adju- 
tant general  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
post,  if  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  to  pay  pensions 
to  people  who  have  not  incurred  disabil- 
ities in  the  service  of  the  country,  and  to 
those  who  do  not  need  them,  ttiat  the 
post  no  longer  desires  to  remain  in  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Commander  Finn  was  also  directed  to 
state  that  if  a  reply  was  not  received  be- 
fore Wednesday  morning  next  it  will  be 
taken  for  granted  that  the  Grand  Army 
officials  are  not  in  sympathy  with  the 
patriotic  feeling  of  the  por-t,  which  will 
then  declare  Us  connection  with  the 
order  ended.  George  Washington  post 
has  adopted  resolutions  similar  to  those 
made  by  Farnham  post. 


FURIOUS  BATTLE  FOUGHT. 


Lasted  Fi;c  Days  and  Thirty  Were   Killed  and 

Many  Injured. 

New  York,  April    13.— The   Herald's 

Panama  correspondent  cables:    /^  letter 

just  received  from    the    Herald's    corre- 

spoiulent  in  Lupaz   says  that    a    furious 

battle  was  fought  a  few  days  ago  near 
Oruro  between  the  Indians  belonging  to 
the  estates  of  Guanaroma  and  Quelcata. 
The  battle  lasted  five  days.  Thirty  were 
killed  and  a  greater  number  injured. 
The  authorities  finally  interfered  and 
made  them  lay  down  their  arms. 

Reports  of  disorder  in  Peru  are  re- 
ported here.  In  Puno,  Aychuclio  and 
Aritjuipa  there  have  been  many  scenes 
of  lawlessness.  The  attack  on  the  Ma- 
sonic lodge  in  Mollendo.  in  which  the 
American  consular  agent  was  wounded, 
appears  to  have  been  a  part  of  the  gen- 
eral lawlessness,  which  now  prevails  in 
Peru. 

A  CHANGE  IN  THE  RULES. 


Terms  of  Officeholders  Date  From  the  Time 
They  Qualified. 

Washlsgton,  April  13.— Michael 
Doran  has  discovered  that  there  has  been 
a  change  in  administration  rules  in  refer- 
ence to  the  expiration  of  terms  which  ni)vv 
end  from  date  of  appointment.  The  ad- 
ministration proposes  that  they  shall 
end  upon  the  date  on  which  the  officials 
(}ualified. 

This  has  been  one  reason  why  the  ex- 
pected change  in  the  collector  of^  customs 
at  St.  Paul  has  not  occured.  Col.  Ed- 
wards was  appointed  by  Harrison  on 
March  27,  1887,  and  Doran  and  other 
people  have  had  the  impression  that  his 
term  ended  at  that  time.  It  has  been 
found,  however,  that  Edwards  did  not 
qualify  until  April  ii,  following,  so  that 
really  his  term  of  office  did  not  expire  un- 
til yesterday.

Hartford,  Conn.,  April  13.— The 
anti-pool  room  bill,  which  effectually 
prohibits  all  forms  of  pool  selling  and 
gambling  on  games  of  chance,  horse 
races,  etc.,  was  passed  in  the  senate  yes- 
terday, 21  and  I,  and  now  goes  to  the 
governor. 

Will  Stay  in  St.  Louis. 

St.  Louls,  Mo.,  April  13.— Judge 
Amos  Thayer  arrived  here  from  Wash- 
ington yesterday.  When  questioned 
concerning  his  reported  appointment  as 
justice  of  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  he  said:  "lama  fix- 
ture in  St.  Louis  and  have  no  idea  of 
leaving  here.  I  have  lived  too  long 
here  to  be  willing  to  go  away,  and  I 
shall  remain."  Judge  Thayer  declined 
to  make  any  statement  as  to  whether  the 
position  had  been  offered  him.

Tfic  Directors  Authorized  to  Issue  $4,000,000 
of  Preferred  Stock. 
iNDiANAi'OLis,  Ind.,  April  1 3.  The 
stockholders'  meeting  of  the  Louisville, 
New  Albany  &  Chicago  Railroad  com- 
pany   began    here    yesterday.    It     was 

charged  in  the  receiver's  complaint  filed 
by  W.  J.Craig  last  month  that  preferred 
stock  to  the  amount  ot  ^^77,009  »vas  is- 
sued and  exchanjjed  for  common  stock 
held  by  Brice,  Thomas  and  others, 
whose  intention  it  was  alleged  was  to 
wreck  the  road. 

Yesterday  the  defendants  in  the  suits, 
who  compose  the  directory  of  the  road, 
agreed  before  Judge  Bartholomew  that 
\t  the  plaintiff  served  no  injunction  upon 
them,  they  would  not  make  any  ex- 
change of  preferred  stock  for  any  com- 
mon stock  of  the  road  after  May  15,  by 
which  time  it  is  believed  the  present 
suit  will  be  adjudicated  in  the  lower 
courts. 

The  stockholders  met  and  78,000  votes 
were  cast  in  favo''  of  autnorizing  the 
issuance  of  St.oco.ooo  of  preferred  stock.

Attempts    to    Imprison    Other    Men     in    the 
Mines. 

Brussels,  April  13. — Three  hundred 
miners  engaged  in  the  strike  perpe- 
trated much  wanton  damage  at  Ouareg- 
Uon  in  the  province  of  Hainug  yester- 
day. The  strikers  made  an  attack  upon 
the  sheds  about  the  mouth  of  the  pit  and 
smashed  every  window  in  them.  There 
were  many  men  working  who  had  re- 
futed to  join  the  strikers,  and  the  mob's, 
ifforts  were  directed  against  them  as 
much  as  against  the  owners  of  the  pit. 

All  sorts  of  rubbish  were  thrown  into 
the  shaft,  the  intention  of  the  strikers 
being  to  imprison  the  men  in  the  mine, 
liefore  the  officers  arrived,  considerable 
damage  had  been  done.  The  gendarmes 
ordered  the  rioters  to  disperse, and  upon 
their  refusal  to  do  so  attacked  them  with 
the  flat  sides  of  their  swords. 

The  strikers  finally  "dispersed.  Fur- 
ther trouble  from  the  strikers  is  appre- 
hended, and  a  close  watch  will  be  kept 
upon  all  their  actions.

PiTT>BUR(.,  Pa.,  April  13.— The  an- 
nual settlement  of  the  wa'^e  scale  for  the 
union  iron  and  steel  work.;rs  of  the 
country  is  in  progress. 

The  Amalgamated  association  pre- 
dicts a  peaceful  settlement  on  the  exist- 
ing basis,  but  the  manufacturers  insist 
on  a  reduction  for  puddling,  and  at  some 
mills  they  will  have  presented  for  their 
signatures  union  wage  scales  by  rival 
organizations,  something  which  has  not 
happened  for  seventeen  years. 

The  present  rival  is  a  new  tini  shers' 
union,  and  there  is  much  bitter  leeling 
between  the  two.  1  he  iron  workers, 
through  their  conference  committee  last 
year,  agreed  to  a  reduction  of  t'ne  finish- 
ers' wages,  although  puddling  remained 
at  the  same  old  rate  of  ?l5oO  per  ton. 
The  finishers  include  all  skilled  labor 
about  the  m;i!,  save  the  paddlcrs.  some 
of  the  rollers  earning  as  high  as  S50  a 
day  and  gio  to  §20  a  day  is  quite 
common.

The  New  York  Commissioners  Think  They  Have 
Solved  It. 

New  Yokk,  April  13.— As  the  result 
of  more  than  three  years'  work  the  rapid 
transit  commissioners,  in  session  yester- 
day, unanimously  adopted  a  plan  which, 
in  their  opinion,  is  the  best  solution  of 
the  problem  with-which  they  have  been 
wrestling. 

In  brief,  it  is  practically  the  original 
Spencer  plan  for  extensions  of  Ihe  pres- 
ent Manhattan  elevated  railroad  system. 
In  accordance  with  an  amendment,  to 
which  the  commissioners  agreed,  the 
Manhattan  Elev;;t.d  Railway  company 
will  have  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury 
annually  q  per  cent  of  the  net  earnings 
for  its  additional  privileges  and  also  pay 
all  the  expenses  of  the  commission.  The 
expenses  of  the  commission  are  estimated 
at  $250,000. 

If  the  Manhattan  company  accepts  the 
conditions,  it  will  have  to  build  an  ele- 
vated railway  from  One  Hundred  and 
Eighth  street  along  the  boulevard  and 
Tenth  avenue  to  Fort  George,  along  west 
from  the  Battery  to  connect  with  the 
Sixth  avenue  road  at  West  Third  street, 
and  within  two  years  must  convert  the 
present  structure  from  Parrow  to  Thir- 
teenth street  into  a  four  track  road.

The  Subway  Franchise. 

T\n  ordinance  was  introduced  at  the 
council     meeting    on    Monday   evening 

under  which 
the  Northern  Electrical  Subway  com- 
pany holds  its  franchise.  By  this  amend- 
ment it  is  proposed  to  practically  re- 
move all  limitations  on  the  time  for  com- 
mencing work  on  the  subway  as 
its  completion. 

The  amendment  provides  that 
shall  commence  within  three  months 
only  after  notiiication  by  the  council,  and 
within  six  months  thereafter  one  mile  of 
subway  shall  be  completed.

There  is  no  reason  whatever  why  the 
company  should  not  carry  out  this  re- 
quirement of  the  ordinance.  It  is  very  de- 
sirable that  the  multitude  of  wires  which 
now  obstruct  Superior  street  shall  be 
put  underground,  and  if  the  subway 
were  constructed  this  could  be  done. 

The  Northern  Electrical  Subway  com- 
pany possesses  a  valuable  franchise,  es- 
timated by  itself  to  be  worth  $25,000,  and 
it  obtained  it  from  the  city  absolutely 
free.  If  it  is  not  prepared  to  abide  by 
its  provisions,  let  the  franchise  be  for- 
feited and  give  other  people  a  chance  to 
embark  in  this  enterprise.  No  doubt 
many  would  be  found  willing  to  enter 
into  such  an  enterprise,  and  begin  oper- 
ations this  summer,  completing  one  mile 
Oi  subway  before  next  fall,  s©  that  the 
wires  could  be  removed  from  the  busi- 
ness district  during  the  present  year.

Thousand  Dollars  Damages  From 

Otto  Erickson. 


He  Accuses  Hirn  of  Maliciously  Causing  Him 

to  be  Indicted  by  the  Grand 

Jury. 


The  Matter    Grew    Out   of  a  Sale  of  Prop- 
erty by  the  Defendant  to  the 
Plaintiff. 


The  complaint  in  what  promises  to  be 
a  sensational  case  \va;i  lileil  this  niorn- 
ins  in  the  district  court.  The  action  is 
brouijht  by  David  C^gilvie  against  Otto 
Krickson  and  the  plaintilT  asks  S7000 
damasjes  allei^'ing  that  the  defendant 
maliciously  prosecuted  the  plaintiff  last 
year,  or  caused  hiin  to  be  prosecuted  for 
an  alleged  crime.  The  defendant's  an- 
swer denies  malicious   prosecution  and 

avers  that  the   county    attorney    set  on 
foot  the  prosecution. 

It  will  be  remembered  in  this  connec- 
tion that  David  Ogilvic  was  indicted  on 
Sept.  2(>.  iSg2,  tor  the  cnme  of  grand 
larceny  in  tfte  first  degree.  The  wit- 
nesses examined  before  the  grand  jury 
were  Otto  Krickson  and  Knute  Oster- 
gren.  The  alleged  grand  larceny  con- 
sisted in  the  transferring  of  a  certain 
piece  of  land  in  section  26,  50-15  to  Otto 
trickson,  and  the  statement  that  the 
land  was  unincumbered  except  for  a 
mortgage  executed  by  R.  K.  Deni'eld, 
Helen  !'>.  Denfeld,  Annis  M.  Kilgore  and 
Minnie  F.  Kiigore  to  one  Willis 
M.  Roberts.  This  mortgage  was  for 
an  anuiunt  stated  to  be  $800.  .At  this 
time,  Si>  the  indictment  states  Otto  Erick- 
s«>ri  was  the  uwner  of  twenty  shares  «>f 
stock  in  the  Flag  River  llrnwiistiiiie  com- 
pany, and  transferred  tiiirteen  shares  of 
slock  to  Ogilvie.  believing  his  allegations 
t«»  be  true. 

The  indictment  further  stated  that  at 
that  time  Ogilvie  knew  his  representa- 
tions were  false  and  knew  there  was  a 
valid  incumbrance  against  the  property 
in  (juestion,  made  by  Ogilvie  an(l  his

I  pon  a  demurrer  by  Attorney  Richards 
the  county  attorney  moved  for  a  dismis- 
sal 01  the  rase  on  November  15,  iS-)2, 
and  it  was  thereupon  dismissed.  ( 

.A.  civil  suit  was  filed  on  September  20 
by  Otto  Erickson  against  David  Ogilvie 
to  recover  Siooo  damages  by  reason  of 
the  realty  deal  mentioned,  but  the  case 
was  dismisseii  December  2,  1892,  by 
mutual  consent  without  costs.  The  sec- 
ond mortg<T.(e  mentioned  is  recorded  in 
book  67  of  mortgages  on  page  IQ7,  and 
is  dated  March  20,  1891,  and  was  for 
Siooo,  and  is  still  unsatisfied  on  the 
records.

Electric  Hoists  for  Whalebacks. 
A  new  departure  is  promised  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposed  new  ore 
docks  for  the  whalebacks  at  Coa-eaut, 
O.  Permanent  bridges  will  span  slips  ico 
feet  wide  for  the  operation  of  electric 
hoisting  machines.  These  bridges  will 
be  high  enough  to  clear  the  decks  of  the 
whaleback  barges  by  thirty  feet.  The 
design  is  for  the  steamers,  which  will 
tow  two  consorts  each,  to  put  her  barges 
far  into  these  great  slips,  and  then  to 
follow  head  in.  the  three  passing  under 
the  trestle  bridges,  except  that  the  stern 
of  the  steamer,  with  her  stack,  will  be 
outside  the  outer  trestle.  The  cars  will 
then  run  directly  r.vcr  the  hatches, dump- 
ing the  ore  on  either  side  of  the  slip. 
After  the  fxiwer  house  is  supplied  with 
men,  the  electric  hoists  recpiire  only  one 
man  to  a  car.  He  travels  with  the  bucket, 
and  <lispenses  with  the  signal  men  and 
extra  engineers  and  firemen  required  by 
the  steam  hoists.  The  same  power  that 
prc)[)els  the  machinery  generates  light,  so 
that  the  stock  piles  an(l  the  holds  of  the 
bf»ats  can  be  illuminated  anfl  the  work 
carried  on  by  night  as  well  as  by  day.

COAL  AND  OTHER  FREIGHTS. 

Several   Vessels    Chartered   from    Buffalo   to 
Duluth  at  Filly  Cents. 

The  Chicago  coal  rate  from  Buffalo 
has  been  extended  to  (ireen  Bay.  Char- 
ters: E.  B.  Barllelt,  consorts  111,  116. 
127,  Tampa,  for  Chicago;  J.  C.  Pringle, 
consorts  Sweetheart,  lien  Harrison,  for 
Green  Bay,  all  at  <)o  cents;  Samuel 
Mather,  consorts  103,  104,  Gogebic,  for 
Duluth,  at  50  cents. 

The  lake  line  manaj.:ers  met  at  Buffalo 
and  fixed  eastbound  package  freight 
rates  on  a  basis  of  20  cents  per  100,  lake 
and  rail,  Chicago  to  New  \  ork,  sixth 
class,  against  25  cents  all  rail.  This  is 
the  rate  made  last  year.  The  rates  take 
effect  tomorrow.  The  New  England 
rates  are  to  be  fixed  in  Chicago. 

Rail  grain  rates  aie  verv  firm  at  6 
rents  a  bushel  on  whc.it,  Bulialo  to  New 
N'ork,  including  Buffalo  charges.  The 
roads  have  arranged  to  have  all  ship- 
ments at  Buffalo  and  Eric  taken  care  of 
on  "Change  in  Now  N  ork  by  IMuard 
Annan,  who  has  been  made  joint  agent 
of  all  tlie  roads.  Though  this  is  called 
an  alloiiuent,  it  amounts  to  a  pool,  and 
it  is  thought  that  it  will  prevent  the 
usual  rale  wars. 

The  coal-shippers  have  asked  vessels 
to  accept  a  clause  on  t'leir  bills  of  lading 
providing  for  unloadint^  on  turn  without 
demurrage  for  the  fi'-st  trip  only.  As 
vessels  are  pretty  sure  to  pile  up  badly 
at  Chicago  and  Duluth,  this  request  is 
thought  to  be  reasona'cle,  and  will  prob- 
ably be  accepted. 

With  the  deadlock  in  the  iron  trade, 
caused  by  the  refusal  of  such  big  cofT- 
cerns  as  the  Illinois  Steel  company,  the 
Carnegie  works  and  ;he  mills  of  the 
Mahoning  valley,  to  buy  ore  at  present 
rates,  the  grain  trade  o.it  of  Chicago  has 
become  of  great  intere  ^t  to  the  owners  of 
the  lake  fleets.  The  elect  of  the  battle 
being  waged  on  the  Chicago  board  of 
trade  over  the  price  of  wheat  on  the 
movement  of  grain  wi!,  doubtless  be  the 
turning  point  for  the  first  half  of  the 
season  of  lake  busines;.

Terrible  Stories  of  Suffering  by  the  People 

From  Famine  in  Various  Districts  of 

China. 


Christians   Were     Attacked    and   Brutally 

Treated  by  Fanatical   Mobs  Led  by 

the  Literati  Students. 


Vancouver,  B.  C,  April  13. — Advices 
were  brought  by  the  steamship  Empress 
of  Japan  as  follows:  A.  F.  Alvcs,  treas- 
ury clerk  at  Hong  Kong,  while  awaiting 
trial  for  the  embezzlement  of  $79,000  of 
goternment  funds,  died  from  shame  and 
grief. 

The  Chinese  land  telegraphic  line  has 
at  last  been  joined  with  the  Russian 
system.  Messages  mav  now  be  sent 
throughout  the  world  from  China  by 
Chinese  lines.  Messages  to  Europe  cost 
15  per  cent  less  than  by  cable. 

Information  has  just  been  received  at 
Hong  Kong  of  a  brutal  attack  cm  native 
Christians  by  the  Literati,  seventy  miles 
northeast  of  Ameri.  A  band  of  rtififiaiis, 
headed  by  some  Literati  graduates, '  at- 
tacked a  small  company  of  Christians 
gathered  for  worship  in  a  house  of  one  of 
the  Christians.  The  worshippers  were 
seized  and  beaten  most  cruelly.  One 
woman  was  killed  and  her  husband  had 
his  queue  torn  out  by  the  roots.  Her  two 
srms  were  so  badly  treated  that  one  of 
them  is  not  expected  to  live. 

Some  of  the  others  present  were  hung 
up  by  ropes,  tied  round  their  wrists^ 
beaten  and  left  hanging  the  whole  night, 
stripped  of  every  particle  of  clothing. 
A  few  days  later  the  ringleader  was  ar- 
rested in  the  city  of  Hiu  An.  His  ar- 
rest was  resented  by  the  people  to  such 
an  extent  that  they  maae  a  determined 
attack  upon  the  Christians  residing  in  the 
city.  They  damaged  the  Christian's 
chapel,  ami  stoned  the  minister.  The 
magistrate  granted  an  escort  of  soldiers 
and  under  their  protection  the  minister 
got  safely  to  Lein.  The  matter  has  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  consul  at 
Amoy. 

The  famine  in  the  north  of  Shansi  is 
worse  than  at  first  supposed,  and  great 
poverty  prevails.  A  number  of  young 
women  and  girls  have  been  sold  by  their 
parents.  Native  reports  from  Kalgan 
give  harrowing  details  of  ravages  caused 
by  the  famine  in  Mongotia,  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Pao-Tou-Chen.  The  famine 
was  earned  by  severe  drought  extend- 
ing over  six  months.  Three-fifths  of  the 
people  endeavored  to  travel  southward 
in  hopes  of  obtainmg  relief,  but  a  large 
number  of  them  succumbed  to  the  bitter 
cold  and  hunger. 

Some  grain  dealers  from  Shansi  made 
enormous  protits  by  meeting  the  famished 
people  with  camel  loads  of  creats.  Many 
of  the  poorer  sufferers  not  having  money, 


gave  their  children  in  barter  for  wheat. 
A  child  of  six  years  was  considered  worth 
6000  cash  (a  little  over  a  half  dollar)  and 
marriageable  girls  were  bartered  in  ex- 
change for  a  camel's  load  of  wheat  oi  400 
catties. 

A  terrible  fire  occurred  recently  in 
Kawagoyecho,  near  Tokio,  over  2000 
houses  being  destroyed,  and  several  peo- 
ple were  killed  and  many  injured.  The 
Japanese  government  is  taking  deter- 
mined measures  to  stop  the  emigration 
of  women  for  immoral  purposes.  A  num- 
ber of  them  who  were  intended  for  a 
brothel  in  San  Francisco  was  arrested 
just  before  the  sailing  of  the  steamer 
Empress  of  Japan. 


FALL  IN  PACIFIC  MAIL. 


Due  to  a  False  Story  Thatjihe  Company  is  in 
Trouble 

New  York,  April  13. — A  sharp  drop 
yesterday  in  the  stock  of  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  company  was  followed  by  a 
story  that  the  company  was  in  some  kind 
of  trouble.  Vice  President  and  General 
Manager  J.  B.  Houston  said: 

"There  is  nothing  the  matter  with  the 
company.  There  is  no  reason  for  the  de- 
cline in  stock.  It  was,  I  am  informed, 
sold  down  by  L  L.  Oppenheim,  the  treas- 
urer ot  the  Panama  railroad.  He  seems 
to  have  had  one  broker  Sell  it,  while  an- 
other bought  it  for  him.  In  other  words 
it  was  washed  down.  I  don't  believe  the 
200  shares  have  been    legitimately  sold. 

Brewers  May  Strike. 

St.  LoLls,  Mo„  April  13. — There  are 
rumors  of  discontent  among  the  Brewers 
and  Maltsters'  unions  in  St.  Louis.  It  is 
said  that  the  basis  of  this  dissatisfaction 
is  a  strong  des>ire  for  an  increase  in  wages 
and  shorter  hours  for  a  working  day.  'I'he 
more  hot  headed  members  of  the  unions 
believe  they  can  force  the  boss  brewers 
into  granting  their  demands  and  have 
even  gone  so  far  as  to  advocate  the  in- 
auguration of  a  general  strike  on  May  i, 
if  concessions  are  not  made.

The  Sawinill  Case  Nearly  Closed  Warsh  Now 
on  Trial. 

The  case  of  William  Stevenson  vs. 
Hubbard  &  \incent  for  damages  for  in- 
juries received  in  the  defendants'  saw- 
mill is  drawing  to  a  close  after  being  on 
trial  for  a  week.  R.  P.  Edson  argued 
for  the  plaintiff,  occupying  the  greater 
part  of  the  forenoon.  The  defense  ar- 
gued this  afternoon. 

The  case  against  Lew  Marsh  is  on 
trial  before  Judge  Lewis.  He  is  accused 
of  having  robbed  Charles  Segrist  of  a 
roll  of  money  in  the  Columbia  hotel 
where  he  was  a  cook  and  Segrist  a  guQBt. 
.Segrist  testitied  to  being  invited  by 
Marsh  and  his  wife  to  the  basement 
while  he  was  drunk  and  that  when  he 
awoke  next  morning  his  money  was  gone. 
John  R.  Duff,  the  proprietor,  testified 
that  Segrist  was  drinking  in  the  evening 
in  the  sahxjii.  Later  on  he  found  him 
lying  on  the  kitchen  floor  and  called  to 
-Marsh  and  Harnliri,  the  engineer,  to 
search  him  and  {ilace  him  in  the  wash- 
r'K»m.  He  then  had  rmly  jij  or  $1  on  his 
oerson.  After  the  rtjbbery  wasknown, 
he  says,  that  Marsh  was  anxious  to  (|uit, 
and  did  prepare  to  go  to  Superior,  but 
Was  arrested  as  he  was  about  to  go. 

Other  witnesses  testifie<i  to  Segrist's 
having  a  roll  of  biilsand displaying  them. 
It  was  also  brought  out  that  Marsh  had 
given  a  check  fr>r  (juite  a  sum  to  one  of 
the  hotel  girls  with  whom  he  was  (juite 
intimate. 

This  morning  Marsh  was  put  on  the 
stand  and  told  his  story  as  to  how  he  had 
received  certain  moneys.

SPALDING  HOUSE  BLK 


St.  P.u  I,,  April  14.— [Special  to  The 
Herald]— The  house  attacked  general 
orders  this  niorniiitj  and  made  a  great 
hole  in  it.  The  hill  placing  a  heavy 
license  on  peripatetic  venders  of  merchan- 
ilise  was  recommended  to  pass.  A  strong 
lobby  was  present  from  the  insane 
asylums  to  defeat  the  bill  changing  the 
management  to  a  board  of  live  trustees 
and  cutting  down  the  perquisites  ol  the 
asylum  officials,  which  passed  the  senate 
the  other  day.  The  house  is  growmg 
warm  and  excitable,  and  things  about 
Monday  will  be  at  a  white  heat. 

Two  reports  will  be  made  by  Bob 
Dunn's  pine  land  committee.  The  mi- 
nority report  will  whitewash  Auditor 
Beerman  and  will  he  made  by  Mr.  Ger- 
man, of  Stearns  county.  Mr.  Dunn's  re- 
port will  recite  that  the  pine  in  Mille 
Lacs  County  was  withheld  from  public 
sale  and  sold  to  C.  A.  Smith  &  Co.  for  S2 
per  thousand  when  it  should  have 
brought  S4;  that  it  was  sold  on  an  old  esti- 
mate of  700,000  feet  when  there  was  in 
reality  5,5co,ot)0  on  the  property.  The 
majority  report  will  reconmiend,  that  $4 
pel  thoueand  be  collected  from  Smith  & 
Co.^for  all  the  timber  cut  and  the  re- 
inainiler  be  sold  at  public  auction. 

Senrtor  Daugherty  tried  to  get  in  an 
amendment  to  the  appropriation  bill  al- 
lowing an  exjjenditure  ot  $5000  to  aid  the 
forestry  department  in  obtaining  infor- 
mation concerning  forests  and  to  take 
measures  tt)  prevent  forest  tires,  but  it 
was  lost. 

The  house  made  a  great  advance  in 
business  yesterday  afternoon  by  passing 
a  resolution  that  each  member  of  the 
house  should  be  allowed  to  pick  one  bill 
from  general  orders  and  have  it  placed 
upon  the  calendar.  This  allowed  the 
placing  of  114  bills  upon  the  calendar. 
Several  other  bills  were  also  advanced 
from  general  orders. 

The  Jacobson  bill  against  the  mixing 
of  grain  at  terminal  points,  defeated  the 
other  day,  was  reconsidered  and  placed 
on  the  table  in  the  house. 

Yesterday  afternoon  Attorney  General 
Chillis'  report  on  whether  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Range  road  had  a  laud  grant  or  not 
was  presented,  but  not  read.  It  cited  de- 
cisions in  support  of  both  sides  of  the 
proposition,  and  maintained  that  the 
question  was  a  difficult  one,  which  could 
not  be  disposed  of  in  so  short  a  time,  and 
one  which  would  probably  require  ac- 
tion by  the  courts  to  definitely  deter- 
mine. 

The  illuminating  oil  bill  passed  the 
senate  as  it  did  the  house,  and  went  to  the 
governor.  The  first  seven  sections  of  the 
omnibus  appropriation  bill  were  adopted 
in  committee  ot  the  whole  in  the  senate 
yesterday  afternoon.

and  His  Coup  d'   Etat   Has  Been 

Successful. 


HE  RtlUROEREO  A  WOMAN. 


Wiiiiam  Bond  Suffered  the  Extreme  Penalty  of 
the  Law  Today. 

RocKViLLE,  Md.,  April  14,— William 
Bond,  colored,  23  years  old,  was 
hanged  in  the  jail  yard  here  this  morn- 
ing for  the  murder  on  Nov.  21,  i8qi,  of 
Margaret  Cephas,  also  colored.  Bond 
was  convicted  on  circumstantial  evi- 
dence, which  went  to  show  that  he  was 
drunk  and  had  aitempted  a  criminal  as- 
sault upon  the  woman. 

A  desperate  struggle  left  such  marks 
upon  him  that  the  crime  was  easily 
traced,  and  he  was  speedily  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  death  on  Feb,  17,    last. 

His  low  degree  ot  intelligence  sug- 
gested a  plea  to  the  governor  to  examine 
into  his  mental  condition,  and  the  gov- 
ernor appointed  a  board  of  medical  ex- 
aminers for  that  purpose,  postponing 
the  execution  until  today.  The  result  of 
the  examiners  was  never  made  public, 
but  the  failure  of  the  governor  to  com- 
mute the  sentence  leads  to  the  belief 
that  he  was  found  sound. 


KILLED  BY  A  SOLUTION. 

He  Used  it  to  Cure  Corns  and  Blood  Poison- 
ing Ensued. 

Montreal,  April  14.- David  Preston, 
the  superintendent  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
citic  railroad,  died  last  night.  Some 
time  ago  he  bought  a  iwlution  for  the 
purpose  of  curing  corrs.  He  placed 
some  of  it  on  a  bad  corn. 

Soon  after  this,  blood  poisoning  ensued, 
and  to  save  his  life  for  the  time  being  it 
was  necessary  to  amputate  his  foot.  The 
exhaustion  from  the  operation  caused 
his  death.  He  was  65  years  of  age  and 
was  one  of  the  best  known  railroad  men 
in  the  country. 


LUMBER  YARDS  DESTROYED. 

Fire  Causes  a  Loss  of  $100,000  in  Mich- 
igan. 
Diamond  Lake,  Mich.,  April  14.— 
The  West  Michigan  Lumber  company's 
yards  were  destroyed  by  fire  yesterday. 
Seven  million  feet  of  lumber,  half  a 
million  bundles  each  of  shingles  and 
laths  and  ten  freight  carj,  were  burned. 
The  loss  will  reach  $100,000.  The  fire 
was  caused  by  a  spark   from  an  engine.

ONE  THOUSAND  HOIIRELESS. 

Terrible  Fire  in  a  Hungarian    Town.  Causing 
'  Heavy  Loss. 

\'iENNA,  April  14.— A  fire  in  Vessprim, 
a  town  of  Hungar\-,  sixty  miles  southwest 
of  Buda  Pesth  and  having  a  population 
of  about  12,000,  has  destroyed  141  houses 
and  done  damage  to  property  to  the  ex- 
tent of  half  a  million  florins.  One  thou- 
sand persons  are  homeles.s. 


BicLGRADE,  April  14.— A  bloodless 
coup  d'etat  was  effected  here  last  night, 
and  King  Alexander  I,  the  youthful  ruler 
of  Servia,  who  has  heretofore  governed 
the  country  through  regents,  today  rules 
in  his  own  name.  A  grand  banquet  was 
given  at  the  palace  last  night  to  cele- 
brate King  Alexander's  success  in  pass- 
ing the  examination  prescribed  for  Sjr- 
\  ian  students.  Gen.  Belimarkovic,  the 
regents  and  all  the  ministers  were  pres- 
ent, as  also  were  a  Inrge  number  of 
friends  and  supporters  of  the  regents. 

The  situation  in  Servia  has  been  criti- 
cal owing  to  the  power  held  by  the  re- 
gents and  state  officials.  Afifairs  had  be- 
come so  bad  that  the  king  determined  to 
ta^ke  the  reins  in  his  own  hands.  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  determination,  plans 
were  secretly  laid  by  means  of  which  the 
regents  and  ministry  would  be  ousted 
without  opportunity  foi;  opposition.  Un- 
suspectingly the  regents  and  ministers  at- 
tended the  banquet,  and  while  they  were 
enjoying  themselves  at  the  palace  de- 
tachments (if  soldiers  and  bodies  of  police 
took  possession  of  the^minister's  houses 
and  occupied  the  government    buildings. 

At  midnight,  wdile  the  festivities  were 
still  in  progress.  King  Alexander  pro- 
claimed that  he  had  attained  his  major- 
ity and  that  he  had  assumed,  with  the 
skuptchina,  the  £overnment  of  the  coun- 
try. As  a  matter  of  fact  the  king  had 
not  attained  his  majority.  According  to 
the  Servian  law  he  does  not  become  ot 
age  until  he  is  18  years  age,  and  as  he 
was  born  Aug.  14.  1876,  he  will  not  be  18 
for  considerable  over  a  year. 

When  the  deposed  regents  and  minis- 
ters heard  the  declamation,  they  were 
dumbfounded.  The  king  and  his  advisers 
acted  with  great  promptitude  and  sol- 
diers who  were  in  waiting  also  placed  the 
regents  and  ministers  under  arrest  and 
they  were  sent  to  rooms  which  had  been 
prepared  for  them  in  the  palace,  where 
they  are  under  guard, 

'1  he  Servian  army  is  loyal  to  the  king. 
Had  it  not  been,  the  coup  d'etat  would 
not  have  been  possible.  After  the  issu- 
ing of  the  proclamation,  and  long  before 
daybreak,  the  king  proceeded  to  the  bar- 
racks, where  the  troops  were  under  arms, 
and  was  received  with  joyous  acclama- 
tions and  many  expressions  of  loyalty. 
The  proclamation,  which  will  be  issued 
everywhere  in  the  country  today,  bears 
the  king's  signature. 

In  it  Alexander  declares  that  the  legis- 
lature has  been  lately  in  sore  jeopardy, 
the  rights  of  citizens  imperilled  and  the 
legislative  power  ot  parliament  so 
abused  that  the  king  must  end  the  un- 
happy condition  of  affairs.  He  therefore 
declares  that  he  has  come  of  age  and  has 
assumed  kingly  power.  Henceforth,  the 
proclamation  adds,  the  Servian  legisla- 
ture acquires  its  full  significance.  The 
regents  have  been  deposed,  the  cabinet 
dismissed  and  a  new  ministry  is  ap- 
pointed, M.  Dokitch  is  the  new  prime 
minister. 

Stocks  Fell, 
ViKNNA,  April  14.— The  receipt  of  the 
intelligence  that  King  Alexandria  had 
dejiosed  the  regents  and  taken  upon 
himself  the  full  powers  of  a  king,  caused 
a  sharp  fall  in  Servian  and  other  Euro- 
pean securities  on  the  bourse  here.

Unpacking  of  the  Celebrated  Lotto  Portrait  at 
the  World's  Fair. 

Chicago,  April  14.— The  event  of  in- 
terest at  the  World's  fairgrounds  yester- 
day took  place  in  the  convent  La  Rabida, 
a  duplicate  of  the  famous  structure  where 
Columbus  found  shelter  in  time  of 
trouble  and  where  he  developed  his 
theory  of  an  undiscovered  continent  in 
the  far  West. 

The  event  was  the  unpacking  of  the 
famous  Lotto  portrait  of  Columbus,  just 
received  from  the  Madrid  historical  ex- 
position, where  it  receivt  d  a  gold  medal 
for  being  the  most  authentic  portrait  of 
Columbus.  From  this  famous  likeness 
the  copy  was  taken  to  ornament  the  sou- 
venir coins  of  the  World's  Columbian  ex- 
position.

Washington.  April  14— (^P^^''*!  *" 
The  Herald.]— As.  has  appeared  fre- 
quently in  The  Herald  frona  Washington 
dispatches.  Representative  Baldwin  be- 
lieves he  has  unearthed  a  threat  deal  of 
corruption  in  connection  with  timber 
depredations  in  Northern  Minnesota  in 
the  past,  and  further  than  this  he  is  of 
the  opinion  that  other  attempts  .ire 
being  made  to  secure  control  of  the 
available  pine  laud  tracts,  or  the  timber 
at  anv  rate,  in  this  section  of  the  state. 

Maj.  Baldwin  has  been  industriously 
securing  evidence  in  order  to  make  his 
case  hold  >;ood.  when  it  conies  before 
the  interior  department  otHcials  for  a 
hearmg.  He  has  tiled  numerous  affida- 
vits which,  if  substantiated,  will  bring  to 
li^ht  a  sensation  that  will  shake  the 
busmess  circles  of  Minnesota  trom  cen- 
ter to  circumference. 

Secretary  Smith  also  seems  to  be  in 
earnest  about  pursuini:  the  investiiiation 
on  the  line  laid  down  by  Maj.  Baldwin,  mui 
it  is  more  than  likely  that  some  tire  will 
be  discovered  where  there  is  such  a  cloud 
of  smoke  at  the  present  time.  While  the 
St.  Paul  Globe  is  cndeavoriiij:  \.o  make 
tHilitical  capital  »mt  of  this  matter,  this  is 
tar  from  being  the  object  of  -Maj.  Bald- 
win. His  action  is  not  at  all  perstmal. 
His  idea  is  that  if  thievins;  in  the  timber 
section  of  Minnesota  is  going  on,  it 
should  be  stopped,  and  that  those  who 
have  committed  the  depredations  should 
be  pu>secutetl. 

He  has  been  very  careful  to  coyer  up 
the  evidence  he  has,  ftir  his  idea  is  that 
before  it  should  go  to  the  public,  Secre- 
tarv  Smith  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
timl  out  whether  the  charges  in  circula- 
tion have  any  foundation  in  fact.  It  is 
presumed  that  the  investigation  inaugu- 
rated by  Maj.  Baldwin  will  be  carried  on 
until  the  charges  are  either  pnned  or 
disproved  to  the  satisfaction  of  every- 
body.   

Wi!l  Stay  Until  June. 

Washington,  April  14.  Congressman 
Baldwin  will  remain  in  Washington  until 
June.  He  is  having  a  hot  time  with 
postmaster  appo;  itments.  Ncrsooner  has 
he  recommended  t  man  when  he  is 
flooded  with  protests  claiming  that  the 
applicant  is  either  a  horse  thief  or  a  Re- 
publican. He  thinks  there  will  be  no 
general  slaughter  of  postmasters,  the 
idea  of  the  administration  being  to  take 
things  coolly  and  let  the  present  incum- 
bents serve  their  time  out.

Oil  in  a  Ditch  Caught  Fire  and  Communicated 
to  the  Works. 

BlFFALO,  N.  Y.,  April  14.— The  A.  S. 
Holmes  refinery,  covering  twelve  acres 
of  ground  »)n  Seneca  street,  was  de- 
stroyed by  tire  yesterday  afternoon,  to- 
gether with  twenty  freight  cars  and  a 
train  of  oil  cars  sidetracked  near  the 
works. 

Thirty  thousand  barrels  of  oil  stocked 
in  the  warehouse  were  also  destroyed. 
The  hre  was  starteil  by  an  engine  drop- 
ping some  coals  in  some  oil  which  was 
running  on  top  the  water  in  a  little  ditch. 
The  wind  blew  the  flames  into  the  works 
and  an  explosion  occurred. 

Kvery  few  minutes  heavy  explosions 
occurred  when  ammonia  ami  gasoline 
tanks  blew  up.  Thomas  Tracy  was 
struck  by  a  flying  piece  of  metal  and 
badly  injured.  'Ihree  fireman  were 
slightly  injured  by  one  of  the  explosioiis. 
The  loss  will  be  heavy.

Members  of  the  Crew  Unable  to  Bear  the

London,  April  14.— W.  A.L.  Fletcher, 
president  of  the  Oxford  L^niversity  Boat- 
ing crew,  states  in  an  interview  th.it  the 
winners  of  the  university  boat  race  are 
unable  to  go  to  America  in  acceptance 
of  the  invitation  extended  by  the  Har- 
vard crew  for  a  race  with  the  winners  of 
the  coming  boat  race  in  that  country. 

It  is  on  account  of  the  expense  that 
would  be  involved.  Several  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Oxford  crew,  Mr.  Fletcher 
says,  devote  their  time  during  their  va- 
cation to  acting  as  tutors,  and  the  sacri- 
fice of  such  engagements  through  a  visit 
to  the  United  States  would  entail  upon 
them  a  heavy  loss  that  some  are  unnble 
to  bear. 


Savannah,  Ga.,  April  14.— The  Morn- 
ing News  has  received  the  following  spe- 
cial from  Valdos,  Georgia:  The  worst 
crime  in  the  history  of  Lowndes  county 
was  committed  about  sundown  yester- 
day, seven  miles  south  of  this  place,  the 
victim  being  an  old  man  named  John  F. 
Wizenbacker.  Mrs.  Wizenbackcr,  his 
wife,  was  in  the  house  attending  to  her 
domestic  duties  when  she  was  suddenly 
accosted  by  a  man.  He  commanded 
her  to  keep  still  and  not  make  any  alarm 
or  he  would  kill  her. 

The  villain  then  took  Wizenbacker's 
gun  down  from  the  rack  and  went  into 
an  adjoining  room  and  proceeded  to 
break  open  a  wooden  wardrobe  in  which 
the  old  man  kept  his  money.  Mrs.  Wiz- 
enbackcr slipped  out  and  called  for  her 
husband  who  was  hoeing  in  a  patch 
about  fifty  yards  away. 

When  told  by  his  wife  about  the 
stranger's  actions,  the  old  man,  disre- 
garding his  wife's  entreaties,  entered  the 
house  and  was  met  by  a  fusilade  of  bul- 
lets from  the  robber's  pistol.  None  of 
them,  however,  took  effect,  and  the  old 
man  raised  his  hoe  to  strike  him.  The 
stranger  quickly  seized  the  gun  and  sent 
a  charge  of  shot  into  Wizenbacker's 
heart  and  he  fell,  calling  to  his  wife  to 
run,  and  saying  that  he  was  killed. 

Mrs.  Wizenbacker  then  ran  to  the 
nearest  neighbors  and  gave  the  alarm, 
but  when  help  arrived  the  robber  had 
gone,  taking  with  him  what  money  he 
could  find.  Three  men  are  under  arrest 
on  suspicion. 


FIERCE  RIOT  NEAR  PRAGUE. 

Ignorant  People.  Frenzied  by  a  Superstition. 
Attack  the  Jews. 

I'RAGii.April  14.— The  town  of  Kolin, 
or  Neu  Kolin,  on  the  river  Elbe,  thirty- 
five  miles  from  Prague,  has  been  the 
scene  of  a  fierce  struggle  between  a  mob 
frenzied  by  a  religious  superstition  and 
the  military  c idled  out  to  protect  the 
Jewish  popuhition. 

It  is  a  common  belief  among  the  more 
ignorant  in  this  part  of  the  country  that 
the  Jews  liavc  a  custom  of  killing  Chris- 
tians in  connection  and  conformity  with 
Jewish  religious  rites. 

The  body  of  a  servant  girl  named 
Marie  I'aulik  was  recently  found  in  the 
F-lbe  at  Kolin.  The  impression  rapidly 
spread  that  the  girl  had  been  murdered 
by  the  Jews  in  accordance  with  their  sup- 
posed religious  customs,  and  that  after 
the  remains  Lad  been  used  in  the  sup- 
posed secret  rites,  the  body  had  been 
thrown  into  the  river. 

A  multitude  of  the  most  ignorant 
populace  believed  the  story  and  worked 
themselves  into  a  frenzy  of  excitement, 
and  they  gathered  in  force  and  wrecked 
the  Jewish  synagogue,  and  attacked  and 
wrecked  the  shops  and  residences  of  the 
Jews.  The  mob  were  in  complete  con- 
trol, and  as  their  fury  grew  more  ter- 
rible the  civil  authorities  were  compelled 
to  call  upoii  the  military  for  assist- 
ance. 

The  soldiers  marched  to  the  scene  of 
the  rioting  in  considerable  force,  but  the 
mob  refused  to  disperse.  The  military 
were  ordered  to  charge,  and  did  charge, 
the  mob  ever,  then  resisting.  The  popu- 
l.ace  fought  the  soldiers  and  several 
were  badly  wounded  before  the  riot  was 
subdued. 

The  ringleaders  were  arrested  and 
quiet  restored,  but  not  un^il  after  the 
Jev/ish  population  at  Kolin  had  suffered 
a  large  loss  of  property,  as  well  as  much 
personal  insult  and  injury.

New  York,  April  14.— The  Herald's 
Panama  special  says:  Following  closely 
on  the  discovery  of  a  plot  in  Leon  for  the 
overthrow  of  President  Sacasa,  through 
the  confession  of  the  wife  of  Goikloa, 
comes  the  news  from  Nicaragua  of  the 
frustration  of  another  conspiracy  which 
was  being  patched. 

It  has  Keen  learned  that  it  w-as  pro- 
posed to  strike  simultaneously,  in  Nlan- 
agua,  Granada  and  Leon.  When  the  gov- 
ernment was  informed  of  the  plot  orders 
were  issued  for  the  arrest  of  the  leaders 
in  Managua.  Ex-President  Joaquin  Za- 
vala, and  the  Liberal  leader.  Gen.  San- 
tos; Zelaya,  a  wealthy  merchant  in  Gran- 
ada; Fredrico  Salorzano,  with  Col.  Paez, 
and  many  other  prominent  persons  were 
captured  there. 

The  Cuban  agent.  Carmero  Canea,  was 
arrested  in  Leon  as  an  accomplice,  and 
exiled.  He  was  suspected  of  attempting 
to  obtain  arms  with  which  to  equip  the 
rev<iIutionists.

Case  Against  Mr.   Markham   Has  Been 
Closed. 

St.  Paul,  April  14.  In  the  Markhara 
investigation  yesterday  the  testimony  of 
Will  Bassett,  D.  Willard.  H.  C.  Ackley, 
R.  W.  Jones,  J.  E.  Glass  and  F.  C.  Fare 
was  taken.  This  closes  the  case  against 
Markham,  and  testimony  will  now  be 
offered  in  rebuttal. 

R.ay  W.  Jones  was  a  witness  yesterday 
afternoon.  Late  in  December  the  Min- 
neapolis lumbermen  met  and  discussed 
the  VVyman  bill,  and  he  was  appointed 
to  see  the  probable  members  of  the  logs 
and  lumber  committee  and  learn  how 
they  stand.  He  wrote  to  Markham,  and 
after  the  logs  and  lumber  committee  had 
been  appointed,  called  upon  Mr.  Mark- 
hara, who  assured  him  he  was  favorable 
to  the  bill.  About  Feb.  i  he  saw  Mr. 
Markham  in  the  lobby  at  the  capitol  and 
found  out  there  was  opposition  on  the 
committee  to  the  bill.  Markham  then 
told  him  that  if  a  favorable  report  came 
from  the  committee  the  lumbermen  must 
take  more  interest  and  put  up  some 
money.  Mr.  Jones  asked  how  much 
money  would  be  needed  and  Markham 
replied  Siooo  to  gi2oo.  Even  then  he 
did  not  say  that  he  wanted  the  money 
himselL  The  other  side  was  using 
money  and  he  said  the  lumbermen  must 
use  money  if  they  wanted  their  bill  to  be 
passed. 

J.  E.  Glass,  of  the  Northern  Mill  com- 
pany, was  waited  upon  in  Minneapolis 
by  Markham  one  Saturday  before  the 
Wyman  bill  was  to  come  up.  Markham 
asked  what  the  lumbermen  were  going 
to  do,  adding  that  Brown  was  spending 
money  to  defeat  the  bill  and  it  would 
take  money  from  the  other  side  to  offset 
the  Brown  influence.  He  said  it  would 
take  about  $1000  to  get  a  favorable  re- 
port on  the  bill.  "He  said,"  went  on  Mr. 
Glass,  "that  it  would  take  $1000  to  get 
the  report,and  named  three  men, Fuller, 
Pray  and  the  Stillwater  member  of  the 
committee,  who  were  opposed  to  the 
bill.  I  assumed  that  Mr.  Markham  was 
the  man  who  was  to  lake  the  money  and 
distribute  it,  and  from  his  language  and 
manner  I  construed  him  to  be  asking 
for  money  to  secure  a  favorable  report 
on  the  bill,  and  I  so  reported  to  the  lum- 
bermen the  next  day." 

In  reply  to  the  question  whether  ISIark- 
ham  had  asked  for  money  for  himself, 
Mr.  Glass  answered:  "No.  Markham  at 
that  time  pretended  to  be  friendly  to  the 
bill,  but  he  claimed  both  ways." 

H.  C.  Acklev  testified  that  he  had 
talked  with  .Markham  about  the  Wyman 
bill  the  first  time  before  the  last  legisla- 
ture Qiet,?at  an  informal  meeting  of  the 
lumbermen  in  Minneajiolis.  Ihe  luni- 
bermen  had  recommended  him  for  chair- 
man of  the  logs  and  lumber  committee. 
On  Jan.  28  Markham  called  at  Mr.  Ack- 
ley's  office  and  said:  "Ihe  Browr.s  arc 
using  money  freely  to  get  the  bill  de- 
feated and  if  you  people  want  a  favor- 
able report  you  must  jnit  u])  money. 
The  amount  asked  was  about  #1200  anil 
1  supposed  that  unless  we  gave  the  money 
Markham  would  go  against  the  bill."

Washington,  April  14. -The  postof- 
fice  department  received  information 
this  morning  of  the  death  of  Postmaster 
Collins,  of  Brooklyn,  at  his  home  in  that 
city  last  night. 


Mr.  Egan  Requested  to  Deliver  the  Refugees 
Kept  at  the  Legation. 

New  York,  April  14.— The  Herald's 
V'^alparaiso  dispatch  says:  In  the  Her- 
ald, of  Santiago,  is  published  a  report 
that  the  go\  ernmcnt  has  received  word 
from  Washington  on  the  subject  of 
refugees  in  the  United  States  legation. 

The  contents  of  the  communication 
are  kept  an  official  secret.  It  is  reported 
that  the  Chilean  government  has  sent 
word  to  Washington  requesting  that  .Mr. 
Egan  be  requested  to  deliver  up  the 
relugees  and  ordinary  criminals. 

Further  details  of  a  plot,  the  discovery 
of  which  resulted  in  the  proclamation  of 
a  state  of  siege,  have  been  received.  It 
is  now  given  out  that  on  the  evening  of 
April  28,  the  police  noticed  a  group  sus- 
piciously collecting  in  the  parks. 

Word  was  sent  to  the  president  and 
an  order  was  issued  for  the  troops  m  the 
barracks  to  march  to  the  scene  and  dis- 
perse them.  Instructions  were  given  to 
have  the  orders  executed  with  as  much 
secrecy  as  pt)ssible.  They  reached  the 
parks  without  warning  and  scattered  the 
crowds.  Manv  were  taken  prisoners, 
including  the  leader.  Twenty  of  them 
were  searched  and  on  them  were  found 
dynamite,  revolvers  and  compromising 
documents.  It  is  believed  they  intended 
to  attack  the  prison.

Wsrid's  Fair  Carpenters   Kick  on   the  Recent 

Settlement. 
r  Chicago,  April  14.— The  Tribune  this 
morning  has  the  following:  Unless  a 
change  is  made  in  the  program,  the 
carpenters  employed  at  the  World's  fair 
will  go  out  on  a  strike  again  next  Mon- 
day. Last  night  a  meeting  of  the 
Carpenters*  council  was  held,  which  con- 
tinued in  stormy  session  from  8  last 
evening  until  after  i  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. 

The  carpenters  are  not  satished  with 
the  result  of  the  recent  conference  which 
settled  the  strike  o!  the  4030  World's 
fair  mechanics. 

They  say  that  Cogswell,  the  president 
of  the  council,  did  not  authorise  the  fix- 
ing of  his  signature  to  the  agreement  in 
bis  absence  and  that  be  did  not  agree  to 
the  decision,  despite  the  fact  that 
President  Higinbotham  and  others  said 
he  authorized  the  signing  of  his  name. 
Tonight,  at  the  meeting  of  the  building 
trades' council,  the  carpenters  will  prefer 
charges  against  an  officer  of  the  building 
trades'  council  for  signing  the  name  ot 
their  president  to  that  agreement. 

The  feehng  between  carpenters  and 
leaders  of  other  trades  is  bitter,  and  it 
is  believed  that  every  union  carpenter 
working  at  Jackson  Park  will  quit  work 
at  the  command  of  the  president  of  their 
council.  The  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
ing were  secret  and  the  result  v.as  not 
given  out.  Rumor  had  it,  however,  that 
H  strike  would  be  prepared  lor  Monday.

Findings  if  tke  Legislative  Committee  on  it« 
Investigation. 
St.  Pail  .An-M  14.— The  joint  legis- 
lative committee  which  has  for  more 
than  a  month  past  been  investigating 
the  workings  of  the  coal  combine   made 

its  report  just  before  the  adjournment  of 
the  legislature  last  evening. 

It  rehearses  the  findings  of  the  com- 
mittee that  a  combine  known  as  the 
Minnesota  Bureau  of  Coal  Statistics  ex- 
ists in  this  state;  that  it  has  been  able,  in 
all  the  leading  cities  of  the  state,  to  force 
all  dealers  not  subscribers  of  the  bure.au, 
oat  of  the  coal  business,  and  that  this 
combine  has  gradually  raised  the  price 
of  anthracite  coal  until  it  now  seMs  at 
but  a  few  cents  less  than  $g  per  ton. 
The  committee  also  recites  the  fact  that 
it  has  secured  an  indictment  against  the 
central  figure  of  the  combine  for  perjury, 
and  is  preparing  cases,  with  the  aid  of 
the  attorney  general,  against  several 
members  of  the  combine  for  criminal 
conspiracy.    The  report  continues: 

"The  Northwestern  Fuel  company,  the 
largest  and  strongest  of  our  local  cor- 
porations is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, in  a  large  measure  responsible 
for  bringing  about  the  combination  that 
now  exists,  and  so  perfect  and  close  has 
this  northwestern  branch  of  this  great 
interstate  conspiracy  become  that  there 
would  be  no  substantial  difficulty  in  the 
way  of  its  advancing  the  price  of  coal  to 
any  point  short  of  the  limit  to  which 
the  consumer  might  go  before  being 
forced  to  substitute  other  kinds  of  fuel.

Another  Reservoir  for  the  High  Service  Sys- 
tem to  be  Built -Other  Contemplat- 
ed Improvements- 


The  Duluth  Gas  and  W.itcr  company 
is  preparinjj  to  make  extensive  improve- 
ments in  its  system  as  soon  as  the  frost 
is  out  of  the  ground.  This  may  be  news 
to  some  of  the  "kickers"  but  Manager 
Craig  says  that  the  company  is  actually 
going  to  do  a  thing  or  two.  In  the  tirst 
place  the  reservoir  on  Chester  creek, 
between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets  is  to 
be  completed.  The  cement  lining  will 
be  run  up  six  or  seven  feet  higher.  This 
will  increase  the'capacity  from  4.000,000 
to  about  5,003,000  gallons. 

Not  only  is  this  reservoir  to  bo  com- 
pleted but  the  company  is  "going  in" 
for  the  ornamental  as  well  and  will 
beautify  the  grounds.  The  reservoir  is 
about  251)  by  300  feet  in  size.  Around 
th e  top  and  along  the  masonry  will  be 
built  an  iron  fence  and  a  promenade. 
The  sides  will  be  embanked  so  as  to 
give  an  easy  slope.  This  will  be  sodded. 
The  effect  will  ije  to  m.ake  the  place  a 
handsome  spot  mstead  of  a  huge  unsightly 
mass  o(  masonry  mid  this  is  especially 
fortunate  as  it  is  located  on  the  boule- 
vard. It  will  take  about  six  weeks  to 
complete  the  work,  after  itiscomnienced, 
A  drinking  fountain  will  also  be  ^)ut  in  on 
the  lx)ulevanl  near  the  reservoir.  The 
ctmipany  will  also  beautify  its  grounds  at 
the  pump  house  and  put  in  a  basin  foun- 
tain. 

Another  improvement  contemplated  is 
the  erecti(in  of  a  pumping  station  for  the 
high  service  system.  This  will  be 
entirely  independent  from  the  present 
system  except  in  one  way.  The  water 
will  be  taken  from  the  present  reservoir 
on  Chester  creek.  The  pumping  station 
will  be  erectetl  near  this  reservoir.  A 
new  reservoir  will  be  built  above  the 
boulevard  and  somewhere  near  First  and 
Second  avenues  west  ani^  into  this  the 
water  will  he  pumped.  The  territory  be- 
tween Fourth  street  and  the  boulevard 
will  be  supplied  from  this.  When  this 
system  is  complete,  which  will  be  about 
November  i,  the  company  will  be  pre- 
pared to  pump  water  to  an  elevation  of 
500  feet.  For  the  present  nothing  is  to 
be  d»>ne  toward  supplying  Duluth  Heights 
with  water.

THE  JOBBERS'  UNION. 


Questions  Connected  With  Train  and  Mail 
Service  Discussed. 
The  Jobbers'  union  held  its  regular 
monthly  meeting  yesterday  afternoon. 
The  matter  of  securing  another  passen- 
ger train  on  the    Northern    Pacific  road 

was  referred  to  the  transpOitalion  com- 
mittee. It  is  thought  that  if  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  local  agents  of  the  road  can 
be  secured  that  it  will  greatly  assist  in 
securing  the  additional  train. 

The  matter  of  securing  better  mail 
facilities  between  Chicago  and  Duluth 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  union 
by  the  local  postofTice  officials.  Now 
only  one  mail  per  day  is  received,  in  the 
morning.  It  is  suggcslcd  that  a 
mail  might  be  sent  over  the 
Milwaukee  road's  fast  train  to  St.  Paul, 
be  transferred  to  the  St.  Paul  iS;  Duluth 
limited  there  and  get  here  at  7  o'clock  in 
the  evening.  This  would  necessitate  the 
limited's  leaving  .St.  Paul  a  half  h<tiir 
later  than  now  but  it  is  believed  this 
could  be  arrangeil.

Swift,    ol  Minneapolis.  Talked 
Trades  and  Labor  Assembly. 
The    regular    meeting  of    the  Trades 
and  Labor   assembly  held  last  evening 
was  largely  attended  and  unusual  inter- 
est and  enthusiasm  was  displayed.  John 

Swift,  of  Minneapolis,  addressed  the 
meeting  reviewing  the  work  accom- 
plished by  organized  labor  in  the  city  of 
Minneapolis.  He  urged  upon  the  labor- 
ing men  the  importance  of  interesting 
themselves  in  the  work  of  the  different 
organizations,  saying  that  in  them  lies 
the  salvation  of  the  laboring  masses. 
Mr.  Swift  attended  the  labor  convention 
in  London  last  .year  and  gave  an  account 
of  the  work  being  done  by  organized 
l.ibor  in  England.  He  said 
that  the  laboring  classes  are  held 
in  more  respect  there  than  here  and  at- 
tributed it  to  organization.  He  aigued 
against  rashness  in  settling  strikes  and 
urged  conservatism. 

Mr.  Riley,  also  of  Minneapolis,  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  urging  the  advis- 
ability of  establishing  a  labor  organ.  He 
represented  himself  and  a  Mr.  Moon 
and  their  idea  is  to  establish  a  branch  of 
a  paper  they  are  publishing  in  Minne- 
apolis. They  wished  to  secure  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  Trades  and  Labor  as- 
sembly, but  this  the  assembly  refused  to 
give  for  the  present  at  least.  Several  of 
the  local  members  objected  strongly  to 
the  scheme  claiming  that  they  should 
know  something  about  it  before  they 
went  into  it.  Messrs.  Gleason,  Han- 
cock and  McDowell  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  investigate  the  matter.

He  Wants  to  Discuss  a  Question  That  is  At- 
tracting Attention. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

For  hundreds  of  years  the  Catholic 
church  has  claimed  to  be  composed  of 
.ingels  and  to  hold  the  exclusive  key  to 
heaven  and  that  all  of  the  rest  of  man- 
kind were  going  to  hell,  and  for  hun- 
dreds of  years  the  Protestant  churches 
have  laid  claim  to  the  very  same  thing, 
yet  for  hundreds  of  years  they  have  been 
killing  one  another  like  devils. 

Within  the  past  hundred  years  societ- 
ies have  been  formed  and  each  lay  claim 
to  the  very  same  virtues  claimed  by 
both  Catholics  and  Protestants  and  the 
records  made  by  each  have  in  many 
cases  been  very  destructive  to  human 
happiness  and  to  life  as  well  :-s  to  prop- 
eity.  It  becomes  a  serious  question  for 
thoughtful  consideration  to  sec  so  many 
men,  whose  interests  should  be  one,  so 
pitted  against  one  another. 

Is  it  possible  that  all  in  one  church  or 
class  are  angels,  all  others  are  devils?

Mackinac  Straits  Are  Clear  and  Vessels  Are 
Leaving  Chicago. 

Private  ines>ai:;cs  iccc^ed  here  last 
night  say  that  the  straits  of  Mackinac  are 
open  and  that  no  ice  beyoml  a  few  drift- 
ing cakes  are  visible.  The  Chicago  ami 
Milwaukee  lleets  leave  en  masse  today, 
or  at  least  as  many  oi  them  as  can  be 
cleared  before  night.

An  aftidavit  made  by  Thomas  Cassidy,
